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Introduction 


Welcome  to  one  of  the  most  interesting  auctions  we  have  ever  conducted!  In  numismatics  the 
"name  of  the  game"  is  art,  history,  romance — and  value.  While  value  is  often  the  tail  that  wags 
the  dog,  and  often  is  the  aspect  that  gets  the  most  attention,  art,  history,  and  romance  are  the 
very  foundations  of  the  hobby.  Otherwise  we  would  be  left  with  nothing  but  mere  objects  with 
price  tags  assigned  to  them — not  all  that  much  different  from  stock  certificates  or  checks! 

There  is  such  a  thing  as  falling  in  love  with  one's  own  merchandise — something  that  profit-oriented 
business  people  should  probably  avoid,  according  to  what  one  reads  in  various  texts.  However, 

I  cannot  help  but  observe  that  the  main  cataloguers  of  the  present  sale — Michael  Hodder  (who 
concentrated  on  Session  III),  Bob  Rubel  (who  concentrated  on  Sessions  I  and  IV),  and  consultant 
Russ  Rulau  (who  concerned  himself  with  Session  II)  derived  great  enjoyment  from  the  pieces  in 
hand,  as  I  did  when  I  helped  with  various  sections  throughout  the  following  pages. 

The  Russell  B.  Patterson  Collection  of  United  States  coins — regular  issues,  including  many  19th- 
and  20th-century  Proofs  and  other  highlights — is  the  featured  consignment  in  the  present  sale.  Born 
in  Pittsburgh,  Pennsylvania  1935,  he  was  raised  in  St.  Petersburg,  Florida  and  graduated  from  the 
Admiral  Farragut  Academy  as  salutatorian  in  the  class  of  1953.  He  pursued  the  degree  of  Bachelor 
of  Science  in  petroleum  engineering  at  the  University  of  Pittsburgh,  graduating  in  1958,  the  same 
year  he  married  Jane  A.  Womelsdorf.  After  a  stint  in  military  service,  he  joined  the  Marketing 
Department  of  Standard  Oil  of  New  Jersey.  In  1960  and  1965,  two  sons  were  born,  Mark  and  Eric. 

In  1962  Mr.  Patterson  first  became  interested  in  numismatics.  From  that  time  forward  his  collec¬ 
tion  grew.  In  the  meantime,  he  was  busy  with  professional  duties,  including  the  presidency  of  Culligan 
of  Pittsburgh  and,  beginning  in  1968,  membership  on  the  board  of  directors  of  the  Community 
Bank  of  Pittsburgh.  In  1975  he  became  interested  in  pattern  coins,  collecting  them  as  an  adjunct 
to  the  regular  series,  believing  they  lent  extra  interest.  Quality  was  Mr.  Patterson's  guiding  precept, 
and  the  outstanding  condition  of  many  of  the  Proof  and  other  coins  in  the  following  pages  can 
be  attributed  to  his  wisdom  in  this  regard. 

If  one  were  to  create  a  pantheon  of  great  numismatists  of  the  past,  enshrined  in  glory  would 
be  Virgil  M.  Brand,  David  Proskey,  F.C.C.  Boyd,  and  Wayte  Raymond.  These  gentlemen,  each 
long  deceased,  played  important  roles  in  the  early  years  of  our  hobby.  While  we  cannot  claim 
them  as  consignors  personally,  or  even  their  estates  as  consignors,  several  collections  formed  by 
them  were  preserved  intact  and  are  offered  in  the  present  catalogue! 

The  David  Proskey  Collection  of  Civil  War  card  money  and  later  transportation  cards;  Brooklyn 
Bridge,  Fulton  Ferry,  and  other  tickets;  and  cards  from  New  York  City  brewers,  restauranteurs, 
boarding  houses,  and  other  establishments  is  simply  incredible  and  undoubtedly  represents  a  once 
in  a  lifetime  opportunity  for  the  bidder  interested  in  a  wonderful  combination  of  numismatics  and 
history.  Proskey  was  a  rare  coin  dealer  of  great  importance  and,  among  other  things,  bought  un¬ 
sold  remainders  of  Proof  coins  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  each  year,  such  pieces  eventually  pass¬ 
ing  to  Wayte  Raymond,  who  used  them  as  an  incentive  to  publish  his  "National"  albums  in  the 
early  1930s.  But,  that's  the  subject  of  another  story,  not  for  this  catalogue. 

F.C.C.  Boyd  was  a  numismatist  par  excellence.  His  United  States  coins  were  definitive  and  were 
auctioned  in  1944-1945  by  the  Numismatic  Gallery  (Abner  Kreisberg  and  Abe  Kosoff)  under  the 
banner  of  "The  World's  Greatest  Collection."  Several  of  his  specialized  collections  were  preserved, 
including  anti-slavery  medals  and  tokens,  are  delineated  in  the  pages  to  follow.  Similarly,  Boyd's 
collections  of  Assay  Commission  medals,  Lincoln  items,  and  Bryan  money  were  preserved  and 
are  offered  herewith.  Again,  the  "once  in  a  lifetime  opportunity"  term  is  applicable.  Once  sold. 
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when  and  where  will  such  a  selection  be  offered  again?  Boyd,  an  astute  businessman,  owned  the 
Union  News  Company,  which  during  the  railroad  era  of  decades  ago  had  newsstands  and  restaurants 
in  stations  across  America.  Numismatically,  he  was  very  erudite  and  collected  just  about  every 
series  under  the  "numismatic  Americana"  banner.  To  him,  a  coin  with  a  story  was  infinitely  in¬ 
teresting.  Value  was  merely  a  secondary  consideration. 

The  Wayte  Raymond  Collection  of  Confederate  states  of  America  and  related  memorabilia  is 
another  highlight  of  the  present  catalogue.  Raymond  was  a  powerful  influence  in  numismatics  and 
certainly  numbers  among  the  top  ten  prominent  personalities  of  the  present  century.  His  Standard 
Catalogue  of  United  States  Coins  was  the  first  widely-circulated  general  price  guide  to  be  regularly 
issued  in  this  country.  It  reigned  supreme  until  the  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  took  over 
in  the  late  1940s.  His  "National"  cardboard  holders  were  widely  used  and  offered  a  convenience 
still  appreciated  by  many  old-timers  today,  although  they  are  difficult  to  find  and  have  long  been 
out  of  production.  Raymond  encouraged  research  and  spent  large  sums  publishing  information 
which  was  of  little  commercial  consequence.  The  entire  numismatic  fraternity  was  the  beneficiary. 

Other  items  from  the  great  collections  and  additional  sources  are  offered  in  the  present  catalogue 
in  Session  III.  Betts  and  Bolen  medals,  so-called  dollars,  inaugural  medals,  and  the  like  are  there 
for  your  bidding  delectation. 

The  Virgil  M.  Brand  CoUection  of  Masonic  chapter  pennies  forms  Session  II  of  the  present  catalogue 
and,  again,  represents  a  "once  in  lifetime  opportunity."  The  introduction  to  that  section  speaks 
for  itself,  so  we  will  be  brief  here — except  to  say  that  the  offering  is  the  most  significant  ever  to 
cross  the  auction  block. 

The  regular  United  States  series,  including  the  Russell  B.  Patterson  Collection  items,  forms  the 
emphasis  for  Sessions  I  and  IV  and  will  probably  be  the  main  focus  of  attention  to  subscribers 
to  the  present  catalogue.  Colonial  coins,  half  cents  and  large  cents,  small  cents,  nickel  and  silver 
three-cent  pieces,  nickel  five-cent  pieces,  half  dimes.  Liberty  Seated  issues.  Barber  coins.  Mercury 
dimes.  Standing  Liberty  quarters.  Liberty  Walking  half  dollars — you  name  it,  and  it  is  probably 
included! 

Silver  dollars  have  always  been  a  specialty  in  our  auction  sales,  and  the  present  catalogue  is 
no  exception.  If  Morgan  dollars  are  your  forte,  you'll  find  just  about  everything  from  groups  and 
lots  to  sparkling  Proofs.  Similarly,  the  collector  of  gold  coins  will  find  many  pleasing  issues.  Rarities 
are  sprinkled  throughout  the  first  and  fourth  sessions,  and  range  from  such  issues  as  the  MCMVII 
$20,  1796  quarter  dollar,  1836  Gobrecht  silver  dollar,  low-mintage  gold,  and  the  like,  to  "popular 
rarities"  such  as  the  1909-S  V.D.B.  Lincoln  cent  (a  dazzling  selection  of  which  will  greet  your  eye). 

If  your  plan  to  attend  the  sale  in  person  that's  just  great — I  and  the  staff  of  Auctions  by  Bowers 
and  Merena,  Inc.  look  forward  to  seeing  you  there!  However,  if  you  don't  plan  to  attend,  please 
bid  by  mail.  Read  through  our  Terms  of  Sale  and  pay  particular  note  to  No.  30.  In  this  way  you 
can  bid  on  a  large  number  of  coins  of  large  total  value,  but,  at  the  same  time,  limit  your  total 
expenditure.  It  is  almost  as  if  you  are  there  in  person!  This  is  a  very  popular  service,  and  I  recom¬ 
mend  that  you  check  into  it. 

Now  is  a  good  time  to  buy  coins.  The  market  is  enthusiastic,  the  present  catalogue  offers  a  wonder¬ 
ful  selection,  and  the  outlook  for  the  future  is  very  favorable.  In  addition  to  whatever  financial 
rewards  you  may  gain  from  purchasing  coins  described  in  the  pages  to  follow,  don't  overlook  the 
even  greater  emotional  and  intellectual  rewards.  Sample  some  of  this  by  studying  the  descriptions 
in  Sessions  II  and  III  in  particular.  There  are  "acres  of  diamonds"  at  your  feet — just  waiting  to 
be  picked  up.  Did  you  know,  for  example,  that  Assay  Commission  medals  of  which  fewer  than 
a  dozen  or  two  are  known  to  exist  have  current  market  values  in  Choice  Proof  condition  of  just 
a  few  hundred  dollars  each?  Some  of  the  Masonic  chapter  pennies  are  so  rare  that  probably  no 
other  examples  will  cross  the  auction  block  during  your  lifetime,  and  yet  some  of  these  pieces  will 
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probably  sell  in  the  range  of  just  $10  to  $30  each — and  they  are  in  superb  condition  as  welll  What 
about  Bryan  money?

Gold  Dollars 


The  following  offering  of  gold  dollars  includes  a  number 
interesting  type  coins  as  well  as  several  scarcer  issues.  The 
elusive  1855-C  gold  dollar  is  rare  in  all  conditions.  The 
AU-50  example  we  present  is  a  highlight  of  the  present 
catalogue.  Later  low-mintage  pieces  such  as  1885,  1886,  and 
1887  will  likewise  attract  attention. 

1  1849  Open  wreath.  Choice  EF-45.  Small  head,  with  an  "L"  on  Liber¬ 
ty's  truncation  (the  initial  of  the  designer,  James  B.  Longacre).  Pleas¬ 
ing  in  appearance  in  spite  of  a  tiny  scratch  in  front  of  Liberty's  nose. 
1849  is  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  gold  dollar. 

2  1851  Choice  AU-55.  Sharply  struck  overall,  except  for  the  numeral 
5  of  the  date  which  is  a  trifle  weak.  Pale  yellow  golden  natural  lustre 
covers  lovely  surfaces.  If  not  for  a  few  light  hairlines  this  beautiful 
coin  would  be  worthy  of  a  Mint  State  classification. 

3  A  pair  of  nearly  Mint  State  gold  dollar  type  coins:  1854  Type  1.  Choice 
AU-55,  with  a  normal  number  of  contact  marks;  1874  Type  111.  Choice 
AU-55.  Both  are  lustrous  and  attractive.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


4  1855  Choice  EF-45.  Well  struck,  with  a  bit  of  weakness  at  the  centers. 

Traces  of  clashed  dies  are  evident  on  the  reverse.  The  surfaces  on  both 
sides  exhibit  a  few  tiny  scratches  and  nicks.  Nevertheless,  it  is  a  scarce 
and  short-lived  type  and  highly  desirable. 


Elusive  1855-C  Gold  Dollar 


5  1855-C  AU-50.  Here  is  a  superb  example  of  the  only  Charlotte  Mint 

Type  11  gold  dollar,  and  one  of  the  rarest  issues  of  the  series  in  this 
extremely  high  grade.  It  has  a  very  low  mintage  of  just  9,803  coins. 

The  strike  is  exceptional,  with  the  characteristically  weak  date  and 
the  word  DOLLAR  very  sharp,  as  are  all  engraved  details  of  the 
wreath.  Liberty's  head  is  bold,  though  the  hair  strands  at  her  forehead 
and  the  tip  of  the  feathers  on  her  headdress  are  a  bit  weak.  There 
is  an  edge  mark  at  11:00  on  the  obverse  rim  and  another  at  7:00  on 
the  reverse.  A  few  marks  and  hairlines  are  visible  in  the  fields  under 
magnification.  Die  clashing  is  present  on  both  sides. 

The  renowned  Eliasberg  Collection  of  gold  dollars  contained  only 
a  VF-30  obverse/EF-40  reverse  example  of  this  rarity,  while  the  Xapep 
Collection  (sold  by  us  in  November  1984),  assembled  over  a  period 
of  three  decades,  contained  a  VF-20  specimen.  This  coin,  superior  to 
both  of  those  by  a  wide  margin,  unquestionably  can  be  classified  as 
one  of  the  finest  known.

9  1886  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Fully  struck,  with  gleaming 

satiny  semi-prooflike  fields  and  frosty  devices.  Only  5,000  business 
strikes  were  issued  in  this  year.  While  many  survive  in  higher  level 
Mint  State,  they  are  always  popular  when  offered  due  to  their  low 
mintage  and  exceptional  quality. 


10  1887  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Fully  struck,  frosty,  and 

truly  superb.  Just  7,400  business  strikes  were  prepared  in  this  pro¬ 
duction  year. 


Quarter  Eagles 


Quarter  eagles  in  the  following  section  are  highlighted  by 
a  very  fine  specimen  of  the  rare  1825,  issue  seldom  seen  in 
any  grade.  Quarter  eagles  of  1842-D,  1851-C,  an  impaired 
Proof  1898,  and  numerous  others  are  worthy  of  notice.  The 
191 1-D  Indian  quarter  eagle,  the  key  to  the  1909-1929  set, 
is  represented  by  two  coins,  an  outstanding  MS-63  exam¬ 
ple  and  a  desirable  AU-50. 


Rare  Capped  Head  1825  Quarter  Eagle 


11  1825  VF-30.  Breen-1.  The  head  of  Liberty  has  a  normal  strike,  with 

her  hair  curls  somewhat  ill  defined  and  in  very  low  relief.  The  fields 
are  lightly  hairlined  and  there  are  a  few  tiny  marks  on  the  obverse. 
Numeral  8  of  the  date  has  been  expertly  retooled. 

The  Capped  Head  to  the  Left  type  is  one  of  the  most  significant 
of  all  quarter  eagle  types.  Issued  for  a  total  of  11  years,  mintages  were 
all  very  low  (fewer  than  5,000  were  struck  in  1825).  Additionally, 
a  decrease  in  authorized  weight  of  the  denomination  occurred  in  1834, 
which  made  earlier  issues  worth  more  than  face  value.  Most  were 
melted  as  a  result. 


12  1836  VF-30.  The  popular  Classic  Head  type  issued  only  from  1834 
until  1839  in  the  quarter  eagle  denomination.  There  are  two  reverse 
rim  nicks,  though  they  do  not  detract  from  the  pleasing  appearance 
of  this  coin. 

13  1836  VF-20.  Evenly  worn,  with  no  detractions  worthy  of  note.  This 
short-lived  design  is  not  significantly  more  expensive  than  the  Liber¬ 
ty  Head  issues  in  this  grade,  in  spite  of  its  status  as  a  much  scarcer 
type.  It  is  an  excellent  value  at  today's  price  level. 


Outstanding  1842-D  Quarter  Eagle 


14  1842-D  EF-40.  Sharply  struck.  It  shows  only  light  and  even  wear  on 

the  highest  points.  The  fields  are  relatively  clean,  although  a  number 
of  small  contact  marks  are  evident  on  both  sides,  none  of  which  are 
detracting  to  the  outstanding  condition  of  this  rare  Dahlonega  Mint 
gold  coin. 

Only  4,643  were  minted.  They  were  immediately  placed  into  cir¬ 
culation,  with  virtually  none  being  retrieved  until  the  commencement 
of  the  Civil  War.  Coins  grading  Extremely  Fine  or  better  are  very  rare, 
with  a  scant  nine  auction  records  of  this  grade  or  higher  being 
registered  by  David  Akers  in  his  analysis  of  quarter  eagles  by  date 
and  grade.

15  1843-D  EF-40.  Attractive  surfaces.  However,  there  are  a  few  rim  bumjjs 

on  the  reverse. 


16  1846-0  Choice  EF-45.  The  surfaces  are  notably  clean  for  this  issue 

and  grade.  Normal  softness  of  strike  is  apparent  at  the  centers.  It  is 
far  superior  to  most  surviving  examples. 


17  1848-D  Choice  EF-45,  a  borderline  AU-50.  The  fields  are  nearly  devoid 

of  contact  marks,  though  light  hairlines  are  present  on  both  sides. 
It  is  exceptionally  well  struck  and  attractive.  However,  typical  soft¬ 
ness  of  strike  is  evident  at  the  hair  curls  over  Liberty's  ear.  Only  13,771 
were  struck. 


Beautiful  1851-C  Quarter  Eagle 


18  1851-C  AU-50.  Truly  an  outstanding  example  of  this  rare  issue.  Prob¬ 
ably  not  more  than  four  or  five  surviving  examples  could  equal  this 
jewel.  It  is  sharply  struck  and  very  pretty.  Hairlines  are  present 
throughout  and  a  few  insignificant  marks  are  evident  in  front  of  Liber¬ 
ty's  face  which  do  not  hinder  the  appearance,  but  should  be  men¬ 
tioned  for  the  sake  of  accuracy.  A  prize  quarter  eagle  for  the  specialist. 

19  A  trio  of  desirable  quarter  eagles:  1878-S,  1897,  and  1901.  They 
average  AU-50.  All  have  pleasing  surfaces.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


Rare  1898  Proof 


20  1898  Impaired  Proof-55.  Certainly  one  of  the  first  Proof  coins  off  the 
press  in  1898  as  can  be  attested  to  by  devices  which  have  a  heavily 
frosted  appearance  and  fields  that  are  deeply  reflective  (the  strike  is 
superb).  This  coin  experienced  a  short  stint  in  circulation,  thereby 
acquiring  hairlines  and  several  nicks  and  scratches,  most  notable  of 
which  is  on  the  rim  at  7:00.  Just  165  Proof  quarter  eagles  were  struck 
in  1898. 

21  A  pair  of  20th-century  Liberty  quarter  eagles:  1903  Choice  AU-55; 
1905  EF-40,  solder  on  the  reverse.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


22  1905  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Lustrous  and  well  struck.

23  1907  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Attractive  orange  iridescent 
toning.

25  A  starter  collection  of  Indian  quarter  eagles:  1908,  1909,  1912,  1913, 
1914,  1914-D,  1915,  and  1927.  Grades  range  from  Choice  EF-45  to 
AU-50.  (Total:  8  pieces) 

26  Another  starter  collection  of  Indian  quarter  eagles:  1908,  1909,  1911, 
1912,  1913,  1914,  and  1914-D.  Grades  range  from  EF-40  to  Choice

lustrous  surfaces.  Well  struck  throughout  and  displaying  a  strong  mint- 
mark  (the  "D"  is  notoriously  weak  on  most  examples  of  this  issue). 
A  partial  wire  rim  is  present  on  the  obverse  extending  from  12:00  to 
3:00.  Marks  are  minimal,  with  the  reverse  being  very  close  to  full 
MS-65  grade. 

This  issue  is  the  key  to  the  Indian  head  quarter  eagle  series.  Mint¬ 
age  was  just  55,680  specimens,  with  Mint  State  survivors  being  few 
and  far  between.  Acquire  this  one  for  your  date  set  first  and  the  re¬ 
mainder  will  be  comparitively  easy  to  locate. 

Note:  The  renowned  Eliasberg  Collection,  known  for  having  the 
very  finest  of  nearly  every  quarter  eagle  issue,  contained  a  Choice 
AU-55  specimen  of  this  rarity.

33  A  trio  of  1913  Indian  quarter  eagles.  Grades  range  from  Choice  EF-45 
to  AU-50.  All  have  pleasing  surfaces.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


42  1861  AU-50.  A  superlative  example  of  this  low  mintage  date  (just  6,072 
were  produced).  It  is  sharply  struck  and  shows  little  in  the  way  of 
wear.  No  discernible  contact  marks  are  present,  though  hairlines  are 
evident  in  the  fields  on  both  sides.  Pleasing  natural  lustre  remains, 
with  tinges  of  orange  iridescence  around  portions  of  the  periphery. 

43  1864  Choice  EF-45.  Contact  marks  on  both  sides  are  minimal.  If  you 
are  pursuing  an  example  of  this  denomination  for  type,  consider  this 
rarity  (only  2,680  were  struck)  at  only  a  small  premium  above  so- 
called  "common  date"  price.

35  A  pair  of  1914-D  Indian  quarter  eagles.  EF-40  to  Choice  EF-45.  Both 
have  attractive  surfaces.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

36  1925-D  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63. 

37  1925-D  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Pleasing  natural  mint  brilliance. 
There  are  a  few  too  many  contact  marks  for  this  coin  be  achieve  MS-63 
grade.

Three-Dollar  Gold  Pieces 

There  is  no  such  thing  as  "common"  $3  gold  piece;  all  are 
rare.  It  is  just  that  some  are  rarer  than  others!  Among  pieces 
of  this  popular  and  elusive  denomination  we  offer  superb 
examples  of  the  1880  and  1887  rarities  as  well  as  a  scatter¬ 
ing  of  earlier  dates. 

39  1856-S  Choice  EF-45.  Medium  sized  mintmark.  Only  34,500  specimen 
of  this  early  San  Francisco  Mint  issue  were  struck. 

40  1859  VF-30.  Attractive  orange  and  violet  toning  surrounds  the 
peripheries.  A  scarce  date,  only  15,638  examples  were  struck. 


41  1860-S  EF-40.  Traces  of  prooflike  fields  cling  to  the  protected  areas 

around  the  devices.  The  surfaces  exhibit  a  normal  number  of  contact 
marks  on  both  sides,  with  a  single  notable  scratch  on  Liberty's  cheek 
and  a  few  in  the  left  obverse  field.  The  strike  is  average  for  this  issue, 
with  some  weakness  present  at  the  highest  points  of  the  design. 

All  San  Francisco  Mint  gold  coin  Issues  of  1860  except  the  double 
eagle  are  known  for  their  low  mintage.  The  three-dollar  coin  is  especial¬ 
ly  popular  due  to  the  tiny  production  of  7,000,  of  which  2,592  were 
reportedly  melted.  Today,  it  is  one  of  the  rarer  dates  of  the  series 
and  particularly  elusive  in  this  higher  grade. 


44  1864  EF-40.  Another  marvelous  example  of  this  rare  date.  It  is  nearly 

equal  to  the  previously  offered  spjecimen.  A  pinpoint  scratch  is  pres¬ 
ent  on  the  obverse  below  OF. 


45  1874  AU-50.  Somewhat  softly  struck  at  the  hair  strands  on  the  prin¬ 

cess's  forehead,  with  the  finer  details  of  the  leaves  of  the  wreath  on 
the  reverse  nearly  as  ill-defined.  However,  this  example  displays  lovely 
natural  mint  lustre  and  an  attractive  overall  appearance. 


Lovely  1880  $3 


46  1880  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63  to  MS-65.  Prooflike.  A 

superb  example.  One  of  just  1,000  business  strikes  produced.  It  has 
deep  mirror-like  fields  and  delightful  frosted  devices  on  both  sides. 
The  surfaces  exhibit  an  absolute  minimum  of  contact  marks  or 
hairlines.  A  tiny  copper  spot  is  present  at  2:00  on  the  reverse  between 
the  wreath  and  the  rim.  Overall,  it  is  one  of  the  finest  business  strikes 
to  appear  on  the  market  in  some  time.

A  truly  outstanding  example  of 
this  rare  date  (6,160  minted).  Few  survivors  could  compare  with  this 
one. 


Half  Eagles 


Half  eagles  in  the  present  catalogue  include  the  early  issues 
of  1798,  18(X),  and  1810,  a  pair  of  Classic  Head  pieces  (1834 
and  1835),  and  numerous  later  pieces. 

Gold  coins  in  general  offer  many  opportunities,  par¬ 
ticularly  at  today's  price  levels.  Many  issues  are  fairly  scarce 
yet  are  relatively  inexpensive.  The  example  is  provided  by 
Lot  53,  an  1839  half  eagle  described  as  EF-40.  It  is  the  first 
year  of  the  Liberty  Head  style  and  is  thorougly  scarce, 
although  not  extremely  rare  in  all  grades.  And  yet  pieces 
sell  for  little  more  than  "type"  listings. 

The  collector  interested  in  this  field  will  do  well  to  ac¬ 
quire  a  copy  of  United  States  Gold  Coins:  An  Illustrated 
History,  by  Q.  David  Bowers.  This  large  color-illustrated 
hardbound  volume  shows  coins  from  the  fabulous  $12.4 
million  Eliasberg  Collection  auctioned  by  us  in  1982.  In  full 
color  you  will  see  such  landmark  rarities  as  the  1870-S  $3, 
the  1822  $5,  and  other  legendary  pieces.  The  text  is  virtual¬ 
ly  a  university  course  on  the  subject  of  gold  coinage  and 
will,  if  read  carefully,  rank  you  right  up  with  the  most  ex¬ 
pert  of  experts.  Highly  acclaimed,  this  magnificent  volume 
is  now  in  its  second  large  printing.

48  1798  Large  8,  13  star  reverse.  VF-20.  Breen-2D.  This  is  the  classic 

Capped  Bust  to  right  design  by  Robert  Scot,  with  a  Heraldic  Eagle 
reverse.  A  small  crescent  shaped  scratch  is  present  on  the  obverse  at 
the  left  and  a  few  scratches  cross  the  center  of  the  reverse  diagonally. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  has  a  pleasing  overall  appearance  and  would  fit 
handsomely  into  any  gold  type  set. 


49  1800  EF-40.  B-lD.  Sharply  struck  throughout.  It  has  been  polished 

and  now  has  a  somewhat  unnatural  lustre  and  hairlines.  A  repaired 
scratch  is  in  the  upper  right  obverse  field. 


50  1810  Choice  AU-55.  B-2C.  Whizzed  to  appear  Mint  State.  Tooling 
is  evident  (under  strong  magnification)  in  the  left  obverse  field  par¬ 
tially  concealing  a  repaired  scratch.  Adjustment  marks  are  present 
at  the  upper  rim  on  the  reverse. 

The  Capped  Bust  to  the  left  design  was  short-lived  and  is  regarded 
today  as  one  of  the  most  desirable  of  all  U.S.  gold  coin  types.  Dies 
prepared  by  John  Reich  served  from  the  latter  months  of  1807  until 
1812  on  the  half  eagle  (and  only  in  1808  on  the  quarter  eagle),  rendering 
this  coin  one  of  the  most  important  types  in  all  of  American 
numismatics. 

51  1834  Plain  4,  no  motto.  EF-40.  Deeply  toned  around  portions  of  the 
reverse  rim.  It  is  a  very  pretty  spjecimen  of  the  popular  and  reasonably 
priced  Classic  Head  design. 

52  1835  EF-40.  Sharply  struck.  Another  lovely  specimen.  Ideal  for  a  high 
grade  typ)e  set. 

53  1839  EF-40.  The  first  year  of  the  Liberty  half  eagle  designed  by  Chris¬ 
tian  Gobrecht.  Miss  Liberty's  hair  curls  above  her  forehead  are  much 
more  petite  on  this  year  than  on  any  date  from  1840  and  onward. 
Some  specialists  consider  this  date  to  be  a  separate  minor  type  within 
the  series. 


54  1843-D  AU-50.  A  superb  semi-prooflike  specimen  of  this  popular 

Dahlonega  Mint  date.  This  coin  circulated  for  only  a  short  while. 
Hairlines  are  present  in  the  fields  and  on  Liberty's  cheek,  but  no  signifi¬ 
cant  wear  is  discernible.  The  obverse  surface  is  notably  clean,  while 
a  number  of  pinpoint  scratches  are  present  on  the  reverse  around  the 
eagle's  right  wing.

Mint  State  1853-C  Half  Eagle 


55  1853-C  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Semi-prooflike  surfaces  with 

contrasting  deeply  frosted  devices.  Well  struck  throughout  and  un¬ 
questionably  Mint  State.  Exceedingly  rare  as  such.  While  the  lustre 
appears  to  be  original,  many  hairlines  are  present  on  both  sides,  in¬ 
dicative  of  some  abrasive  handling  at  one  time.  However,  without 
magnification  and  the  proper  light,  they  are  nearly  undetectable. 

Auction  records  reveal  this  issue  to  be  nearly  impossible  to  acquire 
in  Mint  State.  Indeed,  only  a  few  truly  Uncirculated  coins  can  be  found 
appearing  at  public  auction  in  the  past  decade.  The  offered  coin 
represents  a  buying  opportunity  which  may  not  be  duplicated  for  many 
years  to  come. 


56  1857-C  Choice  EF-45  to  AU-50.  Sharply  struck,  with  pleasing  natural 

mint  brilliance.  Many  tiny  bagmarks  are  present,  though  none  are 
notably  detracting  to  the  overall  outstanding  appearance  of  this  coin. 
It  is  a  lovely  example  and  a  very  rare  issue  in  this  state  of  preservation. 


57  1859  EF-40.  While  this  example  shows  normal  wear,  tinges  of  reflec¬ 
tive  surfaces  remain  within  protected  areas  around  the  devices.  It  is 
not  inconceivable  that  this  coin  may  have  been  struck  as  a  Proof, 
for  it  has  a  low  and  small  date  which  Breen  describes  as  diagnostic 
of  Proof  strikes  of  1859. 

Only  16,814  were  struck.  Today,  it  is  one  of  the  rarest  Philadelphia 
Mint  dates  of  the  era  and  truly  a  prize  for  the  specialist. 

58  A  pair  of  desirable  Carson  City  Mint  Liberty  half  eagles:  1874-CC 
VG-8;  1892-CC  EF-40.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

59  1879-CC  Choice  EF-4S.  An  elusive  issue  in  this  high  grade. 

60  A  pair  of  San  Francisco  Mint  Liberty  half  eagles:  1882-S  Choice  AU-55; 
1901-S  BU,  MS-60.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

61  1885-S  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Beautiful  satin-like  natural 
mint  frost  shows  just  a  hint  of  pale  pink  iridescence.  Surface  marks 
are  minimal  and  it  is  well  struck  throughout. 

62  A  pair  of  half  eagle  type  coins:  1887-S  Fine-12;  1912  AU-50.  (Total: 
2  pieces) 

63  1890-CC  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Deeply  toned  in  shades  of 
blue-violet  and  orange  around  the  peripheries  of  both  sides.  Contact 
marks  are  minimal.  As  such,  this  coin  is  nearly  of  MS-63  grade. 

64  A  pair  of  later  Carson  City  Mint  half  eagles:  1891-CC  and  1892-CC. 
Both  coins  grade  EF-40.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

65  A  pair  of  early  20th-century  Liberty  half  eagles:  1901-S  and  1902.  Both 
grade  AU-50.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


66  1902-S  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  A  borderline  MS-65. 
Sharply  struck  and  frosty,  with  just  a  hint  of  orange  iridescence.  It 
is  an  exceptional  appjearing  coin.  The  mintmark  is  boldly  repunched. 

67  1907-D  Choice  AU-55.  Denver  Mint  Liberty  half  eagles  were  only 
struck  for  two  years,  1906  and  1907. 

68  1907-D  AU-50. 

69  1908  Indian.  VF-30. 

70  A  trio  of  early  Denver  Mint  Indian  half  eagles:  1908-D,  1909-D,  and 
1910-D.  This  group  grades  BU,  MS-60  to  Select  BU,  MS-63.  (Total: 
3  pieces) 

71  1909-D  BU,  MS-60  to  Select  BU,  MS-63.  Frosty  and  very  pleasing 
in  appearance. 


72  1909-0  AU-50.  Well  struck.  The  key  date  to  the  Indian  half  eagle 
series.  A  mere  34,200  examples  were  struck.  This  example  has  been 
polished  and  now  shows  light  hairlines. 

73  191 1-D  Choice  EF-45.  A  marvelous  specimen  of  this  low  mintage  date 
(72,500  struck).  It  has  only  light  wear  and  no  noteworthy  marks.

Eagles  in  the  following  listing  include  early  issues  of  1800 
and  1801,  a  scarce  1870,  a  beautiful  Proof  1901,  and  other 
desiderata. 


Desirable  1800  Eagle 


74  1800  EF-40.  Breen-lA.  Lustrous  and  well  struck.  Rim  dents  are  pres¬ 

ent  at  3:00  and  8:00  (probably  as  a  result  of  mounting  removal).  The 
surfaces  are  remarkably  clean  and  attractive  on  both  sides. 

The  ten-dollar  size  gold  coin  is  the  largest  diameter  Capped  Bust 
to  right  gold  coin.  The  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse  design  was  only  pro¬ 
duced  from  1797  until  1804,  and  is  in  constant  demand  for  type  sets. 
In  1800,  just  5,999  specimens  were  struck.

Desirable  1801  Eagle 


75  1801  Choice  EF-45  to  AU-50.  B-2B.  Sharply  struck.  Bright  yellow  gold 

complements  the  majestic  engraved  features.  There  is  a  small  rim  bump 
on  the  obverse  at  5:30,  directly  below  the  second  1  of  the  date,  and 
traces  of  rim  crumbling  at  10:00.  However,  overall  it  is  an  outstand¬ 
ing  specimen  and  a  delight  to  behold. 


76  1870  Choice  VF-30  to  EF-40.  A  very  low  mintage  date,  just  4,025  were 
struck.  The  offered  example  has  a  moderate  number  of  bagmarks. 
Pinkish  orange  iridescence  is  within  the  protected  areas  of  the  devices.

A  few  tiny  obverse  rim  bumps  are  present  on  the  obverse,  the  most 
notable  of  which  is  at  5:00,  and  a  series  of  small  surface  marks  are 
in  the  left  obverse  field.  However,  without  magnification  the  fields 
appear  to  be  immaculate.  Here  is  an  opportimity  for  the  advanced 
collector  to  acquire  a  lovely  example  of  this  classic  one-year  type  dou¬ 
ble  eagle  for  a  fraction  of  the  price  of  a  Mint  State  coin. 

The  MCMVII  release  of  1907  is  considered  to  be  among  the  most 
beautiful  of  all  U.S.  coinage  issues.  Through  the  efforts  of  President 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  world  renowned  sculptor  Augustus  Saint- 
Gaudens  was  commissioned  to  create  a  new  double  eagle  design.  His 
high  relief  rendition  of  Liberty,  with  a  flying  eagle  reverse  was  the 
result. 

Unfortunately,  the  high  relief  concept  proved  to  be  difficult  to  strike, 
requiring  multiple  blows  from  the  press  (as  many  as  five)  in  order 
to  bring  out  the  intended  detail.  Additionally,  banking  officials  faulted 
the  design  as  being  difficult  to  stack  and  count,  resulting  in  the  aban¬ 
donment  of  the  high  relief  concept  after  a  scant  11,250  were  struck. 
Thus,  mid-year  the  dies  were  modified  to  a  more  acceptable  relief. 
Today,  the  MCMVII  High  Relief  $20  is  one  of  the  foremost  prizes 
in  all  of  numismatics. 

110  1907  No  motto.  Choice  AU-55.  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  was  not  added 
to  the  Saint-Gaudens  double  eagle  when  the  design  was  modified. 
Critics  of  the  president  at  that  time  referred  to  this  short-lived  type 
as  "Teddy  Roosevelt's  godless  coin."  Later  in  the  year  1908  the  mot¬ 
to  was  placed  over  the  rising  sun  on  the  reverse,  where  it  remained 
throughout  the  life  of  the  denomination.

The  strike  is  normal  for 
this  die  variety,  with  some  weakness  evident  at  the  hair  strands  above 
Liberty's  ear  and  within  the  feathers  of  the  eagle's  left  wing.  Surfaces 
on  both  sides  are  clean,  although  there  is  a  single  notable  rim  bump 
at  4:00  on  the  obverse,  as  well  as  a  pair  of  tiny  nicks  at  the  lower 
rim  on  the  reverse. 

This  pair  of  dies  is  regarded  as  the  first  to  be  used  in  1795.  The 
date  is  widely  spaced,  with  the  numeral  1  placed  far  to  the  left.  There 
are  five  prominent  curls  at  the  back  of  Liberty's  head,  and  another 
thin  curl  below  the  third  curl  from  the  top.  On  the  reverse,  two  ber¬ 
ries  are  opposite  I  in  UNITED  and  two  are  opposite  I  in  AMERICA, 
as  diagnostic  of  this  variety. 

Flowing  Hair  silver  dollars  were  struck  only  in  1794  and  1795.  This 
classic  design  by  Robert  Scot  is  one  of  the  most  sought  after  of  all 
type  coins,  especially  in  this  superlative  state  of  preservation.

Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  Pale  golden  iridescence  glimmers  over  vivid  natural  mint 
brilliance.  The  surfaces  are  exceptionally  clean.  It  is  an  outstanding 
example  of  this  beautifully  executed  design. 

Sir  Walter  Raleigh  is  depicted  on  the  obverse  in  commemoration 
of  the  350th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  "Lost  Colony."

Commemorative  Gold 

Coins 

The  following  offering  of  commemorative  gold  coins  is 
outstanding  in  its  depth.  Not  only  does  it  have  most  of  the 
dollar  and  quarter  eagle  issues,  it  has  duplicates  of  many, 
including  examples  in  a  broad  spectrum  of  grades — literally 
something  for  everyone. 

Commemorative  gold  coins  are  the  "rarest  of  the  rare" 
in  the  commemorative  series.  Right  now  market  levels  are 
such  that  pieces  can  be  acquired  for  much  less  than  would 
have  been  the  case  a  few  years  ago.  Opportunity  knocks 
but  once,  they  say,  and  it  is  not  a  moment  too  early  to  start 
building  your  own  specialized  collection.  As  is  the  case  with 
silver  coins,  each  has  its  own  story  to  tell. 


332  1922  Grant  Memorial  gold  dollar.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-63/65.  No  star.  Sharply  struck.  The  surfaces  of  both  sides  are 
virtually  devoid  of  contact  marks.  A  few  minute  hairlines  are  present 
on  the  obverse,  prompting  the  split  grade  rather  than  a  full  MS-65. 
The  reverse  is  superb,  and  nearly  of  MS-67  grade  as  such. 

The  Grant  Memorial  gold  dollar  design  was  created  by  Laura  Gar- 
din  Fraser,  whose  husband  James  designed  the  Buffalo  nickel.  Her 
rendition  of  General  Grant  was  modeled  after  a  photograph  by 
Mathew  Brady,  the  famous  Civil  War  photographer.  The  purpose 
of  this  commemorative  issue  was  to  help  finance  construction  of 
memorial  buildings  in  Georgetown  and  Bethel,  Ohio,  and  a  five-mile 
highway  from  New  Richmond  to  Point  Pleasant  (Grant's  home  prior 
to  the  Civil  War).  Only  5,000  were  struck  without  the  star  in  the  right 
obverse  field. 


333  1922  Grant  Memorial  gold  dollar.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63. 
No  star.  Another  lovely  example  of  this  rare  commemorative  gold 
coin.  It  is  similar  in  appearance  to  the  previously  offered  coin  and 
almost  as  nice.

334  1922  Grant  Memorial  gold  dollar.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65 
to  MS-67.  Star  in  the  right  obverse  field.  Sharply  struck.  Radiant  mint 
brilliance  appears  as  bold  as  it  was  on  the  day  of  issue.  The  surfaces 
are  virtual  perfection.  As  with  the  non-starred  variety,  only  5,000 
were  struck,  plus  an  additional  16  coins  for  assay. 


335  1903  Louisiana  Purchase-Jefferson  gold  dollar.  Choice  Brilliant  Un¬ 
circulated,  MS-65.  Prooflike.  Superb  surfaces  and  sharply  struck,  with 
lovely  original  mint  brilliance. 

The  depiction  of  Thomas  Jefferson  was  fashioned  by  Charles  Barber, 
after  the  portrait  created  by  early  assistant  engraver  of  the  U.S.  Mint 
John  Reich  and  utilized  on  the  Indian  Peace  Medal  of  1801.  Jefferson 
was  honored  on  this  coin  for  his  role  in  the  purchase  of  the  Louisiana 
Territory  from  France  during  his  presidency. 


340  1903  Louisiana  Purchase-McKinley  gold  dollar.  Select  Brilliant  Un¬ 
circulated,  MS-63  to  MS-65.  Full  mint  brilliance.  As  well  struck  as 
the  previously  offered  lot. 


341  1903  Louisiana  Purchase-McKinley  gold  dollar.  Select  Brilliant  Un¬ 
circulated,  MS-63/65.  Tinges  of  orange  iridescent  toning  surrounds 
much  of  the  peripheries.  The  reverse  is  superb,  while  there  are  a  few 
light  obverse  hairlines  which  keep  this  lovely  coin  from  a  full  MS-65 
grade.

Choice  Brilliant  Un¬ 
circulated,  MS-65.  An  utterly  breathtaking  example  of  this  impor¬ 
tant  commemorative  gold  dollar.  The  strike  is  superb,  with  immaculate 
surfaces  and  wonderful  natural  mint  brilliance.  Of  17,500  specimens 
sold,  only  a  few  survivors  could  compare  with  this  one. 


337  1903  Louisiana  Purchase-Jefferson  gold  dollar.  Choice  Brilliant  Un¬ 
circulated,  MS-65.  Prooflike.  Frosted  devices  contrast  slightly  over 
reflective  fields.  After  seeing  three  exceptional  quality  examples  of 
this  coin  in  a  row,  one  might  get  the  impression  that  this  is  a  com¬ 
mon  coin  in  MS-65  condition.  Nothing  could  be  further  from  the  truth. 
The  opportunity  to  choose  between  three  superlative  coins,  such  as 
this  one  and  the  previously  offered  pair,  is  a  rare  one  indeed. 


344  1916  McKinley  Memorial  gold  doUcn.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  Immaculate  surfaces.  A  hint  of  orange  iridescence  blends  with 
radiant  natural  mint  brilliance,  thereby  providing  this  coin  with 
outstanding  eye  appeal. 

Only  9,977  examples  of  this  date  were  sold.  The  purpose  of  this 
emission  was  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  the  McKinley  Memorial 
Birthplace  in  Niles,  Ohio. 


345  1916  McKinley  Memorial  gold  dollar.  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-60/63.  Another  lovely  example  of  this  rare  issue.  A  few  trivial 
contact  marks  are  present,  but  only  under  strong  magnification.  The 
reverse  is  nearly  of  MS-65  grade. 


338  1903  Louisiana  Purchase-Jefferson  gold  dollar.  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-60.  Strictly  Mint  State  and  uncleaned,  though  there  are  a  few  tiny 
scuff  marks  in  the  fields  which  keep  this  coin  from  a  higher  numeric 
classification. 


346  1916  McKinley  Memorial  gold  dollar.  AU-50/55.  Attractive.  A  perfect 
specimen  for  the  individual  who  does  not  wish  to  spend  a  four-figure 
sum  for  a  Mint  State  coin. 


339  1903  Louisiana  Purchase-McKinley  gold  dollar.  Choice  Brilliant  Un¬ 
circulated,  MS-65.  Satin-like  natural  brilliance  highlights  this  magnifi¬ 
cent  specimen,  over  immaculate  surfaces.  The  strike  is  superb,  with 
every  strand  of  McKinley's  hair  bold  and  the  leaves  on  the  olive  branch 
on  the  reverse  rounded  and  well  separated.  Not  one  survivor  in  a  hun¬ 
dred  could  compare  with  this  one. 

President  McKinley  signed  the  bill  authorizing  this  Exposition  on 
March  3,  1901,  six  months  before  his  assassination  at  the  Pan- 
American  Exposition  in  Buffalo,  New  York  in  September  of  that  year.

Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  Frosty,  with  satin-like  fields.  A  hint  of  multicolored  iridescence 
is  evident  when  this  coin  is  reflected  in  the  light.  Just  10,000  examples 
were  struck  in  this  second  year  of  issue. 
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348  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  gold  dollar.  Select 
Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  A  borderline  MS-65,  with  just  a  few 
light  obverse  hairlines,  most  apparent  on  the  hat  of  the  laborer.  15,000 
gold  dollars  were  sold  during  the  Exposition,  with  an  additional  10,000 
unsold  coins  returned  to  the  mint  and  melted  after  November  1,  1916.

Select 
Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  One  of  the  most  desirable  of  all  com¬ 
memorative  gold  coins.  Sales  of  this  denomination  at  a  price  of  $4 
each  were  sluggish  during  the  famous  Exposition  held  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco.  Just  6,749  coins  were  sold  (plus  17  which  were  used  for  assay), 
with  the  remaining  quantity  of  10,017  struck  returned  to  the  mint  and 
melted. 

The  offered  coin  displays  somewhat  subdued  mint  lustre,  over  very 
clean  and  attractive  fields.  Not  a  trace  of  rubbing  or  hairlines  is  evi¬ 
dent.  As  such,  this  specimen  is  very  near  MS-65  grade. 

Many  commemorative  coins  were  sold  to  the  non-collecting  public 
in  the  early  years  (prior  to  1925  or  so),  resulting  in  most  being  im¬ 
properly  handled.  This  is  especially  true  for  the  gold  coins.  Today, 
finding  an  example  of  this  rarity  in  such  beautiful  condition  is  a  rare 
opportunity  and  one  which  is  sure  to  delight  the  specialist. 

352  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  quarter  eagle.  Choice 
AU-55.  Just  light  rubbing  keeps  this  attractive  example  from  a  Mint 
State  classification. 


Choice 
Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Radiant  original  mint  brilliance  shines 
vividly  over  superb  satin-like  surfaces.  It  is  truly  a  beautiful  specimen 
of  this  popular  and  elusive  issue,  which  was  struck  to  commemorate 
our  nation's  150th  anniversary.

Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Another  lovely  specimen.

U.S.  Patterns 


Dear  Friends, 

Back  in  1953,  when  I  first  began  my  interest  in  coins,  I 
was  amazed  by  the  fact  that  pattern  coins  were  overlooked 
by  most  collectors.  True,  not  all  were  overlooked.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  the  1856  flying  eagle  cent,  the  transitional  half  dime 
and  dime  varieties  of  1859  and  1860,  the  1836  reeded  edge 
half  dollar,  the  1836-1839  Gobrecht  silver  dollars,  and  the 
famous  $4  Stellas  were  listed.  And,  these  commanded  some 
of  the  highest  prices  in  the  Guide  Book  at  the  time.  Although 
many  people  reading  the  Guide  Book  may  not  have  realized 
it,  these  coins  were  patterns.  But,  because  they  were  listed 
in  the  standard  reference  guide  among  regular  issues  they 
were  widely  collected. 

Seeking  to  gain  more  knowledge  on  the  subject,  I  acquired 
a  copy  of  the  Adams-Woodin  text  on  the  subject.  This  was 
in  the  days  before  the  Judd  book,  and  patterns  were  at¬ 
tributed  by  A-W  numbers.  I  learned  that  many  varieties  of 
Indian  cent.  Liberty  nickel.  Liberty  seated  silver,  and  other 
patterns  were  made,  often  to  the  extent  of  just  a  few  dozen 
each,  sometimes  just  one,  two,  or  three.  And  yet,  such  pieces 
were  not  particularly  high  priced.  My  firm  became  active 
in  buying,  selling,  and  auctioning  patterns,  and  before  long 
we  built  up  a  good  reputation  in  the  area.  You  may 
remember  the  Maj.  Lenox  R.  Lohr  Collection,  sold  by  us 
in  1961,  which  comprised  nearly  1,500  different  varieties! 

Around  this  time,  a  new  book.  United  States  Patterns, 
by  Dr.  J.  Hewitt  Judd,  made  its  appearance.  Published  by 
Whitman,  the  volume  achieved  modest  sales.  Interest  in  pat¬ 
terns  grew,  but  still  they  were  far  from  the  mainstream  of 
collector  interest.  Now,  in  1985,  the  Judd  book  (which  we 
can  supply  for  $19.95  postpaid — submit  your  order  separate¬ 
ly  from  your  bid  sheet)  is  in  its  seventh  edition.  Abe  Kosoff, 
the  well-known  dealer  who  passed  away  a  few  years  ago, 
took  over  the  reins  from  Dr.  Judd  and  supervised  the  pric¬ 
ing.  The  latest  (seventh)  edition  was  compiled  during  the 
height  of  the  market  in  the  1979-1980  period,  with  the  result 
that  today  the  prices  in  many  instances  are  somewhat 
lower — which  prospective  bidders  can  certianly  view  as  an 
advantage  and  as  an  opportunity. 

The  collector  today  will  find  that  patterns  are  priced  in 
much  the  same  proportion  that  they  were  20  or  30  years 
ago.  The  following  offering  contains  a  nice  selection  of  In¬ 
dian  and  flying  eagle  issues.  Amazingly  enough,  such 
patterns — although  they  are  hundreds  of  times  rarer  than 
regular  issus  of  the  same  dates,  sell  for  less  in  higher  grades! 

To  me,  patterns  are  a  necessary  addition  to  a  specialized 
collection.  Just  as  an  1856  flying  eagle  cent,  a  pattern,  com¬ 
plements  the  1857  and  1858,  the  pattern  Indian  cent  of  1858 
lends  a  special  touch  to  a  regular  set  commencing  in  1859. 

Look  the  following  patterns  over  carefully,  study  them, 
order  the  Judd  book  (if  you  do  not  have  one),  and  then  get 
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set  for  an  experience  in  a  wonderful  area  of  American 
coinage.  You'll  enjoy  iti

357  1858  Pattern  Ic.  Iudd-198.  Copper-Nickel.  72.7  grains.  Plain  edge. 
Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Flying  eagle  design.  Fully  struck.  Superbly 
toned  in  hues  of  bright  pink,  blue,  green,  and  violet  over  deep  golden 
natural  mint  brilliance,  over  beautiful  surfaces.  A  few  trivial  hairlines 
are  present,  though  it  takes  strong  magnification  to  detect  them.  A 
high  wire  edge  surrounds  nearly  half  of  the  rim  on  both  sides. 

The  obverse  depicts  the  flying  eagle,  with  large  letters  as  adopted 
for  regular  issue.  An  oak  wreath  is  on  the  reverse,  similar  to  the  one 
used  on  Indian  cents  beginning  in  1860.  Above  the  wreath  is  a  rather 
wide  and  ornate  shield.  ONE  CENT  is  at  the  center. 

358  1858  Pattern  Ic.  J-208.  Copper-Nickel.  73.0  grains.  Plain  edge.  Choice 
EF-45.  The  classic  Indian  design  by  James  B.  Longacre,  as  issued  for 
circulation  in  the  following  year.  This  coin  may  have  experienced  a 
very  short  period  in  circulation,  or  possibly  served  as  a  pocket  piece. 
Now  it  is  lightly  toned  and  shows  traces  of  light  rubbing  on  the  highest 
points. 

It  is  a  Rarity-4  pattern,  with  an  estimated  76  to  200  examples  ex¬ 
tant.  One  of  the  most  popular  of  all  pattern  cents,  many  specialists 
in  Indian  cents  add  this  coin  to  their  collections  of  regular  issues.  Since 
authorized  production  of  this  design  did  not  commence  until  1859, 
the  appearance  of  this  transitional  date  has  a  special  significance  when 
displayed  within  an  assembled  set. 


359  1859  Pattern  Ic.  J-228.  Copper-Nickel.  72.6  grains.  Plain  edge.  Select 
Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63  to  MS-65.  Indian  Head  design.  Full 
strike.  Multicolored  iridescent  toning  surrounds  portions  of  the  rims 
on  boths  sides,  with  golden  highlights  and  brilliant  centers.  While  near¬ 
ly  devoid  of  handling  and  hairlines,  there  are  a  few  widely  scattered 
carbon  flecks  present,  thereby  keeping  this  treasure  from  a  full  MS-65 
grade. 

Another  classic  transitional  issue,  this  design  has  the  regular  die 
obverse  and  the  oak  wreath  reverse  as  adopted  in  1860. 


360  1863  Pattern  Ic.  J-299.  Struck  in  bronze.  48.4  grains.  Plain  edge.  Select 
Brilliant  Proof-63.  Thin  planchet.  Medal  fashion  die  alignment  (the 
coin  has  to  be  turned  rather  than  flipped  to  have  both  sides  properly 
displayed).  An  experimental  or  trial  ie,  no  L  is  on  the  Indian  princess's 
headdress  ribbon  (the  designer  James  B.  Longacre's  initial).  The  of¬ 
fered  coin  has  pleasing  mint  brilliance  in  the  fields,  with  much  of  the 
engraved  features  toned  to  a  lovely  medium  brown.  Hairlines  are  near¬ 
ly  non-existent,  though  there  are  a  few  scattered  carbon  spots,  most¬ 
ly  on  the  obverse. 


Rare  Aluminum  Pattern  1869  2c. 


361  1869  Pattern  2c.  J-674.  Aluminum.  23.0  grains.  Plain  edge.  Select 
Brilliant  Proof-63.  A  trial  piece  struck  from  regular  dies.  Areas  of  light 
striking  are  at  the  inner  rims  on  both  sides  and  some  finer  details  of 
the  leaves  surrounding  the  shield  are  lacking.  However,  it  is  lustrous 
and  very  attractive  with  pleasing  surfaces  and  and  wonderful  overall 
appearance. 

Experiments  with  aluminum  coinage  began  in  1863  under  the 
guidance  of  Chief  Mint  Engraver  Longacre.  Different  compositions 
of  silver  and  aluminum  were  tried,  though  none  proved  successful. 
Not  only  was  the  alloy  difficult  to  work  with,  but  it  discolored  rapidly. 
Following  the  Civil  War,  various  denominations  were  struck  in 
aluminum  from  regular  dies  (and  some  from  experimental  dies),  as 
the  Mint  again  attempted  to  find  a  use  for  this  metal.  To  this  day, 
no  regular  issue  aluminum  coins  have  been  struck  for  circulation  in 
the  U.S.  although  research  and  experimentation  continues. 


362  1871  Pattern  5c.  J-1053.  Nickel.  77.1  grains.  Plain  edge.  Select  Brilliant 
Proof-63.  Lustrous,  but  not  deeply  mirrored.  The  surfaces  are  notably 
clean. 

A  classic  pattern  5c  design.  The  obverse  has  a  design  similar  to  the 
nickel  3c  denomination  of  the  day,  with  a  handsome  version  of  Liberty 
at  the  center,  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  above  and  the  date 
below.  A  unique  laurel  wreath  is  on  the  reverse,  unlike  any  design 
ever  implemented  for  regular  use,  with  5  CENTS  at  the  center.  United 
States  Pattern,  Experimental  and  Trial  Pieces  by  J.  Hewitt  Judd,  lists 
this  pxDpular  pattern  as  a  Rarity-6,  with  an  estimated  13  to  30  specimens 
known. 

A  number  of  similar  Liberty  head  nickel  designs  were  created  in 
the  late  1860s  and  early  1870s,  none  had  a  reverse  quite  like  this  one. 


Classic  1896  Pattern  5c. 


363  1896  Pattern  5c.  J-1771.  Struck  in  pure  nickel  (magnetic).  76.8  grains. 
Plain  edge.  Brilliant  Proof-60.  A  Charles  Barber  design.  Stars  and  large 
beads  are  around  the  rim  on  the  obverse,  with  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM 
at  the  top,  the  date  at  the  bottom,  and  LIBERTY  at  the  center,  on 
a  ribbon  over  the  shield.  The  reverse  has  a  wreath  with  5  CENTS 
at  the  center. 

Pure  nickel  was  not  widely  used  for  metallic  experiments  with  U.S. 
coinage,  nor  was  it  ever  considered  for  commercial  use.  It  proved  to 
be  too  hard  and  was  difficult  to  use,  as  well  as  being  extremely  damag¬ 
ing  to  the  dies. 
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Rare  Aluminum  Pattern  1896  5c. 


364  1896  Pattern  5c.  J-1772.  Aluminum.  23.5  grains.  Plain  edge.  Select 
Brilliant  Proof-63.  Fully  struck.  Superb  original  mint  brilliance,  with 
contrasting  frosted  devices.  A  few  light  hairlines  show  in  the  fields, 
though  this  delightful  coin  is  devoid  of  corrosion  which  often  plagues 
this  rare  pattern. 

Note:  This  coin  may  well  have  been  struck  on  February  12,  1897, 
when  members  of  the  annual  assay  commission  witnessed  striking  of 
experimental  aluminum  and  pure  nickel  pattern  5c  coins  during  a  ses¬ 
sion  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  A  Rarity-6,  fewer  than  30  pieces  are 
believed  to  have  been  struck. 


365  1863  Pattern  10c.  1-333.  Copper.  38.2  grains.  Reeded  edge.  Select 
Brilliant  Proof-63.  Struck  from  regular  dies.  Beautiful  shades  of  deep 
multicolored  iridescence  covers  both  sides  of  this  coin,  with  blue,  pink, 
and  violet  dominating.  It  is  sharply  struck  and  very  pretty.  A  Rarity-7, 
no  more  than  a  dozen  specimens  are  known. 


366  1869  Pattern  10c.  J-697.  Silver.  30.9  grains.  Plain  edge.  Select  Brilliant 
Proof-63  to  Proof-65.  Tinges  of  sky  blue  iridescent  toning  surround 
portions  of  the  periphery,  mostly  on  the  obverse.  Well  struck 
throughout.  Hairlines  are  minimal,  and  are  well  concealed  within  die 
polishing  marks  which  are  frequently  encountered  on  pattern  coinage 
of  this  era.  It  is  a  breathtaking  example  of  this  rare  pattern  design. 

The  first  year  of  the  so-called  "standard  silver"  pattern  and  an  en¬ 
tirely  new  rendition  of  Liberty,  designed  by  William  Barber.  On  the 
obverse  is  the  head  of  Liberty  wearing  a  liberty  cap,  adorned  by  two 
stars,  her  hair  flowing  with  a  ribbon  circling  her  lowest  curls.  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA  surrounds  the  upper  rim,  and  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST  is  on  a  scroll  at  the  bottom.  1869  is  at  the  lower  rim  on  the 
reverse,  STANDARD  SILVER  is  at  the  top,  with  10  CENTS  inside 
an  ornate  wreath  made  of  oak  and  laurel  leaves.  This  is  the  rarer  plain 
edge  variety.  Fewer  than  a  dozen  are  believed  to  have  been  struck. 


367  1870  Pattern  10c.  J-837.  Silver.  33.9  grains.  Reeded  edge.  Proof-55. 
Toned  in  medium  shades  of  smoky  gray.  A  touch  of  weakness  of  strike 
is  at  the  highest  points  of  the  obverse  design,  and  is  particularly  evi¬ 
dent  at  the  hair  strands  and  stars  above  Liberty's  ear.  Also,  there  is 
some  rubbing  on  her  cheek.  The  reverse  displays  a  bit  of  softness  of 
strike  at  the  ear  of  com  at  the  right  and  a  few  of  the  leaves. 

The  obverse  design  on  this  coin  is  the  same  as  the  previously  of¬ 
fered  lot.  The  reverse,  however,  is  totally  different  and  is  an  original 
design  introduced  in  1870,  featuring  com  and  cotton.  The  word 
SILVER  has  been  omitted,  and  STANDARD  is  at  the  upper  rim,  with 
10  CENTS  at  the  center.  It  is  a  Rarity-6  pattern,  with  an  estimated 
20  to  30  struck. 


Brilliant 
Proof-60  to  Proof-63.  Lustrous,  with  mottled  smoky  gray  toning  at 
the  center  on  both  sides,  probably  as  a  result  of  an  old  cleaning.  The 
obverse  features  the  famous  Longacre  design  of  Liberty  wearing  an 
Indian  headdress  and  seated  on  a  rock  next  to  a  globe,  with  the 
American  flag  in  the  background.  The  reverse  is  similar  to  the 
previously  offered  lot  (though  this  one  is  sharply  struck)  and  has  a 
rim  that  is  very  wide  and  flat.

Choice 
Brilliant  Proof-65.  Sharply  struck.  Fully  lustrous,  with  contrasting 
lightly  frosted  devices  and  pleasing  surfaces.  Tmly  a  magnificent  ex¬ 
ample  of  this  rarity. 

13  stars  have  been  added  around  Liberty,  providing  a  new  dimen¬ 
sion  of  depth  to  the  obverse  design.  The  regular  die  reverse  was  used 
on  this  experimental  strike. 


Superb  Proof  1869  Pattern  25c. 


370  1869  Pattern  25c.  J-728.  Silver.  77.0  grains.  Plain  edge.  Gem  Brilliant 
Proof-67.  Pastel  hues  of  pink,  blue,  violet,  and  orange  surround  the 
rims  on  both  sides,  over  lustrous  and  lightly  iridescent  centers.  The 
surfaces  are  immaculate  and  deeply  reflective.  There  is  a  small  mint- 
caused  rim  defect  at  3:00  on  the  reverse  directly  above  the  E  of  SILVER. 
Overall,  it  is  one  of  the  finest  examples  of  this  popular  design  we  have 
offered  in  some  time. 

This  design  was  created  by  William  Barber  shortly  after  he  was  nam¬ 
ed  chief  engraver  of  the  U.S.  Mint  facilities.  Liberty  is  wearing  a 
diadem,  with  a  plain  ribbon  circling  her  hair.  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST 
is  on  a  scroll  below.  The  STANDARD  SILVER  reverse  was  used,  along 
with  the  famous  wreath  made  of  oak  and  laurel  leaves,  with  1869 
at  the  lower  rim.  Unfortunately,  neither  design  was  ever  approved 
for  regular  issue. 


371  1870  Pattern  25c.  J-894.  Silver.  77.0  grains.  Reeded  edge.  Brilliant 
Proof-60.  Toned  in  medium  shades  of  smoky  gray.  The  obverse  design 
is  the  same  as  the  previously  offered  1869  dated  example.  A  wreath 
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of  com  and  cotton  are  on  the  reverse,  with  STANDARD  above  and 
1870  below.  As  a  Rarity-6,  fewer  than  30  examples  are  believed  to 
have  been  struck.

372  1870  Pattern  25c.  J-914.  Copper.  81.4  grains.  Reeded  edge.  Choice 
Brilliant  Proof-65.  Incredibly  beautiful  toning  in  shades  of  pink,  blue, 
olive,  violet,  and  green  highlights  the  immaculate  surfaces  of  this  coin. 
Liberty  is  on  the  obverse  (the  same  design  as  the  previously  offered 
lots),  with  the  laurel  and  oak  leaf  reverse.  In  copper,  this  is  a  Rarity-6 
issue. 


Attractive  1870  Pattern  50c. 


373  1870  Pattern  50c.  J-948.  Copper.  160.9  grains.  Plain  edge.  Select 
Brilliant  Proof-63.  Chocolate  brown  toned,  complemented  by  lovely 
blue-green  and  pink  iridescence.  Hairlines  are  minimal  and  are  near¬ 
ly  undetectible  without  strong  magnification. 

Liberty  wearing  a  liberty  cap  is  among  the  most  majestic  of  the 
William  Barber  designs  of  the  era,  as  is  the  wreath  of  com  and  cot¬ 
ton  on  the  reverse.  This  design  is  particularly  attractive  on  the  larger 
diameter  coins.  Only  about  a  dozen  are  estimated  to  exist.  Few  could 
have  greater  eye  appeal  and  desirability  than  the  offered  specimen.

375  1793  Breen-3.  Good-4.  Dark  brown,  with  considerable  planchet 
roughness.  All  of  the  obverse  devices  and  the  date  are  bold.  The  reverse 
details  are  generally  good,  though  some  weakness  is  at  the  AME  of 
AMERICA.  Only  35,334  half  cents  were  struck  in  this  first  year  of 
issue.  It  is  a  one-year  only  type  and  highly  desirable  as  such.

Attractive  medium  brown 
natural  toning.  Sharply  struck  throughout,  except  for  the  top  of 
UNITED  and  the  corresponding  position  on  the  obverse. 

378  A  trio  of  half  cents;  1806  Fine-12.  Small  6,  stemless;  1828  13  stars. 
VF-20;  1833  Good-4.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

379  1811  Fine-12.  B-1  (die  state  V),  C-1.  Wide  date.  Lovely  olive  brown 
surfaces.  One  of  the  key  dates  to  the  early  half  cent  series.  Just  63,140 
coins  were  struck. 

380  1853  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63  obverse,  MS-60  reverse.  B-1, 
C-1.  Lustrous  red  and  brown  surfaces.  There  is  a  corrosion  spot  over 
ST  AT  of  STATES  on  the  reverse. 


381  1856  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  B-2a.  With  nearly  full  mint 
brilliance.  Sharply  struck.  Notable  planchet  flaking  is  evident  at  the 
center  on  the  reverse,  above  HALF  and  beneath  CENT,  otherwise  the 
surfaces  are  superb. 

Just  40,430  half  cents  were  struck  in  1856.  Specimens  with  full 
original  mint  brilliance  are  very  rare,  though  toned  Mint  State 
specimens  are  frequently  encountered. 


374  1868  Pattern  gold  dollar.  J-653.  Struck  in  aluminum.  5.2  grains.  Reeded 
edge.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Struck  from  regular  dies,  a  trial  piece. 
Lustrous  and  well  struck.  A  very  rare  item.  Only  about  a  half  dozen 
are  estimated  to  exist.  Could  any  survivors  be  of  superior  quality  to 
this  one?  It  is  doubtful,  for  this  one  is  a  beauty.

The  following  group  of  cents  ranges  from  the  first  year 
of  issue,  1793,  into  the  20th  century.  There  are  some  scarce 
pieces,  1793  notable  among  them,  a  collection  of  nice  In¬ 
dian  cents  and  other  pieces  that  will  delight  the  specialist 
and  type  collector. 


382  1793  Wreath.  Fine-12.  Sheldon-9.  Vine/bars  edge.  Deeply  toned, 
though  probably  cleaned  and  retoned.  All  lettering,  devices,  and  the 
date  are  bold.  The  right  edge  on  the  obverse  appears  to  have  been 
burnished,  possibly  to  remove  or  conceal  a  scratch  or  dent.  However, 
the  surfaces  have  a  pleasant  overall  appearance. 

1793  was  the  first  year  of  issue  for  coinage  struck  by  the  U.S.  Mint 
at  Philadelphia.  Only  large  cents  (three  different  types)  and  half  cents 
were  struck.  The  wreath  reverse  cent  was  the  second  emission  of  the 
year,  replacing  the  unpopular  chain  reverse  type  mid-way  through 
the  year.  Just  63,353  wreath  cents  were  produced.  Today,  this  classic 
type  is  one  of  our  nation's  most  famous  and  desirable  issues  and  a 
necessary  addition  to  any  type  set. 

383  1794  About  Good-3.  S-19b.  The  Double  Chin  variety,  and  it  is  clear¬ 
ly  visible  in  spite  of  the  well  worn  condition  of  this  scarce  early  large 
cent. 

384  1794  VF-20.  S-71.  Sharply  struck.  Deep  gray  and  mottled  brown  ton¬ 
ing.  Numerous  tiny  pits  are  on  the  obverse,  most  of  which  are  above 
the  date  and  around  Liberty's  neck  and  hair  curls.  Pitting  on  the  reverse 
is  not  as  severe,  though  strong  magnification  reveals  some  trivial 
porosity. 

385  A  small  group  of  early  large  cents:  1795  VG-8;  S-76b;  1797  VF-20, 
several  obverse  rim  bumps  and  surface  marks.  S-140;  1801  AG-3,  "3 
errors"  variety,  with  a  clipped  planchet.  S-219;  1807/6  Overdate. 
VG-8.  S-273;  1810  Good-6,  porous.  S-284.  (Total:  5  pieces) 

386  1797  Fine-12.  S-120a.  Reverse  of  1796,  plain  edge.  There  is  a  noticeable 
scratch  at  5:00  on  the  reverse. 

387  1798  VF-30.  S-185.  Sharp  chocolate  brown  natural  toning.  Porosity 
is  present,  mostly  on  the  obverse  and  the  lower  portion  of  the  reverse. 


388  1799  VG-8.  S-189.  Very  porous,  with  a  bit  of  corrosion.  Nevertheless, 
nearly  all  the  lettering  is  distinguishable  and  the  date  is  bold  and  com¬ 
plete.  A  rare  coin  in  any  grade,  just  42,540  were  struck. 


389  1802  EF-40.  S-236.  Lustrous  olive  brown  toning  and  sharply  struck. 
There  are  a  few  rim  bumps  and  surface  marks,  though  the  overall 
appearance  is  superior  to  most  Draped  Bust  large  cents.  As  such,  it 
would  make  a  wonderful  type  coin. 


390  1805  EF-40.  S-267.  Very  dark  (a  brownish  gray  color)  with  a  somewhat 
porous  planchet.  The  strike  is  bold  throughout.  There  is  a  planchet 
flaw  at  7:00  on  the  reverse  rim. 

391  1812  VF-20.  S-291.  A  scarce  and  important  Classic  Head  type.  It  is 
well  struck,  with  pleasing  medium  brown  natural  toning.  The  sur¬ 
faces  are  clean  except  for  a  small  scratch  on  the  reverse  above  ONE. 

392  1816  Choice  ALI-55.  Newcomb-4.  Deep  brown  natural  toning.  Well 
struck.  A  wonderful  example  for  inclusion  in  a  high  grade  type  set. 

393  1816  ALI-50.  N-6.  Lovely  medium  brown  natural  toning.  A  beautiful 
planchet  and  a  sharp  strike. 


394  1818  Brown  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Well  struck  and  pleasing  in  ap¬ 
pearance.  A  series  of  die  cracks  surround  the  stars  on  the  obverse 
and  connect  with  the  top  of  the  date.  Unquestionably  a  Randall  Hoard 
large  cent. 

Note:  Most  surviving  Mint  State  large  cents  dated  1816  through 
1820  came  from  one  or  more  original  kegs  which  had  been  stored 
beneath  the  walkway  of  a  railroad  station,  where  they  were  discovered 
during  the  Civil  War  era.

Sharply  struck, 
with  wonderful  golden  mint  brilliance.  Pink  and  blue  iridescence  glim¬ 
mers  radiantly  when  this  coin  is  reflected  in  the  light.

However,  Chief  Mint  Engraver  Longacre  (the  successor  to  Christian 
Gobrecht)  opted  for  a  new  and  original  design  to  replace  the  flying 
eagle  copied  from  dies  created  by  Gobrecht.  In  the  following  year 
a  new  cent  was  released,  rendering  the  flying  eagle  design  a  two-year 
issue.  Today,  Mint  State  specimen  are  scarce  and  in  strong  demand 
for  date  and  type  sets. 

The  first  year  of 
issue  for  the  famous  Indian  cent  design.  The  laurel  wreath  on  the 
reverse  is  unique  to  this  year  (on  regular  issue  cents).  The  coin  is 
lustrous  and  sharply  struck.

The  existence  of  the  Doubled  Die  1955  cent  did  not  become  com¬ 
mon  knowledge  among  the  numismatic  public  until  the  late  1950s. 
By  that  time,  nearly  all  of  an  estimated  25,000  released  had  seen  a 
short  period  in  circulation,  thereby  acquiring  toning  and  a  bit  of  wear. 
Demand  for  Mint  State  examples  was  such  that  many  coins  picked 
from  circulation  were  cleaned  to  appear  Uncirculated.  Today,  near¬ 
ly  all  specimens  seen  are  either  toned  or  have  been  cleaned,  and  show 
rubbing  under  strong  magnification.  This  spectacular  coin  is  a  hap¬ 
py  exception  and  unquestionably  one  of  the  highlights  of  this  Lin¬ 
coln  cent  offering,  as  well  as  one  of  the  finest  known.

Two  Choice  Proof  1864 
Large  Motto  coins  will  attract  interest  as  will  outstanding 
examples  of  the  low-mintage  1872  and  1873  coins.

490  1864  Small  motto.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Satiny  full 
original  mint  brilliance  complements  a  needle-sharp  strike  and  im¬ 
maculate  surfaces.  Small  motto  two-cent  coins  are  almost  unheard 
of  in  this  incredible  state  of  preservation.  Only  a  few  flecks  are  on 
this  coin,  and  these  require  strong  magnification  to  see.  It  is  unlikely 
that  a  better  specimen  exists .  anywhere. 

The  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  first  appeared  on  our  nation's 
coinage  with  this  issue.  The  small  motto  variety  was  used  only  in  the 
first  year  of  issue  and  is  easily  distinguishable  by  the  noticeably  small 
D  in  GOD.

Collector  demand  prompted  the  Mint  to  restrike  this  date,  resulting 
in  the  production  of  an  additional  500  coins  (with  an  open  3).  No 
business  strikes  were  issued  in  this  year.

Nickel  three-cent  pieces,  minted  from  1865  through  1889 
inclusive,  are  one  of  the  few  denominations  that  can  be  col¬ 
lected  in  its  entirety  without  having  a  generous  budget. 
While  the  1877  and  1878  (the  latter  offered  to  the  extent  of 
two  examples  in  the  following  listing)  are  rarities,  still  they 
are  within  the  reach  of  most  advanced  collectors.

The 
fields  are  deeply  reflective  and  the  devices  contrast  wonderfully.  There 
are  a  few  trivial  hairlines  on  both  sides.  Slightly  over  600  Proofs  are 
estimated  to  have  been  struck  in  1868. 
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526  1869  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  Deeply  frosted  devices  (with  razor  sharp 
detail  on  Miss  Liberty)  highlight  sharply  contrasting  mirror-like  fields. 
Except  for  a  few  insignificant  raised  die  polishing  marks  as  struck, 
the  surfaces  are  virtual  {perfection.  Another  low  mintage  Proof,  just

A  popular  and  very  scarce  Proof-only 
date.  It  has  nearly  full  mint  brilliance  with  just  a  glimmer  of  golden 
toning.

However,  it  appears  to  have  untouched 
surfaces  and  grades  very  close  to  a  full  Proof-65. 


541  1887/6  Overdate.  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  A  boldly  underlying 
numeral  6  is  visible  with  magnification.  One  of  the  most  interesting 
overdates  of  the  late  19th  century  and  very  popular  as  such.  This  ex¬ 
ample  has  pleasing,  though  somewhat  subdued  mint  brilliance.  It  is 
well  struck  throughout  and  nearly  devoid  of  flecks.

can  be  gathered  with  relatively  little  difficulty,  and  a  com¬ 
prehensive  set  of  date  and  mintmark  varieties  affords  a 
fascinating  challenge.  A  number  of  collectors  have  enjoyed 
the  game,  with  D.E.  Caldwell's  specialized  half  dime  col¬ 
lection  sold  by  us  about  10  years  ago  being  an  example  that 
comes  readily  to  mind. 

The  present  sale  offers  many  interesting  opportunities  for 
the  connoisseur  with  a  pocketbook  to  match,  there  are  a 
number  of  high-condition  Uncirculated  and  Proof  pieces 
worthy  of  sitting  up  and  taking  notice  of,  while  the  budget- 
minded  collector  is  directed  toward  numerous  examples  in 
lesser  grades.  From  a  value  concept  we  feel  that  in  all  series, 
half  dimes  and  otherwise,  such  grades  from  Extremely  Fine 
through  MS-63  represent  good  buys  on  today's  market.  The 
time  to  bid  on  such  things  is  when  they  are  available,  as 
the  introduction  to  the  present  catalogue  notes.  Available 
they  are  now,  so  "go  for  it,"  as  they  say. 


637  1800  LIBERTY  variety.  VF-20.  Valentine-2.  Brightly  toned  in  shades 
of  electric  blue  and  gold.  Well  struck.  Numerous  nicks  and  tiny  pits 
are  evident  on  both  sides.  However,  the  overall  appearance  of  the 
coin  is  very  attractive. 

This  is  the  first  year  for  production  of  the  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse 
half  dime.  The  LIBERTY  variety  was  caused  by  a  defective  R  in  LIBER¬

Another  sharply  struck 
example  with  traces  of  clashed  dies.  It  is  lustrous  and  has  a  touch 
of  golden  toning.

The  final  year  of  the  stars  obverse 
Liberty  Seated  coinage.  The  offered  example  is  spectacularly  toned 
in  vivid  shades  of  bright  golden  orange  with  a  crescent  of  electric  blue 
iridescence  on  the  obverse  at  the  left.  Matching  blue  toning  also  sur¬ 
rounds  the  periphery  on  the  reverse.  It  is  truly  a  superb  and  virtually 
unimproveable  example  of  this  popular  design. 

1859  was  the  second  year  in  which  Proof  coins  were  publicly  sold. 
The  number  struck  is  not  known.  Walter  Breen  believes  that  fewer 
than  100  were  made.  Appearances  at  public  auction  are  indicative 
of  a  higher  figure,  however.  Whatever  the  case,  it  is  a  rare  coin. 

The  1859  half  dime  is  a  curious  and  unexplained  variety,  in  that 
the  centers  to  the  obverse  stars  are  in  each  instance  hollow,  a 
characteristic  found  on  no  other  Liberty  Seated  issues  anywhere  in 
any  other  date  or  denomination.  While  a  good  case  can  be  made  for 
isolating  the  1859  as  a  "type"  coin,  such  distinction  has  not  been  made 


by  numismatists,  with  the  result  that  the  1859  half  dime  does  not  sell 
for  a  premium  over  and  above  what  it  might  bring  as  a  basic  date. 
The  hol'ow  stars  feature  is  thus  an  "extra"  for  the  buyer  who  wants 
something  interesting  and  different.

Today,  this  low  mintage 
date  is  highly  prized,  not  only  by  specialists  in  the  half  dime  series, 
but  also  by  astute  type  collectors  who  realize  that  for  a  small  premium 
over  "common  date"  price  (can  any  Proof  half  dime  really  be  called 
common?)  a  very  low  mintage  coin  can  be  acquired.

659  1798  over  97.  VG-8  obverse/Fine-12  reverse.  16  star  reverse.  Lightly 
toned  in  shades  of  smoky  gray.  Mostly  well  struck,  though  Liberty's 
drapery  and  the  center  of  the  shield  exhibit  a  bit  of  weakness.  A  few 
light  scratches  are  evident  on  the  obverse. 

The  16  star  obverse  is  the  first  emission  of  the  Draped  Bust  dime 
with  the  Heraldic  Eagle.

Indeed,  the  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins  does  not  price  the 
coin  (but  indicates  it  with  a  dash)  in  just  MS-60,  never  mind  MS-65 
or  MS-671 

The  appeal  of  the  1860-S  dime  is  further  heightened  by  the  fact  that 
this  is  the  only  issue  dated  1860  featuring  the  earlier  with-stars  obverse 
used  on  other  dimes  from  1838  through  1859.  Other  1860  issues,  those 
of  the  Philadelphia  and  New  Orleans  mints  are  of  the  later  style  with 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA  on  the  obverse. 

The  Liberty  Seated  specialist  who  wants  a  centerpiece  for  his  col¬ 
lection  would  do  well  to  consider  the  present  offering  carefully.  It 
may  be  decades,  if  ever,  until  another  appears  in  one  of  our  sale 
catalogues!

To¬ 
day,  these  low  mintage  years  are  extremely  popular  and  in  great  de¬ 
mand.  The  eye  appeal  of  the  offered  specimen  is  second  to  none.

It  is  a  truly  incredible  example 
of  the  Liberty  Seated  quarter  type,  and  has  additional  appeal  as  a 
very  low  mintage  date. 

Just  5,886  quarters  were  struck  in  1886  (a  mere  886  were  Proofs). 
This  year  has  the  lowest  mintage  of  any  quarter  from  1879  to  1890, 
and  is  the  second  lowest  mintage  coin  of  the  entire  denomination. 
Classic  dates  such  as  the  1796,  1804,  1901-S,  and  the  1916  Standing 
Liberty  all  had  higher  mintages  than  this  treasure.  Additionally,  it 
is  doubtful  that  any  surviving  specimens  struck  in  this  year  could  ex¬ 
ceed  the  quality  offered  here. 

Beautifully  toned  in  pale 
golden  shades  around  the  rims,  with  bright  blue,  orange,  and  violet 
centers.  There  are  a  few  trivial  hairlines  on  the  obverse  which  keep 
this  coin  from  a  higher  grade. 
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•  763  1892-0  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63  to  MS-65.  Lustrous,  with 
smoky  gray  and  multicolored  iridescence  covering  much  of  the  fields. 
It  is  well  struck  and  very  pleasing  in  appearance. 

The  first  year  of  issue  for  the  Barber  quarter.  Slightly  over  2^/2 
million  coins  were  struck  at  the  New  Orleans  Mint.  Collecting  coins 
by  mintmark  had  not  yet  become  fashionable,  resulting  in  very  few 
branch  mint  coins  escaping  circulation.  Consider  placing  this  scarcer 
issue  in  your  type  set.

The  fields  are  deeply  reflec¬ 
tive  and  delightful  heavily  frosted  devices  stand  out  in  contrast.  It 
is  a  remarkable  example  and  has  eye  appeal  superior  to  many  higher 
grade  specimens.  Just  972  Proofs  were  struck.

Virgil  Michael  Brand  (1862-1926)  was  noted  as  "the 
greatest  coin  collector  that  ever  lived"  in  a  tribute  to  him 
printed  during  the  1920s.  After  his  death  on  June  20,  1926, 
The  Numismatist  printed  an  obituary: 

The  death  of  Virgil  M.  Brand  of  Chicago  removes  from  the 
numismatic  field  an  active  and  one  of  the  largest,  if  not  the  largest, 
collectors  in  the  United  States.  Others  have  been  given  greater  prom¬ 
inence  and  enjoyed  a  wider  acquaintance  among  collectors  than  Mr. 
Brand,  and  other  collections  have  more  frequently  been  referred  to 
and  discussed  than  his,  but  the  statement  that  he  had  brought 
together  the  greatest  number  of  coins,  representing  the  greatest  value, 
in  a  collection  owned  by  an  individual,  in  this  country  or  in  the 
world,  will  perhaps  go  unchallenged. 

For  years  it  has  been  said  by  other  collectors  that  "Brand  has 
everything."  Of  course,  this  is  a  slight  exaggeration,  because  since 
this  was  first  said  of  him  he  has  continued  to  add  to  his  collection. 

But  it  was  seldom  that  a  dealer  could  offer  him  a  coin  of  which  he 
did  not  own  a  duplicate.  His  specialty  was  the  numismatic  field — 
ancient  and  medieval  and  modern... 

Mr.  Brand  was  a  bachelor  and  a  man  of  wealth.  With  him,  to 
desire  a  coin  was  to  own  it  if  it  could  be  purchased,  no  matter  what 
the  degree  of  rarity  or  its  price.  He  was  a  student  of  coins  as  well. 
Naturally  with  such  a  broad  field  for  his  studies,  he  could  not  be 
so  well  posted  on  all  classes  and  series  of  coins  as  a  specialist  who 
devotes  all  his  time  to  a  single  series  or  class.  But  for  general 
numismatic  knowledge,  few  collectors  were  better  posted. 

Virgil  M.  Brand's  estate  was  dispersed  over  a  period  of 
many  years.  The  bulk  of  it  was  distributed  beginning  in  the 
1930s,  following  an  appraisal  made  by  Burdette  G.  Johnson 
and  Henry  Chapman.  In  1983  and  1984  we  had  the  honor 
of  selling  a  portion  of  the  Virgil  M.  Brand  Collection  re¬ 
tained  by  his  niece,  Jane  Brand  Allen,  and  sold  as  part  of 
his  estate  under  the  administration  of  the  Morgan  Guarranty 
Trust  Company,  New  York.  Included  were  a  number  of 
Masonic  chapter  pennies.  These  were  described  in  our  Virgil 
M.  Brand  Collection  Part  II  Catalogue,  June  18-19,  1984, 
Lots  1187  through  1227,  a  modest  but  significant  grouping 
representing  residual  pieces. 

Little  did  we  know  at  the  time  that  we  would  have  the 
opportunity  to  later  offer  the  primary  or  main  Virgil  M. 
Brand  collection  of  Masonic  chapter  pennies.  The  chance 


occurred  in  the  autumn  of  1984,  when  the  owner,  a 
Massachusetts  numismatist  of  renown,  approached  us  con¬ 
cerning  them.  We  recommended  sale  by  unreserved  auction, 
but  he  was  hesitant.  Realizing  the  importance  of  the  coins, 
our  related  firm.  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries,  Inc., 
negotiated  the  purchase  intact  through  an  intermediary. 
Now  the  property  of  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries,  the  coins 
are  herewith  catalogued  and  offered.  It  would  have  been 
possible,  of  course,  to  have  placed  them  privately,  but  this 
would  have  deprived  numismatists  of  the  chance  to  see  what 
is  in  the  Virgil  Brand  holdings  and,  equally  important,  to 
register  the  pieces  for  posterity.  The  procedure  of  buying 
a  collection  intact  and  then  offering  it  for  sale  has  many 
precedents.  Indeed,  during  the  formative  years  of  the  rare 
coin  auction  business  in  the  19th  century,  it  was  common 
practice  for  dealers  to  purchase  collections  en  bloc  for  their 
own  account,  then  auction  them,  often  reporting  the  profit 
or  loss  in  The  American  Journal  of  Numismatics. 

The  Virgil  Brand  Collection 

The  thousands  of  mark  pennies  making  up  the  Virgil  M. 
Brand  collection  catalogued  in  the  following  pages  constitute 
the  largest  such  assembly  ever  offered  at  public  auction.  We 
were  fortunate  to  enlist  the  talents  of  Russell  Rulau,  whose 
accomplishments  in  the  field  of  tokens  are  well  known,  to 
assist  with  the  presentations  and  descriptions  here. 

Exactly  when  Virgil  Brand  began  collecting  coins  is  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  debate.  His  records  started  with  the  year  1889,  at 
which  time  he  made  substantial  purchases  of  territorial  gold 
coins  and  major  rarities.  Another  account  gives  1875  as  the 
starting  date.  His  recorded  purchases  from  1889  onward 
were  nothing  less  than  spectacular.  In  some  years  the  value 
of  the  pieces  added  to  his  cabinet  exceeded  the  total  of  all 
numismatic  auctions  in  America  and  Europe  combined  I  By 
his  death  in  1926  he  had  acquired  over  350,000  coins  which.

if  kept  intact  to  the  present  day,  would  probably  be  worth 
on  the  order  of  a  billion  dollars!  There  is  no  doubt  that  col¬ 
lections  formed  from  the  1920s  onward  would  lack  many 
rarities  had  it  not  been  for  the  dispersal  of  the  Brand  estate. 

The  story  of  Virgil  Brand's  life  and  his  spectacular  involve¬ 
ment  in  numismatics  is  told  in  Virgil  Brand:  The  Man  and 
His  Era,  Profile  of  a  Numismatist,  by  Q.  David  Bowers,  1983 
(hardbound  copies  of  which  are  available  for  $29,95 
postpaid;  order  separately  from  your  bidsheet).  Brand's  pur¬ 
chase  ledgers,  which  were  studied  during  the  course  of 
writing  the  book,  reveal  that  on  numerous  instances  the 
Chicago  collector  was  influenced  by  articles  he  saw  in  hob¬ 
by  publications.  Dr.  Benjamin  P,  Wright,  well  known  as 
a  researcher  in  the  field  of  privately-issued  tokens,  began 
a  lengthy  dissertation  on  Masonic  chapter  pennies  in  the  July 
1901  issue  of  The  Numismatist.  "The  mark  penny,  when 
received  by  members  of  the  fraternity,  is  supposed  to  be  in¬ 
scribed  with  his  own  particular  'mark,'  "  it  was  noted.  A 
wide  variety  of  designs  was  described  for  various  chapters 
throughout  America.  Undoubtedly  an  interested  reader  was 
Virgil  Brand,  who  went  on  to  assemble  the  greatest  collec¬ 
tion  ever  gathered  together.  Several  specialized  collections 
and  important  holdings  of  Masonic  chapter  pennies  were 
purchased  intact. 

Following  Brand's  death,  the  main  portion  of  the  Masonic 
chapter  penny  collection  remained  in  his  estate,  until  after 
1933  it  passed  to  one  of  his  two  heirs:  Horace  Louis  Philip 
Brand,  a  brother  who  lived  in  Chicago  and  who  set  up  a 
rare  coin  dealership  using  pieces  from  his  inheritance.  The 
Masonic  pieces  passed  to  Robert  Friedberg,  owner  of  the 
Capitol  Coin  Company,  who  sold  them  to  the  Massachusetts 
numismatist  from  whom  Bowers  and  Merena  Galleries  ob¬ 
tained  them  in  1984.  Thus,  the  pieces  offered  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  pages  have  remained  in  the  Virgil  Brand  collection  for 
well  over  a  half  century.  Only  now  are  they  being  dispersed 
so  that  many  different  numismatists  can  enjoy  them. 

Present-day  collectors  of  Masonic  chapter  pennies  are  in¬ 
debted  to  E.A.  King,  who  published  a  reference  on  the  sub¬ 
ject,  Masonic  Chapter  Pennies:  The  Albert  M.  Hanauer  Col¬ 
lection,  in  1926,  following  it  up  by  a  revised  text.  Masonic 
Chapter  Pennies,  1930.  This  book  was  reprinted  by  Quarter- 
man  Publications  in  1972.  (Copies  of  the  Quarterman  reprint 
are  available  from  us  for  $35.00  postpaid;  order  separately 
from  your  bidsheet.) 

In  1925  E.A.  King  was  commissioned  to  build  the  House 
of  the  Temple  Collection  in  Washington  D.C.  He  used  as 
the  foundation  the  large  Albert  M.  Hanauer  Collection 
begun  in  1899  as  well  as  his  own  personal  collection.  By  pur¬ 
chase  or  donation  King  added  the  holdings  of  William  O. 
Buckland,  Charles  P.  Crane,  David  R.  Gibson,  Benno 
Loewy,  W.K,  Warner,  and  segments  of  the  Dr.  B.P.  Wright, 
William  Poillon,  Morrison  and  James  Ten-Eyck  collections. 
His  efforts  were  largely  completed  by  1930. 

The  House  of  the  Temple  Collection  presumably  is  off 
the  market  for  all  time,  leaving  the  presently-offered  Virgil 
Brand  collection  of  Masonic  chapter  tokens  as  an  un¬ 


precedented  and  undoubtedly  never-to-be-repeated  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  acquire  these  significant  items. 

As  Brand  was  on  the  scene  before  E.A.  King  began  his 
efforts,  the  noted  Chicago  collector  was  able  to  acquire 
many  pieces  which  are  one  of  a  kind  or  of  extreme  rarity, 
including  pieces  not  later  obtained  by  King.  It  is  believed 
that  collections  acquired  by  Brand  included  those  of  A.R. 
Prince  of  Truro,  Nova  Scotia,  the  Charles  E.H.  Hard  col¬ 
lection,  and  the  W.E.  Beam  holdings.  Brand's  carefully  an¬ 
notated  ledgers  show  virtually  continuous  purchases  of  mark 
chapter  pennies  from  the  turn  of  the  century  until  his  death 
in  1926.  Particularly  remarkable'  are  the  number  of  special 
presentation  sets  and  off-metal  variations.  It  is  believed  that 
these  were  acquired  by  direct  communication  with  Masonic 
chapters  in  the  days  when  these  items,  later  to  become 
awesome  rarities,  were  being  struck. 

Collectors  of  tokens  and  exonumia  often  have  a  preference 
for  particular  states.  With  this  in  mind,  the  Masonic  chapter 
pennies  in  the  present  sale  are  arranged  in  state  order.  In¬ 
deed,  this  preserves  the  King  reference  sequence  as  well.  The 
prospective  bidder  will  do  well  to  consider  that  the  scope 
of  his  collection  of  Masonic  chapter  pennies  from  his  own 
state  or  others  states  of  interest  will  probably  be  determined 
by  his  success,  or  lack  of  it,  in  the  present  auction  sale!  To 
quote  from  a  popular  song  of  a  few  years  ago,  "It's  now 
or  never!" 

A  brief  history  of  Masonic  chapter  pennies  follows. 

Masonic  Chapter  Pennies 

The  mark  penny  is  many  things,  not  the  least  of  which 
is  a  token  of  friendship  and  brotherly  love.  It  is  also  a 
numismatic  specimen  rich  in  the  symbolism  of  the  Masonic 
fraternity  and,  in  many  cases,  a  superlative  specimen  of  the 
coiner's  art. 

Dr.  Benjamin  P.  Wright,  the  turn-of-the-century 
numismatic  cataloguer,  went  to  the  heart  of  the  matter  in 
1901  when  he  wrote  in  The  Numismatist: 

To  the  ordinary  numismatist  these  tokens  are  almost  a  terra  in¬ 
cognita.  The  Masonic  collector  may  have  a  few  specimens,  but  not 
many  as  members  of  the  fraternity  cherish  these  very  highly  and 
seldom  part  with  their  own  specimen.  Again  it  is  the  cmtom  of  some 
chapters  to  refuse  to  exchange  or  supply  anyone  not  a  member  of 
their  chapter  with  specimens. 

The  mark  penny  when  received  by  a  member  of  the  fraternity 
is  supposed  to  be  inscribed  with  his  own  particular  "mark,"  and 
as  soon  as  selected  placed  on  record,  never  to  be  changed,  but  to 
remain  his  "mark"  until  the  day  of  his  death. 

The  mark  is  not  a  mere  ornamental  appendage  of  the  degree  but 
is  a  sacred  token  of  the  rites  of  friendship  and  brotherly  love. 

In  the  intervening  years  the  view  that  chapter  pennies 
must  remain  the  property  of  their  recipients  and  thus  are 
difficult  to  collect  has  moderated  considerably.  Collector  and 
Mason  Richard  T.  Johnson,  writing  in  1972  the  foreword 
to  the  standard  reference  on  these  pieces.  Masonic  Chapter 
Pennies  by  E.A.  King,  stated: 
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It  has  often  been  stated  by  my  companions  who  collect  these 
tokens  that  it  is  Masonically  unlawful  to  buy  and  sell  these  marked 
pennies.  This  writer  agrees  with  these  feelings  only  in  the  context 
of  one's  own  private  mark.  These  private  marks  sometimes  appear 
within  the  inner  circle  of  the  general  mark  usually  found  on  the 
reverse  of  these  pennies. 

I  I  ask...  all  companions  who  may  not  agree  with  this  [to]  take  a 

moment  to  reexamine  the  ritual  and  also  the  principles  of  our  royal 
art,  ever  bearing  in  mind  that  these  tokens  of  friendship  and  brotherly 
love  are  not  reserved  for  the  initiated  only. 

What  better  way  to  spread  the  cement,  smooth  surfaces  and  bring 
light  than  to  exchange  these  tokens! 

The  mark  penny,  a  copper  token  roughly  the  size  of  the 
!  old  English  penny,  is  a  relatively  new  phenomenon.  William 
T.R.  Marvin,  writing  in  The  Medals  of  the  Masonic  Frater¬ 
nity,  1880,  mentioned  only  three  mark  pennies.  Worthy 
Brother  Benno  Loewy,  in  his  1905  Bibliography  of  Masonic 
Medals  and  Badges,  explained: 

It  is  only  within  a  very  short  time  that  specially  designed  mark 
pennies  have  come  into  general  use  in  the  Royal  Arch  Chapters  in 
the  United  States,  elsewhere  they  are  practically  unknown.  In  this 
I  country  they  have  been  struck  in  a  variety  of  metals  besides  cop- 
f  per,  which  alone  should  be  employed. 

The  most  commonly  encountered  type  of  mark  penny  is 
one  having  the  obverse  divided  into  three  spaces  by  two  con¬ 
centric  circles.  This  typically  is  inscribed  with  the  name, 
number  and  location  of  the  chapter,  the  date  its  charter  was 
granted,  and  the  words  ONE  PENNY  in  two  lines.  The 
reverse  bears  a  keystone  (of  an  arch)  with  the  letters 
H.T.W.S.S.T.K.S.  in  a  circle — the  "mark"  of  the  Ancient 
Grand  Master. 

Some  chapters  do  not  have  their  own  specially  designed 
mark  penny,  shekel  or  token,  but  cling  to  the  old-fashioned 
copper  cent,  English  or  Canadian  penny,  and  the  so-called 
stock  penny — a  general-use  copper  mark  penny  bearing  on 
one  side  a  keystone  flanked  by  indenting  chisel  and  mallet, 
on  the  other  side  ONE  PENNY  (or  some  variation  of  this 
stock  design). 

Presentation  Sets 

Mark  pennies  were  occasionally  made  in  sets  of  four,  five, 
or  six  metals — copper,  silver  (or  German  silver),  aluminum, 
brass,  bronze,  and  lead  (trials)— but  this  practice  was  largely 
discontinued  with  the  Great  Depression's  onset  in  1929.  Gold 
(not  gold-plated)  pennies  are  rare  and  were  apparently  used 
only  as  presentation  items  singly,  not  in  sets.  From  the  1930s 
on  copper  pennies  prevailed,  though  a  few  sterling  silver 
(.925  fine)  and  aluminum  pieces  were  produced. 

During  the  1920s  many  chapters  which  did  not  have  mark 
pennies  of  their  own  had  these  struck  so  they  could  supply 
specimens  to  the  House  of  the  Temple  collection  then 
building  in  Washington,  D.C.  This  period  saw  many  presen¬ 
tation  sets  made,  but  while  the  number  of  different  sets  is 
large,  the  number  of  their  coins  is  small  and  today  most  col¬ 
lectors  must  content  themselves  with  the  normal  copper  pen¬ 
ny  of  each  chapter.  The  Virgil  M.  Brand  collection  is  par¬ 
ticularly  rich  in  these  rare  off-metal  chapter  pennies. 


A  few  additional  off-metals  are  encountered — lead, 
probably  die  trials,  and,  in  recent  years,  goldine.  Nickel  and 
cupronickel  are  uncommonly  used. 

Almost  all  mark  pennies  have  plain  edges  (a  very  few, 
for  example  from  Winnebago  Chapter  No.  24  in  Rockford, 
Illinois,  have  reeded  edges).  Most  range  in  size  from  30  to 
33  millimeters  and  are  round.  Some  range  as  large  as  36  and 
38  millimeters.  Pennies  with  irregular  edges  are  usually  im¬ 
itations  of  the  ancient  shekel  or  half  shekel. 

Shekels 

It  was  the  custom  of  chapters  using  shekels  as  marks  to 
consider  them  "half"  shekels,  but  the  Hebrew  legend  on  the 
reverse  reads:  SHEKEL  ISRAEL  (the  Hebrew  for  half  shekel 
is  CHAITZI  HA-SHEKEL). 

In  1895  secretary  A.G.  Pitts  of  the  King  Cyrus  Chapter 
No.  133  in  Michigan  chanced  to  see  a  silver  shekel  of  the 
Year  2  of  the  First  Jewish  Revolt  (66-70  A.D.)  and,  think¬ 
ing  its  design  very  appropriate,  had  a  manufacturing  jewelry 
firm  in  Detroit  copy  the  reverse.  The  keystone  and  necessary 
legend  occupied  the  other  side,  to  make  an  attractive  look¬ 
ing  mark. 

At  least  30  chapters  copied  Pitts'  design  after  it  was 
published  in  the  February  1896  issue  of  The  American  Tyler. 
Thus  the  SHEKEL  ISRAEL  inscription  has  become  standard¬ 
ized  as  a  design  though  it  had  come  about  by  error  as  Pitts 
intended  to  copy  the  half  shekel. 

Other,  less  commonly  encountered  shekels  use  correct  half 
shekel  inscriptions,  or  else  copy  shekels  of  years  1  (uncom¬ 
mon),  3  (extremely  rare),  or  4  (also  extremely  rare).  Another 
type,  quite  pleasing  to  the  eye  and  to  the  ritual  use, 
reproduces  an  Aaron's  rod  in  bloom  surrounded  by  Hebrew 
text,  and  others  use  the  triple  lily  (or  hyacinth)  reverse  of 
the  shekel  design.  Still  others  use  only  the  shape  (an  irregular 
flan)  of  the  ancient  shekel,  while  a  very  few  imitate  a  Roman 
denarius  and  may  even  say  DENARIUS  on  them. 

The  shekels  and  other  ancient  coin  imitations  are  most 
sought  after,  not  only  by  collectors  of  Masonic  pennies  but 
by  collectors  interested  in  many  different  tangential  fields 
and  they  have  become  quite  expensive. 

Portraits 

The  collector  of  Masonic  chapter  pennies  is  struck  with 
the  sameness  of  the  themes  on  these  pieces.  But  there  are 
exceptions  which  are  very  desirable  to  own. 

Among  the  most  sought-after  tokens  are  those  bearing  the 
effigy  of  George  Washington,  which  are  to  be  included  in 
the  1985  Russell  Rulau-George  Fuld  revision  of  W.S.  Baker's 
Medallic  Portraits  of  Washington.  Chapters  in  Platteville, 
Wisconsin;  Washington,  Pennsylvania;  Chicago,  Illinois; 
Houston,  Texas;  Akron,  Ohio;  Walla  Walla,  Washington; 
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and  Washington,  D.C.  have  used  the  first  president  and 
famed  early  mason  on  their  mark  pennies.  Other  historical 
figures  who  are  portrayed  on  these  pennies  are  Abraham 
Lincoln,  Andrew  Jackson,  James  A.  Garfield,  William 
McKinley,  Lafayette,  Benjamin  Franklin,  Anthony  Wayne, 
King  Hiram  of  ancient  Tyre,  Augustus  Caesar,  King  Oscar 
II  of  Sweden,  et  al. 

Here,  then  is  the  Virgil  M.  Brand  collection  of  Masonic 
chapter  pennies — a  great  American  numismatic  landmark. 

Note:  a  few  selected  pieces  were  added  to  the  collection  following  Virgil 
Brand's  death  in  1926.  These  may  be  easily  noticed  by  their  chapter  dates, 
which  will  post-date  Brand's  death.

In  response  to  an  inquiry  from  the  writer  Companion  John 
G.  O'Connell  of  this  chapter  has  written  the  following  history: 
"When  Delta  Chapter  was  organized  in  1904,  I  was  appointed 
as  Chairman  of  a  Conunittee  to  recommend  a  suitable  design 
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for  our  Mark  Permy.  After  much  thought  and  research  we 
determined  that  the  coin  current  in  Jerusalem  and  Judea  at 
the  time  of  the  rebuilding  of  the  Temple  at  Jerusalem,  would 
be  most  appropriate  for  a  symbol. 

"After  the  overthrow  of  the  Kingdom  of  Babylon,  Cyrus, 
Kiitg  of  Persia  determined  to  permit  the  Jews  to  return  to 
Judea  and  to  rebuild  the  Temple,  which  was  done  under 
Zerubbabel.  Although  the  work  of  rebuilding  was  begun  dur¬ 
ing  the  reign  of  Cyrus  there  were  many  interruptions  and 
it  was  not  finished  until  during  the  reign  of  Darius.  The  coin 
current  throughout  the  Persian  dominion  at  that  time  bore 
on  the  reverse  side  the  image  of  King  Darius  just  as  it  ap¬ 
pears  on  our  Chapter  Mark.  It  was  the  equivalent  in  value 
of  the  ancient  Jewish  half-shekel  of  silver.  We  read  in  history 
that  Darius  in  his  youth  was  remarkably  skillful  with  a  bow 
and  arrow.  He  doubtless  adopted  the  design  for  his  coin  in 
commemoration  of  his  early  prowess  and  of  his  personal  vic¬ 
tories  over  his  enemies."

The  Great  Commoner 

By  Michael  Hodder 


William  Jennings  Bryan  dominated  the  political  scene  dur¬ 
ing  the  years  surrounding  the  turn  of  the  19th  century. 
Three-time  Democratic  nominee  for  President  (1896,  1900, 
1  1908),  Secretary  of  State  under  Woodrow  Wilson 
(1912-1915),  champion  of  the  free  coinage  of  silver,  small- 

Itown  lawyer,  journalist  and  newspaper  editor,  Bryan's  oc¬ 
cupations  during  his  long  life  read  like  an  Horatio  Alger 
story  come  true.  Some  of  the  causes  he  championed  or 
popularized  are  taken  for  granted  today  but  in  his  time 
marked  him  as  a  social  progressive:  direct  popular  election 

tof  senators,  a  graduated  tax  on  personal  income,  suffrage 
for  women,  and  state  primary  elections.  On  the  other  hand, 
typified  by  the  extension  of  his  personal  temperance  to  ex¬ 
clude  all  alcoholic  drink  from  State  Department  functions 
during  his  tenure  as  Secretary,  Bryan's  midwestern  brand 
of  Presbyterianism  led  him  to  view  the  world  somewhat  nar¬ 
rowly  and  through  his  own  eyes  exclusively.  The  part  he 
played  in  the  Scopes  Trial  of  1925  is  well-known  and 
underlies  Bryan's  tendency  to  assess  the  effects  of  change 
from  a  rigidly  held  set  of  principles  whose  shattering  may 
i  indeed  have  led  to  his  death  five  days  after  the  trial. 

William  Jennings  Bryan  was  bom  in  Marion  County,  Il¬ 
linois,  on  March  19,  1860.  His  father,  Silas  Lillard  Bryan 
served  at  one  time  or  another  as  a  state  senator,  a  judge  of 
the  second  judicial  district  of  Illinois,  and  a  delegate  in  1870 
to  the  Illinois  Constitutional  Convention.  His  father's  close 
ties  to  Congressman  William  M.  Springer  of  Illinois  were 
later  to  start  the  son  on  his  path  to  the  championship  of  the 
small  farmer  and  free  silver. 

After  attending  Illinois  College  (1881)  and  taking  an  LL.B. 
at  Union  College,  Chicago  (1883)  Bryan  returned  to  take 
a  Master's  degree  in  history  and  political  science  (1884)  at 
'  Illinois  College.  He  practiced  law,  desultorily  perhaps,  at 
!'  Jacksonville,  Illinois  from  1884  to  1887,  after  which  he 
I  moved  to  Lincoln,  Nebraska.  Like  his  father  before  him  he 
'  was  chosen  a  state  delegate  to  the  Democratic  convention 
\  in  1888.  Two  years  later  he  accepted  the  Democratic 
I  nomination  for  a  congressional  candidacy  in  a  district  long 
I  held  by  the  Republican  Party  and  won  election  to 


Washington  by  a  6,713  vote  majority.  His  first  job  in  Con¬ 
gress  was  on  the  House  Ways  and  Means  Committee,  which 
was  chaired  by  William  Springer,  Bryan's  father's  friend. 
Despite  a  gerrymandering  attempt  to  redraw  his  district's 
lines  Bryan  was  re-elected  to  Congress  in  1892,  but  by  a  slim 
140  vote  majority.  Rather  than  stand  for  re-election  in  1894 
Bryan  tried  to  win  a  senator's  chair  but  was  defeated  in  the 
general  election. 

Bryan's  terms  in  Congress  showed  him  the  path  that  was 
to  lead  to  his  national  greatness.  As  a  junior  member  of  the 
Ways  and  Means  Committee  he  carried  more  influence  than 
his  freshman  status  would  ordinarily  have  given  him.  When 
he  spoke  he  was  eloquent  and  fluent,  and  he  was  listened 
to.  Taking  up  the  causes  of  populism  and  the  free  coinage 
of  silver  Bryan  spoke  against  a  national  tariff  (supported 
by  eastern  industrial  interests)  in  1892  and  against  President 
Cleveland's  call  for  the  repeal  of  the  Sherman  Silver  Pur¬ 
chase  Act  (passed  1890)  in  1893.  He  soon  became  identified 
with  midwestern  and  far  western  interests.  His  vehement 
denunciation  of  Cleveland  and  the  New  York  Tammany 
Hall  Democratic  faction  made  him  a  popular  champion  of 
the  anti-tariff  and  free  silver  wings  of  the  Democratic  and 
Republican  parties.  During  a  two-year  hiatus  in  his  active 
political  life,  from  1894  to  1896,  Bryan  accepted  speaking 
engagements  set  up  by  the  Chautauquas,  a  New  York 
Methodist  movement  that  provided  speakers  on  popular  and 
educational  themes  around  the  east  and  midwest.  During 
this  period  Bryan  acted  as  editor  of  the  Omaha  World- 
Herald  newspaper.  He  used  his  speaking  engagements  and 
the  editorial  page  of  the  paper  to  popularize  further  his 
arguments  for  the  free  coinage  of  silver. 

By  1896  "free  silver"  had  become  a  catchall  cause  for  those 
disaffected  segments  of  society  who  felt  themselves 
dominated  by  eastern  industrial  interests  and  the  political 
machines  they  controlled.  In  some  respects  free  silver  can 
be  seen  as  only  one  issue  in  the  pantheon  social  historians 
called  populism,  a  vague  term  which  is  used  to  encompass 
issues  as  broad  as  direct  popular  election  of  senators  to  free 
coinage  of  silver  to  "know  nothing"  factionalism  and  anti- 
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Catholicism,  In  ditterent  parts  of  the  country  the  populist 
movement  meant  different  things.  In  the  midwest  and  to  the 
western  silver  interests  it  meant  the  Bland-Allison  Act  of 
1878  and  the  Sherman  Act  of  1890-free  silver.  The  free 
silverites,  as  they  were  called,  believed  that  the  free  and 
unlimited  coinage  of  silver  would  place  more  coinage  into 
circulation,  thereby  reducing  the  effect  of  high  prices  and 
especially  the  burden  of  debt  which  fell  heavily  on  the 
midwestem  farmer.  With  more  silver  in  circulation  more 
money  could  be  earned  and  debts  could  be  paid  off  faster. 
The  government,  however,  seemed  to  them  to  be  conspir¬ 
ing  to  keep  the  prices  of  needed  supplies  high,  and  to  keep 
debtors  ground  down  by  artificially  keeping  the  value  of 
gold  high  and  silver  low.  Since  the  1792  Mint  Act  the  U.S. 
had  been  on  a  bi-metallic  currency  system,  which  called  for 
the  circulation  of  both  gold  and  silver  and  set  a  conversion 
rate  between  the  two  metals.  In  1792  the  ratio  had  been  15 
to  1.  The  ratio  was  changed,  actually  increased,  to  16  to 
1  in  the  mid  1830s  when  it  was  found  that  gold  had  been 
leaving  circulation  since  it  was  then  undervalued  in  terms 
of  the  amount  of  silver  needed  to  buy  an  equivalent  amount 
of  gold. 

The  silver  to  gold  ratio  was  low  compared  to  prevailing 
rates  in  Europe,  and  the  period  from  1834  onward  saw  a 
steady  outflow  of  silver  from  the  U.S.  to  overseas  markets. 
At  the  same  time  the  U.S.  Mint's  output  of  silver  dollars, 
from  1840  to  1873,  showed  a  steady  decrease  until  the  ef¬ 
fective  cessation  of  the  denomination  in  1873.  Eastern  in¬ 
dustrial  interests  favored  the  16  to  1  rate  of  exchange  since 
the  depressed  price  of  silver  tended  to  increase  the  value  of 
their  gold  holdings.  Western  silver  mine  owners  and 
midwestem  farmers  favored  an  increase  in  the  amount  of 
silver  in  circulation,  the  first  for  obvious  reasons,  the  sec¬ 
ond  for  the  reasons  touched  on  above. 

Free-silver  interests  succeeded  in  pushing  through  the  Con¬ 
gress  the  Bland-Allison  Act  of  1878,  which  called  for  the 
Treasury  to  purchase  2  million  dollars  of  silver  per  month 
at  prevailing  market  rates  for  coinage  into  dollars  or  to  sup¬ 
port  silver  certificate  notes.  The  Treasury  duly  made  the  an¬ 
nual  purchases  but  this  did  not  drive  the  price  of  silver  up 
as  intended.  In  1890  free  silver  proponents  managed  to  pass 
the  Sherman  Silver  Purchase  Act,  which  required  the 
Treasury  to  purchase  the  nation's  entire  annual  silver  out¬ 
put,  some  AVi  million  ounces  per  month.  These  purchases 
were  to  be  made  by  Treasury  legal  tender  notes  redeemable 
in  silver  or  gold.  The  net  result  of  the  inflationary  measure 
was  to  lower  the  nation's  gold  bullion  reserves  to  below  the 
100  million  dollar  level  considered  safe  for  sound  currency. 
The  Panic  of  1893  followed,  and  President  Cleveland  was 
able  to  gain  congressional  repeal  of  the  Sherman  Act. 
Bryan's  speeches  against  the  tariff,  which  the  free-silverites 
had  to  concede  to  the  eastern  Tammany-led  bloc  in  return 
for  the  Act  of  1890,  and  his  eloquent  denunciation  of  the 
President's  move  to  repeal  the  Sherman  Act  in  August  of 
1893,  made  him  a  vocal  champion  of  the  cause.  He  was  to 
be  called  upon  again  three  years  later  in  Chicago. 

The  Democratic  national  convention  of  1896  found  the 


party  split  between  President  Cleveland  and  the  New  York 
Tammany  machine  and  the  populist  free-silverites.  The 
Republicans  had  nominated  McKinley,  but  in  doing  so  had 
lost  the  support  of  the  western  silver  Republicans  when  the 
"sound  money"  Republicans  successfully  incorporated  a 
plank  into  their  platform  calling  for  as  near  a  gold-standard 
as  one  could  get.  The  Democrats  went  the  other  way,  chiefly 
because  of  Bryan's  presence  at  the  convention. 

Bryan  had  been  chosen  to  head  the  Nebraska  delegation 
to  Chicago  in  1896.  Through  demagoguery  and  skillful 
maneuvering,  the  free-silver,  western  mine  interests, 
populists  of  different  stripes,  and  midwestem  farm  delegates 
managed  to  wrest  control  of  the  convention  from  Cleveland 
and  the  Tammany  forces.  It  was  not  for  nothing  that  Bryan 
had  stomped  the  midwest  making  speeches  on  the  Chautau¬ 
qua  circuit.  Bryan  was  chosen  to  write  the  majority  plank 
on  bimetallism  which  called  for  the  free  coinage  of  silver 
at  the  16  to  1  ratio,  Cleveland's  minority  whip.  Senator 
David  B.  Hall,  introduced  a  measure  to  the  delegates  call¬ 
ing  for  a  "sound  money"  plank  that  was  closer  to  the 
Republican  plank  than  to  Democratic  feelings.  Hall's  speech 
was  moving  and  persuasive,  and  the  majority  called  on  the 
only  man  whose  oratory  could  possibly  sway  the 
convention — William  Jennings  Bryan.  Bryan's  appeal  to  the 
delegates,  delivered  in  what  became  known  as  the  "Cross 
of  Gold"  speech,  won  him  not  only  repeal  of  the  minority 
plank  but  also  his  party's  nomination  as  their  candidate  for 
president.  His  speech  in  defense  of  free-silver  seems  to  echo 
the  sentiments  of  the  majority  of  Democrats  whom  we 
would  today  call  populists.  He  championed  the  laborer 
against  the  boss,  the  free-silverite  farmer  against  the  rich 
industrialist,  the  masses  against  the  eastern  elite.  It  was  a 
theme  that  harkened  back  to  Jackson's  campaign  and  one 
which  would  be  heard  again  by  the  "silent  majority"  75  years 
later.  After  a  presentation  that  had  the  delegates  on  their 
feet,  Bryan  ended  by  saying:  "If  they  dare  to  come  out  in 
the  open  and  defend  the  gold  standard  as  a  good  thing,  we 
shall  fight  them  to  the  uttermost,  having  behind  us  the  pro¬ 
ducing  masses  of  this  nation  and  the  world.  Having  behind 
us  the  commercial  interests,  and  the  laboring  interests  and 
all  the  toiling  masses,  we  shall  answer  their  demands  for  a 
gold  standard  by  saying  to  them:  You  shall  not  press  down 
upon  the  brow  of  labor  this  crown  of  thorns;  you  shall  not 
crucify  mankind  upon  a  cross  of  gold." 

The  next  day  Bryan  was  nominated  as  his  party's  can¬ 
didate.  Grover  Cleveland,  the  incumbent  president  now 
without  a  party,  led  his  followers  out  of  the  convention  and 
split  the  Democratic  party  in  two.  Defeat  at  the  polls  was 
probably  inevitable,  but  Bryan's  energy  and  oratory  car¬ 
ried  the  populists  to  within  600,(XX)  votes  of  the  popular  ma¬ 
jority.  His  campaign  carried  him  across  the  country,  and 
he  travelled  some  18,000  miles  and  delivered  over  2,000 
speeches  before  election  day.  No  town  or  village  was  too 
small  for  him  to  visit  or  speak  to  if  asked.  His  opponent, 
on  the  other  hand,  preferred  to  stay  at  home  and  address 
the  crowds  brought  to  him  by  the  train  load.  The  Democrats 
gained  support  from  the  silverites  who  had  left  McKinley 
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»  over  the  Free  Silver  issue,  but  lost  more  by  Cleveland's  defec- 
tion  to  form  his  National  Democratic  Party.  At  the  polls 
*  Bryan  lost  to  McKinley  by  more  than  half  a  million  votes; 

I  the  electoral  college  vote  was  271  to  176  against  Bryan. 

I  Bryan  did  not  fade  away  after  the  election  because  his 
L  cause  did  not  lose  its  momentum.  In  1900  he  was  chosen 
1  by  popular  acclamation  on  the  first  ballot  as  the  Democratic 
I  party's  candidate  for  President.  Again  his  opponent  was 
p  McKinley,  and  again  he  was  defeated,  this  time  losing  by 
I  more  than  800,000  popular  votes,  with  an  electoral  college 
I  vote  count  of  155  for  Bryan,  292  against.  After  his  defeat 
f  in  the  1900  Presidential  campaign  Bryan  retired  to  Lincoln, 
If  Nebraska  where  he  edited  a  newspaper.  The  Commoner, 

I  which  became  the  vehicle  for  his  views  on  the  popular  issues 
of  the  day.  At  the  Democratic  national  convention  of  1908, 
j  held  in  Denver,  Colorado,  Bryan  was  once  more  nominated 
i  as  his  party's  candidate  for  the  Presidency,  on  the  first  ballot. 

In  the  campaign  he  was  again  defeated  by  the  Republican 
'  opponent,  this  time  William  Howard  Taft,  but  this  time  the 
plurality  against  him  had  increased  by  almost  50  percent, 
to  1,269,000  votes. 

Although  Bryan  was  never  again  to  receive  his  party's 
nomination  as  its  candidate  for  President,  his  role  in  the 
^  Democratic  national  convention  held  in  Baltimore, 

I  Maryland  in  1912  was  pivotal  for  the  ultimate  election  of 
Woodrow  Wilson  as  president  in  that  year.  Wilson's  oppo¬ 
nent  in  the  convention  was  Champ  Clark  of  Missouri.  The 
1912  Democratic  national  convention  is  remembered  for  be¬ 
ing  one  of  the  most  bitterly  fought  and  requiring  one  of  the 
largest  number  of  ballots  before  a  candidate  was  chosen. 
^  After  13  long  ballots  had  been  taken  the  number  of  delegates 
pledged  to  Champ  Clark  had  nearly  reached  a  majority  and 
r  was  within  a  few  votes  of  the  required  plurality  to  give  him 
i  the  nomination.  When  the  roll  call  was  called  for  the  14th 
'  ballot  Bryan  engineered  a  poll  of  the  Nebraska  delegates  (re¬ 
quiring  each  delegate's  name  to  be  called  aloud  and  his  vote 
individually  registered).  When  Bryan's  name  was  reached 
.  he  took  the  podium  to  speak  against  Clark.  His  speech  raised 
I  the  same  spector  of  eastern  domination  that  Bryan  had  used 
so  successfully  to  sway  the  convention  in  1896.  Declaring 
'  that  a  vote  for  Clark  was  really  a  vote  for  the  New  York 
T ammany  faction,  and  that  the  90  delegates  from  New  Y ork 
'  were  not  really  90  separate  votes  but  rather  represented  the 
influence  of  Charles  F.  Murphy,  Tammany  leader,  and 
declaring  that  he  and  a  number  of  the  Nebraska  delegates 
would  refuse  to  vote  for  the  nomination  of  any  man  placed 
in  candidacy  by  Charles  Murphy,  Bryan's  forceful  speech 
carried  the  delegates  and  Woodrow  Wilson  was  nominated 
as  Democratic  candidate  for  president. 

Upon  Wilson's  election  to  the  presidency  he  appointed 


William  Jennings  Bryan  as  his  Secretary  of  State.  The  ap¬ 
pointment  was  loudly  condemned  in  the  press  since  Bryan 
seemed  to  have  no  experience  in  the  field  of  foreign  affairs. 
As  Secretary  of  State,  Bryan  is  best  remembered  for  an  abor¬ 
tive  plan  for  world  disarmament  and  peace.  His  plan  re¬ 
quired  individual  nation  states  to  contract  among  themselves 
that  none  would  go  to  war  with  another  before  placing  its 
grievances  before  a  commission  of  inquiry  which  would  in¬ 
vestigate  the  facts.  Thirty  nations  entered  into  the  agree¬ 
ment  pledging  to  respect  the  principles  of  justice  outlined 
by  this  plan.  However,  by  the  crisis  month  of  August  1914, 
Germany  had  still  not  ratified  the  plan  and  the  European 
mobilizations  of  that  month  effectively  killed  any  chance 
it  had  for  preventing  the  outbreak  of  the  first  war.  The  sink¬ 
ing  of  the  Lusitania  on  May  7,  1915  precipitated  a  crisis 
within  Wilson's  government  which  centered  somewhat 
around  Bryan's  role  as  Secretary  of  State.  When  on  June 
8,  1915  Wilson's  cabinet  met  to  draft  the  second  Lusitania 
note,  which  required  Germany  to  abandon  its  policy  of 
unlimited  submarine  warfare,  Bryan  felt  that  his  pacifistic 
hopes  of  keeping  the  United  States  removed  from  the  war 
were  being  thwarted,  so  he  resigned  his  secretaryship. 

Despite  his  resignation  he  supported  President  Wilson  in 
his  re-election  bid  in  1916.  In  1918  Bryan  became  the  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  National  Dry  Federation,  stumping  the  states 
in  favor  of  a  bill  prohibiting  the  consumption  and  sale  of 
alcoholic  beverages.  Years  later  he  was  again  a  delegate  to 
the  Democratic  national  convention,  this  time  from  Florida, 
where  he  had  moved  in  1921.  From  1921  until  1925,  the  year 
of  his  death,  Bryan's  activities  centered  more  and  more  upon 
the  debate  surrounding  Darwinism  and  scientific  evolution. 
As  vice-moderator  at  the  general  assembly  of  the 
Presbyterian  church  held  in  1925  in  Columbus,  Ohio,  he 
opposed  the  election  of  a  moderate  to  headship  of  the 
Princeton  Theological  Seminary  on  the  grounds  that  the  can¬ 
didate's  views  concerning  evolution  were  too  modernist.  His 
role  the  same  year  in  the  Scopes  Trial  is  widely  known  and 
was  later  dramatized  in  a  popular  movie.  Inherit  the  Wind. 

We  end  this  biographical  sketch  of  William  Jennings  Bryan 
with  a  summation  of  his  career  composed  by  the  great 
numismatist  Farran  Zerbe,  first  published  in  the  July  1926 
issue  of  the  Numismatist:  "When  the  scribes  and  sages  in 
future  days  try  to  explain  the  whys  of  the  things  that  were 
and  those  that  might  have  been,  as  they  most  always  do 
when  a  political  giant  is  concerned,  material  for  simile  and 
comparison  may  be  found  in  ability,  oratory,  statesman¬ 
ship  and  ambition,  and  Henry  Clay,  James  G.  Blaine  and 
William  Jennings  Bryan,  and  the  Presidency  of  the  United 
States.  But  they  will  not  couple  disappointment,  that  could 
be  noticed,  with  Mr.  Bryan — a  rare  type  that  frequently  met 
but  never  knew  defeat." 
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Colonel  Bryan  enjoyed  a  good  cartoon 
When  it  was  he  who  received  the  lampoon 
He  was  given  much  notoriety 
Through  campaign  tokens  styled  “Bryan  Money."

With  the  central  issue  of  the  1896  campaign  being  the  free- 
coinage  of  silver  versus  the  strict  gold-standard  it  is  not  sur¬ 
prising  that  the  silverites'  16:1  battle  cry  should  find  con¬ 
crete  expression  at  their  enemy's  hands.  As  early  in  the  cam¬ 
paign  as  the  month  of  July,  just  days  after  Bryan's  "Cross

of  Gold"  speech  delivered  on  July  9,  the  first  of  the  coin¬ 
silver  Bryan  money  pieces  were  struck  by  Tiffany  & 
Company,  the  New  York  jewelers.  In  the  same  month  the 
St.  Louis,  Missouri  jewelers  E.  Jaccard  &  Company  issued 
similar  pieces  which  resembled  those  of  Tiffany  and  may 
have  been  made  for  Jaccard  and  Co.  by  the  New  York  firm. 
As  the  campaign  grew  in  intensity,  so  the  numbers  and 
varieties  of  coin-silver  Bryan  money  pieces  increased. 


The  purpose  behind  all  the  many  types  of  Bryan  money 
which  have  been  catalogued  by  Farran  Zerbe  was  the  same, 
to  ridicule  free-silver's  stand  on  the  convertibility  of  silver 
to  gold  at  the  16:1  ratio.  Whether  made  in  .900  fine  coin 
silver,  type  metal,  bronze,  or  aluminum,  their  aim  was  to 
sway  public  opinion  away  from  Bryan  and  toward 
McKinley  and  the  Republican  party.  The  media  chosen  to 
express  what  was  really  a  political  objective  varied  according 
to  the  taste  and  economic  status  of  the  target  of  the  pro¬ 
paganda.  The  method,  however,  was  largely  the  same:  to 
exaggerate  by  size,  weight,  and  bulk  the  effect  of  a  free  con¬ 
version  from  silver  to  gold.  Thus  we  have  the  size  of  the 
standard  Morgan  type  silver  dollar,  containing  412  V2  grains 
of  coin  silver,  superimposed  on  a  planchet  manufactured 
by  Tiffany  of  the  same  fineness  but  containing  823  grains 
of  silver — the  equivalent  of  one  gold  dollar's  worth  of  silver 
if  the  silver  dollar  were  revalued  upward  50%  as  the 
Democrats  wanted  in  1896.  The  moral  was  clear  and  could 
be  drawn  by  anyone  fortunate  enough  to  afford  one  of  these 
souvenirs.  If  the  free  silverites  won  the  election  the  sheer 
physical  bulk  of  the  silver  coinage  would  double.  The  large 
fine  silver  pieces  could  never  reach  the  general  public,  of 
course,  since  their  cost  was  the  equivalent  of  a  gold  dollar, 
too  much  to  spend  on  a  campaign  curio  no  matter  how  par¬ 
tisan  the  average  man  might  have  been.  The  majority  of 
Bryan  money  pieces  Zerbe  catalogued  were  base  metal,  cast 
or  struck  pieces,  sometimes  bronzed  or  aluminum  ones,  but 
usually  by  their  weight  and  size  bearing  the  same  lesson  as 
their  more  expensive  cousins.  The  denominations 
caricatured  reflect  those  most  likely  to  have  seen  the  widest 
circulation  in  trade  or  wages:  the  silver  dime  and  the  silver 
dollar.  The  messages  they  bore  all  hammered  home  the  same 
point,  how  inconvenient  and  cumbersome  the  coinage  could 
become  if  Bryan  were  elected. 

Bryan  money  pieces  in  coin  silver  were  manufactured  by 
eastern  jewelers  and  silversmiths,  principally  Tiffany  in  New 
York  and  the  Gorham  Manufacturing  Company.  These  two 
firms  produced  pieces  for  sale  under  their  own  names.  Tif¬ 
fany  sold  some  to  the  St.  Louis  jewelers  E.  Jaccard  & 
Company  but  these  did  not  bear  Jaccard's,  name  and  the 
edge  stamp  identifying  the  maker  as  Tiffany  was  not 
employed.  They  are  ascribed  to  Tiffany  by  the  similarity 
of  their  design,  lettering,  and  fabric.  Gorham  Manufactur¬ 
ing  was  by  far  the  largest  manufacturer  and  distributor. 
Their  products  were  marketed  under  their  own  name  in  two

types,  with  and  without  the  graphic  comparison  of  the  stan¬ 
dard  versus  the  free-silver  dollar.  Gorham  also  manufac¬ 
tured  pieces  for  Spaulding  &  Company;  these  bear 
Spaulding's  name  cut  into  the  set  of  working  dies.  Gorham's 
products  were  also  struck  without  their  name  appearing  on 
the  pieces.  These  were  sold  to  distributors;  in  two  cases  the 
names  of  the  distributors  were  then  punched  into  the  struck 
pieces  before  shipment.  We  may  assume  that  these  coin 
silver  pieces  were  sold,  occasionally  given  as  gifts,  or  other¬ 
wise  distributed  to  a  select  market  probably  already  con¬ 
vinced  of  the  moral  that  they  were  meant  to  draw.  Distribu¬ 
tion  of  these  expensive  items  seems  to  have  been  limited  to 
New  York  and  St.  Louis. 

Small  denomination  base  metal  pieces  were  more  widely 
manufactured.  Dollar-sized  pieces  were  made  in  Wisconsin 
and  New  York  City,  dimes  in  San  Francisco,  Cleveland, 
Chicago  and  Pittsburgh,  outright  satirical  pieces  in  most  of 
these  same  cities.  The  center  of  production  hinged  on 
Chicago  and  northwest  Pennsylvania,  and  the  creators 
ranged  from  individuals  with  a  flair  for  casting  type  to  firms 
engaged  in  the  business  of  manufacturing  store  cards  and 
other  advertising  media.  Unlike  their  more  expensive  eastern 
cousins  these  base  metal  pieces  were  not  meant  to  last  longer 
than  the  resolution  of  the  issues  that  they  caricatured.  After 
the  results  of  the  1896  election  gave  McKinley  his  victory 
the  smaller  pieces  were  discarded,  lost,  or  passed  on.  The 
chief  midwestem  manufacturer,  S.G.  Childs  of  Chicago,  had 
destroyed  its  records,  dies,  and  remaining  specimens  prior 
to  Zerbe's  visit  to  them  in  1918.  The  San  Francisco  firms 
of  Moise  &  Company  and  Irvine  &  Jachens  lost  their  records 
and  specimens  in  the  fire  following  the  1906  earthquake. 
Many  of  the  rarest  Bryan  money  types  are  found  in  the  dime 
series  or  among  the  avowedly  satirical  pieces. 


Exponents  of  free  silver  did  not  meet  the  challenge  of 
Bryan  money  with  equal  fervor.  Zerbe's  study  found  only 
one  type  that  may  relate  to  the  1896  campaign  and  but  two 
dated  1900.  When  Bryan  resurrected  free-silver  during  the 
1900  campaign  as  his  chief  issue  alongside  U.S.  imperialistic 
expansion  into  Puerto  Rico  and  the  Pacific,  Gorham  dusted 
off  the  old  1896  cartwheel  die  and  ran  off  a  new  series  of 
coin-silver  pieces  dated  1900  using  the  previous  issue's 
design.  The  company  also  produced  a  rectangular  ingot  for 
McKinley's  partisans,  the  only  ingot-sized  type  of  Bryan 
money  now  known. 

The  campaign  of  1896  saw  the  most  types  and  the  widest 
distribution  of  Bryan  money.  Pieces  dated  1900  are  far  fewer 
in  number  than  those  from  the  previous  campaign.  A  few 
pieces  dated  1908  and  1912,  the  'Taft"  and  "Wilson"  dollars, 
were  made  by  Thomas  L.  Elder  for  private  circulation.  Far- 
ran  Zerbe  speculated  that  governmental  suppression  of  the 
manufacture  of  some  of  these  pieces  in  1896  and  1897  may 
have  made  them  seem  risky.  Technically  all  but  the  coin¬ 
silver  types  and  the  baldly  satirical  ones  violated  the 
counterfeiting  laws.  In  Pittsburgh,  Secret  Service  agents  con¬ 
fiscated  a  dollar  token  and  threatened  the  designer  with  a 
$100  fine  in  1897.  Zerbe  went  so  far  as  to  speculate  that  the 
government  may  have  selectively  suppressed  some  of  these 
pieces  in  areas  where  their  effects  might  have  influenced 
voters'  opinions.  This  issue  was  clouded,  however,  by  the 
fact  that  while  the  Democrats  controlled  the  presidency  in 
1896  the  president  was  an  outcast  in  his  own  party. 
Whatever  the  cause  for  the  disappearance  of  Bryan  money 
after  1897,  the  pieces  themselves  remain  today  as  political 
messages  dressed  in  numismatic  clothes  and  have  been  a 
popular  collecting  field  since  Farran  Zerbe's  pioneering  work 
in  cataloguing  the  series  was  first  published  in  1926  in  The 
Numismatist.

About  Uncir¬ 
culated.  Rare.  Fully  prooflike,  with  slight  iridescent  deep  golden 
brown  toning.  Small  vertical  nick  at  the  end  of  the  third  line  of  in¬ 
scription.  Original  striking.  Obverse  inscription  in  seven  lines: 
776V, /GRAINS  OF  SILVER /900-1000  HNE/THE  EQUIVALENT 
OF /ONE  GOLD  DOLLAR/IN  VALUE/JULY  1896.  Reverse;  blank. 
Edge:  TIFFANY  &  CO.,  incused. 

With  a  date  of  July  1896,  just  days  after  Bryan's  nomination  on 
the  fourth  ballot  at  the  convention  in  Chicago,  this  piece  issued  by 
Tiffany  k  Co.  can  claim  to  be  the  first  of  the  Bryan  money  pieces 


issued  during  that  campaign.  Tiffany  &  Co.  made  restrikes  of  this 
piece  in  1910  for  a  New  York  City  coin  dealer.  The  restrikes  may 
be  distiriguished  from  the  original  by  the  matte  or  frosted  appearance 
of  the  restrikes.  Originals  have  a  smooth  finish,  or,  as  here,  a 
prooflike  surface. 

1247  Zerbe  1.  July  1896,  49  mm.,  "dollar,"  coin  silver.  A  second  specimen. 
Very  Fine.  A  couple  of  obverse  scratches,  and  two  rim  dents  are 
noticeable  on  the  obverse.  Obverse  inscriptions  are  identical  to  the 
piece  described  above.  These  large  silver  pieces  were  often  used  by 
their  owners  around  the  home,  and  were  put  to  a  variety  of  pur¬ 
poses,  either  as  display  pieces,  good  luck  tokens  which  were  handl¬ 
ed  when  the  need  was  felt,  or  even  as  paperweights.  The  writer  once 
catalogued  a  Zerbe  1  which  had  been  used  by  the  same  family  as 
a  paperweight  from  the  day  it  was  purchased  in  New  York  in  1896. 
By  their  size  and  weight  these  pieces  naturally  acquire  the  odd  scratch 
or  dent. 
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■!  1248  Zerbe  3.  September  14,  1896,  51  Vi  mm.,  “dollar,"  coin  silver.  Un¬ 
circulated.  Rare.  Attractively  toned  in  a  uniform  coin-silver  gray 
color,  with  iridescent  red  and  orange  coloring,  particularly  on  the 
reverse.  Original  striking.  Obverse  inscription  in  seven  lines: 
823/GRAINS  OF  SILVER/900-1000  HNE/THE  EQUIVALENT 
OF/ONE  GOLD  DOLLAR/IN  VALUE/SEPT  14  1896.  Reverse: 
within  a  broad  rimmed  circle  springing  from  the  outer  rim  at  the 
top:  SIZE  OF/GOVERNMENT  DOLLAR/CONTAIN- 
ING/412V2/GRAINS  OF  SILVER/900-1000  FINE.  In  six  lines.  At 
the  bottom,  near  the  outer  rim,  TIFFANY  &  CO.  Plain  edge. 

As  is  the  case  with  the  July  1896  issue  Tiffany  &  Co.  restruck 
examples  of  this  issue  in  1910.  The  originals  can  be  distinguished 
from  the  restrikes  by  the  fact  that  the  restrikes  have  a  matte  or  frosted 
surface  whereas  the  originals,  as  this  piece,  are  smooth  and  semi¬ 
prooflike.  When  the  first  Tiffany  Bryan  piece  was  issued  in  July, 
776V3  grains  of  coin  silver  were  equivalent  in  value  to  one  gold 
dollar.  By  September  14,  when  this  piece  was  issued,  it  took  823 
grains  of  coin  silver  to  equal  the  value  of  one  gold  dollar.  This 
represented  a  devaluation  of  silver  versus  gold  of  some  6%  in  a  space 
of  barely  three  months:  which  in  some  respect  should  point  up  the 
reason  why  the  issue  of  free  silver  was  so  strongly  held  by  the 
Populists.  To  them,  their  silver  dollars  now  purchased  6%  less  than 
they  had  done  when  Bryan  made  his  Cross  of  Gold  speech. 


culated.  Very  rare.  Even  coin-silver  gray  toning  on  the  obverse,  with 
bands  of  iridescent  orange  and  red  and  blue  coloring  around  the 
periphery.

While  no  punch  links  have  been  noticed  between  the  letters  and 
numerals  of  this  piece  and  those  found  on  specimens  of  Zerbe  1  or 
2,  the  overall  layout  of  the  inscription  and  the  fabric  of  this  piece 
strongly  suggests  that  they  were  made  by  Tiffany  &  Co.  Zerbe  states 
that  they  were  issued  by  E.  Jaccard  &  Co.,  a  jewelry  firm  of  St. 
Louis,  Missouri,  but  probably  they  were  made  by  Tiffany.  This  type 
was  not  restruck  by  Tiffany  &  Co.

About 
Uncirculated.  Scarce.  Obverse  deeply  toned  with  a  fine  old  gray 
coin  silver  coloring,  while  the  reverse  has  taken  on  a  light  golden 
brown  coloring  with  darker  coin  silver  gray  around  the  periphery. 
Obverse:  A  GOVERNMENT  DOLLAR  CONTAINS /412 Vi 
GRAINS/COIN  SILVER  900-1000  FINE/THIS  PIECE 
CONTAINS /823  GRAINS  COIN  SILVER/IN  VALUE  THE 
EQUIVALENT  OF/ONE  GOLD  DOLLAR/SEPT.  16th  1896. 
GORHAM  MFG.  CO.,  SILVERSMITHS.  In  nine  lines,  the  first  and 
last  curved  about  the  edge.  Reverse;  centered  upon  the  bottom  edge, 
the  figure  of  a  cartwheel,  38  mm  in  diameter,  on  the  rim  of  which 
the  inscription:  SIZE  OF  GOVERNMENT  DOLLAR  CONTAIN¬ 
ING  412 V2  GRAINS  OF  SILVER  900-1000  FINE.  Edge:  plain. 

This  piece,  by  the  Gorham  Manufacturing  Co.,  even  more 
graphically  than  the  similar  Tiffany  &  Co.  issue  (Zerbe  3)  points 
up  the  result  of  the  free  coinage  of  silver  and  the  strict  adherence 
to  the  16:1  ratio  demanded  by  the  Democrats  on  the  size  of  one 
of  the  more  commonly  circulated  silver  coins,  the  Morgan  dollar 
of  the  period.  On  the  reverse  of  this  piece  is  depicted  a  cartwheel, 
the  popular  name  for  the  silver  dollar  of  the  time,  superimposed 
on  a  planchet  of  the  size  required  of  .900  fine  coin  silver  to  accom¬ 
modate  the  amoimt  of  silver  needed  to  freely  convert  one  silver  dollar 
to  one  gold  dollar.  With  its  size  almost  doubled,  the  standard  U.S. 
silver  dollar  would  have  become  as  unwieldy  a  piece  of  pocket 
change  as  the  old  two  penny  cartwheel  of  George  Hi's  day  in  England. 
The  moral  of  the  lesson  was  plain  and  could  be  easily  drawn.  Zerbe 
5  is  the  type  of  Bryan  money  most  often  found,  and  was  probably 
struck  by  the  hundreds.  Although  it  is  the  most  readily  available, 
in  absolute  terms  it  is  nonetheless  scarce. 

1251  Zerbe  5.  September  16,  1896,  52  mm.,  “dollar,"  coin  silver.  About 
Uncirculated.  Semi-prooflike.  Attractive  even  light  gray  coin  silver 
toning,  with  traces  of  iridescence  on  both  the  obverse  and  reverse 
surfaces.  A  small  nick  on  the  reverse  cartwheel.  Obverse  and  reverse 
inscriptions  identical  to  those  of  the  previous  piece. 

The  punch,  or  die,  used  for  the  cartwheel  which  appears  on  the 
reverse  of  this  piece  dated  September  16,  1896  was  later  reused  for 
the  reverse  of  Zerbe  8,  dated  July  4th  1900.  This  die  identity  can 
be  most  clearly  seen  when  one  examines  the  placement  of  the  let¬ 
ters  R  and  N  in  the  word  GOVERNMENT  in  the  inscription  running 
around  the  rim  of  the  cartwheel.  In  both  Zerbe  5  and  Zerbe  8  the 
tail  of  the  R  lies  to  the  left  and  slightly  above  the  lower  serif  of  the 
first  descender  of  the  letter  N  beside  it.  There  are  other  identities 
which  can  be  noted,  among  which  are  the  shape  of  the  letter  E  in 
the  word  SIZE  and  the  filled  in  numeral  9  in  the  fraction  900-1000 
appearing  at  the  end  of  the  inscription.  It  is  interesting  to  consider 
that  Gorham  Manufacturing  Co.  did  not  discard  the  die  for  the  cart¬ 
wheel  which  had  first  been  cut  for  the  September  16,  1896  issues. 
Perhaps  they  thought  they  might  have  to  reuse  it  later. 

Extremely 
Fine.  Light  gray  toning  on  the  surfaces,  with  darker  gray  toning  sur¬ 
rounding  and  within  the  letters  of  the  inscription.

This  piece,  manufactured  by  Gorham  Co.,  is  identical  to  Zerbe  5 
with  the  exception  of  a  blank  reverse.

1896./THE  GEORGE  H.  FORD  CO.  SILVERSMITHS.  Reverse:

This  exceptional  piece  is  the  rarest  of  all  the  coin  silver  Bryan 
money  specimens.  When  Farran  Zerbe  completed  his  study  of  Bryan 
money  in  1926  he  could  locate  only  one  specimen  of  this  variety, 
the  piece  in  the  collection  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society  in 
New  York  City.  This  piece  may  well  be  only  the  second  example 
known.  Although  bearing  G.H.  Ford  Company's  name.  Ford  Com¬ 
pany  did  not  strike  this  type;  rather  it  was  made  by  Gorham 
Manufacturing  Company.  That  this  was  certainly  struck  by  the 
Gorham  Manufacturing  Co.,  is  proven  by  the  evidence  of  punch 
links  established  between  specimens  of  Zerbe  5,  which  bears 
Gorham's  name,  and  this  piece.  Punch  links  have  been  established 
for  the  final  T  in  GOVERh^ENT,  the  R  in  DOLLAR,  the  F  in  FINE, 
and  the  E  in  PIECE.  In  his  catalogue  Zerbe  stated  that  the  name 
of  Gorham  Manufacturing  Co.  had  been  erased  and  the  name  of 
George  H.  Ford  Co.  stamped  in  with  a  punch  beneath  the  date.  A 
close  study  of  the  presently  offered  piece  does  not  seem  to  support 
that  conclusion.  There  are  no  traces  of  Gorham's  name  lying  beneath 
the  incuse  punch  impressions  used  for  the  George  H.  Ford  Co.'s 
name.  Nor  are  there  any  signs  of  the  planchet  surface  having  been 
taken  down  as  a  result  of  erasing  what  had  been  raised  letters  mak¬ 
ing  up  Gorham's  name.  It  is  the  writer's  opinion  that  Gorham 
Manufacturing  Co.  produced  Bryan  money  pieces  with  a  blank  space 
where  their  name  would  ordinarily  appear  (for  example,  in  specimens 
of  Zerbe  5),  for  sale  and  distribution  to  other  jewelers  or  interested 
parties.  This  opinion  is  borne  out  by  the  evidence  of  Zerbe  11, 
manufactured  by  Gorham  in  1900,  which  although  it  bears  the 
manufacturer's  name  on  the  obverse  also  bears  on  the  reverse  the 
name  of  a  Los  Angeles  jeweler,  Montgomery  Brothers,  stamped  in 
a  straight  line  into  the  planchet.  That  Gorham  Manufacturing  Co. 
did  produce  pieces  in  1896  for  sale  to  or  for  distribution  by  other 
jewelers  and  silversmiths  is  further  established  by  Zerbe  14  and  15, 
which  are  similar  to  Zerbe  5  but  rather  than  bearing  Gorham's  name 
in  the  die  bear  the  name  of  Spaulding  &  Co.,  Chicago  silversmiths. 

The  opportunity  to  own  a  specimen  of  Zerbe  7  must  be  considered 
virtually  a  once  in  a  lifetime  chance.  This  specimen  may  well  be 
the  only  piece  in  private  hands,  and  consequently  the  only  one  that 
is  likely  to  appear  on  the  market.  Zerbe  7  is  the  rarest  of  all  the 
1896  campaign  Bryan  money  pieces,  and  even  taking  into  account 
those  issued  for  the  1908  campaign  and  the  so-called  "Wilson"  and 
"Taft"  pieces,  Zerbe  7  is  by  far  the  rarest.  For  the  Bryan  money 
specialist,  or  the  collector  of  numismatic  and  exonumic  rarities,  this 
is  a  special  opportunity  which  may  never  be  repeated. 

Uncir¬ 
culated.  Prooflike.  Very  attractively  toned  with  light  golden 
highlights  lying  across  surfaces  which  have  taken  on  a  fine  medium 
gray  coin  silver  toning.  Three  tiny  nicks  can  be  seen  at  the  bottom 
right  of  the  obverse.  Obverse:  A  GOVERNMENT  DOLLAR/CON- 
TAINS/412y2GRAINS  COIN  SILVER  900-1000  FINE/THIS  PIECE 
CONTAINS/870  GRAINS  COIN  SILVER/IN  VALUE  THE

Zerbe  8  is  perhaps  the  most  attractive  of  all  the  Bryan  money  coin 
silver  pieces.  Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  sides  of  the  planchet  have 
been  filled  with  inscriptions,  and  the  solid  straight  line  format  of 
the  obverse  is  nicely  offset  by  the  curved  line  format  of  the  reverse. 
The  cartwheel  device  was  plainly  very  popular  in  1896  for  it  was 
resurrected  by  Gorham  Manufacturing  Co.  for  use  in  1900.  A  close 
study  of  the  cartwheel  design  on  this  piece  has  shown  that  it  is  iden¬ 
tical  to  the  cartwheel  device  used  on  the  specimen  of  Zerbe  5  con¬ 
tained  within  this  collection.  The  die  for  the  cartwheel  was  reserved 
by  Gorham  Manufacturing  Co.  in  case  of  possible  future  use.  When, 
in  1900,  William  Jennings  Bryan  was  once  again  nominated  to  be 
the  Democratic  candidate,  and  he  resurrected  the  free  coinage  of 
silver  as  his  primary  issue  in  the  campaign,  Gorham  Manufactur¬ 
ing  Co.  dusted  off  the  old  1896  cartwheel  die  and  resumed  striking 
Bryan  money  pieces  similar  to  those  it  had  originally  issued  in  1896. 
The  major  design  difference  in  Gorham's  issue  for  the  1900  cam¬ 
paign  as  compared  to  those  it  had  issued  for  the  1896  campaign  in¬ 
corporated  a  more  explicit  discussion  on  the  pieces  themselves  of 
the  results  of  the  free  coinage  of  silver  on  the  size  of  the  standard 
government  dollar.  While  specimens  from  the  1896  campaign  left 
it  up  to  the  deductive  capacities  of  the  individuals  seeing  the  pieces, 
Gorham's  1900  issues  spelled  out  in  plain  words  the  actual  value 
in  gold  of  a  1900  standard  government  silver  dollar.  Nothing  was 
left  to  the  imagination.  Reading  the  reverse  of  this  piece  we  see  that 
on  July  4th,  1900  one  standard  government  silver  dollar  was  worth 
47.4  cents  in  gold.  Were  Bryan's  free  silverites  to  be  elected,  870 
grains  of  silver  would  be  required  to  equal  the  value  of  100  cents 
in  gold,  or  more  than  a  100%  increase  in  both  the  value  of  the  silver 
dollar  and  its  consequent  size.

A  second  op¬ 
portunity  to  own  what  is  considered  the  most  attractive  of  all  the 
Bryan  money  coin  silver  pieces. 

Choice  About 
Uncirculated.  Prooflike.  Very  attractively  toned  in  a  uniform  mix¬ 
ture  of  iridescent  gold  and  deep  blue  toning.

GRAINS/OF  SILVER  900-1000  FINE/THIS  PIECE  OF  SILVER/IS 
THE  SIZE  AND  WEIGHT  OF/A  GOVERNMENT

Struck  by  Gorham  Manufacturing  Company,  also  for  the  cam¬ 
paign  of  1900.  While  the  satirical  moral  of  this  piece  is  the  same 
as  those  of  the  other  pieces  struck  by  Gorham  Manufacturing  Com¬ 
pany  for  the  campaigns  of  1896  and  1900,  the  way  the  moral  is 
brought  home  to  the  viewer  is  in  some  respects  exactly  opposite  to 
that  utilized  by  the  larger,  50mm. -F,  pieces  issued  by  Gorham 
Manufacturing  Company.  As  the  obverse  inscription  states,  Zerbe 
10  is  exactly  the  size  and  weight  and  fineness  of  the  standard  govern¬ 
ment  silver  dollar  of  1900.  At  the  then  prevailing  market  rates,  as 
the  piece  states  also,  the  government  dollar  was  worth  less  than  half 
of  its  face  value.  The  message  of  the  piece  is  plain.  Should  Bryan 
and  his  party  gain  power,  and  silver  be  freely  converted  to  gold 
at  the  rate  of  16:1,  the  coinage  value  (i.e.  the  face  value)  of  a  stan¬ 
dard  government  doUar,  represented  by  this  piece,  would  be  uncer¬ 
tain.  Readirig  the  message  on  this  piece,  it  is  easy  to  realize  that  if 
the  size  of  the  government  dollar  were  to  be  increased  by  more  than 
100%  to  accommodate  the  free  conversion  from  silver  to  gold  at 
a  ratio  of  16:1,  then  a  piece  of  this  size,  equivalent  to  the  size  of 
a  standard  government  silver  dollar,  would  be  worth  in  coinage  value 
50  cents,  in  market  value  about  24  cents.  The  ultimate  moral  of  this 
piece,  then,  is  identical  to  that  of  the  larger  pieces  manufactured 
by  Gorham,  namely  that  the  physical  size  of  our  coinage  would 
become  so  large  as  to  be  essentially  impractical  for  daily  use.  This 
same  message  which  is  really  implied  in  the  coin  silver  pieces  struck 
by  Gorham  and  Tiffany,  is  presented  much  more  graphically  on 
the  non-coin  silver  pieces  catalogued  below. 


1258  Zerbe  13.  (Undated,  but  certainly  cast  for  the  1900  campaign).  In¬ 
got  18  mm.  X  42  mm.,  coin  silver.  Uncirculated.  Very  rare.  Obverse: 
in  raised  characters,  16  TO  1.  In  the  background  on  the  surface  of 
the  ingot,  in  incuse  letters,  the  inscription,  FINE  900  GOOD 
ENOUGH  FOR  OUR  FATHERS/GOOD  ENOUGH  FOR 
US/129.29.  In  the  lower  left  corner  a  copy  of  the  U.S.  Assay  Office 
stamp,  an  heraldic  eagle  perched  upon  a  double  circle  within  which 
is  the  inscription  U.S. A  [ssay  of]  FICE  NEW  YORK.  In  the  center 
of  the  double  circle,  1900.  In  the  lower  right  comer  in  very  tiny 
letters,  GORHAM  MFG.  CO/SILVERSMITHS.  Reverse:  "THE 
PARTY  STANDS  WHERE  IT /DID  IN  1896  ON  THE  MONEY  / 
QUESTION."- /WILLIAM  JENNINGS  BRYAN. /ZANESVILLE, 
OHIO.  SEPT.  4,  1900.  Edge:  stamped  on  the  right  edge,  412V2  gr. 

Unlike  all  the  other  coin  silver  Bryan  money  pieces  from  the  1896 
or  1900  campaigns  Zerbe  13  is  the  only  ingot  in  the  series  and  is 
the  only  coin  silver  piece  which  was  not  struck  in  the  round  for¬ 
mat.  The  obverse  inscription  is  a  somewhat  satirical  reference  to 
Bryan's  unique  mixture  of  politics  and  religion,  the  words  GOOD 
ENOUGH  FOR  OUR  FATHERS  GOOD  ENOUGH  FOR  US  being 
taken  from  a  popular  Baptist  hymn  of  the  period.  129.29  refers  to 
the  official  price  of  an  ounce  of  silver  at  16  to  1 — $1.2929.  The  reverse 


inscription  bears  Bryan's  answer  to  a  reporter's  question:  when  asked 
what  his  stand  would  be  on  the  silver  question  in  the  1900  cam¬ 
paign,  Bryan  replied  "THE  PARTY  STANDS  WHERE  IT  Did  IN 
1896  ON  THE  MONEY  QUESTION." 

1259  Zerbe  14.  September  16,  1896,  52  mm.,  "dollar,"  coin  silver.  Un¬ 
circulated.  Beautiful  iridescent  blue  and  rose  toning  over  nice  original 
gray  coin  silver  toning.  Obverse:  A  GOVERNMENT  DOLLAR 
CONTAINS /412 1/2  GRAINS/COIN  SILVER  900-1000  FINE/THIS 
PIECE  CONTAINS/823  GRAINS/COIN  SILVER  900-1000  FINE/IN 
VALUE  THE  EQUIVALENT  OF/ONE  GOLD  DOLLAR /SEPT  16th 
1896. /SPAULDING  &  CO., /GOLDSMITHS  &  SILVERSMITHS. 
Reverse:  springing  from  the  lower  edge  a  cartwheel,  around  the  rim 
of  wWch  is  inscribed,  SIZE  OF  GOVERNMENT  DOLLAR  CON¬ 
TAINING  4121/2  GRAINS  OF  SILVER  900-1000  FINE.  Edge:  plain. 

Zerbe  14,  as  well  as  Zerbe  15,  was  manufactured  by  Gorham 
Manufacturing  Co.  but  did  not  bear  their  name.  Instead  these  were 
made  by  Gorham  for  the  Spaulding  &  Co.  goldsmiths  and 
silversmiths — whose  name  appears  beneath  the  date  where  Gorham's 
name  ordinarily  appears.  The  reverse  of  the  piece  is  the  same  cart¬ 
wheel  as  used  on  Zerbe  5,  and  the  same  which  would  later  appear 
on  Gorham's  strike  of  1900  (Zerbe  8).  This  scarce  piece  is  one  of 
the  most  attractive  in  this  collection,  with  the  fine  coin  silver  ton¬ 
ing  that  bespeaks  the  authenticity  of  its  age. 

1260  Zerbe  15.  September  16,  1896,  52  mm.,  "dollar,"  coin  silver.  Un¬ 
circulated.  Prooflike.  Toning  is  a  very  close  match  to  the  previous, 
but  in  this  case  with  iridescent  green  and  blue  wreathing  the  letters 
in  the  inscription  on  the  obverse.  The  obverse  inscription  is  iden¬ 
tical  to  that  noted  for  Zerbe  14,  whereas  the  reverse  in  this  case  has 
been  left  blank.  Zerbe  15  is  also  a  scarce  variety,  and  this  and  the 
preceding  lot  would  make  a  very  handsome  pair  for  the  collector 
of  Bryan  money  pieces. 

1261  Zerbe  15.  September  16,  1896,  52  mm.,  coin  silver.  Extremely  Fine. 
Medium,  almost  gray  toning,  with  light  purple  and  blue  iridescent 
undertones.  A  couple  of  obverse  and  reverse  rim  bruises  can  be  seen. 
Obverse  inscription  identical  to  that  of  Zerbe  14,  while  the  reverse 
is  blank.  An  attractive  second  example  of  this  scarce  variety  of  Bryan 
money. 


Earliest  Satirical  Dime 


1262  Zerbe  17.  1896,  50.5mm.  Cast  in  lead.  About  Uncirculated.  Rare. 
Obverse:  FREE  COINAGE/ONE  DIME/1896.  Reverse:  PATENT 
PENDING/FRED  H.  TIBBETTS, /COLUMBUS,  O.  Edge:  Plain. 

As  described  in  his  catalogue  of  the  Bryan  pieces,  Farran  Zerbe 
interviewed  Mr.  Tibbetts  in  1911  concerning  his  Bryan  money 
satirical  pieces.  In  the  interview  it  turned  out  that  Mr.  Tibbetts,  a 
staunch  Republican,  decided  early  in  the  campaign  of  1896  to 
manufacture  satirical  pieces  against  the  Bryan  campaign.  These  he 
intended  for  sale.  His  first  efforts,  a  satirical  five-cent  piece  cast  in 
white  bronze,  was  offered  for  sale  at  ten-cents  a  piece  to  members 
of  the  Ohio  state  legislature.  Of  the  first  11  pieces  that  he  made, 
he  sold  all,  but  upon  returning  to  his  shop,  as  Zerbe  recounts,  Mr. 
Tibbetts  realized  that  he  was  taking  a  net  loss  on  the  sale  of  each 
piece  since  it  cost  him  more  to  manufacture  them  than  he  received 
in  return  at  their  sale.  Being  confident  that  he  had  a  good  selling 
novelty  item,  however,  Mr.  Tibbetts  thereupon  created  the  earliest 
dime  satirical  piece  of  this  campaign,  numbers  of  which  he  ran  off 
cast  in  lead.  These  he  sold  for  25  cents  a  piece,  a  sum  sufficient  to 
give  him  a  small  profit  per  piece  sold.  The  exact  number  manufac¬ 
tured  is  unknown,  but  the  number  surviving  is  very  small  and  these 
are  undoubtedly  quite  rare. 

1263  Zerbe  18.  1896,  50.5mm.  Cast  in  lead.  Extremely  Fine.  Rare.  Obverse 
and  reverse  inscriptions  identical  to  those  of  the  preceding.  Edge: 
plain.  Reverse  cast  slightly  off  center,  several  casting  flaws  noticeable, 
one  significantly  on  the  rim  at  6:00  on  the  obverse. 

Zerbe  18  is  essentially  the  same  as  Zerbe  17,  the  difference  being 
that  the  mold  used  for  Zerbe  18  is  slightly  different  from  that  used 
for  Zerbe  17.  As  Zerbe  recounts  in  his  catalogue,  Mr.  Tibbetts  car- 
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ried  the  molds  for  these  satirical  dimes  with  him  on  trips  to  cities 
in  Ohio  and  western  Pennsylvania  where  he  seems  to  have  solicited 
orders.  Using  locally-purchased  metal,  Mr.  Tibbetts  cast  quantities 
to  order  and  delivered  them  on  the  spot.  In  common  with  many 
of  the  satirical  Bryan  pieces,  the  major  market  for  them  seems  to 
have  been  limited  primarily  to  Ohio  and  western  Pennsylvania.  The 
addition  of  "patent  pending  "  on  the  reverse  of  these  pieces  was  in¬ 
tended,  as  Mr.  Tibbetts  told  Zerbe,  to  discourage  imitators  and 
copiers  of  his  design.  He  had  actually  applied  to  the  government 
for  a  patent:  the  ruling  on  his  application  was  not  issued  until  after 
the  campaign  of  1896,  when  Tibbetts  was  told  that  no  patent  could 
be  issued  since  his  pieces  appeared  to  violate  the  nations  coinage 
laws.  The  government's  uneasiness  with  these  satirical  pieces  shows 
up  again  and  again;  in  some  cases,  local  officials  confiscated  the 
entire  run  of  certain  satirical  pieces  for  fear  that  they  would  be 
mistaken  for  coinage. 

1264  Zerbe  29.  1896,  50mm.  Rough  cast  in  bronze.  Very  Fine.  Rare. 
Obverse:  FREE  SILVER /ONE  DIME/ 1897.  Reverse:  VOTE  FOR /A 
100  c/DOLLAR/AND/McKINLEY.  Edge:  Plain.  The  size  of  this 
piece  satirizes  the  projected  size  of  a  government  dime  should  free 
coinage  of  silver  go  into  effect.  The  reverse  of  this  piece  quite  plainly 
points  out  the  political  message  of  many  of  these,  namely  a  vote 
for  the  Republican  party  will  insure  a  full  100c  coinage  value  dollar 
of  the  size  of  a  standard  silver  dollar.  These  pieces  appear  to  have 
been  manufactured  by  I.F.  Repp,  located  at  Fostoria,  Ohio,  again 
the  center  of  manufacture  of  many  satirical  pieces. 


1265  Zerbe  31.  1896,  44  mm.,  3  mm.  thick,  struck  in  type  metal  (a  com¬ 
position  of  lead  and  antimony,  with  about  2%  tin).  A  very  nice 
Extremely  Fine.  Small  scrape  in  the  first  line  of  the  reverse  inscrip¬ 
tion.  Obverse:  ONE/DIME  within  a  wreath  composed  of  olive  and 
oak  leaves,  FREE  SILVER  above,  1896  below.  Reverse:  in  two  lines, 
BRYAN /MONEY.  Edge:  blank. 

Zerbe  31  bears  the  same  obverse  as  Zerbe  30,  and  Zerbe  30  bears 
on  its  reverse  the  inscription  "MADE  BY  S.D.  CHILDS  &  CO. 
CHICAGO.  Consequently  Zerbe  31  is  also  a  product  of  S.D.  Childs 
&  Co.  As  Zerbe  recounts  in  his  catalogue  of  these  pieces,  he  visited 
the  company  in  1918  and  was  told  then  by  one  of  the  members  of 
the  firm  that  all  the  records,  tools,  and  specimens  of  their  1896  cam¬ 
paign  products  had  been  destroyed  and  they  did  not  know  where 
any  of  the  specimens  they  had  then  made  could  be  found.  Zerbe 
showed  the  individual  impressions  of  various  pieces  of  Bryan  money, 
and  the  Childs'  representative  was  able  to  identify  numbers  30,  31, 
46,  52,  56,  and  59  as  products  of  his  company.  Further,  the  individual 
stated  that  he  was  sure  that  S.D.  Childs  &  Co.  had  manufactured 
a  variety  with  the  reverse  inscription  ONE  DAMN.  While  there  are 
no  specimens  known  to  survive  with  such  a  reverse  inscription  there 
are  several  with  the  reverse  inscription  ONE  DAM,  and  it  is  sup¬ 
posed  that  these  are  the  ones  the  Childs'  representative  was  referring 
to. 

Zerbe  classified  these  pieces  as  being  satirical  in  nature.  While 
not  struck  in  silver,  and  therefore  of  no  intrinsic  value,  it  seems  to 
the  present  writer  that  these  are  in  nature  identical  to  those  struck 
in  coin  silver  by  companies  such  as  Tiffany  and  Gorham.  In  both 
cases  the  moral  is  identical:  the  weight  of  coinage  would  be  radically 
increased  should  free  silver  have  its  way,  resulting  in  a  dime  which 
would  weigh  five  grams,  the  weight  of  the  old  defunct  twenty-cent 
piece,  and  would  have  a  planchet  size  approximately  that  of  the 
old  twenty<ent  piece  as  well. 


1266  Zerbe  31.  1896,  44  mm.,  3  mm.  thick,  also  struck  in  type  metal. 
Extremely  Fine.  Some  evidence  of  tinpest  on  both  faces.  A  second 
example  of  this  S.D.  Childs  &  Co.  Bryan  money  piece. 

1267  Zerbe  31.  Variant.  1896,  44  mm.,  4  mm.  thick,  cast  in  type  metal. 
Extremely  Fine.  Types  and  inscriptions  identical  to  those  of  Zerbe 
31,  however  this  piece  appjears  to  have  been  cast  rather  than  struck. 
Zerbe  noted  for  his  type  31  that  all  had  been  struck.  Certainly  very 
rare,  and  unknown  at  the  time  to  Zerbe. 

1268  Zerbe  32.  1896,  44  mm.,  cast  in  type  metal.  Extremely  Fine.  The 
types  and  inscriptions  are  identical  to  those  of  Zerbe  31,  the  dif¬ 
ference  between  the  two  varieties  being  that  this  piece  has  a  raised 
rim  surrounded  by  a  border  of  dots  whereas  Zerbe  31  does  not  have 
a  rim  or  such  a  border.  From  the  overall  design  and  the  type  of  metal, 
it  is  presumed  that  Zerbe  32  was  also  produced  by  S.D.  Childs  & 
Co.  of  Chicago. 

1269  Zerbe  32.  A  second  example  of  this  interesting  "satirical"  free  silver 
dime  manufactured  by  S.D.  Childs  &  Co.  of  Chicago.  This  piece 
grades  Very  Fine. 

1270  Zerbe  32.  A  third  and  final  example  of  this  variety,  cast  in  type  metal. 
This  piece  has  been  very  roughly  cast,  and  there  are  a  few  traces 
of  tinpest  on  the  obverse. 

1271  Zerbe  40.  1896,  45  mm.,  cast  in  bronze.  Very  Fine  on  a  roughly 
cast  planchet.  Probably  manufactured  by  S.D.  Childs  &  Co. 
Obverse:  in  the  center,  ONE  DIME  NOT,  around  the  top  FREE 
SILVER,  at  the  bottom,  1896.  Reverse:  around  the  top,  SIXTEEN 
TO  ONE.  Arranged  in  a  column,  flush  to  the  left,  the  following 
words  each  on  its  own  line:  BLUSTER  POPULISM  SOCIALISM 
ANARCHY  FREE  SILVER  HFTY  CENT  DOLLAR  FREE  TRADE 
FREE  WOOL  REPUDIATION  PAUPERISM  DEMOCRACY 
BANKRUPTCY  AGRARIANISM  IDLENESS  STARVATION 
LUNACY.  Arranged  to  the  left  of  the  column  in  two  lines  the  words, 
HONEST  MONEY  which  are  separated  from  the  columnar  arrange¬ 
ment  by  an  encompassing  bracket.  The  word  NOT  on  the  obverse 
of  this  piece,  which  was  cast  in  smaller  letters  than  those  used  for 
the  words  ONE  DIME,  obviously  was  placed  deliberately  to,  in  some 
respect,  circumvent  the  counterfeiting  laws  which  prohibited  the  por¬ 
trayal  of  any  of  the  inscriptions  or  types  of  then  current  U.S.  coinage 
on  any  other  pieces.  The  reverse  litany  of  crimes,  faults,  and  foibles 
are  intended  by  their  inclusion  within  the  brackets  to  be  the  com¬ 
ponents  of  "Honest  Money."  Honest  money,  of  course,  was  the 
catchall  phrase  which  characterized  free-silver's  opinions  of  the 
coinage  problems  of  1896. 

1272  Zerbe  41.  About  Uncirculated.  Identical  to  the  preceding,  Zerbe  40, 
except  that  the  bronze  planchet  has  in  this  case  been  plated  with 
either  silver  or  nickel. 


1273  Zerbe  46,  (Undated,  but  probably  for  the  1896  campaign),  44  mm., 
3  mm.  thick,  struck  in  type  metal.  Extremely  Fine.  Some  surface 
roughness.  According  to  Zerbe's  research,  struck  by  S.D.  Childs 
&  Co.  of  Chicago.  Obverse:  in  the  center,  surrounded  by  an  olive 
wreath,  TENO  CENTO,  around  the  top  FREE  SILVER,  around  the 
bottom  THE  BRYAN  IDEA.  Reverse;  inscription  in  three  lines, 
BRYANS  IDEA  OF  COINAGE.  Edge;  plain.  TENO  CENTO  is  not 
only  satirical  by  virtue  of  being  nonsensical,  but  the  addition  of  a 
letter  O  at  the  end  of  each  of  these  two  words  also,  in  some  respects, 
circumvents  the  counterfeiting  laws. 
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Bowers  and  Merena  —  Bryan  Money 


1274  Zerbe  46.  (undated,  probably  1896),  44mm.,  3mm.  thick,  struck 
in  type  metal.  Extremely  Fine.  Types  and  inscriptions  identical  to 
the  last.  On  the  obverse,  scratched  in,  BRYAN;  on  the  reverse,  also 
scratched  in,  1896/BRYAN.  The  grafitti  on  both  sides  appear  to  be 
in  a  contemporary  hand.  A  large  reverse  planchet  flaw  lies  just  above 
the  first  letter  of  the  inscription. 


1279  Zerbe  58.  A  very  rare  variety,  with  types  identical  to  Zerbe  57,  but 
struck  in  lead  as  opposed  to  aluminum.  This  piece  grades  About 
Very  Fine,  with  traces  of  some  surface  corrosion  on  both  faces.  The 
edge  is  plain.  A  very  rare  variety  of  interest  to  the  specialist. 


United  Snakes  of  America 


1275  Zerbe  53.  1896,  45  mm.,  struck  in  white  metal.  About  Uncirculated. 
Based  upon  the  recollection  of  an  employee  in  1918,  possibly  struck 
by  S.D.  Childs  &  Co.  of  Chicago.  Obverse:  in  the  center,  a  donkey¬ 
headed  goose  facing  left,  on  its  wing  is  inscribed  POP.  Above, 
in  the  upper  right  field,  IN  BRYAN  WE  TRUST.  Around  the  rim 
the  inscription  UNITED  SNAKES  OF  AMERICA.  Reverse:  in  the 
center,  ONE  DAM.  Arovmd  the  upper  rim,  FREE  SILVER,  1896 
below.  Edge:  reeded.  As  far  as  we  can  tell  this  is  the  first  time  that 
the  word  STATES  was  transliterated  to  SNAKES  in  the  inscription 
UNITED  SNAKES  OF  AMERICA.  The  donkey-headed  goose  on 
the  obverse  refers,  of  course,  to  the  Populist  party,  whose  badge 
was,  at  least  in  the  yellow  press,  a  goose  ("silly  as  a  goose").  The 
addition  of  the  donkey's  head  to  the  body  of  a  goose  obviously  refers 
to  the  take  over  of  the  Democratic  party,  whose  symbol  is  a  donkey, 
by  the  Populists.  Zerbe  numbers  52  through  59  are  the  avowedly 
satirical  pieces,  which  do  not  claim  by  either  their  weight  or  their 
size  to  reflect  the  results  of  the  free  coinage  of  silver  upon  the  cir¬ 
culating  coinage  of  the  country. 

1276  Zerbe  53.  A  second  example  of  this  interesting  satirical  Biyan  money 
piece,  which  we  have  graded  Very  Fine.  A  couple  of  reverse  nicks 
can  be  noticed.

1280  Zerbe  59.  1900,  38  mm.,  struck  in  aluminum.  About  Uncirculated. 
Very  well  struck.  Some  hairlines.  Obverse:  in  the  center,  an  old 
woman  seated  upon  a  kicking  dorrkey.  She  carries  a  frilled  umbrella 
to  which  is  attached  a  pennant  bearing  the  slogan  ANTI¬ 
EXPANSION.  Beneath  the  donkey's  rear  legs  is  a  running  goose, 
cause  of  the  donkey's  fright,  on  whose  body  is  inscribed  the  letters 
POP.  Around  the  upper  rim  the  inscription  UNITED  SNAKES  OF 
AMERICA.  Below  the  donkey  the  inscription  ANTI-EVERYTHING. 
Raised  rim,  denticulated  border.  Reverse:  in  the  center,  16  TO  ONE 
DAM.  Around  the  top  border,  FREE  SILVER.  Below,  the  date  1900. 
Raised  rim,  denticulated  border.  Edge:  reeded.  Very  rare. 

The  old  woman  seated  upon  the  donkey  on  the  obverse  is  a 
satirical  representation  of  William  Jennings  Bryan.  She  is  dressed 
in  the  garb  of  a  tempjerance  movement  advocate.  The  donkey,  which 
of  course  stands  for  the  Democratic  party,  has  been  frightened  by 
the  populist  goose.  The  "silly  goose"  was  the  satirical  representa¬ 
tion  of  the  populist  party.  The  banner  hanging  from  her  umbrella 
satirizes  the  second  most  important  plank  of  the  Democratic  party 
platform  of  the  1900  election  campaign,  which  called  for  a  halts  to 
the  Urrited  States'  territorial  expansion  into  areas  such  as  Puerto  Rico, 
the  Philippines,  Guam,  and  other  Pacific  Ocean  areas.  The  reverse 
inscription  satirizes  the  Democrat's  chief  platform  plank,  namely, 
the  free  coinage  of  silver.  Along  with  the  Gorham  Manufacturing 
Company's  round  and  ingot-shaped  coin  silver  pieces  dated  1900, 
Zerbe  59  is  among  the  very  few  Bryan  money  pieces  which  relate 
to  the  campaign  of  3.900.  These  are  all  rare  to  extremely  rare. 


1277  Zerbe  53.  A  third  and  final  example  of  this  popular  type,  which 
we  have  graded  Choice  Fine. 


1278  Zerbe  57.  (Undated,  but  almost  certainly  for  the  1896  campaign), 
44  mm.,  struck  in  aluminum.  Extremely  Fine.  Probably  manufac¬ 
tured  by  S.D.  Childs  &  Co.  of  Chicago.  Obverse:  a  donkey-headed 
goose  with  wings  outstretched  in  the  center,  standing  upon  the  in¬ 
tertwined  bodies  of  two  snakes  which  are  rearing  their  heads  up¬ 
wards  towards  the  top  of  the  obverse  field.  Around  the  upper  rim 
the  words  UNITED  SNAKES,  around  the  lower  rim  the  words  OF 
AMERICA.  Reverse:  in  the  center  the  words  ONE  DAM,  around 
the  upper  rim,  BILLY  BRYAN'S,  around  the  lower  rim,  FREE 
SILVER.  Edge:  reeded.  A  very  rare  variety  which  shows  just  the 
slightest  traces  of  usage  as  a  propaganda  piece. 


1281  Zerbe  70.  1896,  84mm.,  cast  in  white  bronze.  Very  Fine.  Very  scarce. 
Obverse:  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty,  modeled  after  Morgan's  por¬ 
trait  on  the  standard  silver  dollar,  1896  below.  Reverse:  a  displayed 
eagle,  modeled  after  the  reverse  of  the  standard  government  dollar, 
around:  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA,  in  left  field  16  TO  1, 
in  right  field,  NIT.  The  manufacturer  of  this  piece  is  unknown;  Zerbe 
states  that  these  were  made  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts.  The  types, 
taken  from  the  circulating  Morgan  dollar,  were  very  popular  among 
the  manufacturers  of  satirical  pieces  for  the  1896  campaign.  In  one 
variation  or  another  they  appear  on  many  of  the  satirical  pieces  for 
both  the  1896  and  1900  campaigns. 

1282  Zerbe  80.  1896,  87mm.,  cast  in  type  metal.  Choice  Extremely  Fine. 
Tyi^e  almost  identical  to  the  last,  the  major  difference  being  that 
the  word  LIBERTY  does  not  appear  on  Miss  Liberty's  coronet.  The 
style  of  execution  of  Miss  Liberty's  profile  is  almost  identical  to  that 
appearing  on  the  previous  piece  in  this  collection,  and  more  than 
likely  these  were  made  by  the  same  manufacturer. 

1283  Zerbe  88.  1896,  84mm.,  cast  roughly  in  aluminum.  Very  Fine.  Very 
rare.  Edges  filed  in  places,  casting  flaw  on  reverse  at  about  12:30. 
Types  and  inscriptions  virtually  identical  to  those  of  Zerbe  80,  but 
cast  from  a  different  mold.  A  very  rare  piece  in  that  it  has  been 
cast  in  aluminum,  a  most  uncommon  metal  in  this  series.  Ordinari¬ 
ly,  these  large  pieces  were  cast  in  typ>e  metal,  which  was  much  less 
expensive  than  the  aluminum  used  in  this  piece.

1284  Zerbe  8*?.  1896  ,  85mm.,  rough  cast  in  type  metal.  Very  Fine.  Very 
rare.  Again,  types  and  inscription  virtually  identical  to  the  last  and 
to  those  of  Zerbe  80,  however  on  this  piece,  which  has  been  made 
from  a  different  mold,  the  R  in  AMERICA  on  the  reverse  legend 
has  been  cut  into  the  mold  backwards.  Some  scratches  can  be  seen 
on  the  obverse. 

1285  Zerbe  90.  1896,  89mm.,  3.5mm.  thick.  A  good  cast  in  type  metal. 
Choice  Extremely  Fine.  Some  surface  roughness,  which  is  confined 
to  the  bottom  part  of  the  reverse.  A  very  well  executed  obverse, 
the  design  of  which  is  the  original  for  this  type.  Obverse:  head  of 
Miss  Liberty  facing  left,  BRYAN'S  MONEY/ 1896.  Reverse:  Eagle 
displayed  BRYAN'S  IDEA  OF  COINAGE /ABER  16  TO  1  NIT. 
Edge:  plain.  As  Zerbe  notes  under  his  Number  94,  copies  of  this 
typje  were  made  some  years  after  the  1896  campaign,  copies  can  be 
distinguished  from  the  originals  by  their  smaller  size  and  their  overall 
coarse  appearance  and  thick  planchets.  While  copies  are  quite  com¬ 
mon,  the  originals,  as  this  piece,  are  rare. 

1286  Zerbe  95. 1900,  88mm.,  well  cast  in  type  metal.  About  Uncirculated. 
Types  identical  to  those  of  Zerbe  90,  the  difference  being  that  this 
piece  was  cast  for  the  1900  campaign  and  the  date  has  consequent¬ 
ly  been  changed.  Like  Zerbe  90,  specimens  of  Zerbe  95  exist  as  later 
productions  by  imitators  of  the  original  manufacturer.  This  piece, 
an  original,  is  very  rare  since  large  satirical  Bryan  money  pieces  from 
the  1900  campaign  are  quite  unusual.  These  were  originally  manufac¬ 
tured  by  the  Schwab  Seal  &  Stamp  Company  of  Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin. 

1287  Zerbe  98.  1896,  89mm.,  cast  in  type  metal.  About  Uncirculated. 
Rare.  A  very  curious  piece,  clearly  a  contemporary  imitation  of  the 
better  products  of  companies  such  as  Schwab  and  the  unknown 
manufacturer  located  in  Worcester,  Massachusetts.  A  derivitive  of 
Zerbe  97,  the  mistakes  originally  in  the  mold  have  been  corrected 
but  not  completely.  Obverse:  a  crude  representation  of  Miss  Liber¬ 
ty,  modeled  after  the  Morgan  portrait  but  one  which  looks  more 
like  the  head  of  Phillip  II  appearing  on  Celtic  imitations  of  Macedo¬ 
nian  coins,  inscription  above:  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  FOR  THE 
OTHER  47/1896.  The  S  in  the  word  TRUST  punched  in  backwards. 
Reverse:  an  extremely  crude  representation  of  an  eagle  which  looks 
more  like  a  cross  between  a  rooster  and  an  eagle,  inscription  around: 
BILLY  BRYAN  IDEA  OF  FREE  COINAGE  16  TO  1.  In  the  inscrip¬ 
tion,  the  N  of  BRYAN  has  been  punched  in  backwards,  and  the  word 
lacks  its  posessive  form.  Crude  denticulated  rim.  Edge:  reeded,  crude¬ 
ly.  Clearly  a  rustic  product  with  very  limited  circulation  outside 
of  its  immediate  locality,  accounting  for  the  scarcity  of  the  piece. 


Extremely  Rare  Zerbe  109  Bryan  Dollar 


1288  Zerbe  109.  MARCH  4,  1897,  30  mm.,  struck  in  aluminum.  About 
Uncirculated,  holed  as  issued.  In  Zerbe's  words:  "One  of  the  rarest 
of  the  series."  Obverse:  in  the  center  the  head  of  Liberty  facing  left, 
similar  to  that  appearing  on  the  standard  U.S.  silver  dollar,  across 
her  face  the  inscription  BRYAN  DOLLAR.  Above  her  head,  E. 
PLURIBUS.  UNUM.  Below  her  head,  the  date  March  4  1897.  NIT. 
Reverse:  In  the  center  an  eagle  standing  facing  with  outspread  wings. 
Above,  A. BRYAN  DOLLAR  WORTH  53c.  Below,  IN  GOD  WE 
TRUST  FOR  THE  OTHER  47c.  Beneath  the  eagle's  feet  in  very  small 
letters,  PAT.APLD  FOR.  Hexagonal  in  shape.  Plain  edge. 

It  is  not  certain  who  the  manufacturer  of  this  piece  was.  Its  origin 
may  well  have  been  in  New  York  City.  The  specimen  in  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  was  also  originally  holed  for  suspen¬ 
sion  either  as  a  charm  or  a  badge.  There  are  some  subtle  differences 
between  the  reverse  of  this  present  piece  and  the  reverse  of  the  one 


pictured  in  Zerbe's  catalogue,  which  was  probably  the  American 
Numismatic  Society  specimen.  While  the  ANS  specimen  had  the 
reverse  inscription  divided  into  two  lines  at  the  top  and  two  lines 
at  the  bottom,  on  this  present  one  the  inscription  at  the  top  of  the 
reverse  is  continued  in  one  line  and  is  also  continued  in  one  line 
at  the  bottom  of  the  reverse.  The  eagle  punch  and  the  words 
PAT.ALD  FOR  appear  to  be  from  the  same  punches.  This  is  the 
only  piece  in  what  Zerbe  classified  as  the  "Satirical"  section  of  the 
series  which  is  not  round  in  shape,  all  the  others  being  imitations 
of  either  the  dime,  the  dollar  or,  rarely,  the  nickel. 

1289  Zerbe  111.  1896,  63.5mm.,  struck  in  aluminum.  Uncirculated. 
Prooflike.  Some  minor  surface  marks.  Obverse:  crudely  drawn  and 
struck  head  of  Miss  Liberty  facing  left,  BULLION  VALUE/1896. 
Reverse:  eagle  displayed,  somewhat  softly  struck,  1621 /WE  DON'T 
THINK.  Denticulated  rim.  Edge:  plain.  Said  to  have  been  manufac¬ 
tured  by  E.  Jaccard  &  Co.  and  sold  locally  in  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
in  the  autumn  of  1896.  E.  Jaccard  also  distributed  specimens  of  Zerbe 
4,  manufactured  by  Tiffany  &  Co. 

1290  Zerbe  114.  1896,  61mm.,  Rough  cast  in  white  metal.  Types  and  in¬ 
scriptions  identical  to  those  of  Zerbe  111  in  the  previous  lot.  In  this 
case,  however,  the  edge  has  been  reeded.  Since  these  were  not  as 
well  made  as  the  aluminum  strikes  manufactured  by  E.  Jaccard  & 
Company,  they  were  not  as  popular  and  the  majority  seem  to  have 
suffered  the  same  fate  as  most  of  these  1896  campaign  satirical  pieces, 
being  discarded  once  the  issues  of  the  campaign  has  been  resolved 
by  Bryan's  defeat. 

1291  Zerbe  123.  1896,  79mm.,  6mm.  thick.  Cast  in  iron,  with  a  light 
bronze  finish.  Choice  Very  Fine.  Very  rare,  the  only  type  of  the  series 
with  Liberty's  head  facing  right.  Obverse:  head  of  Liberty  facing 
right,  incuse  around,  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST/IN  BRYAN  WE  BURST, 
incuse  on  Liberty's  coronet  the  word  LIBERTY,  below,  in  intaglio, 
1896.  Reverse:  Eagle  displayed,  incuse  around  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST 
FOR  THE  47c  in  intaglio  above  and  on  either  side,  16  to  1.  Crude 
representation  of  a  denticulated  rim.  Edge:  plain.  Missing  from  the 
A.N.S.  collection  when  Zerbe  did  his  catalogue  of  these  pieces,  the 
only  specimen  available  to  him  being  the  one  in  his  own  collection. 
Very  rare  and  humorous. 

1292  Type  of  Zerbe  126-128.  1897,  138mm.,  6mm.  thick.  Appears  to  have 
been  cast  in  bronze,  unlisted  in  this  metal  in  Zerbe's  reference.  Ex¬ 
tremely  Fine.  Very  rare,  possibly  unique.  Obverse:  head  of  Liberty 
facing  left  surrounded  by  stars,  SIXTEEN  TO  ONE/1897.  Reverse: 
Eagle  displayed,  FREE  COINAGE/ONE  DOLLAR/IN  BRYAN /WE 
TRUST,  roughly  cut  into  the  mold  so  that  it  appears  incuse  on  the 
specimen,  PAT.  APLD.  FOR.  Edge:  plain. 

These  large,  massive  pieces  were  popularly  called  "stove  griddles" 
because  of  their  size.  Unlike  the  other  Bryan  satirical  pieces,  this 
one  bears  the  date  1897,  and  was  manufactured  in  Pittsburgh,  Pa. 
after  the  campaign  of  1896  and  were  meant  to  be  sold  as  paper 
weights.  The  history  and  the  manufacture  and  subsequent  fate  of 
these  pieces  is  told  in  Zerbe's  catalogue.  Despite  the  hole  deliberately 
punched  into  each  one  of  these  pieces,  and  the  words  "PAT.  ALD. 
FOR."  incuse  on  the  reverse  of  each  of  these  pieces,  the  manufac¬ 
turers,  Mr.  W.R.  Frank  and  Mr.  C.  Fred  Ashbridge  ran  into  dif¬ 
ficulties  with  the  local  branch  of  the  secret  service,  which  decided 
that  these  pieces  were  in  contravention  of  the  U.S.  counterfeiting 
laws  despite  their  enormous  size  and  obvious  lack  of  credibility  as 
coins.  Technically,  the  manufacturers  were  in  violation  of  the  law. 
The  local  secret  service  agent.  Detective  Matthew  F.  Griffin,  con¬ 
fiscated  all  of  the  pieces  that  he  was  able  to  find  displayed  in  shop 
windows  for  sale  and  seized  an  additional  200  at  the  offices  of  the 
Pittsburgh  Brass  Company  where  these  pieces  were  manufactured. 
According  to  the  comtemporary  newspaper  account  reprinted  by 
Zerbe,  they  were  to  have  been  shipped  to  Washington  for  destruc¬ 
tion.  The  newspaper  account  further  stated  that  any  individual  in 
possesion  of  one  of  these  pieces  might,  under  the  terms  of  the 
counterfeiting  law,  be  liable  to  arrest  and  upon  conviction  a  fine 
of  at  the  time,  $100.  In  the  case  of  the  manufacturers  of  this  piece, 
since  their  intention  clearly  was  not  to  fool  anyone,  they  were  let 
go  with  a  warning.  The  seizure  and  destruction  of  at  least  250  of 
these  pieces,  which  must  have  occurred  very  shortly  after  the  in¬ 
itial  run  was  started,  accounts  for  the  extreme  rarity  of  these  "store 
griddle"  Bryan  money  satirical  pieces. 
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11293  Zerbe  137.  undated  (probably  for  the  campaign  of  1896),  87mm., 
struck  in  pewter.  About  Uncirculated.  Very  rare.  Obverse;  in  the 
center,  16  TO  1/NIT,  around,  H.  MUHR'S  SONS/629  CHESTNUT 
I  STREET  PHILLA.  Reverse;  in  the  center,  REDUCTIO  AD/ABSUR- 
DUM,  around,  FOR  WHOSE  BENEFIT7/OF  WHAT  USE?.  Cord¬ 
ed  rims.  Edge;  plain.  A  very  attractive  piece.  When  Zerbe  attempted 
to  discover  who  the  manufacturers  were,  in  1910,  he  was  told  that 
the  firm  had  long  been  out  of  business  and  that  there  was  no  one 
\vith  whom  he  might  speak.  Whoever  cut  the  dies  for  this  piece  plain¬ 
ly  did  not  know  his  Latin,  since  the  third  word  of  the  reverse  Latin 
legend  has  been  misspelled.

Zerbe  1.  Undated  (1896  or  1900),  34  mm.,  struck  in  aluminum. 
About  Uncirculated,  semi-prooflike.  Obverse;  the  Statue  of  Liber¬ 
ty  in  the  center,  flanked  by  16  to  1;  around  the  upper  rim  NA¬ 
TIONAL  PROSPERITY.  Around  the  lower  rim  in  a  ribbon  band 
the  words  PEACE  PLENTY.  Raised  rim,  beaded  border.  Reverse; 
WITHOUT  SILVER  "WE  HAVE  TRUSTED"  THE  RESULT  IS  "WE 
ARE  BUSTED".  Holed  for  suspension,  as  was  the  piece  pictured  in 
Zerbe's  catalogue  from  his  own  collection. 


1295  Uniface  free  silver  lapel  pin.  Undated  (probably  1896),  19  mm., 
silvered  brass.  On  the  side  meant  to  be  seen  when  worn  is  an  eagle 
with  wings  out  spread,  similar  to  that  found  on  the  reverse  of  the 
standard  U.S.  government  silver  dollar,  standing  within  a  three- 
quarters  wreath  open  at  the  top,  the  inscription  UNITED  STATES 
OF  AMERICA  around  top,  and  at  the  bottom,  FREE  COINAGE. 
In  the  upper  field  the  number  16.  Inset  over  the  eagle's  breast  is  a 
brass  plug  bearing  the  number  1  in  the  center  surrounded  by  a  wreath 
open  at  the  top  resembling  the  reverse  of  the  old  one  dollar  gold 
piece.  Blank  reverse,  bearing  only  the  name  of  the  maker;  J.A. 
CRUMPTON,  LINCOLN  NEBRASKA.  The  words  PAT.APLD  FOR 
below.  Undoubtedly  very  rare,  possibly  unique.  The  type  is  not  listed 
in  Ted  Hake's  encyclopedia  of  political  buttons,  but  superficially 
resembles  No.  332  of  that  compendium.  Manufactured  in  Lincoln, 
Nebraska,  William  Jennings  Bryan's  hometown,  and  quite  possibly 
worn  at  the  convention  of  1896.

Lincoln  Medals 


I  Lincoln  exonumia  dates  from  as  early  as  the  presidential 
t  campaign  of  1860,  but  the  real  impetus  to  the  manufacture 
of  Lincoln  medals  and  tokens  came  after  the  assassination 
at  Ford's  Theatre  on  April  14,  1865.  The  deep  national  grief 
following  his  death  inspired  a  long  series  of  mortuary 
medals.  Annual  meetings  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  festivals  of  the  Masonic  order,  high  schools  and 
;  local-interest  newspapers,  among  other  independent  groups, 
all  commissioned  memorial  medals  or  tokens.  The  centen¬ 
nial  of  Lincoln's  birth  (1809-1909)  saw  a  fresh  outpouring 
of  Lincoln  exonumia,  made  more  popular  by  the  new  Lin¬ 
coln  cent  type  designed  by  Victor  D.  Brenner  and  first  issued 
in  1909.  From  his  death  in  1865  to  today,  Lincoln's  bust  and 
visage  have  been  featured  on  manufacturer's  and  tradesmen's 
tokens,  streetcar  tokens,  political  badges,  commemorative 
plaques,  and  the  five  dollar  bill. 

The  following  collection  of  Lincoln  exonumia  is  the 
largest,  in  terms  of  number  of  pieces,  and  most  specific  to 
be  offered  in  recent  memory.  Fully  38  varieties  of  the  mor¬ 
tuary  category  are  included,  making  up  the  largest  section 


of  the  collection,  among  which  may  be  found  a  lead  die  trial 
of  King  271,  the  unique  gold  King  276,  mules  combining 
a  political  obverse  with  a  mortuary  reverse  unlisted  in  King's 
catalogue  (e.g.  K-78  muled  with  K-254).  There  is  an  unlisted 
store  card,  a  pair  of  unlisted  Temperance  movement 
medallions,  a  Lincoln  school  award  medal,  and  a  Lincoln 
bank  (Springfield,  Illinois)  uniface  medallion  or 
paperweight.  Many  varieties  are  included,  struck  in  different 
metals,  affording  the  specialist  in  the  Lincoln  series  a  rare 
opportunity  to  supplement  his  own  collection. 

The  standard  reference  work  on  Lincoln  exonumia  is  Lin¬ 
coln  In  Numismatics  by  Robert  P.  King,  which  appeared 
in  The  Numismatist  February  1924,  April  1927,  and  August 
1933.  This  catalogue  was  reprinted  in  1966  by  the  Token 
and  Medal  Society.  An  index  and  finding  list  to  King's  work, 
prepared  by  Edgar  Heyl,  was  published  by  TAMS  in  1967. 
The  pieces  in  this  present  collection  have  been  arranged  and 
catalogued  following  King's  ordering.  Useful  research  on 
specific  areas  of  Lincoln  exonumia  may  be  found  in:  David 
Schenkman.  The  Numismatist.  April  1980,  pp.  788-816. 
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Politicals,  Second  Campaign 


1296  Unlisted  mule:  King-78  obverse /King-254  reverse.  White  metal.  Un¬ 
circulated,  holed  at  the  top  for  suspension.  The  obverse  is  the  same 
as  King-78,  showing  a  bearded  bust  of  Lincoln  to  the  right  within 
a  wreath  composed  of  oak  leaves  and  olive  leaves.  This  obverse 
is  muled  to  the  reverse  with  a  central  inscription,  "DIED  APRIL  15 
1865."  The  quotation  around  the  reverse  rim,  "SINE  FUCO  ET 
FALLACIA  HOMO"  is  taken  from  Cicero,  and  roughly  translated 
means  "A  Man  Without  Guile  or  Deceit."  This  is  an  interesting  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  marriage  of  an  obverse  die  cut  for  use  in  the  1864 
political  campaign,  and  a  reverse  cut  after  Lincoln's  death  in  1865 
and  intended  for  mortuary  pieces  struck  after  that  date.  Certainly 
extremely  rare,  possibly  unique. 

1297  King-79.  White  metal.  Uncirculated,  prooflike.  Touches  of  light  cor¬ 
rosion  on  the  high  spots  on  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Bust  of  Lin¬ 
coln  facing  right,  with  the  inscription  "A  FOE  TO  TRAITORS". 
Bust  of  Major  General  George  B.  McClellan  facing  left  within  a 
wreath  of  oak  and  olive  leaves. 

1298  King-110.  Silver.  Uncirculated,  prooflike.  Deep  gray  toning.  Traces 
of  cabinet  friction  in  the  fields.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right/inscrip¬ 
tion  in  five  lines  within  an  oak  wreath;  "INAUG. /SE¬ 
COND/TERM/MARCH  4/1865."  Rare  in  silver.  Quite  attractive. 


Medals  of  the  Civil  War 


1299  King-175.  White  metal.  About  Uncirculated.  Mounted  as  a  badge, 

with  an  infantry  pin  clasp  and  red,  white  and  blue  ribbon.  FIRST 
DEFENDERS  OF  WASHINGTON,  APRIL  18,  1861 /five  linked  rings 
bearirig  the  names  of  the  regiments  involved  in  the  defense  of 
Washington  of  that  date. 


1300  King-187.  White  metal.  Uncirculated,  prooflike.  Traces  of  light  cor¬ 
rosion  on  the  high  points.  Bust  of  Lincoln  in  high  relief  facing  left /a 
representation  of  the  iron  clad  Monitor.  The  dies  for  this  piece  were 
manufactured  by  W.H.  Key,  of  Philadelphia.  The  reverse  represen¬ 
tation  of  the  Monitor,  with  date  1862  below,  is  reminiscent  of  the 
reverse  types  of  certain  patriotic  Civil  War  tokens  (Fuld  237-241).

Unlisted  in 
King's  catalogue,  extremely  rare.  Manufactured  by  W.H  Key  & 
Co.,  Philadelphia.  28mm.  in  diameter,  planchet  thickness  of  3mm. 
measured  from  rim  to  rim  across  the  edge. 


1303  Unlisted  mule:  King-189  obverse/King-188  reverse.  White  metal. 
28mm.  in  diameter,  2.5mm.  planchet  thickness  measured  from  rim 
to  rim  across  the  edge.  Types  as  the  previous  piece.  Uncirculated, 
semi-prooflike.  Trace  of  corrosion  just  below  the  date  on  the  rim.

PER  TAKEN  FROM  THE  RUINS  OF  THE  TURPENTINE  WORKS 
NEWBERN  N.C.  DESTROYED  BY  THE  REBELS  MARCH  14. 1862. 
In  small  letters  on  both  obverse  and  reverse:  Merriam. 

A  very  attractive  piece  of  Lincoln  exonumia.  Newbern  is  the  coun¬ 
ty  seat  of  Craven  County,  North  Carolina.  It  lies  on  a  deep  inlet 
on  the  lower  reaches  of  the  Pamilco  Sound,  a  necessary  location 
for  a  turpentine  works,  which  required  considerable  amounts  of 
water  in  the  processing  of  the  pine  resins  used  to  make  turpentine. 
The  distillation  process  required  the  use  of  rather  large  quantities 
of  copper  piping  and  tubing,  and  it  is  presumably  from  this  that 
the  copper  for  the  token  series  was  obtained.  Joseph  H.  Merriam 
was  a  medalist  and  die  sinker  located  at  18  Brattle  Square  in  the 
city  of  Boston.  Merriam  &  Co.  struck  a  small  series  of  Civil  War 
store  cards,  catalogued  as  115D  and  115E  in  George  Fuld's  catalogue. 
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Merriam  store  cards  are,  for  the  most  part,  Rarity  8  or  9  pieces, 
and  it  would  not  be  unfair  to  suggest  that  King-190  is  probably  as 
rare  as  Merriam's  store  card  issues.  Catalogued  by  David  Schekman 
in  the  Numismatist,  April  1980  as  Merriam  B37.

dings.  Identical  to  the  last  as  type,  but  very  interestingly,  no  trace 
of  the  obverse  die  break  is  noticeable  on  this  piece  and  therefore 
the  supposition  is  that  this  example  was  struck  before  the  dies  broke.

83.5mm.,  12.0mm.  thick  at  the  rims.  One  of  only  16  originally  struck 
before  the  dies  broke.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right.  Inscription 
around:  "SALVATOR  PATRIAE."  Beneath  the  bust,  in  smaller  let¬ 
ters,  EMIL  SIGEL  FECIT /within  a  commemorative  laurel  wreath, 
inscription  in  eight  lines:  "IN/MEMORY /OF  THE/LIFE  ACTS  AND 
DEATH/OF/ ABRAHAM  UNCOLN.  BORN  FEBRUARY  12. 
1809. /DIED  APRIL  15.  1865.  Entwined  about  the  laurel  wreath  a

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The  story  ot  the  manufacture  of  this  piece  is  interesting,  and  we 
quote  from  King's  catalogue  at  length: 

"The  dies  were  cut  in  1866  by  Emil  Sigel  and  the  medal 
was  subscribed  for  by  the  members  of  the  American 
Numismatic  Society,  but  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  striking 
a  medal  cut  in  such  high  relief,  requiring  at  that  time  nearly 
a  whole  day's  work  by  two  men,  the  contracting  party  lost 
so  much  money  that  but  few  medals  were  delivered  to  the 
subscribers.  Some  of  the  later  impressions,  however,  were 
struck  on  planchets  previously  cast  in  form  to  lessen  the 
danger  of  breaking  the  dies  as  well  as  to  reduce  the  amount 
of  labor.  All  the  medals  were  struck  upon  remarkably  thick 
planchets.  Sixteen  were  struck  in  white  metal,  when  the  die 
broke." 

Here  is  an  opportunity  for  the  collector  to  own  not  only  an  ex¬ 
tremely  rare  original  A.N.S.  medal,  but  also  one  with  an  interesting 
Lincoln  connection.

83mm.,  12.0mm.  thick.  A  second  specimen  of  the  scarce 


SALVATOR  PATRIAE  A.N.S.  Lincoln  medal,  this  specimen  be¬ 
ing  one  of  those  struck  upon  the  previously-cast  planchets  described  i 
by  King  in  his  catalogue.  Very  rare. 

1309  King-245.  Bronze.  About  Uncirculated,  lightly  brushed  once.  Some 
obverse  and  reverse  rim  bumps.  83mm.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  left, 
clearly  modeled  after  the  contemporary  Barber  and  Paquet  models. 
Inscription  in  French  around.  Diesinkers  name,  Franky  Magniadas 
below. /A  complex  mortuary  scene,  dedicated  to  Lincoln's  promulga¬ 
tion  of  the  Emancipation  Proclamation.  We  quote  again  from  King's 
cataloguing: 

"The  medal  in  gold  was  presented  to  the  widow  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  by  a  committee  representing  forty  thou¬ 
sand  French  citizens,  who  desired  through  this  medal  to  ex¬ 
press  their  sympathy  for  the  American  Union  and  one  of  its 
most  illustrious  representatives.  The  funds  were  raised  by 
popular  subscription  and  were  limited  to  two  sous  for  each 
person.  As  the  Emperor  Napoleon  III  would  not  allow  the 
medal  to  be  struck  in  France,  after  some  delay  the  dies  were 
sent  to  Switzerland,  where  the  medals  were  struck." 

1310  King-253.  White  metal.  Uncirculated.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  left, 
inscription  around:  "ABRAHAM  LINCOLN  BORN  FEB.  12. 1809. 
ASSASSINATED  APR.  14.  1865. "/facing  bust  of  Washington,  left 
and  Lincoln,  right,  inscription  below  "THE  FATHER /THE  SAVIOR 
OF  HIS  COUNTRY."  Dies  cut  by  Smith  and  Hartman,  of  New  York. 


1311  King-258.  Silver.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  semi-prooflike.  Attractive 

iridescent  toning.  Bearded  bust  of  Lincoln  facing  left,  inscription: 
"ABM.  LINCOLN,  THE  MARTYR  PRESIDENT"/inscription  in 
seven  lines:  "IN  MEMORY  OF  ABM.  LINCOLN,  DIED,  APRIL  15, 
1865."  all  beneath  crossed  laurel  branches.  While  the  obverse  mat¬ 
ches  exactly  that  of  King-258,  the  reverse  punctuation  does  not,  and 
while  it  is  not  an  exact  match,  is  closer  to  King-263.  Quite  possibly 
an  unlisted  mule.  The  dies  were  cut  by  Lovett  &  Co.,  of  New  York 
City.  Lincoln  exonumic  pieces  in  silver  are  extremely  rare. 


1312  King-266.  Copper.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  semi-prooflike  with  three 
reverse  diebreaks.  Inscription  in  eight  lines:  "ABM.  LINCOLN 
PRESIDENT  OF  THE  U.S.  DIED,  APRIL  15, 1865  BY  THE  HANDS 
OF  A  REBEL  ASSASSIN. "/scene  of  a  funerary  um  beneath  a  weep¬ 
ing  willow  tree  in  the  center  inscription  around  the  rim:  "A  SIGH, 
THE  ABSENT  CLAIM,  THE  DEAD,  A  TEAR."  A  perfectly  stated 
Victorian  sentiment. 

1313  King-269.  Copper.  About  Uncirculated.  Prooflike.  Obverse  as 
King-190  (see  above.  Lot  1304).  Reverse  die  by  J.A.  Bolen  as  used 
by  Joseph  H.  Merriam:  "HE  LIVED, /FOR  HIS/COUNTRY."  This 
muling  has  been  described  by  David  Schenkman  in  his  article  on 
Joseph  Merriam  as  The  36.  As  Schenkman  suggested,  it  is  indeed 
28mm.  in  diameter,  and  not  27mm.  as  described  by  King.  This 
reverse  was  used  by  Bolen  in  conjunction  with  his  Washington 
obverse  listed  as  Number  13  in  his  own  descriptive  catalogue  (we 
refer  the  reader  to  pages  63  and  64  of  our  New  York  Public  Library 
Collection  Auction  Sale,  October  30,  1982).  The  reverse  die  was 
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originally  cut  in  1864,  and  following  Lincoln's  assasination  was  plain¬ 
ly  put  into  use  by  Merriam  as  a  reverse  for  Merriam's  own  obverse 
Lincoln  die.  This  copper  piece,  which  has  the  characteristic  obverse 
diebreak  appearing  on  many  specimens  of  King- 190,  is  semi-prooflike 
and  retains  75  percent  of  its  originaly  mint  color. 


1314  King-270.  Silver.  About  UncirciJated.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right, 
inscription  around  "A.  LINCOLN.  16th  PRESIDENT  OF  U.S. 
1861-65"/inscription  in  five  lines:  "WASHINGTON'S/MOST 
WORTH/SUCCESSOR/ASSASSINATED/APRIL  14  1865".  This 
popular  obverse,  which  was  used  on  King-270  through  King-278, 
shows  Lincoln  incongruously  wearing  a  periwig.  The  style  of  the 
bust  and  similarity  of  the  periwig  to  that  shown  on  the  portrait  of 
George  Washington  which  appears  on  the  small  U.S.  mint  medal 
which  bears  the  head  of  Lincoln  on  the  reverse,  suggests  that  this 
piece,  or  its  diesinker,  had  some  close  connection  to  the  U.S.  Mint. 

1315  King-270.  Silver.  Extremely  Fine.  A  second  example. 

1316  King-270.  Silver.  Very  Fine.  Nice  iridescent  toning,  upon  a  semi¬ 
prooflike  planchet.  A  third  example  of  this  popular  type. 

1317  King-270.  Silver.  Very  Fine.  Toning  somewhat  similar  to  the  last. 
A  fourth  and  final  example  of  this  variety  struck  in  silver. 

1318  King-270.  Copper.  About  Uncirculated.  A  couple  of  small  obverse 
nicks. 

1319  King-270.  White  metal.  Four  pieces.  Each  strictly  Uncirculated,  but 
with  the  expected  signs  of  light  discoloration  and  a  few  stray  rim 
nicks.  One  with  a  trace  of  discoloration  on  the  reverse.  (Total:  4

Uncirculated,  spot  of  discoloration 
on  Lincoln's  head.  This  variety  is  much  rarer  when  struck  on  a  thin 
brass  planchet  than  when  appearing  on  the  thicker  planchet. 

1330  King-271.  White  metal.  Uncirculated,  prooflike  fields.  Nice  light  gray 
toning.  A  very  pretty  piece. 

1331  King-271  .White  metal.  Extremely  Fine.  Surface  abrasions  across  the 
obverse,  and  indications  that  the  obverse  rim  break  has  been  filed 
down  after  striking. 

1332  Unlisted  lead  die  trial.  A  uniface  die  trial  which  bears  the  reverse 
of  King-271  sharply  struck.  Planchet  is  somewhat  wavy.  Extreme¬ 
ly  rare,  unlisted  in  King's  catalogue. 


1333  King-272.  Copper.  Uncirculated,  with  virtually  complete  mint  red 

on  the  obverse.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right,  inscription  above  and 
dates  of  his  presidency  below,  wedge-shaped  cancellation  stamp  run¬ 
ning  from  left  rim  to  center  of  obverse:  "TREAS.  DEPT. 
1869". /inscription  in  five  lines,  small  type,  surrounded  by  a  circle 
of  32  small  stars. 

Both  obverse  and  reverse  dies  show  signs  of  die  rust,  the  rim  break 
on  the  obverse  is  in  a  more  advanced  state  than  seen  on  specimens 
of  King-271,  and  the  circle  of  32  stars  on  the  reverse  is  connected 
by  a  rim  break  running  through  each  star  around  the  periphery. 
These  factors  taken  together  suggest  that  this  piece  was  struck  well 
after  the  dies  had  been  canceled  by  the  Treasury  in  1869.  The  maker 
of  the  dies  for  King-272  is  unknown.  The  style,  however,  is  almost 
the  same  as  seen  on  King-273,  and  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  on 
King-273  a  small  letter  P  is  found  beneath  the  truncation  on  the 
reverse.  In  his  discussion  of  Lincoln  medalettes,  R.W.  Julian  relates 
that  John  Butler  (chief  coiner),  Lewis  Broomall  (former  chief  coiner), 
and  Anthony  C.  Paquet  (mint  engraver)  each  had  medalets  struck 
commemorating  Lincoln's  presidency  and  his  assassination.  If  we 
may  assume  that  the  P  appearing  beneath  the  truncation  on  the 
reverse  of  King-273  is  the  first  initial  of  Anthony  Paquet's  last  name, 
then  the  similarity  and  style  between  King-273  and  King-272  may 
suggest  further  that  Anthony  Paquet  had  a  hand  in  the  manufac¬ 
turing  of  the  dies  for  King-272.  This  supposition  is  made  even  more 
interesting  by  the  fact  that  the  obverse  of  King-272  bears  an  official 
Treasury  Department  cancellation  stamp,  dated  1869,  implying  that 
the  Treasury  Department,  and  hence  the  Mint,  were  concerned  lest 
these  dies  be  mistaken  for  official  Mint  products.  The  extension  of 
the  diebreak  on  the  obverse  rim,  which  is  first  seen  on  specimens 
of  King-271,  has  here  grown  to  include  portions  of  the  rim  unaf¬ 
fected  on  specimens  of  this  type  that  did  not  bear  the  Treasury 
cancellation  stamp.  The  light  diebreak  running  through  the  reverse 
stars,  which  is  faintly  noticeable  on  King-271  specimens,  is  here  quite 
noticeable.  These  two  factors  suggest  that  the  dies,  which  are  iden¬ 
tical  save  for  the  Treasury  cancellation  stamp,  were  heavily  used. 
The  presence  of  rust  pitting  in  the  dies,  which  is  noticeable  on 
specimens  of  King-272  but  not  on  those  of  King-271,  suggests  that 
they  may  have  been  resurrected  at  some  considerable  date  after  1869. 
The  whole  story  surrounding  these  Lincoln  medalets  is  complex  and, 
so  far,  unresearched. 
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1334  King- 272.  White  metal.  Uncirculated.  From  the  same  dies  as  the  last. 
This  variety  was  struck  in  silver,  copper,  brass,  and  white  metal. 

1335  King-272.  White  metal.  About  Uncirculated.  Types  and  dies  iden¬ 
tical  to  the  last.  A  second  specimen  of  this  variety  struck  in  white 
metal. 


1336  King-273.  Silver.  Uncirculated,  attractive  iridescent  golden  toning. 
Periwigged  bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right,  inscription  above  and  dates 
below /the  same  bust  facing  right,  different  inscription  and  dates, 
small  P  below  truncation.  King-273  really  appears  to  be  a  mule  of 
the  obverse  of  King-270  and  the  obverse  of  King-274.  The  obverse 
of  this  piece,  which  is  King-270,  does  not  bear  the  Treasury  cancella¬ 
tion  stamp  found  on  the  obverse  of  King-272  (which  in  all  other 
respects  is  identical  to  King-270).  From  the  state  of  the  obverse  die 
of  King-273  it  appears  that  this  variety  was  struck  before  King-272. 
The  small  letter  P  appearing  beneath  the  truncation  of  Lincoln's  bust 
on  the  reverse  of  this  piece  may  possibly  be  the  first  initial  of 
Anthony  Paquet's  name.  Since  King-273  was  struck  outside  the  Mint, 
and  if  the  letter  P  on  the  reverse  of  this  variety  does  indeed  stand 
for  Anthony  Paquet,  then  it  suggests  that  the  dies  used  as  the 
obverses  for  King-270  and  King-274,  which  are  here  married  in  a 
mule,  were  in  the  hands  of  the  same  manufacturer.  The  presence 
of  the  Treasury  cancellation  stamp,  which  appears  on  King-272  and 
others,  would  then  suggest  intervention  by  the  Mint  to  avoid  the 
appearance  of  Mint-sanction  for  the  sale  of  Lincoln  commemorative 
medalets  cut  by  one  of  its  former  employees. 

1337  King-273.  Silver.  Uncirculated,  with  attractive  iridescent  golden  ton¬ 
ing.  Partially  prooflike  centers.  A  second  example  of  this  interesting 
and  complex  variety  struck  in  silver. 


that  the  gold  striking  of  King-276  was  a  presentation  piece.  This 
is  a  very  special  opportunity  for  the  collector  of  Lincoln  exonumia, 
as  it  not  only  represents  the  chance  to  obtain  a  unique  specimen, 
but  also  the  only  known  gold  striking  of  a  Lincoln  mortuary  piece. 

1341  King-276.  Silver.  Uncirculated,  with  very  attractive  iridescent  orange 
toning  on  the  obverse.  Traces  of  a  wire  rim  on  the  reverse.  Obverse 
and  reverse  types  identical  to  the  preceding  lot. 

1342  King-276.  Copper.  Uncirculated,  light  cabinet  friction  on  Lincoln's 
bust.  Deep  orange  red  copper  toning  on  both  obverse  and  reverse, 
with  traces  of  iridescence  in  the  obverse  center.  A  very  attractive 
little  commemorative.

TYR  TO  LIBERTY,  15th  APRIL  1865."  The  dies  for  the  bust  of  Lin¬ 
coln  were  cut  by  Hughes  Bovy,  a  Swiss  medalist,  and  a  member 
of  the  Bovy  family  who  had  worked  with  the  Geneva  Mint  since 
the  18th  century.  A  list  of  his  works  may  be  found  on  pages  248-252 
in  Forrer's  Biographical  Dictionary  of  Medallists.  This  piece  may 
well  be  a  reduction  of  his  famous  bust  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 


1338  King-273.  Copper.  Uncirculated,  with  full  lustrous  mint  red.  Par¬ 
tially  prooflike  centers.  Obverse  rim  break  as  usually  found  on  silver 
and  copper  strikes  of  both  King-273  and  King-271. 

1339  King-275.  White  metal.  Uncirculated,  spot  of  corrosion  on  Lincoln's 
head.  A  muling  of  the  reverses  of  K-271  and  273. 


Unique  King-276  In  Gold 


1346  King-279.  Copper  gilt.  Uncirculated,  slight  rubbing  of  the  gilding 
around  the  reverse  rim.  Looped  and  mounted  for  suspension,  as 
many  of  this  variety  were.  Obverse  and  reverse  types  identical  to 
the  preceding  lot. 

1347  King-279.  Copper  gilt.  Uncirculated,  a  few  light  areas  of  discolora¬ 
tion.  Also  looped  and  mounted  for  suspension.  Types  identical  to 
the  last. 

1348  King-279.  Copper  gilt.  About  Uncirculated,  with  rubbing  of  the 
gilding  on  Lincoln's  forehead,  hair,  and  beard.  Also  looped  and 
mounted  for  suspension.  King-279  was  certainly  one  of  the  most 
popular  of  all  the  Lincoln  commemorative  medalets,  having  been 
struck  in  silver,  brass,  copper,  and  with  gilt  finishes  to  the  copper 
and  even  bronzed  finishes  to  the  copper  also  being  produced. 

1349  King-279.  Bronze.  Uncirculated,  with  an  even  chocolate  brown  col¬ 
oring.  Looped  for  suspension.  Obverse  and  reverse  types  as 
preceding. 


1340  King-276.  Struck  in  gold.  214.3  grains.  Uncirculated,  one  tiny 

obverse  rim  bruise.  Obverse  type  the  same  as  King-275,  but  with 
the  triangular  Treasury  Department  cancellation/reverse  type  iden¬ 
tical  to  the  preceding. 

This  is  the  unique  specimen  struck  in  gold  noted  by  King  in  his 
catalogue  of  Lincoln  pieces.  Lincoln  mortuary  pieces  were  commonly 
struck  in  many  different  metals,  including  silver,  copper,  brass,  and 
white  metal.  They  were  distributed  for  sale  to  the  public,  as  com- 
memoratives  of  the  life  and  death  of  the  late  president.  With  this 
sole  exception  no  other  variety  of  the  mortuary  category  of  Lin¬ 
coln  pieces  was  struck  in  gold.  It  therefore  becomes  obvious  that 
this  piece  must  have  been  a  special  presentation  striking.  At  214.3 
grains,  the  weight  of  this  piece  is  very  close  to  that  of  the  $10  gold 
piece  then  in  circulation.  Plainly,  this  must  have  been  a  very  ex¬ 
pensive  commemorative  piece,  further  supporting  the  presumption

looped  for  suspension. 

1351  King-279.  Bronze.  Extremely  Fine.  Type  as  the  preceding.  Also 
looped  for  suspension. 

1352  King  283.  Silver.  Extremely  Fine.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right,  in¬ 
scription  in  two  circular  lines  around;  "ABRAHAM  LINCOLN  16th. 
PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED  STATES,  ASSASSINATED  BY  THE 
PLOTTERS  OF  TREASON  APR.  14,  1865. "/an  obelisk  standing 
in  the  field  behind  which  rise  36  stars  on  rays;  inscription  above: 
"MARTYR  FOR  LIBERTY";  on  the  base  of  the  obelisk  the  inscrip>- 
tion;  "A.  LINCOLN  APR.  16,  1865";  below  the  ground  the  maker's 
name:  "LEWIS  JOY,  NEW  YORK."  Reeded  edge.  A  very  attractive 
and  interesting  token. 
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1353  King-284.  Silver.  Very  Fine,  holed  for  suspension.  Head  of  Lincoln 
facing  left,  inscription  in  two  lines  around:  “THE  GREAT 
STATESMAN  &  BELOVED  PRESIDENT,  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN, 
1865’7inscription  in  six  lines:  "HIS  MEMORY  IS  ENSHRINED  IN 
EVERY  LOYAL  HEART."  Plain  edge. 

1354  King-287.  Silver.  Uncirculated.  Dies  cut  by  Anthony  C.  Paquet. 
Julian  PR-36.  Struck  in  the  U.S.  Mint,  Julian  suggests  between  late 
April  and  the  fall  of  1865.  Julian  further  suggests  that  perhaps  only 
100  of  this  type  were  struck. 


Centennial  Issues 


V.D.  Brenner  Medal 


1355  King-304.  Yellow-bronze.  62  mm.  Dies  by  Victor  D.  Brenner.  Un¬ 

circulated  bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right,  with  the  centennial  dates 
1809-1909  on  either  side /the  American  eagle  perched  upon  a  cliff 
symbolic  of  the  country's  shoreline,  above  which  a  cloud  bank 
through  which  reach  the  sun's  rays  shining  down  upon  a  storm  tossed 
ocean  breaking  at  the  base  of  the  cliff  symbolic  of  international  ten¬ 
sion.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  dies  signed  V.D.  Brenner.  Plain  edge. 
The  bust  of  Lincoln  which  appears  on  the  obverse  of  this  medal  is 
virtually  identical  to  that  which  appeared  on  Brenner's  dies  for  the 
new  Lincoln  cent  first  struck  in  1909  the  centennial  of  Lincoln's  birth. 


LINCOLN''/inscription  in  six  lines:  "1809-1909  WITH  MALICE 
TOWARD  NONE,  WITH  CHARITY  FOR  ALL,  E  PLURIBUS 
UNUM."  The  inscription  lies  above  a  design  incorporating  palm 
leaves  and  olive  leaves.  The  slightest  cabinet  friction  on  Lincoln's 
bust.  Although  the  design  is  unsigned,  the  bust  is  that  designed  by 
George  T.  Morgan  catalogued  as  PR-12  in  R.W.  Julian's  Medab  of 
the  United  States  Mint.  The  bust  of  Lincoln  is  very  lifelike,  and  it 
is  worth  noting  that  Julian  states:  "Some  numismatists,  including 
the  author  of  this  work,  consider  the  obverse  of  the  Lincoln  medal 
to  be  one  of  the  finest  artistic  efforts  ever  struck  at  the  Mint." 

1357  King-314.  White  metal,  thick  flan.  About  Uncirculated.  Bust  of  Lin¬ 
coln  facing  right,  in  style  similar  to  that  designed  by  George  T. 
Morgan,  inscription  around:  "ABRAHAM  LINCOLN 
1809-1865" /inscription  in  seven  lines  surrounded  by  an  oak  and  olive 
wreath:  "1809-1909  WITH  MALICE  TOWARD  NONE  WITH 
CHARITY  FOR  ALL.  WITH  FIRMNESS  IN  THE  RIGHT  AS  GOD 
GIVES  US  TO  SEE  THE  RIGHT." 

King  describes  the  dies  as  having  been  cut  by  Charles  K.  Warner 
of  Philadelphia.  Charles  K.  Warner  was  located  at  326  Chestnut 
Street,  in  Philadelphia,  and  was  a  dealer  in  American  and  foreign 
coins  and  medals,  as  his  non-contemporary  Civil  War  store  card 
(Fuld  NC-27a)  proclaims.  The  design  for  King-314  is  very  similar 
to  that  catalogued  as  PR-12  in  R.W.  Julian's  catalogue  of  U.S.  Mint 
medals. 

1358  King-314.  White  metal.  On  a  thinner  flan,  apparently  a  contem¬ 
porary  cast  from  the  original  striking.  Types  identical  to  the  last. 
Extremely  Fine. 


1359  King-318.  Silvered  brass.  About  Uncirculated.  Bust  of  Lincoln  fac¬ 
ing  right,  inscription:  "ABRAHAM  LINCOLN"  around /inscription 
in  five  lines  superimposed  upon  a  representation  of  a  log  cabin  to 
the  left  and  the  Capitol  dome  to  the  right  (symbolic  of  Lincoln's 
birthplace  and  ultimate  destiny):  "1809-1865  CENTENNIAL 
CELEBRATION  EMANCIPATOR  OF  A  RACE  SAVIOR  OF  THE 
CHECK  THE  CATALOGUE  CAREFULLY  UNION  1909."  Manufactured  by  the  Whitehead  &  Hoag  Co.,  of 
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Newark,  New  Jersey.  As  King  notes  in  his  description  of  this  piece: 

The  New  York  Times  originated  and  several  other  leading 
newspapers  in  the  country  followed  in  announcing  to  their  readers 
that  they  would  distribute  medals  as  awards  for  competitive  essays 
written  on  the  centennial  of  Lincoln,  and  from  the  obverse  die  of 
this  piece,  with  suitable  and  different  reverses,  were  issued  other 
medals  that  were  given  by  a  number  of  newspapers...". 

1360  King-344.  Copper.  Uncirculated,  with  virtually  full  mint  red.  Small 

copper  discoloration  at  the  bottom  of  the  obverse.  Bust  of  Lincoln 
ri^t,  inscription  around:  "ABRAHAM  LINCOLN  BORN  FEB.  12th 
1809."  inscription  in  11  lines:  "UNCOLN.  CENTENNIAL/  MEDAL 
WITH  MALICE  TOWARD  NONE  WITH  CHARITY  TOR  ALL 
WITH  FIRMNESS  IN  THE  RIGHT  AS  GOD  GIVES  US  TO  SEE 
THE  RIGHT  LET  US  STRIVE  ON."  Presented  by  the  Boston  Sun¬ 
day  American.  Manufactured  by  the  Whitehead  &  Hoag  Co.,  of 
Newark,  New  Jersey.  The  same  dies  were  used  for  medals  presented 
by  the  New  York  Sunday  American  newspaper. 


Masonic  Pennies

1361  King-433.  Silver.  Obverse  bust  by  Anthony  C.  Paquet.  Bust  of  Lin¬ 

coln  facing  right,  signed  Paquet;  inscription  in  two  lines  around: 
"UNCOLN  CHAPTER  No.  147  R.A.M.,  LINCOLN,  LOGAN  CO. 
ILL.,  CHARTERED  OCT. -6  1871"/normal  six-pointed  masonic 
keystone  with  chisel  to  the  left  and  mallet  to  the  right;  inscription: 
"ONE  PENNY." 

The  obverse  bust  of  Lincoln  is  identical  in  design  to  the  reverse 
of  the  Washington /Lincoln  piece  described  as  PR-30  in  R.W.  Julian's 
work  on  the  Medals  of  the  United  States  Mint.  It  is  also  described 
in  King's  work  on  masonic  chapter  p>ennies  as  No.  1703a.  The 
obverse  bust  is  also  identical,  save  that  here  there  is  no  periwig, 
to  the  bust  appearing  on  King-271  and  King-272,  further  strengthen¬ 
ing  the  argument  that  these  latter  two  varieties  were  indeed  struck 
using  hubs  which  had  escaped  from  the  U.S.  Mint  and  were  being 
used  privately.  It  is  interesting  to  note,  however,  that  on  this  pre¬ 
sent  example,  which  bears  a  date  of  October  6,  1871,  there  is  no 
sign  of  the  triangular  Treasury  Department  cancellation  stamp  which 
does  appear  on  specimens  of  King-272  dated  1869.  In  this  respect 
it  is  quite  possible  that  the  hub  was  independently  cut  for  this  piece 
by  Anthony  Paquet  and  that  this  hub,  while  it  does  indeed  resem¬ 
ble  very  closely  that  used  for  Julian's  PR-30,  was  not  identical  to 
it.  As  suggested  before,  this  writer  considers  that  the  entire  ques¬ 
tion  of  these  Lincoln  medalets,  their  designers,  and  the  use  of  what 
appear  to  be  U.S.  Mint  medal  dies,  needs  further  elucidation. 


1363  King-438.  Bronzed.  Uncirculated.  Bust  of  Lincoln  in  extremely  high 

relief;  inscription  around:  "LINCOLN  CHAPTER  R.A.M.  No.  6. 
LINCOLN,  NEB. "/a  keystone,  pick,  shovel,  and  crowbar,  arrang¬ 
ed  with  a  palm  branch  in  the  form  of  a  coat  of  arms;  inscription 
below:  ONE  PENNY.  The  dies  for  this  piece  were  cut  by  George 
H.  Lovett,  a  New  York  City  die  sinker,  who  is  better  known  for 
the  series  of  eight  "battle  dollars"  manufactured  in  1876  in  com¬ 
memoration  of  the  battles  of  the  Revolutionary  War  dated  1776. 
The  tokens  themselves  were  struck  by  Robert  Sneider  also  of  New 
York  City. 


Miscellaneous 


1364  King-448.  Enameled  gilt-bronze.  Badge  and  ribbon  both  About  Un¬ 

circulated.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right  within  a  badge  identifying 
guests  of  the  Republican  National  Convention,  Chicago  1912. 
Manufactured  by  the  Whitehead  &  Hoag  Co.,  of  Newark,  New 
Jersey.  The  enameling  is  intact  and  the  gilding  is  virtually  as  made. 
Blue  enamel  was  used  for  the  badges  issued  to  guests  of  the  con¬ 
vention,  whereas  white  enamel  was  used  for  badges  issued  to 
delegates  and  members  of  the  press.  Delegates'  ribbons  were  red, 
white,  and  blue;  guests  were  white;  and  those  for  the  press  were  blue. 


1365  King-461.  Aluminum.  Uncirculated.  Facing  three-quarters  bust  of 

Abraham  Lincoln,  inscription  around:  "SOUVENIR  NEBRASKA 
SILVER  ANNFVERSARY"/inscription  in  nine  lines:  "MALLEABLE, 
TASTELESS,  SONOROUS,  DUCTILE,  UNTARNISH  ABLE. 
ALUMINUM.  CUBIC  FOOT  OF  GOLD,  1204  LBS,  CUBIC  FOOT 
OF  ALUMINUM,  179  LBS,  THIS  METAL  IS  PURE."  The  word 
"aluminum"  is  within  an  ornate  border.  Manufactured  by  S.G. 
Childs  &  Co.  of  Chicago,  who  are  very  well  known  for  their  satirical 
Bryan  money  pieces. 


1366  King-503.  Bronze,  not  listed  as  such  by  King.  About  Uncirculated. 
A  few  stray  toning  spots.  Half  length  bust  of  the  youthful  Lincoln. 
Inscription  around:  "1809  ABRAHAM  LINCOLN  1865."  In  left  field 
the  designer's  name.  H.  Zearing/half  length  bust  right  of  Christopher 
Columbus.  Inscription  around:  "1492.  CHRISTOPHER.  COLUM¬ 
BUS.  1892.  &  3."  At  right  base  of  bust,  the  designer's  name,  as  on 
the  obverse.  45.5mm.  An  interesting  piece,  apparently  struck  dur¬ 
ing  the  Columbian  Exposition  of  1892/3,  made  more  interesting  by 
the  joint  appearance  of  Abraham  Lincoln  and  Christopher  Colum¬ 
bus  on  the  same  piece. 


1367  King-526.  Silver.  Uncirculated,  prooflike.  Attractive,  even  gray  coin 
silver  toning.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right.  On  truncation,  "PA- 
QUET"/bust  of  Washington  facing  right.  On  truncation,  "P."  A 
private  medal,  struck  in  the  U.S.  Mint,  both  obverse  and  reverse 
designed  by  Anthony  C.  Paquet.  Catalogued  by  Julian  as  PR-30. 
Another  of  these  interesting  pieces,  apparently  made  by  Mint  per¬ 
sonnel  and  on  Mint  premises  and  struck  within  the  Mint,  but  of¬ 
fered  for  sale  outside  the  Mint  by  private  persons.  According  to 
Julian's  records,  5,677  pieces  in  silver  were  struck  between  September 
1864  and  October  1866.  The  Lincoln  obverse  die  was  also  used  out¬ 
side  the  Mint  after  1866. 


1362  King-433.  Bronzed  bronze.  Uncirculated,  small  reverse  spot  of  ver¬ 

digris.  Types  and  inscriptions  identical  to  the  previous  lot. 
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1368  King-537.  Silver.  Uncirculated.  Prooflike.  Very  rare.  Crude  bust  of 

Abraham  Lincoln  facing  right/crude  bust  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  fac¬ 
ing  right.  In  his  description,  King  states  that  both  the  obverse  and 
reverse  dies  used  for  this  piece  were  rejected  very  shortly  after  a 
few  pieces  were  initially  struck,  making  this  a  rare  survivor.  The 
fabric  striking  characteristics  design  of  the  rim  and  metallic  com¬ 
position  all  point  to  a  physical  similarity  with  the  piece  offered  in 
the  previous  lot,  King-526,  which  is  known  to  have  been  struck 
within  the  Mint  from  Mint-prepared  planchets.  This  piece,  King-537 
may  well  have  been  struck  in  the  Mint  also.  Lincoln/Grant  small 
medallions  were  extremely  popular  with  the  public,  inspiring  the 
Mint  to  commission  William  Barber  to  cut  the  dies  for  a  piece  similar 
in  overall  design  to  King-537,  which  is  catalogued  by  Julian  as  PR-39. 


1369  King-541.  Silver.  About  Uncirculated.  Attractively  toned.  Semi¬ 
prooflike.  Hairline  reverse  scratch.  Bust  of  Abraham  Lincoln  fac¬ 
ing  right.  Small  B  on  truncation/bust  of  President  Garfield  facing 
left.  Small  B  on  truncation.  Struck  in  the  U.S.  Mint  from  dies  cut 
by  William  Barber,  this  piece  is  also  catalogued  by  Julian  as  PR-41. 
As  Julian  recounts,  these  were  originally  struck  in  1882  and  the  2,200 
silver  medals  of  this  size  were  sold  for  25  cents  a  piece  to  the  public. 

1370  King-541.  Silver.  About  Uncirculated.  Attractively  toned.  Second 
example  of  this  very  popular  William  Barber  design  Lincoln/Gar¬ 
field  medalet. 

1371  King-541.  Silver.  About  Uncirculated.  Toned  in  a  lighter  shade  of 
gray.  Third  and  final  example  of  this  popular  issue. 


1372  King-544.  Silver.  Uncirculated.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right.  Letter 
B  on  truncation/bust  of  Ulysses  S.  Grant  facing  right.  Struck  in  the 
U.S.  Mint  from  dies  cut  by  William  Barber,  this  piece  is  also 
catalogued  by  Julian  as  PR-39.  As  Julian  recounts,  it  was  first  struck 
in  September  1869,  and  was  the  first  medal  featuring  the  portrait 
of  Grant  sold  to  the  public  by  the  Mint.  While  King  lists  this  piece 
as  appearing  in  copper,  Julian's  records  are  obviously  more  complete. 

1373  King-545.  Bronze  (bronzed  copper).  Uncirculated.  From  the  same 
dies  as  the  previous,  designed  by  William  Barber,  with  the  distinc¬ 
tion  that  in  this  case  the  initials  WB  have  been  added  to  the  truca- 
tion  of  Grant's  bust  whereas  on  King-544  the  reverse  die  bearing 
Grant's  bust  had  been  unidentified  as  to  its  designer.  In  all  other 
respects  the  die  used  for  King-544  and  King-545  are  identical.  While 
listed  in  King's  catalogue  as  appearing  only  in  gilt  copper,  plainly 
this  mint  medal  was  struck  as  well  in  bronze.  Interestingly,  while 
this  piece  is  catalogued  by  type  as  Julian  PR-39,  Julian  does  not  men¬ 
tion  the  appearance  of  William  Barber's  initals  on  the  reverse  die. 

1374  King-546.  Bronze.  Extremely  Fine,  holed  for  suspension.  Bust  of  Lin¬ 
coln  facing  right.  B  on  truncation/broken  column  vignette.  Designed 
by  William  Barber.  Types  appearing  on  this  medal  are  still  available 
for  sale  from  the  U.S.  Mint. 

1375  King-549.  Bronze.  Uncirculated.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right/bust 
of  Grant  facing  right.  The  Lincoln  and  Grant  portraits  appear  to 
be  the  same  as  those  designed  by  William  Barber  and  catalogued 


by  Julian  as  PR-39,  however  in  the  case  of  King-549  the  designer's 
initial,  which  would  ordinarily  have  appeared  on  the  obverse  Lin¬ 
coln  portrait,  does  not  appear.  These  may  have  been  privately  made 
strikes. 

1376  King-554.  Yellow-bronze.  51mm.  Uncirculated.  Reverse  die  crack. 
Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right /a  representation  of  the  First  National 
Bank  building  at  Minneapolis,  inscription  around:  "FIRST  NA¬ 
TIONAL  BANK,  MINNEAPOLIS,  MINN.,  ESTABLISHED  IN  THE 
DAYS  OF  LINCOLN,"  1864. 

1377  King-588.  Brass,  unlisted  in  this  metal  in  King's  catalogue.  Uncir¬ 
culated.  Rustic  scene  of  Lincoln  and  his  father  splitting  rails,  log 
cabin  in  the  background,  inscription  above:  "THE  RAIL  SPLITTER 
OF  THE  WEST." /A  defiant  eagle  perched  upon  an  apothecary's  mor¬ 
tar,  bearing  in  its  beak  a  ribbon  on  which  is  inscribed: 
ESTABLISHED  A.D.  1825.  An  interesting  piece,  in  that  the 
apothecary's  name  is  not  inscribed. 

1378  King-598.  White  metal.  Uncirculated,  prooflike.  Traces  of  discolora¬ 
tion  on  the  high  points  of  both  obverse  and  reverse.  Facing  bust 
three-quarters  right  of  Abraham  Lincoln,  inscription  around: 
"ABRAHAM  LINCOLN  BORN  FEB.  12.  1809. "/imaginary  bust  of 
the  god  Apollo,  his  name  above,  a  wreath  below.  The  dies  for  this 
variety  were  cut  by  Joseph  H.  Merriam  &  Co.,  of  18  and  19  Brattle 
Square,  Boston.  Schenckman  Bl.  On  his  Civil  War  era  store  cards 
Joseph  Merriam  billed  himself  as  a  medalist,  die  sinker  and  letter 
cutter  who  had  established  his  buinsess  in  1850  in  Boston.  Since  the 
obverse  of  King-598  is  the  same  as  the  obverse  of  King-599,  it  is 
safe  to  assume  that  the  Apollo  referred  to  on  the  reverse  of  King-598 
stood  for  the  Apollo  Gardens  at  576  Washington  Street  in  Boston. 

1379  King-599.  White  metal.  Uncirculated,  traces  of  discoloration  around 
the  rims.  Semi-prooflike.  Obverse  same  as  for  King-598 /inscription 
in  seven  lines:  "APOLLO  GARDENS  576  WASHINGTON  ST. 
GOOD  FOR  6  CENTS.  HESS  &  SPEIDEL."  Manufactured  by  Joseph 
H.  Merriam  &  Co.,  of  Boston. 


1380  Kmg-601.  White  metal.  About  Uncirculated.  Semi-prooflike.  Bust 
of  Lincoln  facing  three-quarters  to  the  right,  inscription  around: 
"ABM;  LINCOLN,  REP.  CANDIDATE  FOR  PRESIDENT 
1860" /bust  of  Washington  facing  right  surrounded  by  inscription 
in  two  lines:  "CHAS:K.WARNER,  DEALER  IN  AMERICAN  AND 
FOREIGN  MEDALS  728  CHESTNUT  ST.  PHILADA:." 

1381  King-754.  Rectangular  copper  plaque.  Extremely  Fine,  old  reverse 
mounting  mark.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right  in  profile  within  a  square 
frame,  above  "1809-1865",  below  "A.LINCOITJ"  with  a  laurel  spray 
to  the  left.  Uniface.  The  die  for  the  rectangular  plaque  was  cut  by 
Robert  Sneider,  of  New  York  City.

MALICE  TOWARD  NONE,  WITH  CHARITY  FOR  ALL"/view  of 
the  dome  of  the  proposed  Lincoln  hall  surrounded  by  inscriptions: 
"THE  AMERICAN  UNIVERSITY.  INCORPORATED  MAY  28  1891 
ADOPTED  BY  THE  GENERAL  CONFERENCE  MAY  25  1892 
MEMBERSHIP  SOUVENIR  LINCOLN  HALL  FUND 
WASHINGTON,  D.C."  The  dies  for  this  medal  were  cut  by  Smith 
and  Seward  of  New  York  City  and  the  medals  were  struck  and 
distributed  by  George  H.  Lovett,  also  of  New  York.  As  King  relates 
the  story  behind  this  medal  it  was  "...said  to  have  been  subscribed 
for  by  the  colored  people  at  one  dollar  each,  the  profit  to  be  devoted 
to  the  building  of  a  great  monument  in  memory  of  Lincoln,  each 
subscriber  becoming  a  member  of  the  university  and  possessing  a 
medal  as  proof  of  the  contribution.  Nothing  having  been  heard  of 
the  scheme,  it  is  likely  the  project  failed." 

1388  King-785.  Aluminum.  Uncirculated,  very  slight  streaking.  Obverse 
and  reverse  types  as  the  last. 

1389  King-832.  Bronzed  copper.  About  Uncirculated,  slight  trace  of 
reverse  verdigris  at  the  rim.  Bust  of  Lincoln  in  profile  facing  left; 
inscription  around:  "ABRAHAM  LINCOLN  PRESIDENT" 
1861-1865/coat  of  arms  of  the  State  of  New  York.  The  dies  were 
manufactured  by  Charles  K.  Warner  of  Philadelphia.  The  obverse 
was  married  to  a  series  of  reverses  each  bearing  the  coat  of  arms 
of  different  states.  Those  included  in  King's  catalogue  are:  Penn¬ 
sylvania,  New  York,  New  Jersey,  Illinois,  North  Carolina,  and 
California.  Presumably  other  states  were  also  included  in  the  original 
series. 

1390  King-861.  Gilt  copper.  About  Uncirculated.  Bust  of  Lincoln  facing 
three-quarters  to  the  right;  inscription;  "PREASIDENT  LINCOLN"/a 
crude  representation  of  the  reverse  type  of  the  Liberty  head  $10  gold 
piece;  inscription  around:  "COMPCDSITION  SPIEL-MARKE."  This 
piece  was  manufactured  in  Germany  and  was  used  as  a  counter  in 
playing  cards. 

1391  King-861.  Gilt  copper.  About  Uncirculated,  lacquered.  Obverse  and 
reverse  types  identical  to  the  preceding. 

1392  King-904.  Joined  copper  shells.  About  Uncirculated.  Bust  of  Lin¬ 
coln  in  profile  facing  left;  inscriptions  around:  "ABRAHAM  LIN¬ 
COLN  1809-1865" /inscription  in  seven  lines:  "SOUVENIR  THE  ART 
MEDAL  WORKS  LOUIS  V.  ARONSON,  PRES.  7-9-11-13-15 
MULBERRY  ST.  "NEWARK  KNOWS  HOW",  NEWARK  IN¬ 
DUSTRIAL  EXPOSITION  1912."  The  obverse  representation  of  Lin¬ 
coln  is  very  similar  to  Victor  D.  Brenner's  bust  ultimately  adopted 
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as  the  design  for  the  new  small  cent  in  1909.  As  King  notes:  "This 
I  medal,  without  die-sinker's  name  or  trade-mark,  is  from  the  J.E. 

I  Roine  die  used  for  the  'Lincoln  centennial  medal'  published  by  Mr. 

Robert  Hewitt  in  1909,  both  obverse  and  reverse  of  this  piece  being 
I  surrounded  by  a  high  rim." 

1393  Unlisted  in  King.  Oval  medal  struck  in  brass,  bearing  on  the  obverse 
I  the  bust  of  Lincoln  facing  right  with  the  inscription:  "ABRAHAM 

I  LINCOLN,"  behind  his  head  to  the  left/blank  reverse.  The  plan- 

chet  integrally  mounted  for  suspjension.  Die  cutter's  name  below 
I  bust  but  too  softly  struck  to  be  legible. 


1394  Unlisted  in  King.  Copper  medal  struck  for  the  Lincoln  School  and 
presented  as  an  award  of  merit.  31  mm.  in  diameter.  Uncirculated 


and  quite  attractive.  The  obverse  bears  the  name  of  the  school  within 
an  oak  wreath  while  the  reverse  bears  on  a  scroll  the  words  "Reward 
of  Merit"  within  an  ornate  border.  Plain  edge. 

1395  Unlisted  in  King.  Uniface  bronze  paperweight  cast  for  the  Lincoln 
Bank  of  Springfield,  Illinois.  Deeply  sunk  within  the  obverse  is  a 
clothed  bust  of  the  youthful  Abraham  Lincoln  facing  three-quarters 
to  the  right.  The  reverse  is  blank.  No  indication  of  the  identity  of 
the  diesinker  or  the  distributor  of  this  piece  is  visible.  The  style  of 
the  lettering  suggests  a  turn  of  the  century  date. 

1396  A  group  of  four  Lincoln  pieces.  King-56.  Extremely  Fine.  Struck  for 
the  1860  campaign,  popular  also  as  an  anti-slavery  token;  King-226. 
Very  Fine,  struck  from  dies  cut  by  R.  Lovett,  of  Philadelphia,  for 
the  1864  campaign;  King-200.  Extremely  Fine,  reverse  edge  clip  and 
two  toning  spots.  Struck  in  brass;  King-107.  Very  Fine,  holed.  (Total: 
4  pieces) 


THE  DAVID  PROSKEY  COLLECTION 

of 

Civil  War  Era  Cardboard  Money 


Later  Transporation  Tickets 


The  origin  of  the  pieces  in  this  collection  goes  back  to  the 
period  of  David  Proskey's  residence  in  New  York  City  at 
the  end  of  the  19th  century  and  to  the  Civil  War  and  the 
general  suspension  of  specie  payments  by  the  banking  com¬ 
munity  in  December  1861.  After  this  date  gold  coins  im¬ 
mediately  disappeared  from  local  circulation,  and  a  specie 
premium  developed  between  government  and  bank  paper 
and  coin. 

Unlike  earlier  panics,  this  one  was  not  immediately 
followed  by  the  disappearance  of  the  silver  coinage  as  well. 

I  Under  the  terms  of  the  Subsidiary  Coinage  Act  of  1853,  the 
!  silver  content  of  the  50  cent  and  lower  denomination  silver 
)  coins  had  been  reduced  seven  percent  below  their  fiduciary 
I  value.  Thus,  while  the  international  price  of  silver  had  ad- 
!  vanced  four  percent  over  the  mint  ratio  price,  the  silver  coins 

i  still  had  only  97  cents  value  for  every  dollar  of  nominal 
worth  stamped  upon  them.  However,  the  narrow  differen¬ 
tial  between  their  nominal  and  intrinsic  worth  meant  that 
in  the  event  of  the  specie  premium  rising  above  three  per- 
5  cent  the  silver  coins  would  disappear  into  hoards,  the 
!  melting  pot,  or  be  exported  to  Canada.  In  a  direct  response 
I  to  the  legal  tender  legislation  passed  two  weeks  earlier  lower 
1  denomination  silver  coins  quickly  disappeared  from  circula- 
i  tion  early  in  March  1862.  And  while  this  event  had  been 
I  fearfully  anticipated  for  months,  neither  the  Congress  nor 
1  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  Chase  had  made  any  arrangements 
to  deal  with  the  resulting  shock  to  trade.  Indeed,  they  did 


nothing  for  nearly  four  months,  leaving  merchants  to  their 
own  devices. 

The  larger  part  of  the  material  in  David  Proskey's  collec¬ 
tion  is  Civil  War  period  emergency  "card  money,"  mainly 
from  New  York  City.  These  were  the  first  of  the  substitutes 
for  the  scarce  silver  coinage,  being  issued  from  around 
March  to  September  1862  and  again,  for  a  very  short  time 
in  1863.  U.S.  government  postage  stamps  were  used  as 
money,  from  around  June  to  September  1862,  followed  by 
stamps  in  printed  envelopes  and  stamps  pasted  upon  cards 
(used  from  about  August  to  November  1862).  Encased 
Postage  started  to  appear  late  in  October  1862,  and  was 
available  through  February  1863.  What  we  are  most  familiar 
with  from  this  Civil  War  emergency  period,  the  small  cent- 
sized  copper  tokens  (known  as  "copperheads"),  began  to  ap¬ 
pear  in  circulation  in  1862.  Most  were  struck  and  issued  in 
1863,  but  some  were  still  made  as  late  as  1864. 

Thus,  during  the  early  period  of  the  emergency,  from 
around  March  to  September  1862,  both  privately-issued 
cardboard  chits  and  official  U.S.  government  postage  stamps 
were  used  by  the  local  mercantile  community  to  make  small 
change  in  their  daily  business  transactions.  While  the 
privately-issued  cardboard  chits  were  only  as  good  as  the 
reputation  for  honesty  of  their  issuers,  the  use  of  official  U.S. 
government  postage  stamps  as  a  medium  of  exchange  in 
smaller  transactions  was  fraught  with  some  very  obvious 
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practical  difficulties.  The  late  Henry  Russell  Drowne,  the 
well-known  numismatist,  had  an  amusing  recollection  of  his 
father  in  connection  with  these  difficulties.  His  father  re¬ 
called  during  the  winter  of  1861-1862  "...  trying  to  pay  his 
six  cent  fare  in  a  Broadway  stage  on  a  cold  stormy  night 
with  postage  stamps.  He  described  the  trouble  arising  when 
the  change  had  to  be  made  and  how,  when  the  driver  tried 
to  pass  back  the  change  through  the  little  hole,  high  up  in 
the  front  of  the  stage  where  you  pulled  a  bell  to  attract  his 
attention,  the  stamps  would  stick  to  his  wet  woolen  gloves 
and  were  hard  to  pick  off;  and  you  occasionally  had  to  make 
him  put  his  hand  back  a  second  time  to  get  them.  Sometimes, 
also,  they  fell  and  were  lost  in  the  straw  on  the  floor  of  the 
stage,  and  when  wet  you  had  to  hold  them  carefully  until 
they  dried,  before  you  could  put  them  in  your 
pocketbook..." 

During  this  period,  the  smaller  merchants  such  as  news 
vendors,  saloonkeepers,  grocers,  butchers  and  the  tram  com¬ 
panies  all  faced  a  crisis.  Unable  to  come  up  with  the  requisite 
coins  their  clientele  melted  away  as  thirsty  citizens  had  to 
trudge  home  from  work  because  they  did  not  have  the  right 
kind  of  money  to  pay  for  these  services.  The  solutions  for 
these  problems  in  the  past  were  neither  cheap  nor  prac¬ 
ticable.  Larger  merchants,  the  railroads  and  so  forth,  could 
send  to  the  security  and  other  high-class  printers  and  make 
up  issues  of  shin  plasters  in  suitable  denominations.  But  it 
was  expensive  to  print,  number,  and  sign  such  notes,  and 
only  the  most  credit  worthy  could  get  people  to  take  their 
notes.  The  other  traditional  solution  was  to  have  govern¬ 
mental  bodies,  such  as  municipalities  and  counties,  issue 
notes  in  lieu  of  less  responsible  parties.  Indeed,  many  upstate 
New  York  villages  did  so,  as  did  the  cities  of  Albany,  Troy, 
Jersey  City,  Newark  and  Wilmington,  Delaware.  But  the 
major  cities.  New  York,  Boston,  Philadelphia,  and  Baltimore 
were  all  barred  from  doing  so.  And  as  the  federal  govern¬ 
ment's  initial  response  was  to  monetize  postage  stamps  to 
the  great  inconvenience  of  all  concerned  (as  described  by 
Henry  Drowne,  above),  everyone  had  to  wait  until  the  end 
of  1863  before  the  problem  was  largely  overcome  with 
postage  and  fractional  currency. 

The  immediate  answer  to  the  crisis  presented  by  the 
passage  of  the  legal  tender  legislation  and  its  effect  upon 
trade  in  March  1862  for  the  small  tradesman  came  in  the 
form  of  emergency  money  of  a  very  crude  sort:  that  is,  small 
cardboard  chits,  usually  in  small  amounts  (10  cents  or  less). 
Such  items  could  be  readily  procured  from  any  print  shop, 
and  those  too  poor  to  have  these  made  with  their  names 
printed  on  them  could  always  buy  pre-printed  denomina¬ 
tions  and  write  in  their  own  names  in  their  own  handwriting. 
In  many  cases  where  a  name  and  an  address  were  put  in 
only  in  the  form  of  initials,  the  merchant  was  not  greatly 
concerned.  His  customers  knew  him  and  would  turn  in  his 
chits  for  goods  as  needed.  Consequently,  because  the 
business  directories  of  the  era  are  not  complete,  it  is  now 
often  impossible  to  know  who  issued  many  of  these  items 
or  what  their  businesses  were. 

In  distinction  to  the  notes  issued  by  the  larger  merchants 


(the  railroads,  for  example),  such  cards  are  seldom  numbered 
or  dated.  Where  numbers  do  appear,  they  are  in  the  low 
hundreds.  Many  are  under  100,  as  befit  the  small  issues  in¬ 
volved.  Dates  may  only  be  inferred,  as  in  the  case  of  the 
brewers  who  offer  bock  beer,  which  was  only  available  in 
the  early  spring  of  1862  when  this  problem  arose.  Dates  of 
issue  may  be  pinpointed  by  other  internal  evidence.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  when  the  government  belatedly  responded  to  the 
crisis  by  the  Act  of  July  17,  1862,  it  did  more  than  monetize 
postage  stamps;  the  Act  prohibited  any  person  or  body  cor¬ 
porate  (except  governmental  units)  from  issuing  notes  in 
denominations  of  under  one  dollar.  While  this  part  of  the 
law  remained  a  dead  letter — juries  were  not  friendly  to  it, 
and  one  irate  New  York  judge  declared  that  portion  of  the 
law  unconstitutional — the  issuers  of  small  notes  found  it  pru¬ 
dent  to  be  more  circumspect.  In  Illinois,  for  example,  over 
20  indictments  were  handed  down  enforcing  a  state  law  on 
the  subject,  and  Illinois  fractional  notes  therefore  are  seldom 
seen.  The  issuers  of  these  chits  responded  to  the  Act  by  keep¬ 
ing  dates  off  their  issues,  and  by  denominating  them  as 
"tickets,"  which  just  incidentally  happened  to  be  made  out 
for  drinks,  meals,  or  rides  in  even  cent  amounts.  This  is  neat¬ 
ly  illustrated  by  the  use  of  one-third  foot  passenger  tickets 
which  were  equal  to  a  cent  (a  ride  cost  three  cents). 

By  1863  the  issue  of  federal  fractional  notes  had  pretty 
well  met  the  needs  of  trade,  but  a  new  problem  arose.  An 
unreasoning  panic  set  in  and  people  took  to  hoarding  cent 
pieces.  One  New  York  store  got  so  carried  away,  it  is 
reported,  that  the  storeroom  where  it  kept  its  bags  of  cents 
collapsed  under  their  weight.  As  encased  postage  stamps  and 
privately  issued  tokens  were  beyond  the  needs  and  means 
of  most  people,  there  was  a  rush  to  issue  one  cent  chits.  It 
was  probably  also  in  this  period  that  the  old  practice  of  is¬ 
suing  three  cent,  four  cent,  six  cent,  seven  cent,  eight  cent, 
and  nine  cent  notes  was  revived  for  a  short  period,  so  that 
merchants  could  make  change  when  five  cent  or  ten  cent 
notes  were  tendered  for  a  cent  or  two  cent  purchase.  Hence 
their  exceptional  availability  in  these  unusual 
denominations. 

Shapes  and  colors  varied,  with  rectangular  and  square 
pieces  receiving  preference.  Round  items,  such  as  those  seen 
in  Illinois,  were  unusual  until  the  1880s,  when,  as  David 
Schenckman  has  pointed  out  in  the  TAMS  Journal,  they 
became  much  more  common.  Such  items  were  printed  in 
sheets,  and  no  less  than  four  of  these  exceptionally  rare  items 
are  offered  here  in  this  collection.  The  issuers  often  put  their 
initials  or  full  signatures  on  these  chits,  perhaps  as  a  valida¬ 
tion  device  or  as  a  means  of  heading  off  counterfeiters. 
Where  payable  in  currency  amounts  were  usually  specified 
in  dollar  or  even  dollar  amounts,  depending  upon  whether 
the  merchant  would  be  able  to  get  dollar  or  two  dollar  notes 
from  the  local  banks. 

Prior  to  Proskey's  acquisition  of  the  cardboard  money 
portion  of  this  collection  it  appears  that  many  of  the  chits 
had  been  pasted  into  a  soft  paper  book.  Because  the  glues 
of  the  period  were  very  tenacious,  and  because  some  of  the 
pieces  may  have  been  made  by  pasting  two  sides  together. 
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(:  a  number  of  items  have  backs  covered  with  mounting  rem- 
|t  nants  or  with  the  backs  apparently  missing.  In  this  catalogue 
}=  such  damaged  items  are  generally  designated  by  the  phrase 
"no  back." 

I  Proskey  evidently  picked  up  this  collection  when  he  came 
j  to  New  York  and  it  apparently  stimulated  him  to  collect 
train  tickets  of  his  own  period.  As  New  York  was  his  major 

iarea  of  interest,  the  shortage  of  specimens  from  other  areas 
is  not  to  be  wondered  at.  Where  we  have  been  unable  to 
^  make  a  specific  identification  we  have  attributed  their  issue 
-  to  what  would  now  be  styled  the  greater  New  York 
metropolitan  area.  It  is  reported  that  Proskey  kept  the  col- 
lection  intact,  and  that  after  his  death  in  1929  F.C.C.  Boyd 
I  discovered  it  and  disposed  of  it,  also  intact,  to  a  single  pur- 
|i  chaser.  It  has  fortunately  been  kept  in  the  intervening  years 
as  Boyd  found  it. 

^  We  cannot  recall  a  time  when  so  large  an  offering  of  these 
I:  generally  elusive  items  has  been  made.  Given  the  small 


numbers  issued,  the  number  of  issuers  and  the  amounts 
redeemed,  the  quantities  now  outstanding  cannot  be  very 
large.  Indeed,  many  if  not  most  of  the  items  offered  here 
are  probably  extremely  rare  and  may  even  be  unique.  This 
extraordinary  selection  offers  the  collector  an  excellent  op¬ 
portunity  to  secure  a  large  number  of  samples  of  a  little 
known  and  too  long  neglected  area  of  American 
numismatics. 

We  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Douglas  B.  Ball  for  his  attribu¬ 
tion  and  description  of  the  pieces  that  follow  in  this  collec¬ 
tion.  His  careful  research  through  the  business  directories 
of  the  period  and  other  contemporary  related  material  has 
made  the  identification  of  many  of  the  issuers  of  the  chits 
in  this  series  possible. 

The  physical  conditions  of  the  specimens  in  this  collection  have  been 
described  in  each  individual  lot.  Unless  otherwise  noted  the  reader  may 
assume,  using  the  conventional  grading  system,  that  the  individual  pieces 
in  each  lot  grade  from  Extremely  Fine  to  Uncirculated,  with  the  majority 
being  About  Uncirculated.

Bolen  Medals  and  Tokens 


James  A.  Bolen,  the  well  known  medalist  of  Springfield, 
Massachusetts,  produced  a  wide  array  of  medals  and  tokens, 
mostly  in  very  limited  quantities  in  the  period  from  about 
1860  to  1874.  In  addition,  Bolen  manufactured  struck  copies 
of  six  colonial  coins  which  were  excellent  reproductions  of 
the  colonials.  Bolen  also  manufactured  a  number  of  his  own 
personal  advertising  tokens,  most  of  which  are  listed  in 


Adams  on  U.5.  Store  Cards.  Little  is  published  on  the  life 
of  Bolen,  although  he  was  bom  in  1826  and  apparently  died 
in  1907.  His  obituary  was  published  in  Proceedings  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  for  1907.  It  is  difficult  to 
imagine  that  Bolen's  principal  occupation  was  as  a  medalist, 
as  his  productions  were  too  limited  to  be  profitable.  The 
pieces  themselves  are  well  documented:  Washington  medals 
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in  W.S.  Baker's  Medallic  Portraits  of  Washington,  1885;  co¬ 
lonial  copies  by  Richard  D.  Kenney  in  Struck  Copies  of  Early 
American  Coins,  1952;  all  issues,  though  inaccurately 
;  described,  by  Malcolm  Storer  Numismatics  of 
!  Massachusetts,  1924;  and  in  two  rare  specialized  booklets, 

,  Edward  L.  Johnson,  J.A.  Bolen's  Medals,  Cards,  and  Fac¬ 
similes,  1882,  and  J.A.  Bolen  An  Accurate  and  Descriptive 
Catalogue  of  the  Medals,  written  in  1893  but  published  in 
1905.  On  October  30,  1982  we  were  privileged  to  offer  the 


New  York  Public  Library's  Collection  at  public  auction  sale, 
which  included  the  F.C.C.  Boyd  Collection  of  Bolen  medals 
and  tokens.  We  refer  the  reader  to  Lot  Nos.  2716  through 
2762  in  that  sale,  and  pages  63  and  64  of  the  same  catalogue 
where  we  reprinted  Bolen's  own  book  listing  41  tokens  and 
medals  and  15  mules  of  different  obverse  and  reverse  dies. 
The  present  offering  of  Bolen  medals  and  tokens  includes 
several  unpublished  pieces,  several  in  gold,  and  both  silver 
specimens  of  Bolen  29.

The  F.C.C.  Boyd  Collection 

of 

Anti-Slavery  Tokens  and  Medals 


In  ancient  times  the  fight  against  the  "peculiar  institution" 
was  waged  with  swords  and  spears.  In  modem  times  the 
fight  has  been  carried  on  with  idealism  and  rationalism, 
weapons  from  the  armory  of  18th-century  liberalism.  The 
great  themes  of  the  Enlightenment — liberty,  equality,  the 
rule  of  the  people  under  law — demanded  universal  applica¬ 
tion  since  they  were  seen  as  self-evident.  They  are  themes 
embodied  in  our  Constitution  and  in  Paine's  Declaration  of 
the  Rights  of  Man.  They  became  the  cutting  edge  of  the 
arguments  raised  against  slavery  and  are  to  be  found  on 
tokens  and  medals  struck  to  popularize  the  fight. 

There  is  no  general  catalogue  of  British  and  American 
anti-slavery  tokens  and  medals,  even  though  the  corpus  is 
quite  large,  covering  a  period  from  the  1780s  through  1864. 
Melvin  and  George  Fuld  authored  an  article  in  the 
Numismatist  of  April  1957  entitled  "Anti-Slavery  Tokens," 
but  this  listed  only  those  British  pieces  whose  themes  were 
repeated  on  some  U.S.  Hard  Times  tokens.  The  closest  we 
have  to  a  general  census  of  types  is  the  brief  catalogue  of 
the  Martin  Jacobowitz  collection  done  by  Herbert  Aptheker 


in  the  Negro  History  Bulletin,  Vol.  33,  No.  5  (May  1970), 
but  this  article  lists  only  30  pieces  from  the  Collection  and 
does  not  provide  technical  data  (such  as  size,  weight, 
manufacturer,  etc.)  on  the  pieces  listed.  There  is  a  short  type 
catalogue,  also  by  Fuld,  in  the  TAMS  Journal  of  March- 
April  1962.  Scattered  references  to  anti-slavery  pieces  may 
be  found  in  Brown's  British  Historical  Medals,  for  exam¬ 
ple,  and  other  similar  references. 

The  F.C.C.  Boyd  Collection  is  perhaps  the  most  complete 
to  cross  the  auction  block  in  many  years.  The  pieces  it  con¬ 
tains  include  the  very  rare  Wedgwood  porcelain  medallion 
manufactured  between  1787  and  1791,  medallions  com¬ 
memorating  the  ending  of  the  trade  in  slaves  (1807)  and  the 
suppression  of  slavery  itself  (1834),  and  medallions  calling 
for  a  like  suppression  in  the  United  States.  The  pieces  below 
have  been  catalogued  using  the  Jacobowitz  Collection 
numbers  assigned  by  Aptheker  as  references  where  ap¬ 
propriate;  other  pieces  have  been  catalogued  using  Brown's 
numbering  supplemented  by  Daniel  Fearon's  newly- 
published  British  Commemorative  Medals.  Where  possible 
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we  have  included  notes  on  the  manufacturers  of  these  in¬ 
teresting  items  and  their  connections  to  the  anti-slavery 
movement.  We  expect  that  this  catalogue  will  stand  beside 


the  listing  of  Martin  Jacobowitz's  Collection  as  the  basis  for 
a  future  corpus  of  this  medallic  theme.

THE  ABOLITION  OF  SLAVERY  / crossed  flags  surmounting  a  liber¬ 
ty  pole  upon  which  a  liberty  cap.  AYLESBURY  TOKEN  1796. 
Manufactured  by  the  firm  of  E.  Skidmore  of  London,  from  dies  cut 
by  C.  James,  who  also  worked  for  Thomas  Spence  and  cut  the  dies 
for  the  series  of  kneeling  slave  vignettes  which  appear  on  Spence's 
farthing  series. 


Very  Rare  Wedgwood  Medallion 


1518  The  very  rare  blue  and  white  Wedgwood  porcelain  medallion, 
manufactured  between  1787  and  1791.  J-1.  Strictly  Uncirculated, 
the  piece  however  has  been  skillfully  repaired.  Slightly  out  of  round, 
maximum  diameter  35mm.  In  white  cameo,  a  kneeling  slave, 
chained.  Inscription  around:  AM  I  NOT  A  MAN  AND  A 
BROTHER. /Reverse  blank  except  for  the  impression 
WEEXIWOOD.  Very  rare.  The  motif  on  the  obverse  is  drawn  from 
the  seal  of  the  Committee  of  London  to  Abolish  the  Slave  Trade, 
founded  in  May  1787,  under  the  leadership  of  Thomas  Clarkson, 
and  to  which  Josiah  Wedgwood  (1730-1795)  may  have  been  a 
subscribing  member.  These  pieces  became  extremely  popular  im¬ 
mediately  upon  their  first  appearance,  and  Thomas  Clarkson  himself 
had  500  of  them,  which  he  passed  out  to  his  supporters,  and  remark¬ 
ed  that  "the  taste  for  wearing  them  became  general,  and  thus  fashion, 
which  usually  confines  itself  to  worthless  things,  was  seen  for  once 
in  the  honorable  office  of  promoting  the  cause  of  justice,  humanity 
and  freedom."  The  piece  catalogued  by  Aptheker  apparently  did 
not  bear  the  impressed  name  of  Wedgwood  on  the  reverse,  whereas 
this  piece  plainly  does.  As  Aptheker  mentioned  in  his  article  refer¬ 
red  to  in  the  introduction  above,  Wedgwood  sent  a  shipment  of  these 
medallions  to  Benjamin  Franklin  in  February  1788.  In  May  of  that 
year  Franklin  replied  to  Wedgwood  saying  that  he  was  distributing 
these  medallions  among  his  friends  and  that  he  thought  that  the  ef¬ 
fect  of  these  medallions  upon  the  populace  would  be  to  strengthen 
the  cause  of  anti-slavery.  After  its  initial  appearance  on  these 
Wedgwood  medallions,  the  motif  of  the  kneeling  slave  was  soon 
picked  up  by  manufacturers  of  the  tradesmen’s  tokens  which  were 
passing  at  the  time  in  lieu  of  small  change  in  Great  Britain. 

1519  A  similar,  smaller,  white  ceramic  copy  of  the  former.  27mm.  Ex¬ 
tremely  Fine.  Once  cracked,  subsequently  mounted  upon  a  piece 
of  card  neatly  cut  to  size.  This  medallion,  whose  manufacturer  is 
uncertain  and  which  was  not  in  the  Jacobowitz  Collection,  was 
probably  repaired  during  the  19th  century,  judging  from  the  evidence 
of  the  typeface  appearing  on  the  card  with  which  it  has  been  repaired. 

1520  Undated  penny  token  struck  in  white  metal,  probably  late  18th  cen¬ 
tury  (1795-1797).  D  &  H-235,  bis  1.  J-7.  About  Uncirculated, 
prooflike.  Kneeling  slave  vignette,  drawn  from  the  anti-slavery  com¬ 
mittee's  seal/inscription  in  six  lines:  WHATSOEVER/YE  WOULD 
THAT/MEN  SHOULD  DO/TO  YOU,  DO  YE  EVEN  SO 
TO/THEM.  A  very  rare  piece,  struck  from  dies  which  could  have 


been  used  to  manufacture  penny  tokens,  but  which  in  this  metal 
were  used  to  produce  these  pieces,  presumably  for  publication  as 
medals.  Rare. 

1521  A  second  specimen  of  the  same  type,  with  a  slightly  different  reverse. 
D  &  H-235.  J-7.  Fine. 

1522  A  pair  of  farthing  tokens.  D  &  H-1082.  Uncirculated.  Bust  left  of 
Thomas  Spence.  Inscription  around:  A  STATE  PRISONER  IN 
1794 /Kneeling  slave  motif.  Both  obverse  and  reverse  dies  cut  by 
C.  James.  Plain  edge;  D  &  H-1118.  Extremely  Fine,  struck  slightly 
off  center.  Kneeling  slave  vignette/ inscriptions  around  and  in  three 
lines  in  the  center:  THOMAS  SPENCE/SIR  THOMAS 
MORE/THOMAS  PAINE/ 1795 /ADVOCATES  FOR  THE  RIGHTS 
OF  MAN.  Thomas  Spence,  a  book  seller,  publisher,  and  commis¬ 
sioner  of  medals  and  coins,  underwent  a  state  trial  for  treason  for 
the  contents  of  a  utopian  book  which  he  published  before  1794.  He 
spent  some  time  in  prison.  The  muling  of  dies  evident  on  these  pieces 
clearly  points  out  the  position  of  the  anti-slavery  movement  in  the 
more  general  political  atmosphere  of  the  time,  the  issue  being  one 
of  many  aspects  of  contemporary  liberalism  which  was  pushing  more 
and  more  towards  the  legislative  supremacy  of  Parliament  and  the 
ultimate  diminution  of  royal  power.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

1523  A  second  pair  of  farthing  tokens.  D  &  H-1089.  Fine.  Kneeling  slave 
motif/scene  of  Adam  and  Eve  in  the  Garden.  Inscription  around: 
MAN  OVER  MAN  HE  MADE  NOT  LORD;  D  &  H-1118.  About 
Uncirculated.  Types  as  the  piece  in  the  preceding  lot.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

1524  A  pair  of  half  penny  tokens.  D  &  H-1037.  The  first  About  Uncir¬ 
culated.  Kneeling  slave  motif/ pair  of  clasped  hands.  Inscription 
around:  MAY  SLAVERY  &  OPPRESSION  CEASE  THROUGHOUT 
THE  WORLD.  Dublin  edge;  the  second  Choice  About  Uncirculated. 
Same  types.  Lancaster  edge.  (Total:  2  piecs) 

1525  Half  penny  token.  D  &  H-1037.  Uncirculated.  Dublin  edge.  The 
scarce  variety  with  the  reverse  error  spelling,  one  P  in  the  reverse 
legend. 

1526  A  group  of  half  penny  tokens,  all  D  &  H-1038.  All  with  the  kneel¬ 
ing  slave /clasped  hands  motifs.  The  first,  York  edge.  VF;  the  second. 
VF.  "Not  a  coin"  edge,  reverse  error  spelling,  one  P  in  legend;  the 
third.  Choice  About  Uncirculated,  with  some  mint  red  remaining. 
Engrailed  edge.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

1527  A  group  of  half  penny  tokens.  D  &  H-1038.  Lancaster  edge.  Uncir¬ 
culated;  plain  edge,  correct  reverse  spelling.  Fine;  Dublin  edge.  Good, 
some  pits  visible;  D  &  H-1039.  Dublin  edge.  Fine;  Birmingham  edge. 
Very  Good;  London  edge.  Fine.  (Total:  6  pieces) 
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Scarce  Bilingual  Medal 


1528  Bronze  medal,  35.4mm.  Thick  flan.  1807/1814.  BCM-258.3.  About 
Uncirculated.  Scene  of  an  Englishman  and  an  African  shaking  hands, 
in  the  background  a  scene  composed  of  an  African  village  to  the 
left,  two  farmers  in  the  center,  and  five  figures  dancing  about  a  tree 
to  the  right  plainly  meant  to  symbolize  the  Tree  of  Liberty.  Inscrip¬ 
tion  around  at  the  top  and  below  at  the  bottom;  WE  ARE  ALL 
BRETHREN.  SLAVE  TRADE  ABOLISHED  BY  GREAT  BRITAIN 
1807/Inscrlption  relatir\g  to  the  abolition  of  the  slave  trade,  in 
Arabic.  The  dies  were  cut  by  G.F.  Pidgeon  and  J.  Phillip,  and  the 
medals  were  struck  for  Macauley  and  Bavington,  and  the  piece  was 
originally  intended  as  a  penny  token  for  use  in  Sierra  Leone. 

1529  A  second  specimen  of  this  interesting  bilingual  medal,  struck  on  a 
thinner  bronze  planchet.  Choice  Extremely  Fine.  Some  toning  spots, 
and  two  edge  nicks  visible  on  the  reverse. 


Abolition  of  Slavery  Medal 


1530  Bronze  medal,  1834.  BHM-1665.  42.6mm.  Uncirculated.  Figure  of 
a  slave  standing  upon  a  whip,  holding  his  shackles  which  have  been 
broken.  Around:  THIS  IS  THE  LORD'S  DOING;  IT  IS 
MARVELOUS  IN  OUR  EYES.  Psalm  118  V.  23.  JUBILEE  AUGT. 
1  1834/inscription  in  ten  lines:  IN  COMMEMORATION/OF 
THE/EXnNCnON/OF/COLONIAL  SLAVERY/THROUGHOUT 
THE/BRITISH  DOMINIONS/IN  THE  REIGN  OF/WILLIAM  THE 
rV/AUGT.  1  1834.  A  very  attractive  medal.  The  diecutter's  name 
is  not  recorded  on  this  piece,  the  manufacturer  of  which  was  Joseph 
Davis  who  manufactured  a  number  of  anti-slavery  pieces,  including 
those  for  Thomas  Clarkson,  William  Knibb,  and  the  Jubilee  medal 
for  the  London  Missionary  Society.  The  same  obverse  die  used  on 
this  piece  was  later  muled  with  a  reverse  showing  the  traditional 
kneeling  slave  motif  with  a  legend  calling  for  the  abolition  of  slavery 
in  the  United  States. 

1531  A  similar  piece  to  the  last  but  struck  in  white  metal.  Extremely  Fine, 
holed  at  the  top  for  suspension.  Some  rubbing  evident,  and  a  trace 
of  pest  around  the  rim.  Small  test  cut  on  the  obverse  rim.  Prooflike. 
In  all  respects  the  dies  for  this  piece  are  identical  to  those  used  for 
the  last,  the  only  differences  being,  apparently,  in  the  punctuation 
upon  the  reverse. 


1532  White  metal  medalet,  1834.  31.8mm.  Choice  Extremely  Fine.  Rare. 
Family  of  slaves,  their  shackles  lying  broken  at  their  feet,  praising 
the  Lord.  Above:  GIVE  GLORY  TO  GOD  inscription  in  12  lines: 
JUBILEE/IN/COMMEMORATION/OF  THE/ABOUTION/OF- 
SLAVERY/IN  THE/BRITISH  COLONIES/IN  THE  REIGN 
OF /WILLIAM  rV/AUG.  1.  1834.  Dies  as  BHM-1670,  but  they're 
reversed,  and  the  description  incorrectly  places  the  figures  on  the 
wrong  portions  of  the  obverse  die.  Reverse  slightly  prooflike.  A 
similar  piece,  which  was  holed  however,  appeared  in  the  Jacobowitz 
collection  and  was  there  listed  as  J-13.  The  diecutter,  Thomas  Halli- 
day,  was  located  in  Birmingham  in  the  1830s  and  40s.  As  Forrer 
notes,  one  of  his  apprentices  was  Peter  Wyon,  father  of  William 
Wyon.  Forrer's  description  of  Halliday's  work  and  life  is  a  small, 
warm  gem  and  should  be  read. 


Lovely  Abolition  Medal 


1533  Bronze  medal,  1834.  BHM-1673.  40.5mm.  Uncirculated.  Dies 
probably  cut  by  T.  Halliday,  who  executed  medals  for  the  passage 
of  the  Reform  Bill  in  1832,  from  whence  the  obverse  of  this  medal 
derives  its  prototype.  William  IV  seated  beneath  a  canopy,  attend¬ 
ed  by  Lords  Grey,  Russell,  Brougham,  and  Althorp.  In  the  exergue; 
I  ADVOCATE  THIS  BILL  AS  A  MEASURE  OF  HUMANITY/scene 
of  seven  newly  emancipated  slaves  joyously  dancing  around  a 
palmetto,  which  is  here  equivalent  to  the  Tree  of  Liberty.  In  the 
exergue:  SLAVERY  ABOLISHED  BY  GREAT  BRITAIN  1834.  A 
lovely  light  chocolate  brown  in  color.  A  couple  of  tiny  manufac¬ 
turing  flaws  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  rims.  Slavery  was  official¬ 
ly  abolished  in  the  British  colonies  on  the  1st  of  August,  1834.  Bowing 
to  pressure  from  the  West  Indian  sugar  planters.  Parliament  restricted 
the  emancipation  so  that  it  would  not  alter  the  status  of  the  slaves 
working  the  plantations  in  the  islands  of  Trinidad,  Granada,  and 
St.  Kitts.  At  the  time  it  was  feared  that  the  newly  emancipated  slaves 
on  these  Caribbean  islands  would  rise  in  righteous  vengeance  against 
their  former  masters  causing  a  blood  bath.

1534  Bronze  medal,  1840.  BCM-291.8.  J-14.  51mm.  Uncirculated.  Bust 
of  Thomas  Clarkson  three-quarters  right,  his  name  above/seal  of 
the  British  and  Foreign  Anti-Slavery  Society  (the  kneeling  slave  motif 
adopted  from  the  London  committee  for  the  abolishment  of  the  slave 
trade  seal.  Inscription  around  the  rim:  GENERAL  ANTI-SLAVERY 
CONVENTION  HELD  IN  LONDON  1840.  PRESIDENT  THOMAS 
CLARKSON  AGED  81 .  Thomas  Clarkson  was  the  founding  member 
of  the  London  committee  for  the  abolition  of  the  slave  trade  in  1787. 
His  career  and  the  work  against  first  the  slave  trade  and  later  slavery 
itself  as  an  institution  took  him  to  France  (1789-90)  and  Russia  (1818) 
urging  the  abolition  of  the  slave  traffic  there.  His  activity  in  that 
connection,  from  1794  until  his  death  in  1846  at  the  age  of  87  years, 
has  made  him  one  of  the  outstanding  figures  in  the  history  of  the 
anti-slavery  movement  in  Great  Britain.  These  medals,  struck  for 
the  convention  of  the  British  and  Foreign  Anti-Slavery  Society  held 
in  London  in  1840,  were  manufactured  by  J.  Davis  of  Birmingham 
whose  anti-slavery  medals,  Forrer  relates,  were  among  the  best  of 
the  time.  A  medal  similar  to  this  piece  is  pictured  in  Forrer's  dic¬ 
tionary.  The  diecutter,  Haydon,  is  not  recorded  by  Forrer. 

1535  Smaller,  white  metal  medal,  1840.  Not  recorded  in  the  Jacobowitz 
collection,  nor  in  British  Historical  Medals.  Extremely  Fine,  prooflike. 
Three-quarter  facing  bust  of  Thomas  Clarkson.  Around:  THOS. 
CLARKSON  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  ANTI-SLAVERY  CONVEN¬ 
TION  IN  LONDON  JUNE  12.  1840/kneeling  slave  vignette,  vir¬ 
tually  identical  to  that  appearing  on  the  center  of  the  previous  medal's 
reverse.  Struck  in  43mm.  diameter,  manufactured  by  Davis  of 
Birmingham.

Group  of 
four  allegorical  figures  representing  the  unbaptized  races,  crowned 
angel  ascending  to  heaven  above.  In  the  exergue:  J.  DAVIS 
MEDALLIST  BIRMINGHAM  SANCTIONED  BY  THE  BOARD  OF 
DIRECTORS/inscription  upon  a  cloth  suspended  from  a  trumpet 
identical  to  that  carried  by  the  angel  on  the  obverse:  THE  LON¬ 
DON  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY  FOUNDED  IN  THE  YEAR  1793 
HAS  BEEN  HONORED  BY  GOD  IN  SUCCESSFULLY  DIFFUSING 
THE  GLORIOUS  GOSPEL  IN  POLYNESIA,  INDIA,  CHINA, 
AFRICA  &  THE  WEST  INDIES.

Voice  To  America  Medal

as  such).  43.5mm.  Choice  About  Uncirculated.  Holed  at  the  top  for 
suspension.  Semi-prooflike.  Obverse  type  as  appearing  on  Lot  1530, 
reverse  the  kneeling  slave  vignette.  In  the  reverse  exergue:  A  VOICE 
FROM  GREAT  BRITAIN  TO  AMERICA.  1834.  The  reverse  of  this 
piece  is  from  the  same  die  as  the  obverse  of  medal  C  appearing  on 
plate  VII  in  the  Fulds'  1957  article  on  anti-slavery  tokens.  The 
message  intended  by  this  piece  was  certainly  heard  in  America,  for 
the  kneeling  slave  vignette  which  is  central  to  this  piece  became  in¬ 
corporated  into  the  U.S.  Hard  Times  tokens  catalogued  as  Low-54 
and  54A.  BHM  lists  this  piece  as  rare  in  bronze;  as  an  unlisted  white 
metal  piece  it  must  be  considered  very  rare.

In  this  case  both  the  obverse 
and  reverse  dies  are  identified  as  having  been  manufactured  by  J. 
Davis  of  Birmingham. 

I  1539  U.S.  Anti-Slavery  Society  medal.  White  metal,  1840.  45.6mm.  Fine. 

Figures  of  justice  and  law  standing  in  the  center  of  the  obverse.  Justice 
bears  a  banner  proclaiming  NO  CONCEALMENT,  NO  COM¬ 
PROMISE.  Inscriptions  around:  IMMEDIATE  EMANCIPATION. 
AMERICAN  ANTI-SLAVERY  SOCIETY  INSTITUTED  DEC.  1833. 
THERE  ARE  MORE  THAN  2,500,000  SLAVES  IN  THE  UNITED 
STATES /inscriptions  in  15  lines.  Struck  in  New  York  City  in  1840 
from  dies  manufactured  by  Bridgens,  who  also  executed  a  series  of 
presidential  portrait  medals.  The  American  Anti-Slavery  Society  was 
founded  in  the  same  year  that  the  British  Parliament  abolished 
slavery  throughout  its  colonies.  A  founding  member  of  the  American 
society  was  William  Loyd  Garrison  who  became  president  of  the 
society  in  1843  and  held  that  post  through  the  Civil  War  years.  A 
piece  similar  to  this,  in  the  Jacobowitz  collection,  was  there  listed 
as  J-21. 


)•  1540  Nickel  alloy  medal,  1893.  33mm.  Very  Fine.  The  obverse  shows  the 
full  length  standing  statue  erected  on  July  4th,  1893  at  Newburyport, 
Massachusetts  in  honor  of  William  Loyd  Garrison.  The  reverse  of 
this  medal  is  blank.  Die  struck.  Newburyport  was  William  Loyd 
Garrison's  birthplace.  It  was  also  the  home  for  his  anti-slavery  jour¬ 
nal,  the  Liberator. 


1541  Undated  white  metal  medal,  37.5mm.  Very  Good,  holed  at  upp)er 
center.  Extremely  rare.  Obverse  inscription:  GOD  HATH  MADE 
ALL  MEN  OF  ONE  BLOOD.  ACTS  XVIII  26 /reverse  inscription: 
TO  BERKELEY,  EVERY  VIRTUE  UNDER  HEAVEN  ST.  PAUL'S 
COLLEGE  BERMUDA  INCORPORATED  A.D.  1726.  An  in¬ 
teresting  medal,  probably  of  mid-19th-century  manufacture.  George 
Berkeley  (1685-1753)  was  given  a  charter  by  the  king  in  1725  to  found 
a  college  in  Bermuda,  but  was  unable  to  continue  as  president  due 
to  the  meager  size  of  his  annual  stipend.  This  medal  has  plainly  been 
struck  to  commemorate  the  foundation,  and  may  p>erhaps  be  a 
centennial  piece. 

1542  White  metal  medal,  1838.  J-18.  Extremely  Fine,  prooflike.  Holed 
at  the  top  for  suspension.  Bust  right  of  the  Reverend  William  Knibb. 
Inscription  above:  REVD.  WILLIAM  KNIBB,  JAMAICA. /Represen¬ 
tation  of  the  tablet  erected  by  the  emancipated  slaves  on  the  island 
of  Jamaica  in  memory  of  the  birthday  of  their  freedom.  Inscription 
around:  ETHIOPIA  SHALL  SOON  STRETCH  OUT  HER  HANDS 
UNTO  GOD  68  PSALM  31  V.  Manufactured  by  J.  Davis  of  Birm¬ 
ingham.  The  Reverend  William  Knibb  was  a  Baptist  missionary  ac¬ 
tive  in  Jamaica  in  1837  and  1838. 

1543  Bronze  medal,  1846.  J-27.  Uncirculated.  Some  trivial  surface  marks 
and  a  couple  of  minor  rim  nicks.  Statue  of  Simon  Bolivar.  Inscrip¬ 
tions  around/scene  of  Simon  Bolivar  presenting  the  Declaration  of 
Emancipation  to  the  slaves  of  Bogata.  Dies  by  Charles  Voigt.  Voigt 
worked  in  London  under  Pistrucci  (1825-26)  and  from  1829,  upon 
his  return  to  Munich,  he  was  appointed  Chief  Engraver  to  the 
Bavarian  Mint.

From  the  1920s  onward,  F.C.C.  Boyd  was  one  of  the  most 
prominent  figures  on  the  American  numismatic  scene. 
Although  he  was  a  highly  paid  executive  of  the  Union  News 
Company,  a  concern  which  maintained  restaurants  and 
newsstands  in  railroad  stations  and  other  locations,  he  found 
the  time  to  buy,  sell,  and  trade  coins,  running  numerous 
ads  in  The  Numismatist  and  elsewhere.  At  the  same  time 
he  formed  one  of  the  most  comprehensive  collections  ever 
gathered.  His  regular  United  States  mint  issues  were  auc¬ 
tioned  under  the  name  of  'The  World's  Greatest  Collection" 
in  two  sales  conducted  by  the  Numismatic  Gallery  (Abe 
Kosoff  and  Abner  Kreisberg)  in  1944  and  1945.  Included 
were  the  finest  of  the  fine  and  the  rarest  of  the  rare  in  the 
American  series. 

While  his  "World's  Greatest  Collection"  accomplishment 
alone  would  serve  to  memorialize  him  in  the  annals  of 
numismatics,  more  important  were  his  collections  of  tokens, 
medals,  and  what,  in  a  later  era,  would  become  known  as 
"exonumia."  His  holdings  in  many  of  these  areas  can  be 
termed  definitive,  not  only  from  the  viewpoint  of  scope  but 
also  condition.  Boyd  had  access,  often  first  choice,  of 
properties  from  the  Brand  estate,  the  Chapman  brothers. 
Elder,  and  others.  Boyd  paid  well  and  thus  acquired  coins 
which  his  collecting  competitors  still  had  on  their  want  lists. 

The  pieces  offered  here  have  not  seen  the  light  of  day  for 
many  decades.  Their  condition  for  the  most  part  is  unsur¬ 
passed.  And,  the  selection  offered  will  probably  never  be 
equaled  in  another  auction  catalogue. 

A  brief  commentary  concerning  the  history  of  United 
States  Assay  Commission  medals  is  of  interest.  This  specialty 
forms  one  of  the  most  interesting  areas  of  American 
numismatics.  The  first  such  pieces  were  issued  in  1860,  thus 
establishing  a  tradition  which  was  to  last  for  well  over  a 
century,  until  President  Jimmy  Carter  abolished  the  ritual 
in  an  economy  move  (viewed  as  extremely  short-sighted  by 
numismatists)  in  1977. 

During  the  1860-1977  years,  production  of  Assay  Com¬ 
mission  medals  was  continuous,  except  for  a  gap  from  1862 
through  1866.  During  the  19th  century  it  was  customary  to 
produce  impressions  in  various  metals,  and  for  numerous 
years  examples  were  made  in  copper  (usually  with  a  sur¬ 
face  bronzed  prior  to  striking),  aluminum,  and  silver.  With 
the  solitary  exception  of  1977,  the  last  year  of  issue,  medals 
were  not  offered  to  the  general  public  but  were  reserved  for 


presentation  to  important  government  officials  and  those 
connected  with  the  Assay  Commission  itself,  although  a  few  ‘ 
stray  examples  found  their  way  into  the  cabinets  of 
privileged  numismatists. 

The  Assay  Commission  ritual  had  its  foundation  in  a 
British  tradition,  the  Trial  of  the  Pyx,  instituted  formally 
in  England  by  King  Edward  I  in  1279.  Basically,  such  a  pro¬ 
cedure  was  intended  to  review  coinage  produced  during  the 
previous  year,  during  the  span  since  the  last  assay,  or  for 
some  other  specified  interval.  It  was  a  check  and  balance 
system  to  be  sure  that  the  specimens  produced  were  of  cor¬ 
rect  weight  and  fineness.  ] 

The  present-day  collector  is  referred  to  several  sources  for 
information  concerning  these  fascinating  pieces.  The  most 
comprehensive  listing  of  the  medals  themselves  is  found  in  j 
Medals  of  the  United  States  Mint,  The  First  Century  I 
1792-1892,  by  Robert  W.  Julian,  although  the  scope  of  the  ! 
book  is  such  that  medals  after  1892  are  not  included.  The 
second  reference  is  The  Assay  Medals  by  Francis  Pessolano- 
Filos,  which  is  most  valuable  for  its  listing  of  individuals 
who  participated  in  the  various  Assay  Commission 
ceremonies,  although  numismatic  data  can  be  found  as  well. 
Information  in  these  references  conflicts  in  some  instances. 
For  example,  Pessolano-Filos  notes  that  the  first  Assay  Com¬ 
mission  met  in  1793,  whereas  Julian  notes:  "Although  the 
regular  coinage  of  silver  began  in  1794  and  gold  in  1795, 
the  first  meeting  of  the  Assay  Commission  was  not  held  until 
March  1797."  The  Julian  text  notes  that  the  Assay  Commis¬ 
sion  failed  to  meet  only  once  after  it  was  originally  establish¬ 
ed,  that  time  being  1817,  because  no  coinage  of  precious 
metals  was  accomplished  since  the  preceding  meeting  of  the 
group. 

The  interested  reader  is  also  referred  to  several  numismatic 
catalogues  of  importance,  including  the  1952  American 
Numismatic  Association  Sale  (by  New  Netherlands  Coin 
Company),  our  own  fixed  price  offering  of  December  1969, 
the  Lester  Merkin  Sale  of  September  25-26,  1970,  our  Gar¬ 
rett  Collection  sale.  Part  IV,  March  25-26,  1981,  and  our 
Virgil  M.  Brand  Collection,  Part  II,  June  18-19,  1984. 

In  the  early  days  the  Assay  Commission  consisted  of  high 
government  officials.  In  1837  the  rules  were  changed  to  in¬ 
clude  appointed  members  from  the  general  populace  in  ad¬ 
dition  to  those  connected  with  the  government.  In  relative¬ 
ly  recent  times  the  number  of  numismatic  personalities  par¬ 
ticipated  in  the  ceremony. 

It  was  not  until  1860  that  it  was  decided  to  honor  the 
Assay  Commission  members  with  a  medal  given  as  a 
memento  of  their  service.  Julian  suggests  that  Director  of 
the  Mint  James  Ross  Snowden  also  was  interested  in  enlarg- 
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;  ing  the  Medal  Department  of  the  Mint  at  the  same  time. 

<  Snowden  believed  that  the  important  government  officials 
I  appointed  by  that  group  would  recognize  the  importance 
of  the  Medal  Department  if  they  had  a  souvenir  from  it. 
j  During  this  era  the  Washington  Cabinet,  consisting  primari¬ 
ly  of  medals  depicting  the  first  president,  was  the  main  at- 
I:  traction  in  the  Mint  Collection  exhibited  at  Philadelphia, 
j  Numismatic  historians  among  our  present  readers  will  know 
,  that  numismatic  literature  contains  many  references  to  the 
i  mint  swapping  regular  United  States  denominations,  in- 
1,  eluding  rarities  and  restrikes,  to  acquire  prize  items  for  the 
l:  Mint  Collection.  In  1860  more  attention  was  paid  to  medallic 
\i  designs — considered  to  be  works  of  art — than  to  circulating 
|!  coins.  It  was  thus  perhaps  natural  that  the  Assay  Commis- 
ic  sion  would  furnish  the  reason  for  the  introduction  for  a  new 

I  series  of  medals  to  be  admired  and  appreciated. 

The  first  medal  in  the  Assay  Commission  series,  that  pro- 
t  duced  in  1860,  was  the  work  of  engraver  James  Barton 
[(  Longacre,  who  simply  borrowed  the  portrait  of  a  design  he 
had  earlier  used  (in  1859)  for  pattern  half  dollars.  Apparent- 
ly,  Longacre  was  not  particularly  energetic,  for  there  are 

II  numerous  instances  of  his  copying  or  re-using  earlier  designs 
4  during  tenure  as  chief  engraver  as  the  Mint  (which  began 

in  1844  and  extended  to  his  death  in  1869).  For  example, 
[1  when  Longacre  "designed"  the  1856  Flying  Eagle  cent  (pro- 
1  duced  in  pattern  form  in  1856  then  for  circulation  in 
}  1857-1858),  he  used  as  the  obverse  design  the  flying  eagle 
1  which  his  predecessor,  Christian  Gobrecht,  had  used  for  the 
r  reverse  of  his  illustrious  pattern  silver  dollar  of  1836,  while 


the  reverse  was  simply  copied  from  Longacre's  wreath 
employed  earlier  on  the  $3  and  Type  II  gold  $1  of  1854. 
Longacre  was  called  "incompetent"  by  his  superiors,  and 
many  wrangles  ensued  within  the  walls  of  the  Mint  during 
his  tenure,  some  of  which  are  delineated  in  Don  Taxay's 
United  States  Mint  and  Coinage  book. 

Longacre's  1860  design,  with  the  head  of  Miss  Liberty  fac¬ 
ing  right  was  used  the  following  year,  1861,  simply  by 
changing  the  date.  After  1861  no  Assay  Commission  medals 
were  produced  until  1867.  The  exigencies  of  the  Civil  War 
probably  precluded  such  "frivolities."  To  complete  the 
record,  for  it  is  not  related  to  the  F.C.C.  Boyd  Collection 
offering  (which  is  composed  primarily  of  the  earlier  years), 
we  note  that  there  were  two  years  in  which  quasi-Assay 
Commission  medals  were  made,  1936  (when  a  muling  of  two 
other  "stock"  medals  was  created,  distinguished  as  an  Assay 
Commission  medal  only  by  the  inscription  on  the  edge)  and 
1954  (where  a  stock  Lincoln  presidential  medal  was  used  and 
was  distinguished  by  having  the  Assay  Commission 
member's  name  engraved  on  the  edge). 

Over  the  years,  particularly  during  the  1870s,  a  number 
of  "fancy  pieces"  were  produced,  probably  for  private 
distribution  to  numismatists  in  keeping  with  Mint  ethics  of 
the  period.  Records  on  the  subject  tend  to  be  confusing. 
Robert  W.  Julian  notes  concerning  a  variety  of  1871  Assay 
Commission  medal  struck  in  silver  that  the  engraver's  order¬ 
ing  book  shows  that  25  were  struck,  but  that  another  record 
shows  that  $28.11  worth  of  silver  has  been  used  (which 
works  out  to  43  medals),  while  still  another  record  shows 
the  purchase  of  24  presentation  cases  to  house  the  medals. 


1596  I860  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  sur¬ 

face.  304.6  grains.  33mm.  Julian  AC-1,  Pessolano-Filos  FMA-900. 
Choice  Proof,  virtually  as  made.  Pristine. 

Designed  by  James  B.  Longacre  (Pessolano-Filos  attributes  the 
obverse  to  Anthony  C.  Paquet,  an  obvious  error  for  the  initial  L 
appears  on  the  scroll  below  Miss  Liberty's  neck),  the  obverse  features 
the  same  motif  as  used  on  various  Longacre  pattern  half  dollars  of 
the  preceding  year,  1859.  The  reverse  consists  of  a  wreath  enclos¬ 
ing  a  three-line  inscription.  The  reverse  wreath,  of  laurel  leaves,  is 
virtually  identical  to,  but  larger  than  that  used  for  certain  pattern 
cents  of  1858,  Judd-208,  for  example. 

Among  the  members  of  the  Assay  Commission  was  Asa  Packer, 
a  Pennsylvania  congressman  who  built  a  grand  mansion  in  Mauch 
Chunk,  Pennsylvania,  and  who  was  heavily  involved  in  coal  and 
railroads.  The  Commission  met  on  Monday,  February  13,  1860.

Choice  Proof,  virtual¬ 
ly  as  issued.  A  supjerb  example. 

This  issue  is  a  repetition  of  the  1860  medal,  differing  only  in  the 
date.  Julian  notes  that  this  may  have  been  the  last  new  medal  ordered 
by  Director  Snowden  before  his  term  of  office  ended  in  May  1861. 
'The  enormous  demand  for  coinage  in  late  1860  and  early  1861  may 
have  kept  the  engraving  staff  so  busy  that  there  was  not  time  to 
consider  alternate  designs,"  the  same  scholar  notes.  The  meeting 
of  the  Assay  Commission  was  held  on  Monday,  February  11,  1861. 

Note:  After  1861  there  was  a  hiatus,  and  no  further  Assay  Com¬ 
mission  medals  were  produced  until  1867,  to  which  refer  (see  the 
next  lot). 
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1598  1867  Assay  Commission  medal.  Silver.  231.9  grains.  33mm.  AC-3, 
FMA-902  (curiously,  Francis  Pessolano-Filos  now  attributes  the 
obverse  of  this  issue  to  the  correct  engraver,  James  B.  Longacre, 
although  the  same  obverse  used  in  1860  and  1861  was  attributed 
to  Paquet).  Choice  Proof.  Mottled  medium  gray  toning  with  hints 
of  gunmetal  blue  and  subliminal  gold. 

Julian  notes  that  12  silver  specimens  may  have  been  produced, 
a  figure  which  the  present  writer  does  not  dispute,  for  specimens 
currently  in  existence  are  few  and  far  between.  Julian  notes  that  "The 
resumption  of  Assay  medals  in  1867  was  probably  due  to  the  sug¬ 
gestion  of  Chief  Engraver  James  B.  Longacre  to  Director  William 
Millward;  the  latter  had  replaced  James  Pollock  the  preceding  fall 
would  possibly  have  been  receptive  to  the  idea." 

The  designs  used  were  simply  a  recitation  of  the  1860-1861  motif 
except  for  the  date. 

Among  the  members  of  the  Assay  Commission,  which  met  on 
February  11,  1867,  was  William  Sumner  Appleton,  a  prominent 
early-day  numismatist.

Choice 
Proof.  Virtual  perfection.  Brilliant  surfaces  just  beginning  to  slightly 
tone.  Certainly  no  finer  example  of  this  early  issue  could  exist. 

1600  1867  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  surface  bronzed 
before  striking.  331.0  grains.  33mm.  AC-3,  FMA-902.  Choice  Pro¬ 
of.  Virtually  as  nice  as  the  day  it  was  struck. 


1601  1868  Assay  Commission  medal.  Aluminum.  89.8  grains.  33mm. 
AC-4,  FMA-903.  Impaired  Proof,  with  signs  of  handling  and  with 
several  tiny  pinprick  indentations.  Probably  a  medal  that  was  car¬ 
ried  as  a  pocket  piece  or  souvenir. 

The  obverse,  the  work  of  William  Barber  (whose  initials  appear 
at  the  lower  right  of  the  motif),  features  Columbia  standing,  put¬ 
ting  a  torch  to  the  implements  of  war  to  her  left,  while  at  her  right 
is  a  cornucopia  signifying  peacetime  plenty.  Inscriptions  surround. 
The  reverse  is  an  ornate  wreath  of  distinctive  design  which  Julian 
attributes  to  Barber  and  which  Pessolano-Filos  attributes  to  Longacre. 

The  Assay  Commission  met  on  Monday,  February  10,  1868.

Virtually  as  issued.  Rich,  mahogany  coloration.

AC-5,  unlisted  by  Pessolano-Filos.  Choice  Proof.  Bright  surfaces. 
Virtually  as  issued. 

The  design,  without  stars  in  the  obverse  field  (to  differentiate  it 
from  the  following  variety  offered),  portrays  on  the  obverse  the 
figure  of  Columbia  dressed  in  a  flowing  gown,  her  left  hand  on  a 
shield,  with  a  liberty  cap  and  pole  behind.  The  reverse  displays  a 
wreath  of  oak  and  laurel  leaves  with  the  inscription  LET  US  HAVE 
PEACE  above,  enclosing  a  three-line  inscription.  The  issue  is  at¬ 
tributed  to  William  Barber. 

Julian  notes  that  Mint  records  indicate  21  silver  medals  were  struck 
in  February  1869,  19  more  silver  medals  in  April,  and  10  aluminum 
pieces  in  March.  Presumably,  the  piece  offered  here  is  one  of  the 
10  produced  in  March  1869.  A  classic  rarity,  no  examples  have  ap¬ 
peared  on  the  market  in  recent  times. 

It  is  presumed  that  this  variety  (without  obverse  stars)  is  that  ac¬ 
tually  distributed  to  Assay  Commission  members,  although  as  the 
Commission  met  on  February  8,  1869,  the  members  would  have 
received  silver  rather  than  aluminum  examples.

AC-6,  FMA-904.  Choice  Proof,  Attractive  iridescent  toning.  A 
superb  example. 

It  is  presumed  that  the  variety  with  stars  was  struck  after  the  Assay 
Commission  met  and  was  probably  issued  to  provide  a  delicacy  for 
Mint  officials  and  numismatists.  This  obverse  and  reverse  dies  are 
different  from  the  preceding.  The  obverse  was  not  made  by  adding 
stars  to  the  earlier  described  (Lot  1603)  die  but,  rather,  by  creating 
an  entirely  new  die,  using  the  same  design  hub.  In  the  second  ap¬ 
pearance,  the  base  of  the  seated  figure  of  Columbia  is  considerably 
closer  to  the  rim,  especially  at  the  right  side.  A  prominent  diebreak 
extends  from  the  bottom  of  the  fifth  star  to  the  rim,  a  feature  seen 
on  other  examples  (Julian  and  Pessolano-Filos  plate  coins  have  this). 

The  reverse,  curiously,  is  also  from  a  different  die.  As  a  ready 
point  of  reference  it  is  noted  that  the  left  base  of  the  first  A  in  ASSAY 
in  the  inscription  on  the  aluminum  piece  (Lot  1603)  is  significantly 
below  the  top  of  the  adjacent  oak  leaf,  while  on  the  silver  piece  (this 
lot)  the  letter  is  nearly  even  with  the  top  of  the  adjacent  leaf.  The 
inscription  LET  US  HAVE  PEACE,  punched  in  by  hand  on  both 
dies,  differs  in  spacing,  and  on  the  silver  example  the  L  extends  slight¬ 
ly  into  the  field  and  off  the  ribbon,  whereas  on  the  aluminum  ex¬ 
ample  it  is  completely  on  the  ribbon.  Other  minor  differences  can 
be  noted  under  magnification. 

The  Pessolano-Filos  reference.  The  Assay  Medals,  notes  that  five 
dies  were  prepared  for  various  1869  Assay  Commission  medals. 
Possibly  other  die  combinations  exist.

AC-8,  FMA-905  (but  apparently  with  the  obverse  plate  in  the  book 
transposed  with  the  1872  obverse).  Choice  Proof.  Brilliant  surfaces. 
Virtually  as  issued.  Superbl 

The  obverse  of  this  ornate  design  depicts  Columbia  standing  to 
the  viewer's  right,  holding  balance  scales  aloft  in  her  left  hand  and 
a  snake  "hoop"  in  her  right.  A  lion,  cornucopia  (overflowing  with 
coins),  safe,  and  acid  retort  (for  assaying)  are  shown.  An  assay  fur¬ 
nace  is  to  the  left.  Below  the  baseline  and  to  the  left  are  the  initials 
W.B.F.,  for  William  Barber  Fecit  ("made  it").  (On  the  later  1872 
version,  the  "S"  initial  is  relocated  to  the  right  side.)  The  inscrip- 
^  tion  J  POLLOCK  DIRECTOR  is  curved  along  the  bottom  border. 

The  reverse  consists  of  a  wreath  of  laurel  and  oak  leaves  enclos¬ 
ing  a  three-line  inscription.  The  present  piece,  as  are  the  others  here 
offered,  is  struck  from  a  later  state  of  the  dies  and  shows  a  raised 
break  at  the  upper  right  of  the  8  in  1870  and  a  hairline  diebreak 
extending  from  the  diagonal  of  the  first  N  in  ANNUAL  through  the 
right  of  the  first  S  in  ASSAY,  through  8,  to  an  oak  leaf.

19,  1870.  According  to  Robert  Julian,  no  other  records  concerning 
the  production  of  1870  Assay  Commission  medals  can  be  traced. 

;  The  Commission  met  earlier  than  the  "silver"  striking  date;  it  con¬ 

vened  on  Monday,  February  14th.  Another  prime  rarity  (although 
I  the  term  "rarity"  is  superfluous  in  the  present  listing;  all  are  rarities, 

;  it  is  just  that  some  are  rarer  than  others). 

'  Note:  This  is  struck  from  the  reverse  die  showing  the  defect  at 

the  number  8  as  preceding. 

j  1607  1870  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  brilliant  surfaces. 

'  331.9  grains.  33mm.  AC-8,  FMA-905.  Choice  Proof.  Virtually  as 

issued. 

With  the  same  reverse  diebreak  as  described  in  detail  under  Lot 
1605,  but  in  the  present  instance  ever  so  slightly  advanced  as  to  ex¬ 
tend  above  and  to  the  left  of  the  diagonal  in  the  second  A  of 
ANNUAL.

Apparently  with  the  light  diebreak  as  earlier  described,  but  the 
matte  characteristics  of  the  bronze  surface  render  the  details  less 
obvious. 


AC-9, 
unlisted  in  Pessolano-Filos.  Choice  Proof.  Gorgeous  iridescent  ton¬ 
ing.  Virtual  perfection. 

For  the  specialist,  a  general  description  of  Julian  AC -9  and  AC-10 
(examples  of  both  are  offered  in  the  present  sale)  is  given  herewith. 

Both  have  the  general  obverse  motif  of  Archimedes  standing  in 
an  archway.  A  tub,  symbolizing  the  discovery  of  the  test  for  specific 
gravity,  is  to  the  left,  with  water  spouting  from  a  lion's  head.  To 
the  right  is  a  stool.  On  AC-9  (but  not  AC-10)  the  director's  name 
appears  in  two  lines:  J.  POLLOCK/DIRECTOR.  There  are  numerous 
other  differences.  On  AC-9  the  archway  shows  part  of  the  inner 
wall  to  the  right,  whereas  the  archway  lacks  this  feature  on  AC-10, 
but  on  AC-10  (only)  there  are  some  "clouds"  scattered  along  the 
top  of  the  inside  of  the  arch.  Examination  under  magnification  reveals 
some  other  slight  differences  as  well. 

The  reverse  of  each  is  similar  and  depicts  a  heavy  ornate  wreath 
enclosing  a  three-line  description. 

The  number  of  pieces  struck  of  AC-9  and  AC-10  will  probably 
never  be  differentiated,  although  Robert  Julian's  research  indicates 
that  either  25  or  43  (depending  upon  the  record  consulted)  were 
made. 

Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 
striking.  319.9  grains.  33mm.  AC-9,  unlisted  by  Pessolano-Filos. 
Choice  Proof.  A  few  stray  marks  on  the  reverse  are  hardly 
noticeable;  otherwise  virtually  as  issued.  A  superb  specimen. 


1611  1871  Assay  Commission  medal.  Silver.  347.0  grains.  33mm.  AC-10, 
FMA-906. Choice  Proof.  Condition  virtually  as  issued  save  for  a  light 
iridescent  toning  of  beautiful  quality.  A  superb  specimen,  as  are  near¬ 
ly  all  of  the  others  offered  here.  The  term  "Gem  Proof"  could  equally 
apply  to  examples  called  "Choice"  in  the  present  listing. 

The  design  is  similar  to  the  preceding  except  for  the  omission  of 
the  director's  name  and  certain  details,  especially  within  the  arch 
(refer  to  the  discussion  under  Lot  1609).

Proof,  toned  a  deep 
copper  color.  A  few  stray  surface  marks  are  noted,  including  a  tiny 
indentation  to  the  upper  left  of  the  first  digit  in  the  date,  which  serves 
to  hallmark  the  piece.  All  in  all  a  pleasing  example.  No  recent  sale 
records  can  be  traced  of  a  copper  issue  wnth  this  non-bronzed  surface. 

1613  1871  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 
striking.  319.7  grains.  33mm.  AC-10,  FMA-906.  Choice  Proof.  Vir¬ 
tually  as  issued.  A  pristine  example. 
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1614  1873  Assay  Commission  medal.  Aluminum.  73.1  grains.  33mm. 
AC-12,  FMA-908.  Choice  Proof.  Virtually  as  issued.  Bright  surfaces. 

The  obverse  of  this  issue  is  from  the  same  die  employed  in  1871, 
with  J.  POLLOCK/DIRECTOR  in  two  lines  near  the  bottom  of  the 
obverse.  The  motif  is  the  portrait  of  Archimedes  standing  in  an  ar¬ 
chway.  The  reverse  is  new  and  shows  a  draped  funeral  catafalque 
inscribed  ECKFELDT,  within  a  finely  detailed  wreath,  with  a  three- 
line  inscription  below,  interestingly  with  periods  after  the  last  two 
lines  of  the  lower  inscription. 

The  reference  is  to  Jacob  Eckfeldt,  assayer  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint, 
whose  death  occurred  on  August  9,  1872,  in  his  41st  year  of  ser¬ 
vice.  Julian  notes:  "Due  to  his  long  tenure,  a  wide  circle  of  friends, 
and  as  he  was  of  a  family  long  connected  with  the  Mint,  it  is  pro¬ 
bable  that  upwards  of  50  (or  even  more)  medals  in  the  various  metals 
were  struck  for  varying  distribution  beyond  the  regular  assay  com¬ 
missioners.  At  least  two  medals  were  sent  to  commissioners  unable 
to  attend  the  meeting  due  to  illness.  One  of  these  two.  Professor 
John  Torrey,  was  himself  to  die  shortly  and  then  be  honored  on 
the  assay  medal  of  1874." 

1615  1873  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 
striking.  260.4  grains  (thin  planchet).  33mm.  AC-12,  FMA-908. 
Choice  Proof,  virtually  as  issued. 

1616  1873  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronzed,  lightly  bronzed 
before  striking.  307.4  grains  (thick  planchet).  33mm.  AC-12, 
FMA-908.  Choice  Proof.  Virtually  as  issued.  Bronzed  surfaces  with 
light  gunmetalblue  iridescence.  The  reverse  shows  a  few  trivial  ton¬ 
ing  flecks. 


1617  1874  Assay  Commission  medal.  Silver.  260.5  grains.  33mm.  AC-13, 
FMA-909.  Choice  Proof  with  attractive  gray,  gold,  and  iridescent 
toning. 

The  obverse  of  this  issue  pictures  Archimedes  standing  in  a  door¬ 
way  and  has  the  same  basic  motif  used  on  the  issues  of  1871  and 
1873.  No  director's  name  appears  below.  The  die  differs,  however, 
from  the  related  issue  of  1871  (AC-10),  in  that  the  1874  die  without 
the  director's  name  shows  Archimedes  standing  in  an  archway 
without  clouds,  and  with  shading  or  depth  to  the  right;  obviously, 
a  new  die  was  created  in  1874.  There  are  other  differences  in  design 
details,  minor  in  nature,  visible  under  magnification,  including  an 
unfinished  portion  to  the  right  side  of  the  pedestal  supporting  the 
bust  of  the  helmeted  figure  to  the  right. 

The  reverse  is  new  and  is  somewhat  similar  in  format  to  that  used 
for  1863,  except  that  the  catafalque  is  inscribed  in  two  lines:  J.  TOR- 
REY,/OB.  MAR.  10,-73. 

Professor  Torrey,  a  well-known  chemist,  had  been  appointed  to 
numerous  earlier  Assay  Commissions,  including  1861,  1862,  1863, 
1864,  1865,  1866,  1867,  1869,  1870,  1871,  1872,  and  1873.  A  fatal 
illness  prevented  him  from  attending  the  1873  session  in  person. 


1618  1874  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 

striking.  240.2  grains.  33mm.  AC-13,  FMA-909.  Choice  Proof.  Vir¬ 
tually  as  issued,  save  for  a  few  marks  around  the  word  ASSAY  on 
the  reverse.  Like  the  preceding  1874  issue,  this  is  a  major  rarity  not 
a  part  of  our  Garrett  or  Brand  offerings. 


1619  1875  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 

striking.  325.6  grains.  33mm.  AC-14,  FMA-910.  Choice  Proof,  vir¬ 
tually  as  issued;  tiny  toning  fleck  on  the  reverse. 

The  obverse  die  is  identical  to  that  used  to  strike  the  1874  issue 
and  depicts  Archimedes  standing  in  a  doorway  without  clouds  and 
with  shading  to  the  right;  the  right  side  of  the  pedestal  supporting 
the  helmeted  bust  is  unfinished.  The  reverse  is  new  and  consists  of 
a  three-line  inscription  within  a  wreath,  with  a  flower  and  leaf  or¬ 
nament  above.  Curiously,  the  middle  letter  of  the  center  word, 
ASSAY,  is  erroneously  tilted  to  the  left.  William  Barber  prepared 
the  dies,  as  he  did  for  the  other  issues  of  this  era. 


1620  1876  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  lightly  bronzed 
before  striking.  339.9  grains.  33mm.  AC -15,  FMA-911.  Choice  Proof 
with  rich  mahogany  surfaces. 

The  obverse  features  the  portrait  of  Washington,  after  Houdon, 
in  a  field  plain  except  for  the  engraver's  surname,  BARBER,  below 
the  truncation. 

The  reverse  is  of  a  distinctive  design  commemorating,  as  inscrib¬ 
ed  YEAR  ONE  HUNDRED  OF  AMERICAN  INDEPENDENCE. 
Julian  notes  that  this  design,  with  slightly  different  lettering,  was 
intended  for  the  reverse  of  the  trade  dollar,  but  the  idea  never  came 
to  pass. 

The  1876  Assay  Commission  medal,  with  its  connection  to 
Washington  and  its  observance  of  the  centennial  celebration,  has 
always  been  regarded  as  a  classic  in  the  series.  Significantly,  the 
Garrett  collection  lacked  a  specimen  of  AC-15. 


1621  1877  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 

striking.  312.7  grains.  33mm.  AC-16,  FMA-912.  Choice  Proof,  vir¬ 
tually  as  issued. 

The  obverse  die  is  from  the  same  die,  now  retouched  to  correct 
the  pedestal  defect,  used  to  strike  the  1874  Assay  Commission  medal; 
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general  variety  with  Archimedes  standing  in  doorway,  without 
clouds  in  arch  and  with  shading  to  the  arch,  no  director's  name 
below. 

The  reverse  is  distinctive  and  is  similar  to  that  used  in  1872  (an 
example  of  which  is  not  offered  in  this  sale);  an  ornate  wreath  enclos¬ 
ing  a  three-line  inscription.  The  die  work  for  the  center  inscription 
is  careless,  and  the  word  ASSAY  slants  down  to  the  right. 


1622  1877  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 

striking  (but  of  a  light  color,  unlike  the  mahogany  surface  usually 
seen).  301.5  grains.  33mm.  AC-17,  FMA-914  (as  a  "pattern").  Choice 
Proof,  with  a  few  trivial  marks,  including  a  nick  on  the  cheek  and 
another  on  the  reverse  at  lower  left.  Light  yellowish  brown  surfaces, 
possible  from  having  been  lightly  silvered  at  or  near  the  time  of  issue 
(but  this  is  not  conclusive).  Very  attractive  overall. 

The  obverse  is  the  Washington  portrait  signed  by  Barber,  as  used 
for  the  1876  centennial  issue.  The  reverse  is  identical  to  the  preceding 
(Lot  1621). 

Here  is  one  of  the  prime  rarities  in  the  entire  Assay  Commission 
medal  series  and,  indeed,  in  the  present  catalogue.  No  example  was 
offered  in  either  the  Garrett  or  Brand  sales.  Robert  Julian,  never 
saw  a  piece  and,  apparently,  could  not  locate  reliable  information 
concerning  it,  for  he  noted:  "None  of  these  medals  has  been  seen 
by  the  author,  so  the  reverse  inscription  may  be  incorrect."  Actually, 
it  turns  out  that  Julian's  conjectural  description  equated  to  the  truth. 

Julian  suggests  that  "it  may  well  have  been  produced  15  or  20 
years  later  after  the  stated  date,  as  [W.S.]  Baker  did  not  mention 
it  in  his  work  on  Washington  medals  published  in  1885."  The  present 
writer  has  no  specific  knowledge  of  when  it  was  issued,  but  notes 
that  it  may  have  been  unlisted  in  Baker  simply  due  to  its  great  rari¬ 
ty;  a  number  of  other  rarities  in  series  other  than  Assay  Commis¬ 
sion  medals  are  likewise  unlisted  in  the  original  Baker  text. 

Here  is  a  piece  that  has  "everything  going  for  it."  The  Washington 
portrait,  the  appeal  of  the  1877  year  (popular  with  numismatists), 
and  great  rarity  combine  to  make  this  a  landmark. 


1623  1878  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze.  280.5  grains. 

33mm.  AC-18,  FMA-916.  Choice  Proof.  Brilliant  surfaces  now  faded 
to  a  delightful  orange-brown  hue. 

The  obverse  is  the  Washington  portrait  die  prepared  and  signed 
by  Barber  for  original  use  on  the  1876  centennial  year  Assay  Com¬ 
mission  medal.  The  reverse  is  distinctive  and  has  a  three-line  in¬ 
scription  within  an  open  laurel  wreath  large  at  the  bottom  and 
becoming  smaller  at  the  top. 


1624  1879  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  lightly  bronzed 

before  striking.  548.8  grains.  38mm.  AC -19,  FMA-917.  Choice 
Proof,  virtually  as  issued.  Light  brown  surfaces. 

The  size,  weight,  and  general  format  of  this  piece  departs  abruptly 
from  that  used  in  preceding  years.  The  relief  is  especially  medallic, 
almost  sculptured,  with  the  obverse  and  reverse  motifs  set  off  in 
a  framed  inner  circle. 

The  obverse,  signed  by  Barber,  depicts  the  bust  of  H.R.  Linder- 
man  and  gives  his  life  dates  (1825-1879).  Julian  notes  that:  'The 
obverse  portrait  is  reduced  from  the  Linderman  director's  medal, 
while  the  reverse  is  an  original  work  of  art.  The  decision  to  put  the 
late  director's  portrait  on  the  obverse  must  have  been  a  hasty  one, 
since  Linderman  died  on  January  27,  only  a  short  time  before  the 
annual  meeting  [held  on  February  12]." 

Henry  Richard  Linderman,  Director  of  the  Mint,  served  from  April 
1867  to  May  1859  and  again  from  April  1873  to  December  1878. 
He  was  a  numismatist  of  sorts,  and  apparently  was  directly 
responsible  for  numerous  restrikes  and  "special  pieces."  An  auction 
catalogue  featuring  items  from  his  "collection"  contained  embar¬ 
rassing  pieces. 

The  reverse  relates  to  another  individual,  Joseph  Henry,  and 
depicts  a  goddess  touching  a  funeral  urn  on  a  catafalque  inscribed 
H^RY  and  giving  his  life  dates  1799,  1879  (although  Henry,  who 
was  the  first  secretary  and  director  of  the  Smithsonian  Institution 
and  an  accomplished  scientist,  actually  died  in  1878).  Other  reverse 
inscriptions  pertain  to  the  Assay  Commission  and  SCIENTA  VIR- 
TUS  VERITAS  ("knowledge,  courage,  truth"). 


1625  1880  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 
striking.  352.7  grains.  33mm.  AC-20,  FMA-918.  Choice  Proof  with 
rich  mahogany  surface,  mirror-like  in  the  fields. 

The  obverse  features  the  portrait  of  President  Rutherford  B.  Hayes 
with  the  initial  M  (for  Morgan)  on  the  neck  truncation.  An  inscrip¬ 
tion  surrounds.  The  reverse  shows  a  kneeling  goddess,  her  left  hand 
on  an  amphora  and  her  right  hand  lighting  the  lamp  of  knowledge. 
(Note:  The  writer  would  appreciate  hearing  from  anyone  with  the 
knowledge  of  this  motif,  for  it  was  widely  reproduced  on  19th- 
century  plaques  and  other  locations.)  The  inscription  "EFFICACI 
DO  MANUS  SCIENTIAE"  ("I  am  devoted  to  useful  knowledge") 
is  above,  while  PHILADELPHIA  is  below.  The  initials  of  the 
engraver,  C.E.B.,  are  on  the  baseline  of  the  seated  figure.  (Curiously, 
Pessolano-Filos  attributes  the  obverse  to  Barber  and  the  reverse  to 
Morgan.) 
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1626  1881  Assay  Commission  medal.  Silver.  260.1  grains.  33mm.  AC-24, 

FMA-919.  Proof  with  some  friction  visible,  especially  on  the  obverse. 
Toned  a  golden  and  iridescent  blue  color.  Quite  attractive  overall. 

The  obverse  design,  by  Morgan,  features  the  portrait  of  Hayes, 
while  the  reverse,  by  Charles  E.  Barber,  shows  Liberty  and  Justice 
in  front  of  a  steam-driven  coining  press.  A  three-line  Latin  inscrip¬ 
tion  below  translates  to  "Let  not  the  state  receive  any  harm."  While 
Julian  describes  a  variety  with  "letter  B  [for  Barber]  at  lower  left," 
the  present  example  is  signed  C.E.B.  An  examination  of  the  Julian 
and  Pessolano-Filos  plates  shows  that  a  variety  exists  with  a  B  in¬ 
itial  below  the  baseline  to  the  left,  so  the  variety  offered  here  is 
unlisted  (as  is  the  following  lot).  Curiously,  Pessolano-Filos  again 
transposes  the  attribution  of  the  Barber  and  Morgan  sides,  ascrib-' 
ing  to  the  obverse  Barber  and  to  the  reverse  Morgan. 

Julian  mentions  the  present  C.E.B.  variety  in  passing,  noting: 
"There  exists  an  alternate  reverse  with  the  initials  C.E.B.  instead 
of  just  B.  It  is  unknown  which  die  was  used  for  the  medals  distributed 
to  the  commissioners." 

Further,  Julian  notes  that  the  reverse  legend  "refers  to  the  debate 
in  the  Roman  Senate  of  the  Cataline  conspiracy.  It  is  a  quotation 
from  the  famed  orator  Cicero,  who  was  appealing  for  emergency 
powers  to  deal  with  the  conspirators.  It  was  intended  to  mean,  in 
a  modern  context,  that  the  people  should  receive  no  harm  from 
dishonest  Mint  officials."  Perhaps  someone  was  feeling  guilty  about 
restriking,  the  production  of  "special"  pattern  pieces,  and  other 
goings-on  at  the  Mint! 


1627  1881  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 
striking.  349.2  graiins.  33mm.  AC-24,  FMA-919.  Variant  with  C.E.B. 
on  reverse.  Choice  Proof,  virtually  as  issued.  Rich  mahogany  sur¬ 
faces.  A  tiny  rim  mark  at  the  upper  right  of  the  obverse  is  noted 
for  accuracy. 


1628  1882  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 

striking.  288.1  grains.  33mm.  AC-25,  FMA-920.  Choice  Proof,  vir¬ 
tually  as  struck.  Tiny  fleck  beneath  T  of  UNITED  on  obverse. 

The  obverse  depicts  the  bust  of  President  James  A.  Gcirfield,  with 
inscriptions  surrounding.  The  reverse  shows  a  goddess  instructing 
a  youth  in  the  handling  of  balance  scales,  with  the  inscription  LIBRA 
PROBAT  OPUS  ("The  scales  verify  the  weight"). 


Neither  side  is  signed.  Julian  attributes  the  obverse  to  Morgan 
and  the  reverse  to  Barber,  while  Pessolano-Filos  does  just  the 
opposite! 

Julian  notes  that  the  reverse,  in  mirror  image,  was  used  decades 
later  on  the  1920  Manila  Mint  medal  and,  further,  "For  quality  and 
intricacy  of  work,  this  reverse,  in  the  opinion  of  the  author  [Julian] 
is  one  of  the  best  in  the  entire  series  of  assay  medals." 


1629  1883  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 

striking.  312.4  grains.  33mm.  AC-26,  FMA-921.  Choice  Proof,  vir¬ 
tually  as  struck.  Light  russet  mahogany  color  in  the  fields. 

The  obverse,  unsigned,  depicts  President  Chester  A.  Arthur,  with 
an  inscription  surrounding.  The  reverse  is  from  the  same  die  used 
to  strike  1882  Assay  medals.  Julian  notes  that  the  issue  is  "the  first 
medal  to  be  struck  in  the  Mint  bearing  Arthur's  portrait;  it  is  not 
known  whether  Morgan  or  Barber  did  the  bust,  although  the  often 
inaccurate  Mint  catalogue  of  1914  credits  it  to  Morgan."  Again,  this 
is  in  direct  opposition  to  Pessolano-Filos,  who  credits  the  obverse 
to  Barber  and  the  reverse  Morgan. 


Possibly  Unique  1884  Silver  Assay  Medal 


1630  1884  U.S.  Assay  medal.  Silver.  283.0  grains.  33mm.  AC -27, 
FMA-922.  Choice  Proof,  immaculate  condition  virtually  as  issued, 
with  indescribably  beautiful  light  lilac  and  iridescent  toning. 

The  obverse  features  the  portrait  of  Chester  A.  Arthur,  inscrip¬ 
tions  surrounding,  similar  to  that  used  in  1883  except  for  the  change 
of  date.  The  reverse  is  from  the  die  used  in  1882  and  1883. 

Robert  Julian  notes;  "On  February  20,  1884,  Philadelphia  Mint 
Superintendent  Snowden  sent  Mint  Director  Burchard  the  last  assay 
medal  on  hand;  it  was  noted  in  the  letter  that  only  one  silver 
specimen  has  been  struck.  No  mention  of  any  silver  medal  was  found 
in  the  coiner's  records,  however." 

The  present  offering  may  truly  be  a  once  in  a  lifetime  opportuni¬ 
ty  for  the  specialist  in  the  series.  Figuratively,  a  priceless  item. 


1631  1884  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 

striking.  309.3  grains.  33mm.  AC -27,  FMA-922.  Choice  Proof,  vir¬ 
tually  as  issued.  Rich  russet  mahogany  surfaces. 

As  preceding,  but  struck  in  copper  or  bronze.  This  is  the  format 
of  the  medals  distributed  to  the  assay  commissioners  who  met  on 
Wednesday,  February  13,  1884. 
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1632  1885  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 

striking.  336.8  grains.  33mm.  AC-28,  FMA-923.  Choice  Proof  or 
close  to  it.  A  few  stray  marks  can  be  seen  under  magnification  but 
do  not  significantly  detract.  All  in  all  a  very  nice  piece. 

The  designs  for  this  issue  are  similar  to  the  preceding  except  for 
the  date. 


1633  1886  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 

striking.  303.8  grains.  33mm.  AC -29,  FMA-924.  Choice  Proof,  vir¬ 
tually  as  struck.  Rich  mahogany  surfaces. 

The  obverse  depicts  the  bust  of  President  Grover  Cleveland,  with 
inscriptions  above  and  below. 

The  reverse  is  a  new  and  distinctive  design  featuring  Justice 
standing  in  front  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  with  a  Latin  inscription 
above  that  translates  to  "the  torch  of  honesty  shines  on  the  coinage," 
a  reference  to  the  accuracy  of  regular  production  but  an  inscription 
that  must  have  made  some  knowing  numismatists  smile. 


1634  1887  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  lightly  bronzed 

before  striking.  279.8  grains.  33mm.  AC-29,  FMA-924.  Choice 
Proof,  virtually  as  issued. 

The  obverse  and  reverse  are  similar  to  the  preceding  except  for 
the  date.  The  reverse,  embodying  the  same  Philadelphia  Mint  device 
as  used  in  1886,  is  from  a  different  die.  A  magnifying  glass  reveals 
a  number  of  differences.  For  example,  on  the  1886  issue  one  of  the 
rays  touches  the  cornice  at  the  right  center  of  the  Mint  building, 
while  on  the  1887  issue  the  ray  is  distinctly  clear  of  it.

This  massive  oversized  format,  also  used  in  1888  (not  represented 
in  the  present  sale),  is  sharply  divergent  from  earlier  issues.  The 
obverse  depicts  Grover  Cleveland  facing  right,  with  inscriptions  to 
the  left  and  right.  The  signature  of  Barber  is  below  the  neck  trunca¬ 
tion.  The  reverse  consists  of  a  massive  wreath  enclosing  an  inscrip¬ 
tion  in  six  lines.  As  Robert  Julian  points  out,  the  obverse  is  simply 
the  regular  presidential  die  (used  in  a  separate  striking  of  Mint 
medals),  while  the  reverse  is  adapted  from  a  presidential  medal  of 
1885  (and  other  uses). 


1636  1890  Assay  Commission  medal.  Silver.  297.1  grains.  33mm.  AC-33, 
FMA-928.  Choice  Proof,  virtually  as  issued,  with  matte  surface.  At¬ 
tractive  light  iridescent  toning.  Virtual  perfection. 

At  the  center  of  the  obverse  is  a  bust  in  high  relief  of  Benjamin 
Harrison,  with  inscriptions  surrounding.  The  reverse  is  a  close  copy 
of  the  die  used  1882-1884,  but  with  numerous  differences,  the  most 
notable  of  which  are  the  addition  of  a  branch  below  the  baseline 
of  the  figure  and  the  unusual  beaded  border  (such  a  border  being 
also  used  on  the  obverse).  The  motif  is  of  a  kneeling  goddess  in¬ 
structing  a  youth  in  the  use  of  balance  scales.  It  is  possible  that  just 
26  pieces  may  have  been  struck. 

1637  1890  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 
striking.  316.  5  grains  (thick  planchet).  33mm.  AC-33,  FMA-928. 
Choice  Proof,  virtually  as  struck,  with  matte  surfaces.  A  superb 
piece. 

1638  1890  Assay  Commission  medal.  Copper  or  bronze,  bronzed  before 
striking.  245.5  grains  (thin  planchet).  33mm.  AC-33,  FMA-928. 
Choice  Proof  with  matte  surfaces.  Superb. 

Evidently  the  thin  planchet  issues  are  scarcer  than  those  of  the 
thick  planchet  style. 
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1891  Assay  Commission  medal.  Silver.  412.6  grains  (thick  planchet). 
33mm.  AC-34,  FMA-929.  Choice  Proof  with  matte  surfaces.  Light¬ 
ly  toned.  Superb. 

The  obverse  depicts  the  portrait  of  William  Windom,  who  served 
as  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  March  8,  1881  through  November  13, 
1881  and  again  from  March  5,  1889  through  January  29,  1891.  Win¬ 
dom  died  on  January  29,  1891,  less  than  two  weeks  before  the  Assay 
Commission  met  on  February  11. 

The  reverse  illustrates  a  craftsman  performing  an  assay,  with  the 
inscription  SCIENTIA  CORONAT  OPUS  above  (“knowledge 
crowns  the  work").

Choice  Proof  with 
matte  surfaces.  Another  superb  piece. 


1641  1894  Assay  Commission  medal.  Silver.  271.6  grains.  33mm. 

FMA-933.  Choice  Proof  with  matte  surfaces.  Delicate  iridescent 
toning. 

The  obverse  depicts  President  Grover  Cleveland,  the  same  por¬ 
trait  used  on  medals  of  his  first  administration  (which  was  not  con¬ 
tinuous  with  the  second).  Inscriptions  surround.  The  reverse  is  new 
and  illustrates  a  seated  goddess  holding  what  appears  to  be  a  small 
weight,  while  a  child  holding  a  container  of  weights  stands  before 
her.  The  inscription  REM  ACU  (“it  has  been  tested")  is  below. 

Among  those  designated  as  members  of  the  Assay  Commission, 
which  met  on  February  14,  1894,  was  James  W.  Ellsworth,  a 
prominent  numismatist  whose  collection  years  later  was  sold  to  John 
Work  Garrett  and  Wayte  Raymond.

Attractive  light  toning. 


The  obverse  features  the  portrait  of  Cleveland  facing  to  the  right, 
similar  to  that  used  in  1896  (not  featured  in  the  present  sale),  but 
from  a  different  die  lacking  the  beaded  borders  used  in  1896.  The 
reverse  also  lacks  beaded  borders  but  is  otherwise  similar  to  the  1896 
die.  Featured  is  a  standing  goddess  holding  balance  scales  aloft  in 
her  left  hand  and  a  sceptre  in  her  right.  To  the  right  side  of  the  medal 
is  a  depiction  of  a  “coin"  featuring  the  helmeted  head  of  Athena 
as  used  on  the  silver  staters  of  Alexander  III  of  Macedon  (Alexander 
the  Great),  a  numismatic  influence.

The  obverse  depicts  the  portrait  of  President  William  McKinley, 
signed  in  script  on  the  neck  truncation  by  Charles  E.  Barber. 

Signed  on  the  neck  truncation  by  Charles  E.  Barber.  The  reverse 
illustrates  a  seated  goddess  holding  balance  scales  in  her  left  hand 
and  her  right  hand  resting  on  a  shield.  In  the  background  is  a  temple. 


1645  1903  Assay  Commission  medal.  Silver.  848.2  grains.  Rectangular 

tablet  39  mm.  x  56  mm.  FMA-942.  Choice  Proof,  matte  surfaces. 
Attractive  gray  toning. 

The  obverse  features  the  portrait  of  President  Theodore  Roosevelt, 
by  George  T.  Morgan.  The  reverse  is  an  assaying  scene  adapted 
from  the  same  motif  used  on  the  1891  Assay  Commission  medal 
except  that  the  1903  version  contains  numerous  additional  details 
such  as  an  overhead  shaft  and  pulley  system. 

The  tablet  format,  used  earlier  for  the  1901  McKinley  Assay  Com¬ 
mission  medal  (not  represented  in  this  sale),  proved  popular  and 
was  used  for  the  next  several  years. 
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1646  1905  Assay  Commission  medal.  Silver.  735.4  grains.  A  rectangular 

tablet  measuring  39  mm.  x  55  mm.  FMA-944.  Choice  Proof,  matte 
surfaces,  virtually  as  issued. 

The  obverse  depicts  Theodore  Roosevelt  facing  to  the  viewer's 
left.  The  reverse  shows  the  Treasury  Seal  at  the  upper  left  and  a 
branch  at  the  lower  right,  with  inscriptions  between.  The  initial  M, 
for  Morgan,  appears  at  the  extreme  lower  right. 


1647  1907  Assay  Commission  medal.  Silver.  Rectangular  tablet  measur¬ 
ing  29mm.  x  55mm.  FMA-9.6.  Proof,  matte  surfaces.  Some 
discoloration  at  the  higher  points  of  the  obverse. 

Forty  examples  were  struck  on  February  8,  1907,  prior  to  the  Assay 
Commission  meeting  (held  on  February  13).  On  February  26,  1907 
a  further  15  pieces  were  made.  Among  those  named  to  the  Assay 
Commission  was  J.C.  Mitchelson,  a  prominent  numismatist. 


1648  1910  Assay  Commission  medal.  Bronze.  602.8  grains.  44mm. 

FMA-949.  Choice  Proof  with  matte  surfaces.  Yellow  bronze 
appearance. 


The  obverse  features  President  William  Howard  Taft  facing  right, 
with  the  signature  of  Barber  behind.  The  reverse  shows  two  figures 
facing  each  other,  holding  a  tablet  upon  which  is  perched  an  eagle. 
Inscriptions  surround. 

Among  the  numismatists  attending  the  ceremonies  held  on 
February  9  were  Archer  M.  Huntington,  a  benefactor  of  the 
American  Numismatic  Association,  and  James  H.  Manning. 


1649  1922  Mint  (not  Assay  Commission)  medal.  Yellow  bronze.  33mm. 
Choice  Proof,  matte  surfaces. 

Depicted  is  President  Warren  G.  Harding  facing  left,  the  signature 
of  Morgan  to  the  right.  The  reverse  shows  a  defiant  eagle  perched 
on  the  shield,  the  date  1922,  the  initial  M,  and  the  surrounding  in¬ 
scription  UNITED  STATES  MINT  PHILADELPHIA.  Although 
F.C.C.  Boyd  included  this  among  his  Assay  Commission  medals, 
it  more  properly  belongs  in  the  Mint  medal  series.  Nevertheless,  it 
is  quite  rare. 

1650  1923  Mint  (not  Assay  Commission)  medal.  316.2  grains.  Format 
and  appearance  similar  to  preceding.  Matte  Proof  with  small  bump 
on  obverse.  Included  with  the  assay  medals  in  the  Boyd  cabinet, 
for  reasons  not  recorded. 


1651  1924  Mint  (not  Assay  Commission)  medal.  Yellow  bronze.  314.6 
grains.  Choice  Proof,  matte  surfaces. 

The  obverse  depicts  President  Calvin  Coolidge  facing  right,  while 
the  reverse  is  essentially  similar  to  the  preceding  except  for  the  date. 
A  Mint  medal  which  was  included  with  F.C.C.  Boyd's  Assay  Com¬ 
mission  medal  collection. 

1652  1924  Coolidge  Mint  medal,  duplicate  of  the  preceding.  Matte  Proof 
with  some  discoloration. 
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FMA-970.  Choice  Proof,  matte  surfaces.  Some  scattered  torring  areas. 

The  obverse,  by  John  R.  Sinnock,  depicts  President  Herbert 
Hoover  facing  to  the  right  while  the  reverse  shows  the  portico  of 
the  Philadelphia  Mint. 


Counterstamped  Coins 

The  following  offering  of  counterstamped  coins  is  from 
I  two  consignments,  arbitrarily  designated  as  "A"  and  "B." 
"  The  issues  are  listed  in  random  order,  so  check  each  descrip- 
I  tion  carefully. 

Counterstamps  are  literally  two  coins  in  one.  First,  the 
I  host  coin  often  is  significant  or,  at  the  very  least,  is  in- 
I  teresting.  Then  comes  the  countermark,  which  has  a  story 
I  of  its  own,  sometimes  known  but,  more  often,  a  mystery. 

I  Bit  by  bit,  pieces  to  the  counterstamp  puzzle  are  being  filled 
I  in.  Ever  since  the  pioneering  efforts  of  Frank  Duffield,  who 
'  wrote  a  series  in  The  Numismatist  on  the  subject  earlier  in 
!  the  present  century,  American  collectors  have  been  attracted 
to  the  pieces.  Likewise,  our  overseas  counterparts  have 
found  them  of  interest,  with  several  British  authors  in  par¬ 
ticular  publishing  data  concerning  them.  In  recent  times  such 
scholars  as  Gould,  Brunk,  Hallenbeck,  and  Rulau  have 
published  information  concerning  these  markings,  with 
Russell  Rulau's  excellent  series  of  monographs  issued  by 
Krause  Publications,  and  still  in  print,  being  of  special  im¬ 
portance  to  present-day  enthusiasts. 


One  of  our  directors,  Q.  David  Bowers,  is  studying 
counterstamped  American  large  cents  and  would  welcome 
correspondence  from  any  readers  having  information  on  the 
subject.  Some  of  these  were  touched  upon  lightly  in  his 
United  States  Copper  Coins:  An  Action  Guide  for  the  Col¬ 
lector  and  Investor,  1983. 


Consignment  "A" 


1654  1774  British  halfpenny,  probably  imitation,  counterstamped  at  the 

center  of  the  head  with  a  prepared  logotype  showing  a  three-masted 
sailing  ship.  Counterstamp  Fine-VF,  host  coin  About  Good. 


1655  (American  folk  art)  U.S.  large  cent,  circa  1800  (reverse  still  partial¬ 
ly  visible),  planed  smooth  on  the  obverse  and  meticulously  hand- 
engraved  with  the  figure  of  a  pretty  young  lass,  waist  up,  her  arm 
resting  on  a  balcony.  Undoubtedly  a  love  token,  souvenir,  or  sen¬ 
timental  remembrance  of  some  long-forgotten  romantic  occasion. 


1656  Counterstamp  L.V.S.  from  prepared  logotype  pimch  with  rec¬ 
tangular  starred  border  (unusual  motif).  The  host  coin  is  rare  in  its 
own  rite  and  is  a  cast  (as  were  all)  example  of  a  Mexican  Zacatecas 
provisional  8  Reales,  1811.  The  Krause-Mischler  catalogue  on  Mex¬ 
ican  coins.  Attributes  L.V.S.  to  either  "Labor  Vincent  Semper"  or 
"La  Villa  de  Sombreretee."  The  counterstamp  is  Extremely  Fine  while 
the  host  coin  is  a  crude  (more  or  less  as  made)  Fine  or  so.  Holed. 
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1657  Pair  oi  Briliiih  counterstamps.  The  first  is  on  a  Soho  halfpenny  pro¬ 
bably  1799,  counterstamped  in  two  places  with  ROBINSON  (curved 
upwards)  CUTLER  and  OXFORD.  The  counterstamf)s  are  Fine  while 
the  host  coin  is  Fair;  the  second  contains  the  same  stamps,  the  OX¬ 
FORD  from  a  larger  punch,  with  the  addition  of  RAZOR/MAKER, 
on  a  Soho  1797  "cartwheel"  halfpenny.  The  counterstamps  are  Very 
Fine  or  better,  while  the  host  coin  is  worn  nearly  smooth.  Interesting 
pair!  (Total;  2  pieces) 

1658  Eclectic  trio:  Counterstamp  inscribed  in  two  concentric  circles:  Mur¬ 
phy  Collier  *  Dublin  *,  on  a  wom-smooth  halfpenny-sized  blank; 
two  French  copper  10  centime  pieces,  one  counterstamped  EM¬ 
PIRE/THEATRE,  on  one  side  and,  on  the  other,  IMMENSE/SUC¬ 
CESS,  while  the  other  is  counterstamped  DREW  & 
SONS /BISCUITS.  The  counter-  stamps  are  Very  Fine  or  better,  while 
the  host  coins  are  Very  Good  or  so.  Interesting  trio.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

1659  Pair  of  British  halfpennies  counterstamped.  The  first  is 
counterstamped  in  several  lines:  PAROCHIAL/PARTNER¬ 
SHIP/IN/LAND  and,  on  the  other  side,  IS/SPENCE'S  PLAN,  on 
a  1773  British  halfpenny,  VF;  the  second  is  on  a  smooth  halfpenny 
blank  dating  on  one  side  SPENCE'S  PLAN/SMALL  FARMS,  (double 
punched),  while  on  the  other  side  is  &/FTJLL  BELLIES.  Interesting 
souvenirs  of  a  visionary  social  scheme.  Such  pieces  can  well  form 
the  seed  for  an  interesting  numismatic  article.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


1660  A  small  "collection"  of  related  counterstamps,  some  of  which  were 
acquired  years  ago  from  the  New  Netherlands  Coin  Company. 

Prepared  punches  struck  on  British  and  Irish  penny  (two)  and 
halfpenny  pieces.  The  inscriptions  bear  related  legends.  A 
counterstamp  on  a  Soho  penny  is  typical:  Lloyd's  weekly  newspaper 
3d  POST  FREE,  while  on  the  other  side  is  PURCHASE  NUMBER 
ONE  OF  LLOYD'S  LAST/NEW  PENNY /PUBLICATION.  The  host 
coins  range  from  Fair  to  VG,  while  the  counterstamps  are  sharp  and 
clear.  A  very  interesting  quintet.  (Total:  5  pieces)

1661  Varied  trio:  LLOYD'S  WEEKLY  NEWSPAPER  counterstamp  to  that 
described  in  the  preceding  lot,  counterstamped  on  a  British  lialfpen- 
ny,  counterstamp  VF;  1855  French  5  centimes  counterstamped  with 
tiny  anchor  mark  on  obverse,  coin  VG,  counterstamp  as  new;  1856 
Nova  Scotia  one  penny  token,  VF  with  edge  marks,  counterstamped 
with  what  seems  to  be  a  name  or  inscription  from  a  prepared  punch, 
multiple  marks,  but  not  clearly  impressed.  (Total;  3  pieces) 

1662  Trio  of  American  counterstamps-  1875-CC  10c,  VF,  counterstamped 
with  CORNISH  across  obverse  (Cornish  may  refer  to  any  one  of 
several  American  towns  or  to  products — stoves  and  parlor  reed 
organs,  for  example,  were  made  bearing  that  name);  1867  two-cents, 
VG,  prominently  counterstamped  with  prepared  punch  of  J.H. 
LESTER/483  BROADWAY/N.Y.  A  research  possibility  for  someone 
caring  to  go  to  the  New  York  Historical  Society  and  spend  a  brief 
time  perusing  city  directories  of  the  era-indicated;  Billiken  Good 
Luck  token,  circa  1909,  copper  30mm.,  counterstamped  with  123 
W.22.  ST./N.Y.  The  Billiken  was  a  popular  elfish  figure,  a  part  of 
folklore  related  to  Brownies  (by  Palmer  Cox),  Kewpies  (by  Rose 
CYNeill)  and  other  caricatures  of  the  times.  The  token,  a  pocket  piece, 
tells  of  Billiken's  powers.  VF.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


1663  1860  Copper-nickel  Indian  cent,  VG,  counterstamped  with  G.J. 

WING  in  front  of  face,  a  counterstamp  occasionally  seen  on  minor 
coins  of  this  era  (refer  to  Rulau's  United  States  Trade  Tokens 
1856-1889,  page  183).  A  couple  of  cuts  are  on  the  front  of  the  coin. 


1664  1864  Two-cent  piece.  Good,  counterstamped  from  prepared  logotype 
punch:  WM.  G.  SCHULZE/MAKER/NEW  YORK.  The  reverse  of 
the  piece  diows  traces  of  a  similar  counterstamp,  but  from  a  logotype 
about  50  percent  larger  (an  unusual  situation!).  Another  item  for 
the  numismatist  desiring  to  spend  a  few  minutes  at  the  New  York 
Historical  Society. 

1665  Trio  of  pieces;  1857  VG  Flying  eagle  cent  counterstamped  S.A.  CASE 
from  prepared  punch  across  obverse;  1865  two-cent  piece.  Good, 
counterstamped  P.  ABBOTT  from  prepared  punch  across  obverse; 
1866  Liberty  Seated  half  dollar,  VF,  counterstamped  DEC/1866  from 
individual  punches,  undoubtedly  a  souvenir  of  the  month  in  ques¬ 
tion.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


1666  1893  VF  Columbian  commemorative  half  dollar,  counterstamped 
on  both  sides  with  an  ornate  prepared  logotype  punch  stating:  LA. 
WESTON  CO./KOSTO/PAT.  APL'D  FOR/BRAKE/SYRACUSE 
N.Y.,  the  center  part  being  within  a  ornate  rectangle  which  points 
at  the  center  of  the  side.  With  some  research,  in  the  patent  office 
here  is  another  possibility  for  a  fascinating  numismatic  story.  What 
was  the  Kosto  Brake?  How  and  where  was  it  used? 

1667  More  on  Spence's  plan  (see  Lot  1659).  Halfpenny-size  blank  token 
counterstamped  on  one  side  with  READ/SPENCE'S  PLAN,  and  on 
the  other  YOU  FOOLS /& /YOU  ROGUES.  Fascinating,  to  say  the 
least! 

1668  1836  Lettered  edge  half  dollar.  Good,  counterstamped  on  obverse 
and  reverse  from  a  prepared  punch;  C.H.D.  &  CO. /(propeller 
shaped  ornament)/PHILA.  Holed  at  the  top.  Another  item  for  the 
directory-checker  to  identify.  Undoubtedly  very  rare. 
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'  1669  Counterstamp  from  a  prepared  die  showing  an  eagle  perched  on 
an  anchor,  surrounded  by  13  stars  vertically  oval,  perhaps  from 
a  button  die,  struck  so  to  distend  and  virtually  obliterate  an 
American  large  cent  of  the  1800  era  (portions  of  the  reverse  of  which 
are  visible).  Very  Good  to  Fine.  Interesting! 


1675  1858  Liberty  Seated  quarter.  Fine,  prominently  counterstamped 
SMOKE  O.P.  SHATTUCK'S  (in  semicircle) /CIGARS.  Location 
unknown  to  the  present  writer  (but  attributed  to  Waterford,  Maine, 
by  Russ  Rulau  on  page  34  of  U.S.  Merchant  Tokens  1845-1860). 

1676  1832  Half  dollar.  Fine,  counterstamped  twice  on  the  obverse  and 
once  on  the  reverse  with  "American"  flag  containing  four  stars  plus 
stripes.  Interesting! 

1677  Trio  of  pieces,  two  of  halfpenny  size  and  one  of  penny  size,  British 
and  Irish,  counterstamped  with  inscriptions  pertaining  to  LLOYD'S 
WEEKLY  NEWSPAPER.  Good  to  Fine,  counterstamps  sharp  in  each 
instance.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


'  1670  1854  Half  dime,  VG,  counterstamped  from  a  prepared  punch  show¬ 
ing  an  eagle  perched  on  a  spade-shaped  shield.  Interesting! 

Eagle  counterstamps,  varying  widely  in  execution,  size,  and  for¬ 
mat,  are  found  among  many  different  early  American  coin  issues. 
Obviously,  they  must  have  been  intended  for  some  other  purpose — 
to  imprint  metallic  products,  perhaps  munitions.  Here  is  another 
area  for  research. 

I  1671  1854  Quarter  dollar.  Fine,  counterstamped  with  L.  KIMBALL  &  CO. 
vertically  on  obverse  from  prepared  logotype  punch. 

(  1672  1874  Quarter  dollar,  VF,  holed  at  the  center,  counterstamped  in  three 
lines:  SAGE'S /CANDY/COIN.  Such  impressions  are  seen  with  some 
frequency  on  various  silver  coins,  possibly  only  with  the  date  1874, 
and  apparently  were  widely  circulated  at  one  time— as  premiums 
in  or  for  candy(?).  Still  another  research  project. 

1673  French  10  centimes,  1866-M,  Fine,  counterstamped  boldly  with 
prepared  punch  for  LE/PICOTIN/APERITIF. 


1674  1825  Half  dollar,  VF,  counterstamped  with  SILVER- 
WARE/BALTO/BALTO.  Obviously  a  "practice  piece"  for  some 
silversmith,  whose  identity  might  be  able  to  be  traced  through  the 
appearance  of  the  same  punch  on  wrought  objects. 


1678  1870  Liberty  Seated  silver  dollar,  counterstamped  from  prepared 
punch  in  semicircle:  L.  DEXTER  FIRST  NATIONAL.  First  National 
Bank?  Another  research  item,  perhaps  decipherable  by  checking 
registers  of  bank  note  signatures  of  the  era. 

1679  1848  Half  dime,  VG,  counterstamped  L.W.H.  In  crenellated  rec¬ 
tangular  logotype  punch,  probably  from  a  metalsmith. 

1680  Group  of  five  pieces:  1863  Fine  Indian  cent  stamped  J.  BRCXIK  with 
logotype  punch  across  face;  1864  two-cent  piece  VG  counterstamped 
CHASE-/MILLS;  1868  VG  two<ent  piece  counterstamped  with  do¬ 
do-like  bird;  1846  large  cent  counterstamped  F.G./JUL  23/1868  from 
individual  punches,  VG;  1842-0  dime.  Good,  counterstamped 
RUDOLPH  from  prepared  punch.  (Total:  5  pieces) 


1681  French  silver  5  franc  piece,  circa  the  1830s,  counterstamped  with 
PHILLIPS  (curved) /CHEAP  STORE /NAYADES  ST./N.O.  This 
New  Orleans  counterstamp,  listed  by  Russell  Rulau  on  page  31  of 
his  United  States  Merchant  Tokens  1845-1860  was  issued  by  a  firm 
that  was  in  business  only  from  1849-1855.  This  bold  counterstamp 
is  a  splendid  example  of  an  early  New  Orleans  merchant  item.  A 
well-worn  coin  with  an  attempted  puncture  on  the  reverse. 
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1682  Probable  Masonic  item.  Early  United  States  large  cent  (identifiable 
only  by  the  lettered  edge).  Beautifully  engraved  on  one  side  with 
an  angel,  plow,  carpenter's  square,  and  dividers,  undoubtedly  in¬ 
tended  as  a  Masonic  piece.  The  engraving  is  sharp  and  may  be  termed 
Extremely  Fine.  The  reverse  is  blank. 


1683  Philadelphia  counterstamp.  JONES/EXCHANGE/HOTEL/77 
DOCK  ST./PHILA  boldly  counterstamped  on  the  obverse  of  a  well- 
worn  1796  Spanish-American  2  Real  silver  piece.  See  the  aforemen¬ 
tioned  Rulau  reference  page  100.  An  important  item  said  to  have 
been  from  the  Ray  Byrne  Collection. 


1684  Philadelphia  counterstamp.  R.  FLANAGAN'S/PUNCH/(picture  of 
punchbowl  and  ladle), /112  N.  6th  ST  boldly  counterstamped  on 
the  obverse  of  a  1784  Spanish-America  (Mexico  City  Mint)  silver 
2  Real  piece.  Far  finer  than  the  Rulau  plate  coin  (on  page  97  of  his 
reference).  A  superb  item  for  the  Pennsylvania  store  card  collec¬ 
tor.  Interestingly,  there  is  a  small  hole  for  suspension  at  the  top  of 
the  coin,  but  as  this  places  the  counterstamp  in  an  inverted  posi¬ 
tion,  it  is  assumed  that  the  hole  was  made  earlier.  Believed  to  have 
been  from  the  Ray  Byrne  Collection. 


1685  Philadelphia  counterstamp.  C.M.  BERRY/N.W.C.  5th 
&/PHILA/CHESNUT/SALOC)N  boldly  counterstamped  on  the 
obverse  of  a  well-worn  1789  Spanish-American  8  Real  silver  piece. 

"Chesnut"  was  a  common  misspelling  of  Chestnut  during  the  time, 
such  misspelling  appearing  many  other  places  (on  Chesnut  Grove 
Whiskey  for  example). 


1686  Another  C.M.  Berry  counterstamp,  as  preceding,  but  on  a  womt 
and  holed  1787(7)  Spanish-American  silver  8  Real  piece  as  illustrated. 
Very  bold  counterstamp. 


1687  Baltimore  counterstamp.  KUNKEL'S/OPERA/TROUPE,  attributed 
to  Baltimore,  Maryland  (see  Rulau,  page  35),  counterstamped  on 
a  holed  and  well-worn  Spanish-American  8  Real  silver  piece. 

Russell  Rulau  notes: 

"George  Kunkel  was  one  of  the  early  delineators  of  Negro 
minstrelsy  in  the  United  States,  and  during  his  theatrical 
career  was  connected  with  three  historic  places  of  amusement 
in  Baltimore.  He  was  bom  in  Greencastle,  Pennsylvania,  in 
1821,  coming  to  Baltimore  in  1855. 

"After  1855  he  became  manager  of  the  Jenny  Lind  Theatre 
in  Washington,  D.C.,  and  another  of  the  same  name  in  Rich¬ 
mond,  Virginia.  In  his  Jenny  Lind  company  were  actors  John 
Wilkes  Booth  and  Joe  Jefferson. 

"  In  1859  and  1860  he  was  manager  of  the  Holliday  Street 
Theatre  of  Baltimore  and  in  1861  became  manager  of  the  Old 
Baltimore  Museum  at  Calvert  and  Baltimore  Streets,  found¬ 
ed  1814  by  Rembrandt  Peale,  son  of  Charles  Willson  Peale. 

His  company  at  this  time  became  known  as  Kunkel's  Opera 
Troupe  specializing  in  minstral  shows  with  the  "Mr.  Bones" 
routines  and  spirited  music. 

"In  1864  Kunkel  and  Thomas  L.  Moxley  became  managers 
of  the  old  Front  Street  Theatre.  He  died  in  Baltimore  January 
25,  1885.  The  counterstamped  pieces  could  have  been  issued 
as  late  as  1864." 


1688  New  York  counterstamp  ADMIT/TO/ WOOD'S  MINSTRELS/444 
Bd.  WAY/N.Y.  counterstamped  on  the  obverse  of  a  well-worn  1775 
Spanish-American  silver  2  Real  piece.  Refer  to  several  listings  on 
page  83  of  the  Rulau  text.  The  same  writer  notes: 

"Wood's  Minstrels  built  their  permanent  home  at  561-563 
Broadway  in  1857  after  having  performed  at  444  Broadway 
for  several  years...  The  New  York  Herald  in  August  1853 
printed  an  advertisement: 

"  'Wood's  Minstrels  and  Ethiopian  delineators,  444  Broad¬ 
way  above  Howard  Street.  Open  every  evening.  H.  Wood, 
Manager  and  Proprietor.  The  entertainment  of  Wood's 
Minstrels  embrace  all  elements  of  Ethiopian  Minstrelsy,  the 
company  being  composed  of  the  oldest  and  most  experienced 
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performers.  They  are  the  originators  of  their  own  peculiar 
style  consisting  of  overtures,  quick  steps,  choruses,  quartets, 
glees,  duets,  songs,  ballads,  extravaganzas,  burlesque,  lec¬ 
tures,  thrilling  tragedy,  and  eccentric  comedy,  comprising 
a  melange  of  the  most  talented  and  pleasing  soirees,  all  their 
pieces  being  composed  expressly  for  them  and  which  they 
defy  the  world  to  equal.  Doors  open  at  6V2  o'clock  to  com¬ 
mence  at  eight  o'clock.  Tickets  25  cents.'  " 

At  the  time,  the  silver  2  Real  piece  was  equal  to  25c  in  circula¬ 
tion  (such  pieces  remained  legal  tender  until  1857),  so  here  is  a  true 
admission  token. 


1689  WOOD'S  MINSTRELS  counterstamp,  equivalent  to  the  preceding 
except  impressed  on  a  well-worn  1782  silver  8  Real  piece. 


1690  Baltimore  counterstamp.  A.  KNIGHT'S /MINERAL/ WATER 
SALOON/99  BALTO  STREET  counterstamp  on  a  well-worn  1808 
Spanish  American  2  Real  piece.  See  Rulau,  page  35.  A  bold  impres¬ 
sion  of  this  very  elusive  issue. 


This  issue  is  unusual  and  especially  desirable  in  that  it  lists  not 
only  the  name,  dty,  and  street  address  of  the  counterstamper  but 
also  his  occupation. 


1693  1857  Liberty  Seated  half  dollar  counterstamped  on  a  well-wom  or 

smoothed  reverse  with  individual  letter  punches:  PASCAL  & 
GEORGE/OF  BRIDGEPORT/JULY /1871  /CONN . /TICKNOR. 
Probably  a  sentimental  remembrance  for  some  partnership  occa¬ 
sion.  Another  item  awaiting  checking  in  a  city  directory. 


1694  Waterford,  Maine  counterstamp.  DR./SHATTUCK'S  WATER 
CURE/WATERFORD  ME.  boldly  counterstamped  on  the  obverse 
of  a  worn  1854  Liberty  Seated  quarter.  Refer  to  page  34  of  Russell 
Rulau  United  States  Merchant  Tokens  1845-1860.  The  energetic  Dr. 
Shattuck  was  the  subject  of  a  detailed  feature  article  by  Q.  David 
Bowers  in  the  Rare  Coin  Review,  No.  51,  1984,  which  described 
a  visit  to  the  still-existing  facilities  in  Waterford,  Maine  and  gave 
background  information  concerning  this  prolific  counterstamper, 
whose  marks  are  most  often  found  on  early  large  cents  and  silver 
quarters.

1691  H.M.  WHITBECK'S/CIRCUS  counterstamped  on  a  holed  and  well- 
wom  1772-Mo  silver  8  Real  piece,  probably  as  an  admission  check. 


1692  New  York  City  counterstamp.  JAS.  S.  BRADLEY/GILDER  & 
FRAME/MAKER/154  Wm.  St.  N.Y.  Boldly  counterstamped  on  the 
obverse  of  a  well-wom  1785  Spanish-American  silver  2  Real  piece. 
See  page  57  of  Rulau's  U.S.  Merchant  Tokens  1845-1860. 
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1697  A  fourth  and  final  Dr.  Shattuck's  counterstamp,  this  on  an  1858 
quarter.  Thus  ends  the  largest  "collection”  of  these  we  have  ever 
offered! 


1698  CHINA  TEA  CO./BANGOR,ME  counterstamped  in  two  different 
type  styles  on  the  obverse  of  a  well-worn  1856  quarter.  A  similar 
counterstamp,  but  on  a  large  cent,  is  described  by  Rulau  on  page 
33  of  the  aforementioned  reference.  One  wonders  whether  the  China 
Tea  Company  engaged  in  the  clipper  ship  trade. 


1699  Sacramento,  California  counterstamp:  J.L.  POLHEMUS/fillustra- 
tion  of  mortar  and  pestle)/DRUGGlST/190  J.  ST.  COR 
7th /SACRAMENTO  CAL.  counterstamped  on  the  obverse  of  a  well- 
worn  1856-S  Liberty  Seated  quarter  (a  scarce  coin  in  its  own  right!). 
Refer  to  page  17  of  the  aforementioned  Rulau  text  which  notes: 

"The  earliest  any  of  these  coins  has  been  countermarked 
is  1853,  but  most  likely  they  were  done  in  1856  and  1857. 

Dr.  J.L.  Polhemus  came  to  Sacramento  in  1849  with  the  Gold 
Rush,  later  setting  up  a  drug  store...  In  December  1850  the 
pharmacy  moved  to  190  J.  Street  where  it  remained  until  his 
death  in  1866...  He  was  a  very  progressive  man  and  stocked 
many  important  remedies,  medicines,  and  hair  coloring.  He 
died  December  17,  1866." 


1700  New  York  City  counterstamp.  J.M.  TAYLOR/BROKER/ 
CHATHAM  ST/COR.  JAMES  N.Y.  counterstamped  on  an  1853 
Liberty  Seated  quarter.  Refer  to  Rulau,  page  81  and,  related,  page 
52  (the  same  person  at  another  address).  Another  relatively  scarce 
category  of  counterstamps  listing  the  street  address,  city,  and 
occupation. 


1701  J.M.  Taylor  counterstamp  as  preceding,  a  duplicate,  also  on  an  1853 
Liberty  Seated  quarter. 


1702  Illinois  counterstamp.  H.A.  BALCH/ARTIST/JOLIET  ILL. 
counterstamped  on  the  obverse  of  an  well-worn  1853  Liberty  seated 
quarter.  Russell  Rulau  (page  25)  lists  a  similar  counterstamp  but  on 
an  1857  quarter.  Rare  and  desirable.  Another  of  the  category  listing 
the  town  and  occupation. 


1703  Syracuse  counterstamp:  STONE  &  BALL/SYRACUSE/N.Y. 
counterstamped  in  the  right  obverse  field  of  an  1854  Liberty  Seated 
quarter.  See  page  87  of  the  Rulau  text  which  notes: 

"Stone  &  Ball  was  a  leading  jewelry  and  silversmith  firm 
from  March  1853  to  February  1869...  The  young  partners 
conceived  the  idea  of  perpetuating  their  new  firm's  name  by 
stamping  it  on  every  25-cent  piece  that  they  handled.  The 
coins  were  then  placed  in  the  till  and  used  for  change.  Other 
silver  denominations,  and  copper  cents,  also  received  the 
counterstamp...  This  practice,  starting  in  March  1853  was 
dropped  by  the  end  of  1854...  " 


1704  Group  of  counterstamps:  1844  cent  with  numeral  7  on  obverse.  Fine; 
1857  Flying  Eagle  cent,  VG,  counterstamped  DR.  G.G.  WILKINS. 
Wilkins,  a  scamp  and  scoundrel,  practiced  in  Pittsfield,  New  Hamp¬ 
shire,  where  he  prepared  patent  medicine,  ran  a  barbershop  and 
restaurant,  engaged  in  the  fur  trade,  distributed  counterfeit  money 
(!),  and  had  several  scrapes  with  the  law  during  the  1860s  and  early 
1870s.);  1857  Flying  Eagle  cent.  Fine,  counterstamped  WM.  BEGG 
from  a  prepared  punch;  1857  Flying  Eagle  cent,  VG,  counterstamped 
JOHN  DONAHUE  and  a  star  from  individual  punches;  1859  In¬ 
dian  cent.  Good,  counterstamped  WATERFORD  with  a  prepared 
punch;  1858  Flying  Eagle  cent.  Fine,  smoothed  on  the  reverse  and 
stamped  JH&Co  in  a  mirror-image;  and,  last,  an  1864  EF  two-cent 
piece  counterstamped  G.E.  LEONARD  from  a  prepared  punch.  An 
interesting  group!  (Total:  7  pieces) 

1705  Pair  of  half  cents:  1828  13  stars,  VF,  counterstamped  C.T  in  a 
prepared  rectcingular  crenellated  punch,  obviously  with  some  mean¬ 
ing;  18(X)  Half  cent.  Good,  counterstamped  with  hallmark,  not  readi¬ 
ly  decipherable  (refer  also  to  Lot  1712),  on  head;  to  which  is  added 
a  well-worn  1773  Virginia  halfpenny,  counterstamped  with  a  star- 
burst  at  the  center  of  the  obverse.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

1706  1832  Half  dollar.  Fine,  counterstamped  with  silversmith's  (7) 
hallmark  in  prepared  punch:  M'AFEE,  unattributed. 
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1  1707  Elmira,  New  York  counterstamp;  ROBERTS/DYE  WORKS/436/E. 

WATER  ST/ELMIRA,  N.Y.  Counterstamped  on  an  1890  British 
halfpenny.  Uncirculated  with  traces  of  lustre.  Refer  to  page  87  of 
Russ  Rulau's  United  States  Trade  Tokens  1866-1889.  Why  William 
Roberts,  a  dyer,  would  use  various  British  coins  rather  than 
American  ones  is  a  minor  mystery.  Perhaps  they  were  given  as 
souvenirs  of  some  type. 


!  1708  Philadelphia  counterstamp.  W.D.  RAPP  counterstamped  by  a 

prepared  logotype  punch  on  the  obverse  of  a  well-worn  1804  Half 
cent.  W.D.  Rapp  practiced  silversmithing  in  Philadelphia  in  the  1820s 
(reference:  Stephen  G.C.  Ensko's  American  Silversmiths  and  Their 
Marks).  Silversmiths'  hallmarks  are  the  "most  elite  of  the  elite" 
among  American  countermarks.  A  prize  for  the  half  cent  specialist. 


1709  New  York  counterstamp.  G.G.  TOWNSEND/ROCHESTER  N.Y. 
counterstamped  in  the  reverse  field  of  a  well-worn  and  scarred  1831 
British  copper  penny. 


1710  (Egyptology)  38mm.  copper  piece  commemorating  the  visit  of  Louis 
Philippe  of  France  to  the  Rouen  Mint,  1831,  counterstamped  on  the 
reverse  with  OBELISQUE/1831/LOUQSOR,  a  reference  to  the 
obelisk  of  Luxor,  Egypt.  During  the  mid-19th-century,  many  Egyp¬ 
tian  treasures  were  discovered  and  publicized,  examples  of  which 
were  taken  to  France,  England,  and  the  United  States  (of  the  latter, 
Cleopatra's  Needle  in  Central  Park,  New  York  City,  remains  there 
today). 


1711  GW  counterstamped  in  prepared  punch  on  a  worn  and  holed  1765 
1  Real  piece  of  Guatemala.  The  counterstamp,  otherwise  uniden¬ 
tified,  is  not  listed  by  Pridmore  or  represented  in  the  Byrne  Sale. 


1712  Group  of  counterstamps:  1791  12  Deniers  of  Louis  XVI,  Paris  Mint, 
counterstamped  ARGENT/(fleurs-de-lys  symbol )/CUIRS,  EF;  well- 
worn  French  10  Centime  piece  of  the  1850s  counterstamped  CE. 
PARISIEN;  18th-century  French  copper  piece  counterstamped  on 
the  reverse  boldly:  VIEILLE  MONTAGNE  (BRAY)/13, 
counterstamp  excellent,  host  coin  very  worn;  Irish  halfpenny,  worn 
nearly  smooth,  crudely  counterstamped  with  a  symbol  resembling 
"7A"  (which  bears  a  close  resemblance,  although  quite  different  in 
size,  from  the  undecipherable  counterstamp  found  on  the  1800  half 
cent  featured  in  Lot  1705).  (Total:  4  pieces) 


1713  1784-Mo  silver  8  Reales,  worn  and  holed,  counterstamped  with  an 
anchor  and,  separately,  with  the  letter  C  within  a  star — on  the 
obverse. 

1714  Group  of  miscellaneous  world  counterstamped  pieces,  silver  and 
copper  (mostly),  18th  and  19th  centuries.  (Total;  7  pieces) 


Counterstamped  U.S. 

Coins 


One  cannot  have  too  much  of  a  good  thing,  it  has  been 
said,  so  following  a  number  of  illustrious  counterstamps  of 
the  United  States  coins  offered  earlier  in  the  catalogue,  here 
is  another  consignment  section! 


1715  Imitation  British  halfpenny,  probably  dated  in  the  1770s  but  with 
the  reverse  worn  smooth,  counterstamped  on  the  obverse  with  SH 
in  a  prepared  logotype  punch.  The  stamp  resembles  that  of  a 
silversmith,  but  positive  attribution  cannot  be  assured.  Stephen 
Ensko  in  American  Silversmiths  and  Their  Marks  notes  a  Stephen 
Hopkins,  who  used  a  similar  mark,  was  active  in  Waterbury,  Con¬ 
necticut  circa  1745,  but  this  may  be  too  early  to  apply  to  the  present 
piece. 
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1716  Hard  Times  token,  Low-84,  counterstarnped  many  times  with 
prepared  logotype  punches  reading;  F.  LAMSON,  separately 
LOWELL,  and  then  separately  in  two  further  punches  MERRIMACK 
and  HOUSE,  with  two  additional  punches,  impressed  one  time  each, 
for  NASHUA  and  BOSTON.  This,  the  most  impressively 
counterstarnped  of  any  Hard  Times  token  variety  we  have  ever  seen. 
A  real  prize  for  the  researcher  checking  the  listing  of  the  Merrimack 
House  in  directories.  Presumably,  it  must  have  been  located  in  either 


Lowell  (Massachusetts),  Boston,  or  Nashua  (New  Hampshire). 
Perhaps  there  was  some  type  of  a  connection — such  as  a  stage  line — 
between  the  three  towns.  The  counterstamps  are  obviously  very  ear¬ 
ly,  probably  circa  1835-1845.  Truly  a  coin  with  a  potentially 
marvelous  story!  The  counterstamps  are  Extremely  Fine,  while  the 
host  coin  has  been  nearly  obliterated  by  all  of  the  counterstamping 
activity. 


1717  1793  United  States  half  cent.  A  sharp  specimen  approaching  Fine 

condition  (except  for  wear  spxjts  on  the  reverse  due  to  counterstamp¬ 
ing),  marvelously  counterstarnped  with  five  separate  prepared 
logotypes  (possibly  from  silversmiths).  The  punches  are:  AR,  R.T., 
F.  CURTIS,  S.  AVERY,  and  WM.  E.  COWLES.  The  S.  AVERY 
punch  is  listed  by  Ensko  and  is  attributed  to  Samuel  Avery,  who 
was  active  in  Preston,  Connecticut,  circa  1786,  a  p)eriod  that  would 
seem  appropriate  to  the  present  coin.  A  Francis  Curtis,  who  prac¬ 
ticed  his  trade  in  the  19th  century  is  listed  for  Woodbury,  Connec¬ 
ticut  in  A  Directory  of  American  Silver,  Pewter,  and  Silver  Plate 
by  Ralph  and  Terry  Kovel.  While  the  hallmark  of  Curtis  is  not  il¬ 


lustrated,  it  is  not  beyond  the  realm  of  possibility  that  the  stamp 
on  this  piece  may  apply. 

Samuel  Avery  and  his  brothers  continued  their  father's  business, 
which  operated  from  1760-1836.  It  is  possible  that  further  checking 
would  identify  the  other  stamps.  The  counterstamping  was  done 
with  relative  care  (none  overlap),  all  on  the  same  side  of  the  coin, 
and  with  clear  impressions.  Possibly  the  five  individuals  were  related 
in  one  way  or  another. 

This  is  the  finest  hallmarked  half  cent  we  have  ever  seen.  As  such, 
it  is  an  outstanding  prize  for  the  half  cent  specialist  or  the 
counterstamp  enthusiast. 
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1718  1832  Half  dollar,  AU,  lightly  counterstamped  at  least  four  times  with 

a  prepared  logotype  punch  reading  "Washington  House"  in  upper 
and  lower  case  letters.  The  name  probably  refers  to  a  hotel  or  inn, 
for  Washington  House  was  a  popular  designation  for  such  during 
the  early  19th  century.  For  example,  a  hostelry  of  that  name  operated 
in  Pittsfield,  New  Hampshire. 


1719  Memphis,  Tennessee  counterstamp.  BEN.  F.  WYANT/MAY 
FLOWER/SALOON/NO  137  MAIN  St/MEMPHIS-TENN 
counterstamped  on  the  obverse  of  a  well-worn  1858-0  half  dollar. 
A  similar  piece,  perhaps  even  the  one  here  offered,  is  described  on 
page  146  of  Russell  Rulau's  United  States  Trade  Tokens  1866-1889. 

Here  is  a  counterstamp  with  multiple  appeals.  First,  it  is  from  Ten¬ 
nessee,  a  rare  state  for  counterstamped  attributions.  Second,  the 
owner,  his  trade,  and  address  are  all  given.  Third,  saloon  items  have 
their  own  following  and  are  especially  desirable.  Watch  for  some 
exciting  bidding  on  this  one! 


1721  New  York  City  counterstamp.  On  a  well-worn  1875  Liberty  Seated 
half  dollar  is  boldly  counterstamped  PARISIAN /VARIETIES/16. 
ST  &  B  WAY  NY,  arranged  in  an  arc.  Rulau,  on  page  99  of  his 
reference,  lists  several  varieties  of  this  issue.  Counterstamping 
probably  occurred  sometime  around  the  latest-dated  coin  he  men¬ 
tions,  1875.  Again,  here  is  a  subject  for  research.  Exactly  what  were 
the  Parisian  Varieties?  The  answer  undoubtedly  will  prove  to  be 
interesting! 


1720  Georgia!?)  counterstamp,  arbitrarily  assigned  to  this  state  by  Russell 
Rulau,  who  describes  the  piece  on  page  26  of  his  reference.  On  a 
fairly  sharp  1863  Liberty  Seated  half  dollar  is  boldly  counterstamped 
SPRAGUE  &  BLODGETT'S /GEORGIA  MINSTRELS  around  the 
border,  with  ADMIT/ONE  at  the  center. 

As  Russell  Rulau  suggests,  it  is  probably  that  the  Georgia  term 
refers  to  the  character  of  the  minstrels  rather  than  to  the  geographic 
location.  A  super-desirable  (in  modem  parlance!)  counterstamp,  and 
one  which  should  fetch  a  generous  price. 


1722  1886  Morgan  dollar,  well-worn,  counterstamped  M.A.  TOWNER 
in  gentle  art  across  the  obverse. 


1723  Engraved  piece,  not  a  counterstamp,  probably  issued  as  a  souvenir 
to  silver  mine  stockholders  or  workers.  Weighing  48.5  grains,  oc¬ 
tagonal  in  shape  with  a  hole  for  suspension  at  the  top,  the  piece 
has  on  one  side  an  engraving  of  a  miner's  implements;  a  lantern, 
shovel,  and  pickaxe,  while  the  other  side  has  the  engraved  monogram 
G.W.T.,  probably  refering  to  the  person  for  whom  it  was  intend¬ 
ed,  at  the  center  an  impression  from  the  prepared  logotype  punch 
N.P.  SILVER  MINE,  and  at  the  bottom  the  engraved  date  1876.  It 
is  possible,  indeed  quite  likely,  that  the  prepared  logotype  punch 
was  used  on  bullion  bars  from  the  mine  (for  otherwise  why  would 
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a  punch  have  been  made?).  A  fascinating  item  for  the  collector  of 
western  Americana. 


Betts  Medals 

1724  Betts-48.  Victory  at  Martinique.  Bronze.  41mm.  Choice  About  Un¬ 
circulated.  Bust  right  of  Louis  XlV/a  scene  symbolic  of  the  French 
victory  at  Martinique.  The  piece  has  a  couple  of  toning  spots,  but 
is  particularly  lustrous  upon  the  reverse.  Scarce.  Struck  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  successful  defense  of  the  French  colony  of  Martini¬ 
que  against  the  planned  Dutch  invasion  led  by  Admiral  Ruyter  in 
July  1674. 


1725  Betts-59.  The  capture  of  Tobago.  Bronze.  41mm.  Uncirculated.  Bust 
right  of  Louis  XIV,  by  Mauger/aerial  view  of  the  Dutch  fort  at 
Tobago,  with  the  besieging  French  fleet  in  the  foreground.  Some 
cabinet  friction  is  noticeable  on  the  high  points  of  Louis's  hair,  other¬ 
wise  it  is  a  sharp  and  lustrous  strike.  Scarce.  The  French  fleet  besieged 
the  Dutch  fort  at  Tobago  in  December  1677,  but  was  unable  to 
reduce  it  by  fire  from  sea.  The  French  admiral  set  up  a  battery  of 
heavy  mortars  on  land,  and  the  third  bomb  which  was  fired  hit  the 
magazine  of  the  Dutch  fort  which  exploded  killing  the  Dutch  com¬ 
mander  and  most  of  his  officers.  This  event  is  commemorated  on 
the  reverse  of  the  medal. 

1726  Betts-83.  Capture  of  Cartagena.  Bronze.  41mm.  About  Uncirculated, 
small  reverse  rim  defect,  as  made.  Bust  right  of  Louis  XlV/per- 
sonification  of  the  Spanish  town  of  Cartagena  collapsed,  her  right 
hand  extended  towards  a  treasure  um  which  has  fallen,  spilling  its 
contents  of  coins  upon  the  ground.  This  medal  commemorates  the 
capture  of  Cartagena  by  the  French  in  1697  and  the  capture  of  its 
treasure.  Over  100  years  previously,  the  English  admirad.  Sir  Frances 
Drake,  had  also  despoiled  Cartagena  of  its  treasures. 

1727  Betts-85.  French  victories.  Bronze.  41mm.  Uncirculated,  some  light 
scratches  in  the  left  reverse  field.  Bust  right  of  Louis  XlV/victory 
inscribing  the  names  of  French  successes  upon  shields  suspended  from 
a  palmetto  tree.  Scarce.  Mint-made  rim  defect  noticeable  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  the  reverse.  This  medal  commemorates  the  victory  at  Car¬ 
tagena,  as  the  previous,  but  also  includes  the  names  of  French  vic¬ 
tories  in  Flanders  and  Spain. 


Battle  of  Vigo  Bay 


1728  Betts-97,  Battle  of  Vigo  Bay.  Silver.  36.7mm.  278.4  grains.  About 
Uncirculated,  prooflike  surfaces.  Attractively  toned  in  a  light  gray 
shade.  Dies  by  John  Croker.  Bust  left  of  Queen  Anne, 
crowned/panoramic  view  of  Vigo  Bay,  in  Spain,  inscription  around 
and  below  in  Latin  (translating  as  "the  French  and  Spanish  fleets 
taken  and  burnt  at  Vigo,  Oct.  12,  1702"). 

In  May  1702,  less  than  a  month  following  the  coronation  of  Queen 
Anne,  England  declared  war  against  France  and  Spain.  The  fortunes 
of  Spain,  once  the  world's  dominant  empire,  had  faded  as  those  of 
France  had  risen.  In  October  1702,  Sir  George  Rooke  commanded 
a  flotilla  of  nine  English  and  Dutch  vessels  to  Cadiz,  going  from 
there  to  Vigo  Bay,  where  the  treasure-laden  Spanish  ships  from  the 
New  World,  together  with  accompanying  French  vessels,  had  sought 
refuge  in  the  protected  harbor.  To  further  secure  the  vessels,  a  stout 
chain  was  placed  across  the  entrance  to  the  bay.  This  and  the  for¬ 
tifications  on  the  surrounding  hills  were  deemed  all  that  were  need¬ 
ed  to  withstand  the  British  assault.  Many  of  the  Spanish  ships  were 
hastily  scuttled,  but  not  before  approximately  14  million  pieces  of 
eight  (dollars)  had  been  captured  by  the  British.  Today,  the  treasure 
still  on  the  bottom  of  Vigo  Bay  remains  one  of  the  world's  most 
intriguing  treasure  hunting  possibilities  and  has  been  estimated  as 
having  the  value  of  over  $100  million.

Prooflike  surfaces.  Traces  of  old  lacquering.  A  mailed  and  armed 
arm  (Holland)  holding  a  chain  which  links  and  supports  shields  bear¬ 
ing  the  devices  of  Russia,  Sweden,  Denmark,  and  Holland.  Inscrip¬ 
tion  around  (translating  as  "armed  neutrality")/inscription  in  10  lines, 
the  all-seeing  eye  above.  Dies  by  Adriaan  Van  Baerll.  This  medal 
commemorates  the  Treaty  of  Armed  Neutrality,  entered  into  by 
Holland,  Prussia,  the  Holy  Roman  Empire,  Russia,  Denmark  and 
Sweden  in  1780-1781.  The  object  of  the  treaty  was  mutual  assistance 
and  protection  should  the  British  fleet  interfere  with  the  trading  and 
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military  ventures  of  the  signatory  powers.  The  incidental  effect  of 
the  treaty  was  to  disuade  Great  Britain  from  interfering  with  Euro¬ 
pean  trade  to  the  colonies,  then  at  war  with  Britain.

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1744  An  impressive,  electrotype  copper  hanging  plaque  with  ornate  frame. 
The  central  plaque  in  burnished  copper.  The  frame  a  darker,  un- 
bumished  copper.  Approximately  20  x  16  inches  in  size.  Probably 
manufactured  during  the  presidency  of  James  Buchanan,  between 
the  years  1857-1861.  This  impressive  manufacture  is  titled  THE  NA¬ 
TIONAL  MEDALLION.  Within  the  central  oval,  at  the  top,  in  ex¬ 
tremely  fine  type,  is  the  complete  Declaration  of  Independence.  In 
the  center  are  four  roundels,  representing  the  obverse  and  reverse 
of,  respectively,  the  Washington  before  Boston  medal  in  the  center 
flanked  by  Charles  Cushing  Wrights's  Declaration  of  Indepjendence 
medal,  obverse  to  the  left  and  reverse  to  the  right.  Below  these  cen¬ 
tral  roundels  is  a  chronological  list  of  the  major  battles  and  military 
events  of  the  Revolutionary  War,  from  1774  to  the  declaration  of 
peace  in  1783.  This  honor  roll  is  then  followed  by  a  listing  of  the 
residents  of  the  United  States  from  the  first,  George  Washington, 
to  the  last  named,  James  Buchanan  (the  evidence  for  the  supposi¬ 
tion  of  the  date  of  this  piece).  At  the  bottom  of  the  central  oval 
the  Latin  inscription  IN  MEMORIAM  MAJORUM,  which  roughly 
translates  as  "In  memory  of  our  predecessors."  In  the  four  comers 
of  the  burnished  central  plaque  are  four  vignettes  with  additional 
numismatic  themes:  that  in  the  upper  left,  showing  an  eagle  perched 
upon  a  writhing  snake,  resembles  the  obverses  of  the  Feuchtwanger 
cents  of  1837;  in  the  upper  right  is  a  representation  of  the  obverse 
of  the  Libertas  Americana  colonial  medal;  in  the  lower  left  is  a  small 
roundel  illustrating  the  U.S.  flag;  and  in  the  lower  right  is  another 
illustrating  an  ornate  and  unusual  U.S.  shield  draped  with  a  ribbon 
upon  which  is  our  country's  motto,  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM,  topped 
by  an  all-seeing  eye.  The  borders  in  the  four  corners  flanking  the 
roundels  are  ornamented  with  scroll  and  tendril  motifs.  The  darker 
frame  is  a  contrasting  border  to  the  central  burnished  plaque,  and 
is  done  in  linear  motifs  one  of  which  is  beaded  while  the  outer  one 
is  braided.  At  the  four  comers  of  the  frame  are  floral  designs.  While 
this  piece  is  undated,  the  internal  evidence  of  the  list  of  presidents 
suggests  a  date  during  the  administration  of  James  Buchanan,  and 
is  certainly  an  expression  of  contemporary  patriotism  on  the  eve 
of  the  Civil  War.  The  plaque  is  mounted  at  the  back  for  suspension 
from  the  original  copper  chain  link.  The  central  burnished  plaque 
is  held  within  its  frame  by  a  series  of  clips.  While  there  are  a  few 
very  minor  dents  at  the  bottom  of  the  frame,  the  piece  overall  is 
in  unusually  good  condition  for  a  medallion  this  large  and  of  this 
date.  With  the  numismatic  motifs,  this  would  make  an  extremely 
attractive  wall  mounting  for  an  advanced  collector  or  one  engaged 
in  the  commercial  aspects  of  our  hobby.  While  we  cannot,  with  ab¬ 
solute  certainty,  say  that  this  piece  is  unique,  in  our  many  years 
of  combined  experience  we  have  never  seen  another  of  these. 

1745  An  unusual  Washington  item.  A  pipe-tamper,  in  brass.  65mm.  high. 
Stamped  with  the  numeral  17  on  the  back.  The  tamper  is  surmounted 
by  a  bust  of  George  Washington,  facing  left,  dressed  in  a  represen¬ 
tation  of  a  general's  uniform.  He  wears  the  usual  periwig  of  the  time. 
The  piece  is  undated,  and  there  is  no  indication  of  the  manufac¬ 
turer's  name,  but  the  portrait  resembles  the  Manly  bust  catalogued 
by  Baker  as  number  62,  and  the  execution  of  this  piece  has  an  overall 
late  18th-  early  19th-century  flavor.  The  piece  is  uniface,  and  shows 
signs  of  having  been  used  for  what  it  was  intended.  Overall  an  in¬ 
teresting  conversation  piece.

and  divisions  common  to  the  middle  18th  century.  The  reverse  bears 
at  its  upper  edge  an  inch  scale,  along  with  two  incline  scales.  Along 
the  leading  edge  of  the  obverse  of  the  scale  in  a  small  hemisphere 
are  the  initials  G.W.  This  is  an  extremely  rare  and  important  piece 
of  Washington  memorabilia.  Unlike  so  many  other  supposed 
Washington  items  this  piece  bears  an  affidavit  attesting  to  its  pro¬ 
venance.  The  scale  is  housed  in  a  custom-made  wooden  case  with 
hinged  lid,  which  bears  a  modest  inlaid  pattern. 

Accompanying  this  item  is  a  sworn  affidavit  dated  September  30, 
1921,  and  signed  by  William  Lanier  Washington.  We  reprint  the 
contents  of  this  affidavit  in  its  entirety. 

General  Washington's  Surveyor's  Plotting  Scale 

"The  surveyor's  plotting  scale  of  brass  upon  which  is 
engraved  the  initals  'G.W.,'  that  accompanies  this  statement 
belonged  to  and  was  used  by  General  Washington  in  plot¬ 
ting  maps  and  surveys. 

"It  was  inherited  by  his  eldest  nephew.  Colonel  William 
Augustin  Washington,  my  great-great-grandfather  and  was 
given  by  him  to  his  son.  Colonel  George  Corbin  Washington, 
my  great-grandf  :ther,  who  died  in  1854,  when  it  passed  to 
his  son.  Colonel  Louis  William  Washington,  my  grandfather. 

"He  gave  it  to  my  father.  Major  James  Barroll  Washington, 
at  the  time  of  his  entrance  in  the  United  States  Military 
Academy  at  West  Point  in  1859,  who  made  use  of  it  during 
the  period  of  his  cadetship. 

"At  the  time  of  my  entrance  in  the  Engineering  Depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Western  University  of  Pennsylvania  in  1883,  my 
father  gave  me  this  Plotting  Scale  and  it  has  remained  in  my 
possession  since  that  time." 

[W.M.  Lanier  Washington] 

"William  Lanier  Washington  being  duly  sworn  this  thir¬ 
tieth  day  of  September,  1921,  deposes  and  says  that  the  state¬ 
ment  set  forth  as  above  is  true  and  correct  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge  and  belief." 

George  Washington  gained  his  practical  experience  as  an  assis¬ 
tant  surveyor  on  the  lands  of  Thomas,  6th  Baron  Fairfax  of  Cameron 
(1692-1782),  which  were  located  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley  of 
Virginia  in  1748.  The  following  year  Washington  was  appointed 
as  county  surveyor  in  Culpeper  County,  Virginia.  The  Washington 
lands  and  the  Fairfax  lands  lay  close  together,  and  the  two  families 
were  quite  friendly  with  each  other,  despite  the  large  differences  in 
their  social  classes.  Washington's  early  experience  as  a  surveyor  stood 
him  in  good  stead  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  when  he  is  said 
to  have  personally  laid  the  fortifications  before  the  Battle  of  Long 
Island  in  1776.

1747  A  set  of  three  drawing  instruments  owned  and  used  by  George 
Washington.  Housed  in  a  custom  leather  case,  lined  in  black  velvet. 
The  instruments  are  in  brass,  and  consist  of  the  following:  a  trac¬ 
ing  wheel,  93mm.;  a  smaller  drawing  pen,  61mm.;  a  larger  draw¬ 
ing  pen,  92mm.  The  tracing  wheel  and  larger  drawing  pen  are  hinged 
near  their  ends  to  allow  for  differing  arm  and  wrist  positions.  Each 
terminates  in  a  shank  meant  to  be  inserted,  probably,  into  a  wooden 
or  ivory  holder.  The  smaller  drawing  pen  is  hinged  at  one  side  and 
its  shank  terminates  in  a  round  steel  end  pierced,  probably  for 
suspension.  The  points  of  the  two  drawing  pens  are  made  of  steel, 
and  have  been  inset  into  their  brass  housings  with  a  high  degree 
of  skillful  workmanship.  The  small  tracing  wheel  at  the  end  of  the 
tracing  pen  is  made  of  steel,  and  lacks  only  two  of  its  smaller  teeth 
to  be  complete  and  as  made.  Each  shows  signs  of  usage,  but  each 
has  been  carefully  conserved,  from  an  early  time,  doubtless  due  to 
their  provenance.  In  common  with  the  surveyor's  scale  offered 
previously,  this  item  also  has  a  pedigree  traceable  to  Washington 
himself. 

Accompanying  these  drawing  instruments  is  the  following  affidavit 
dated  February  16,  1922: 

General  Washington's  Drawing  Instruments 

'The  two  Drawing  Pens  and  one  Tracing  Wheel  that  ac¬ 
company  this  statement  belonged  to  and  were  used  by 
General  Washington  durir\g  the  later  years  of  his  life. 

"They  are  part  of  a  set  of  drawing  instruments  and  a  case 
that  were  given  by  General  Washington  during  his  life  to  his 
eldest  nephew.  Colonel  William  Augustin  Washington,  my 
great-great-grandfather. 

"He  gave  them  to  his  son.  Colonel  George  Corbin 
Washington,  my  great  grandfather,  who  used  them  at  Har¬ 
vard  University,  and  they  were  inherited  by  his  son,  Louis 
William  Washington,  my  grandfather,  who  used  them  at 
Princeton  University.  He  gave  them  to  James  Barroll 
Washington,  my  father,  at  the  time  of  his  entrance  at  the 
United  States  Military  Academy,  West  Point.  My  father  gave 
them  to  me  at  the  time  of  my  entrance  in  the  Western  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Pennsylvania,  the  University  of  Pittsburgh. 

"Later  several  of  the  pens  and  other  instruments  were  lost 
or  taken  when  they  were  loaned  for  a  public  exhibition  about 


1887,  but  the  above  described  pens  and  tracing  wheel  were 
preserved." 

(Wm.  Lanier  Washington] 

"William  Lanier  Washington  being  duly  sworn  this  six¬ 
teenth  day  of  February,  1922,  deposes  and  says  that  the  state¬ 
ment  set  forth  as  above  is  true  and  correct  to  the  best  of  his 
knowledge  and  belief." 

As  these  instruments  were  used  by  the  General  during  the  latei 
years  of  his  life,  they  quite  probably  were  used  by  him  during  hi 
second  term  as  president  (1793-96).  General  Washington's  skill 
a  surveyor  and  draftsman  during  his  lifetime  is  well  attested  by  hi 
contemporaries.

The  Zachary  Taylor  medal  was  made  through  the  use  of  the 
modeling  machine  and  was  engraved  from  a  portrait  made  by  Henry 
Kirke  Brown,  who  was  promised  $200  for  his  efforts.  The  obverse 
of  the  inaugural  medal  is  the  same  as  the  regular  middle-sized  In¬ 
dian  p)eace  medal  obverse.  The  engraver  of  the  reverse  is  not  record¬ 
ed.  This  medal,  which  is  known  only  in  bronze,  is  one  of  the  rarest 
of  all  the  Presidential  inaugural  medals.  Julian's  survey  of  auction 
catalogues  showed  only  one  listing  for  this  issue,  the  R.  Coulton 
Davis  sale  of  1889,  Lot  777.  This  extremely  rare  inaugural  medal 
could  well  be  the  centerpiece  for  a  fine  collection  of  Presidential 
medals. 


Gold  Andrew  Jackson  Medal

The  engraver  of  these  dies  is  unknown.  Julian  felt  that  this  strik¬ 
ing  was  contemporary  with  Andrew  Jackson,  based  upon  a  letter 
from  the  Director  of  the  Mint  Pollock  dated  1869.  The  original  for 
the  obverse  bust  of  Jackson  may  have  been  taken  from  an  engrav¬ 
ing  by  James  B.  Longacre.

Robert  W.  Julian  has  described  the  process  of  manufacture  of  the 
dies  of  this  medal  very  well,  and  we  quote  from  him  at  some  length. 
"Anthony  C.  Paquet,  who  had  done  the  Johnson  dies,  was 
chosen  to  do  the  Indian  Peace  medal  dies  for  Ulysses  S.  Grant. 

In  May,  1870,  Paquet  signed  a  contract  with  the  Bureau  of 
Indian  Affairs  to  prepare  a  set  of  dies  (one  size  only)  accor¬ 
ding  to  a  design  furnished  by  tliis  bureau.  The  proposed 
reverse  showed  the  United  States  Capitol  building  in 
Washington. 

"The  diesinker  had  barely  undertaken  the  work  when  the 
president's  cabinet  believing  themselves  capable  of  design¬ 
ing  medals  for  the  Indians  and  posterity  as  well,  proceeded 
to  completely  redesign  the  reverse.  Paquet  naturally  follow¬ 
ed  the  alteration,  but  in  the  process  the  president's  name  was 
somehow  left  off.  Another  oddity,  equally  strange,  was  Pa- 
quet's  failure  to  sign  the  dies;  perhaps  he  thought  them  crowd¬ 
ed  enough  already. 

"The  dies  were  finished  by  August,  1871,  and  immediate¬ 
ly  turned  over  to  the  mint.  In  August  and  September  300 
slver  medals  were  struck.  Although  Indian  peace  medals  were 
almost  never  struck  for  collectors  in  the  19th  century,  the 


Grant  piece  has  always  been  available  to  collectors  in  the 
original  metal.  For  this  reason,  it  would  be  virtually  impossi¬ 
ble  to  distinguish  a  restrike  of  the  1880s  (in  silver)  from  an 
1871  original.  No  document  concerning  this  abnormality  of 
selling  Indian  peace  medals  in  silver  to  collectors  has  come 
to  light."

Bust  of  Horatio 
Gates,  facing  left/scene  of  Gates  accepting  General  Burgoyne's 
sword,  in  the  left  background  the  British  troops  laying  down  their 
arms,  in  the  right  background  the  American  forces  standing  to  at¬ 
tention.  Chocolate  brown  obverse,  reverse  with  a  slightly  greenish 
tinge.

1773  John  Trumbull.  PE-35.  White  metal.  64mm.  About  Uncirculated, 
obverse  brushed.  Some  signs  of  corrosion  on  the  reverse  rim.  Dies 
by  Charles  Cushing  Wright.  Designed  by  P.P.  Duggan.  Unlisted 
in  white  metal  in  Julian's  catalogue,  undoubtedly  very  rare. 
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1774  Daniel  Webster. PE-37.  Bronze.  77mm.  Uncirculated.  A  few  minor 
reverse  rim  nicks  may  be  seen.  Dies  by  Charles  Cushing  Wright. 
Bust  right  of  Daniel  Webster/commemorative  column  topped  by 
a  globe,  in  the  background  buildings  in  single-sided  pjerspective.  The 
whole  within  a  laurel  wreath,  shield  at  the  bottom.  An  attractive 
chocolate  brown.  While  strictly  speaking  this  is  not  a  Mint  product, 
the  piece  is  listed  in  Julian's  catalogue  of  U.S.  Mint  medals  and  con¬ 
sequently  has  been  included  in  this  section  of  the  present  catalogue. 
To  the  writer's  mind,  the  reverse  of  this  Daniel  Webster  medal  is 
one  of  the  most  striking  in  the  series. 

1775  United  States  Centennial  Medal.  CM-11.  Bronze.  57mm.  1876.  Un¬ 
circulated,  a  few  very  minor  marks  noticeable  in  the  fields.  Attrac¬ 
tive  mahogany  brown  in  color.  Complete  with  the  original  purple 
velvet  lined  cardboard  case  of  issue.  Approximately  7,000  struck. 
Dies  by  William  Barber.  Scene  of  Liberty  placing  victory  wreaths 
upon  the  heads  of  jjersonifications  of  industry  to  the  left  and  art 
to  the  right.  Inscriptions  around/personification  of  Liberty  rising 
from  the  ground  reaching  toward  a  circle  of  13  stars  aptly  described 
by  Julian  as  being  "in  glory."  Inscription  around.  This  medal  was 
struck  after  1874,  and  was  commissioned  for  the  100th  anniversary 
of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  in  1776.  The  exposition  was  held 
in  Philadelphia. 

1776  A  second  U.S.  Centennial  Medal.  CM-11.  Copper  gilt.  57mm.  Un- 

■  circulated,  several  toning  spots  noticeable.  Types,  inscriptions,  and 

artist  identical  to  the  preceding.  Somewhat  rarer  than  the  bronze 
striking,  since  only  2,100  pieces  were  struck  in  copper  for  gilding. 
These  were  sold  at  the  centennial  fair  for  three  dollars  each,  the  same 
price  as  charged  for  the  bronze  medal  of  the  same  size. 

U  1777  A  pair  of  Mint  medals:  the  first  for  the  Japanese  Embassy.  CM-23. 

Bronze.  76mm.  Uncirculated,  a  few  toning  spots  noticeable.  The 
piece  has  picked  up  a  couple  of  stray  nicks  in  the  fields.  Attractive 
chocolate  coloration.  Dies  by  Anthony  C.  Paquet.  Bust  right  of 
James  Buchanan /inscription  in  eight  lines,  commemorating  the  first 
embassy  from  the  Japanese  Empire  to  the  United  States,  1860;  the 
second,  the  Buffalo  Schools.  SC -15.  Silver.  49mm.  About  Uncir¬ 
culated,  brushed.  Dies  by  William  and  Charles  Barber.  Several 
scratches  noticeable  upon  the  reverse.  Bust  left  of  Jesse  Ket- 
chum /Wisdom  seated  left  pouring  fuel  into  the  Lamp  of  Learning. 
Reverse  engraved  "868."  An  attractive  pair.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


Rare  Uniface  Token 


1779  Undated  uniface  brass  token.  36mm.  Very  Fine.  Not  in  the 
Jacobowitz  Collection.  Very  rare.  Slave  in  shackles  kneeling  right. 
Above,  in  a  scroll  AM.  1.  NOT.  A.  MAN.  &.  A.  BROTHER. /blank 
reverse,  showing  the  signs  of  a  rectangular  pile  die,  engraved  above 
in  small  capital  letters  A  *  E.  The  obverse  type  is  taken  from  the 
great  seal  of  the  London  Committee  to  Abolish  the  Slave  Trade. 
There  are  signs  on  the  reverse  of  what  may  be  the  remnants  of  a 
shank,  and  therefore  this  may  have  been  intended  as  a  button  to 
be  worn  on  the  lapel.

Dated  1807, 
but  struck  in  1814  for  MaCauley  and  Babington,  merchants  in  Sierra 
Leone,  for  use  as  a  one  penny  token.  Struck  in  the  Soho  Mint,  Bir¬ 
mingham,  in  November  1814.  Obverse  scene  of  a  Briton  shaking 
hands  with  an  African,  in  the  background  to  the  left  scene  of  a 
village,  to  the  center  scene  of  two  Africans  working  a  field  and  in 
the  right  background,  scene  of  five  Africans  dancing  about  a  tree 
symbolic  of  the  Tree  of  Liberty.  This  latter  motif  is  to  be  found  on 
the  reverse  of  the  bronze  medallion  featured  later  in  this  sale  in  Lot 
1784,  and  pictured  previously  under  Lot  number  1533  in  seven-inch 
full  page  size.  Reverse  bears  an  Arabic  inscription.

1781  Proof  restrike  of  the  famous  bilingual  anti-slavery  medal. 
BCM-258.3.  Bronze.  36mm.  Proof.  The  original  was  struck  in 
November  1814,  and  this  is  a  very  early  restrike  also  from  the  Soho 
Mint  at  Birmingham.  This  piece  is  made  particulary  interesting  in 
that  it  is  accompanied  by  the  original  brass  shells  which  housed  it 
and  which  were  issued  by  the  mint  to  protect  the  piece.  Obverse 
and  reverse  types  and  inscriptions  identical  to  the  preceding.  A  very 
attractive  medium  chocolate  brown  in  color  with  full  Proof  surfaces. 
The  motifs  in  the  background  of  the  obverse  are  fully  struck  up  and 
nicely  detailed.  The  Arabic  script  on  the  reverse  is  full,  complete, 
and  very  finely  detailed,  unlike  the  reverses  of  the  majority  of  these 
which  are  found  somewhat  softly  struck.  For  the  serious  collector 
of  anti-slavery  pieces,  this  is  a  pjerfect  example  of  its  type. 

1782  Abolition  of  slavery  medal.  BHM-1665.  Copper.  43mm.  Extreme¬ 
ly  Fine,  obverse  rim  dent  and  two  parallel  reverse  scratches  should 
be  noted.  Slave  standing  beneath  the  rays  of  the  sun  bearing  in  his

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hands  broken  shackles,  at  his  feet  a  broken  whip.  In  the  rear  ground, 
a  quaint  scene  of  an  east  African  village  hut/inscription:  IN  COM¬ 
MEMORATION  OF  THE  EXTINCTION  OF  COLONIAL 
SLAVERY  THROUGHOUT  THE  BRITISH  DOMINIONS  IN  THE 
REIGN  OF  WILLIAM  IV  AUGT.  1  1834.  Manufactured  by  William 
Davis  of  Birmingham,  who  was  an  abolitionist  himself  and  whose 
firm  manufactured  many  anti-slavery  medals  and  tokens.  The  reverse 
inscription  is  not  exactly  correct,  since  slavery  was  not  extinguished 
in  Jamaica,  St.  Kitts,  or  Grenada  in  1834  as  the  Act  of  Parliament 
so  stated.  The  slaves  in  Jamaica  had,  in  1831,  risen  in  a  somewhat 
bloody  rebellion  against  their  white  masters.  The  Jamaican  planters 
of  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  bill  agitated  for  exclusion  of  their 
slaves  out  of  fears  that  the  newly-freed  slaves  would  rise  up  in 
righteous  indignation  against  their  former  masters  and  slay  them. 


1783  Abolition  of  slavery  medal.  BHM-1665.  White  metal.  43mm.  About 
Uncirculated,  nick  at  the  base  of  the  left  palm  tree  in  the  background. 
The  same  medal  as  the  previous,  also  manufactured  by  Davis  of 
Birmingham,  but  struck  in  white  metal  and  somewhat  scarcer  than 
the  bronze.

Scene  of  a  female  slave  kneeling,  shackled,  being  raised  up  by  a  figure 
of  Justice  who  bears  scales  and  a  palm  leaf  (symbolic  of  the  victory 
of  the  cause).  Above  and  below  AM  I  NOT  A  WOMAN  AND  A 
SISTER?  LET  US  BREAK  THEIR  BANDS  ASUNDER  AND  CAST 
AWAY  THEIR  CORDS.  PSALM.  11.3/within  a  wreath  inscribed 
with  names  upon  a  ribbon  TO  THE  FRIENDS  OF  JUSTICE,  MER¬ 
CY,  AND  FREEDOM.  The  names  inscribed  upon  the  wreath  are 
the  following:  PENN  GRANVILLE-SHARP,  WILBERFORCE, 
BENEZET,  CLARKSON,  TOUSSANT-L'OUVERTURE,  STEPHEN, 
and  D.  BARCLAY.  An  interesting  medal,  a  specimen  of  which,  as 
noted,  was  in  the  Jacobowitz  Collection. 


1786  Simon  Bolivar  Anti-Slavery  medal.  Silver.  48.5mm.  Very  Fine, 
dipped  and  brushed.  Edge  dent  noticeable  on  the  reverse.  Dies  by 
Karl  Voigt.  A  scarce  medal  in  silver.  Statue  of  Simon  Bolivar.  In¬ 
scriptions  around/scene  of  Simon  Bolivar  presenting  to  newly-freed 
slaves  the  emancipation  document  for  the  slaves  of  Colombia.  Small 
additional  edge  dent  noticeable  at  the  base  of  the  obverse. 


Calendar  Medals 


1784  Attractive  Jubilation  medal.  BHM-1673.  Brorize.  41mm.  1834.  Very 
Fine  obverse/Extremely  Fine  reverse.  Dies  probably  by  Halliday. 
William  IV  enthroned  beneath  a  canopy  attended  by  four  officers 
of  state.  Beneath  I  ADVOCATE  THIS  BILL  AS  A  MEASURE  OF 
HUMANITY/scene  of  seven  newly  emancipated  slaves  dancing  in 
jubilation  around  a  palmetto  tree  (symbolic  of  the  Liberty  Tree). 
Beneath  SLAVERY  ABOUSHED  BY  GREAT  BRITAIN  1834.  This 
is  one  of  the  most  attractive  of  all  the  anti-slavery  medals  issued 
in  Great  Britain  to  commemorate  the  passage  of  The  Extinction  of 
Colonial  Slavery  Bill,  1834.  The  reverse  motif  quaintly  places  East 
African  natives  in  a  dancing  scene  more  appropriate  to  Northern 
European  pjeoples. 


Calendar  medals  have  a  long  and  noteworthy  history.  The 
origins  of  the  calendar  medal  can  be  found  in  the  later  mid-  | 
die  ages,  when  trade  and  commerce  had  broken  the  bonds 
of  attachment  to  the  soil,  and  merchants  and  other  travelers 
would  often  find  themselves  away  from  their  native  homes 
and  in  need  of  fixing  particular  dates.  They  are,  in  reality, 
a  direct  outgrowth  of  the  pocket  astrolabes  and  compasses  | 
first  originated  by  the  Arabs  even  earlier.  Their  earliest  usage 
known  to  the  present  writer  is  to  be  found  in  calendar  medals  ; 
inscribed  in  Hebrew  and  used  by  Jewish  traders.  These  [ 
Hebrew  medals  were  useful  primarily  in  fixing  the  date  of 
Passover,  from  which  most  of  the  other  dates  of  the  Hebrew  j 
calendar  could  be  calculated.  Their  overall  format,  in  other  ; 
words,  the  way  they  appear  to  us  today,  is  virtually  iden-  | 
tical  to  the  appearance  of  18th-,  19th-,  and  20th-century 
calendar  medals.  On  one  side  oftentimes  is  a  vignette  or  pic¬ 
torial  motif,  while  the  other  side  bears  in  a  square  shape 
the  days  and  months  of  the  year  arranged  in  a  linear  fashion. 
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There  are  basically  two  types  of  calendar  medal:  the 
perpetual  calendar  and  the  calendar  fixed  for  a  short  term 
of  years.  In  its  traditional  format,  the  short  term  calendar 
medal  is  the  most  practical  since  the  number  of  years  to  be 
plotted  is  limited  and  the  size  of  the  medal  can  accommodate 
the  necessary  numbers  and  notations  for  months,  days, 
weeks  and  so  on.  The  perpetual  calendar  medal  presents  dif¬ 
ficult  problems  to  the  square,  linear  format,  simply  because 
there  is  not  enough  space  on  a  normal  sized  medal  to  ac¬ 
commodate  the  notations  necessary  to  calculate  dates  for 
a  considerable  period  of  time.  The  first  item  in  the  follow¬ 
ing  series  of  calendar  medals  solves  the  problem  of  the  linear 
format  by  abandoning  it  altogether  and  creating  a  circular 
moving  dial  which  can  be  lined  up  with  particular  days  of 
the  week  to  provide  for  all  the  possible  permutations  of  the 
calendar.  For  reasons  of  complexity,  therefore,  calendar 
medals  with  perpetual  calendars  appear  to  be  scarcer  than 
those  useful  for  a  short  period  of  time. 

In  U.S.  exonumia,  calendar  medals  are  primarily  vehicles 
for  advertisements.  Occasionally  they  bear  commemorative 
themes,  as  can  be  seen  on  Lot  1789  and  1790  below.  Since 
their  purpose  was  primarily  to  advertise  the  premises,  oc¬ 
cupation,  and  products  of  the  advertiser,  and  since  their  life 
was  as  limited  as  their  duration  of  usefulness,  the  majority 
of  calendar  medals  appear  to  have  been  manufactured  in 
the  less  expensive  metals,  such  as  brass  and  white  metal. 
Calendar  medals  appearing  in  gold  are  generally  speaking 
special  presentation  pieces;  this  holds  true  also  for  those 
created  in  silver,  a  precious  metal  of  intrinsic  value  and  one 
not  to  be  used  lightly  as  a  simple  advertising  medium.  The 
majority  of  the  pieces  appearing  in  the  following  selection 
of  calendar  medals  are  from  New  York  City.  The  earliest 
piece  in  this  group  is  one  dated  1855,  a  perpetual  calendar 
medal.  In  addition  to  the  New  York  pieces  in  this  series,  there 
is  one  somewhat  scarce  piece  from  New  Boston, 
Connecticut.

1789  A  pair  of  silver  calendar  medals.  Both  published  by  the  World 
Newspaper,  of  New  York  City.  The  first,  for  the  10th  anniversary 
of  the  World,  dated  1893.  37mm.  About  Uncirculated.  View  of  the 
World  building  superimposed  on  the  hemispheres  of  the  globe.  In¬ 
scriptions  above  and  below.  Blank  ribbon  (meant  for  inscribing  the 
recipient's  name)  on  the  face/calendar  arranged  in  a  square  format, 
good  for  1893;  the  second,  published  1900,  calendar  good  for  1901 
through  1903.  In  this  case,  the  obverse  ribbon  bears  the  recipient's 
name  M.  HEIMERDINGER.  Reverse  bears  a  calendar  arranged  in 
a  somewhat  complicated  fashion,  indicating  the  starting  date  for 
the  years  1901  through  1903,  and  a  table  allowing  for  the  calcula¬ 
tion  of  days  and  dates  for  these  three  years.  Small  cut  on  reverse 
rim  which  appears  to  have  been  a  test  cut.  This  piece  is  more  dark¬ 
ly  toned  than  the  preceding,  and  is  in  Very  Fine  condition.  (Total:

Overall  appearance  of  the  calendar  very  reminiscent  of  that  appear¬ 
ing  on  the  pieces  in  the  previous  two  lots,  and  possibly  manufac¬ 
tured  by  the  same  company.  Obverse  face  deeply  toned  in  shades 
of  iridescent  blue  and  gray.

Within,  upon  a  movable  dial,  the  days  of  the  month  arrang¬ 
ed  in  regular  triangular  segments  extending  from  the  central  axle 
outward.  Reeded  edge,  which  shows  some  traces  of  corrosion.  A 
fairly  early  New  York  City  piece,  which  is  still  operational. 

1788  Perpetual  calendar  medal.  1863.  Brass.  39mm.  Uncirculated,  very 
attractively  toned.  Manufactured  for  Aaron  White,  New  Boston, 
Connecticut.  Dated  January  1,  1863.  Sold  for  25c.  Obverse  bears 
a  constant  multiplication  table  flanked  at  top,  bottom,  left  and  right 
by  the  birth  and  death  dates  of  Benjamin  Franklin,  George 
Washii^gton,  the  Marquis  de  Lafayette,  and  Thomas  Jefferson.  Aaron 
White's  name,  address,  etcetera,  below/perpetual  calendar  arranged 
in  a  square  format:  numbers  of  the  days  of  the  week  from  1  to  31 
arranged  in  a  tabular  form,  above  which  spaces  for  the  months  of 
the  year  are  arranged  in  such  a  fashion  that  by  applying  a  particular 
day  to  a  set  column  all  the  other  days  of  the  week  will  line  up  in 
sequence  for  particular  months.  Where  two  or  three  months  have 
been  combined  (as  with  January  and  October  or  February,  March, 
and  November),  the  day  of  the  week  will  fall  on  the  same  date  for 
each  of  those  months.  Around  the  p)eriphery:  the  dates  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence,  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  and

Ex¬ 
tremely  rare.  The  Erie  Canal  was  formally  opened  on  October  26, 
1825,  some  15  years  after  the  creation  of  the  Commission  to  com¬ 
plete  the  undertaking  and  some  nine  years  following  the  ground 
breaking  on  July  4,  1817.  Dubbed  "The  greatest  engineering  feat 
of  modem  times,"  the  Erie  Canal  reached,  originally,  for  364  miles 
from  the  Hudson  River  to  Buffalo,  New  York  on  Lake  Erie.  Upon 
its  completion  the  growth  of  New  Yoik  City  as  the  East  Coast's 
premier  seaport  was  guaranteed,  since  the  overland  freight  costs  and 
the  normal  overland  travel  time  were  reduced  to  the  West  significant¬ 
ly.  Originally  40  feet  wide  and  having  a  maximum  depth  of  four 
feet  the  canal  was  enlarged  periodically  to  its  final  width  of  150  feet 
with  a  maximum  depth  of  12  feet.  For  the  celebration  at  New  York 
City  commemorating  the  opening  of  the  canal,  51  gold  medals  were 
struck  for  presentation  to  ambassadors,  rulers,  aod  surviving 
members  of  the  original  Erie  Canal  Commission.  Several  hundred 
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were  struck  in  silver  and  white  metal  (the  original  number  unknown) 
with  the  silver  today  being  uncollectible  and  the  white  metal  (pewter, 
as  in  this  case)  being  extremely  rare.

These  medals  struck 
in  silver  and  copper  were  presented  to  the  attendants  in  waiting  upon 
the  two  presidents  at  their  meeting  in  El  Paso  and  Juarez.  Conse¬ 
quently,  both  the  copper  and  silver  pieces  are  very  rare. 

1875  HK-401.  For  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition,  1915. 
Bronze.  About  Uncirculated.  Scarce. 

1876  HK-401.  Occasion  and  types  identical  to  the  preceding.  Struck  in 
bronze,  subsequently  gilt.

1881  HK-804.  Taft  Dollar,  1908.  Silver-plated  German  silver.  38mm.  Un¬ 

circulated.  Extremely  Rare.  One  of  only  10  pieces  struck.  The  obverse 
of  the  piece  was  married  to  a  series  of  reverses  all  of  which  were 
highly  satirical  of  William  Jennings  Bryan's  free  silver  ideas.  The 
silver  plate  on  the  piece  is  virtually  intact  with  just  a  couple  of  small 
areas  on  the  obverse  where  the  underlying  metal  shows  through. 


1908  Taft  Dollar 
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1882  HK-810.  Taft  dollar,  1908.  Silver.  38mm.  Uncirculated.  Fine,  light 

gray  coin  silver  toning,  with  traces  of  iridescent  red,  purple,  and 
orange  coloring.  Very  rare,  only  50  struck.  Thomas  L.  Elder,  famous 
New  York  City  coin  dealer  and  founder  of  the  New  York  Numismatic 
Club,  designed  a  series  of  "Taft"  dollars  in  1908  which  were  modeled 
after  the  1900  Bryan  dollars  issued  by  Gorham  Manufacturing  Com¬ 
pany.  These  Elder  medals  were  struck  in  very  limited  quantities, 
usually  only  10  of  each  variety  in  differing  metals.  The  message  ex¬ 
pressed  on  Elder's  "Taft"  dollars  was  essentially  the  same  as  that 
found  on  the  earlier  Bryan  money  issues.  Of  the  50  pieces  original¬ 
ly  struck  probably  fewer  than  one-half  that  number  still  survive, 
and  of  those  only  a  handful  are  in  Uncirculated  condition  as  this 
piece.

1883  HK-818.  Wilson  dollar,  1912.  Aluminum.  38mm.  About  Uncir¬ 

culated.  Extremely  rare.  The  "Wilson"  dollar  was  struck  in  six  dif¬ 
ferent  metals  (silver,  German  silver,  brass,  white  metal,  pewter,  and 
aluminum)  but  in  extremely  limited  numbers,  with  only  six  pieces 
being  struck  in  aluminum.  Plain  edge.  Uniface. 


Montana  Dollar 


1884  HK-820.  Montana  dollar,  1933.  Silver.  Uncirculated.  Very  rare.  As 
Hibler  and  Kappen  relate,  2,225  medals  were  ordered  struck,  the 
initial  shipment  consisting  of  300  pieces.  The  actual  number  of  pieces 
issued  is  uncertain,  and  Hibler  and  Kappen  suggested,  at  the  time 
of  the  publication  of  their  catalogue,  that  fewer  than  100  specimens 
were  extant.  Of  the  handful  that  survive  today,  this  must  be  ac¬ 
counted  as  among  the  finest. 

I  1885  HK-832.  Whipple  dollar,  N.D.  (circa  1878  or  later).  About  Uncir¬ 
culated.  Gilt  bronze.  37.5mm.  Some  signs  of  gilding  wearing  away 
on  the  obverse.  Uniface.  The  overall  design  of  this  piece  resembles 
the  reverse  of  the  Morgan  dollar,  instituted  in  1878.  It  is  an  extremely 
unusual  piece  in  that  it  proclaims  itself  as  LEGAL  TENDER,  and 
bears  the  denomination  ONE  DOLLAR.  Speculation  as  to  the  origins 
of  the  Whipple  dollar  are  many:  some  consider  it  an  uncompleted 
shell  card,  lacking  only  the  back  which  ordinarily  would  bear  the 
advertising  message;  others  consider  it  to  be  part  of  the  series  issued 
during  the  campaign  of  1896,  and  ascribe  it  to  the  partisans  of 
McKinley's  party.  Whatever  its  origins,  the  Whipple  "dollar"  is  ex¬ 
tremely  rare  today,  and  is  an  interesting  and  somewhat  controver¬ 
sial  member  of  the  so-called  dollar  series. 

i  1886  HK-835.  Bickford  dollar  ND  (1897).  Choice  Extremely  Fine, 
i  Unholed.  Very  rare.  Struck  in  aluminum,  with  a  brass  center.  Issued 

i  in  1897  by  Dana  Bickford  of  New  York,  this  piece  is  technically  a 

speculative  pattern  proposing  a  coinage  to  be  composed  of  a  silver 
■  collar  with  a  gold-plug  center  (reminiscent  of  the  silver  center  cent 

of  1792),  the  intent  of  the  piece  being  an  effort  to  harmonize  the 
differing  Europjean  coinage  systems  by  creating  an  international  coin 
standard  acceptable  to  all  nations. 

I  1887  HK-867,  Colorado's  "Century  of  Progress"  dollar,  1933.  Type  1. 
Uncirculated.  Dull,  even  gray,  coin  silver  toning.  Very  rare,  300 
struck. 


1888  HK-868.  A  second  specimen  of  the  popular  Colorado  dollar,  1933. 
Type  2.  Uncirculated.  Similar  coin  silver  toning  to  the  first.  Very 
scarce.  Only  2,000  were  originally  made  and  some  of  these  subse¬ 
quently  melted.  The  difference  between  the  Types  2  and  1  is  that 
on  Type  2  the  words  TO  COLORADO  have  been  removed  from 
the  reverse. 

1889  HK-905.  Swift  &  Company  dollar,  1918.  Aluminum.  38mm.  Swift 
&  Company  logo/explanation  of  the  expenditure  of  an  average  dollar 
in  sales.  These  were  presented  to  visitors  to  the  Swift  &  Co.  Union 
stockyards  plant  in  Chicago  and  were  also  sent  free  of  charge  through 
the  mail  to  interested  parties.  The  purpose  of  these  dollars  was  plainly 
to  downplay  the  apparent  profitability  of  Swift  &  Company,  which 
had  been  accused  of  profiteering  not  only  during  the  Civil  War  but 
also  during  the  Spanish-American  War  and  the  World  War  I. 


1890  HK -unlisted.  Aluminum  Free  Trade  dollar.  No  date.  38mm.  Obverse: 
YOUR  WAGES  UNDER  FREE  TRADE,  centered  on  a  planchet  from 
which  a  wedge  amounting  to  almost  25  percent  of  the  whole  has 
been  cut  out.  Reverse:  WHAT  MATTER  IF  PRICES  ARE  REDUCED 
IF  WAGES  DROP  TO  FREE  TRADE  LEVELS?  Edge  plain.  Unlisted 
in  Hibler  and  Kappen,  or  in  any  other  standard  reference.  Although 
undated,  the  inscription's  obvious  reference  to  "free  trade"  suggests 
a  date  around  1890-1893,  and  may  well  have  been  struck  by  pro- 
ponants  of  the  tariff  urged  by  Eastern  industrialists  and  strenuous¬ 
ly  opposed  by  William  Jennings  Bryan.  About  Uncirculated. 

1891  A  group  of  so-called  dollars  and  a  related  piece.  HK-21.  Bronze. 
Fine;  HK-292.  Silver.  Very  Fine;  HK-737.  Bronze.  Extremely  Fine; 
together  with  a  United  States  Marine  Corps  enlistment  medal, 
1919-1921.  Bronze.  About  Uncirculated,  holed  at  the  top  for  suspen¬ 
sion.  Inscribed  on  the  reverse  ENGEL  A.  SABIN.  Quite  probably 
the  equivalent  to  our  modem  dog  tags.  (Total:  4  pieces) 

1892  A  pair  of  so-called  dollars.  HK-291.  Brass.  The  Buffalo  dollar,  struck 
in  1901  for  the  Pan-American  Exposition  in  Buffalo,  N.Y.;  HK-336. 
Silver.  Very  scarce.  The  Pikes  Peak  commemorative,  struck  in  1906. 
The  first  About  Uncirculated,  prooflike.  Several  toning  spots.  The 
second  Choice  About  Uncirculated,  light  toning  around  the 
peripheries.  (Total:  2  pieces)

1893  Wooden  medal,  62mm.  1869.  For  the  National  Peace  Jubilee  Associa¬ 
tion  meeting  at  Boston,  June  1869.  Obverse  bearing  in  raised  relief 
a  representation  of  the  Great  Colosseum  erected  for  the  National 
Peace  celebration /reverse  bearing  an  inscription  in  five  lines  sur¬ 
rounded  by  ornate  scroll  work.  Edge  plain.  Uncirculated.  Accom¬ 
panied  by  a  wooden  case,  possibly  contemporary,  bearing  on  its 
lid  a  representation  of  a  bucolic  scene.  Scarce  and  interesting. 
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1894  187b  Philadelphia  Centennial  Exposition.  Large  silk,  10%  x  6  in¬ 
ches.  Souvenir  of  the  International  Exhibiton  held  at  Philadelphia 
in  1876.  A  very  attractive  silk,  finely  detailed,  colors  virtually  as 
bright  as  when  the  silk  was  woven.  Central  portrait  of  George 
Washington  within  a  wreath  of  laurel;  above  heraldic  eagle;  below, 
scene  of  the  arts  building  at  the  Exposition,  with  a  paddle-wheel 
steamer,  locomotive,  and  other  vignettes  of  engineering,  commerce, 
and  agriculture.  This  scene  is  flanked  by  two  U.S.  flags  upon  staffs, 
with  an  inscribed  scroll  at  the  base  of  the  silk.  Manufactured  by 
J.B.  Champromy  and  A.  Larcher.  The  silk  is  currently  housed  within 
an  ornate  wooden  frame  bearing  an  inlaid  floral  motif.  A  very  at¬ 
tractive  and  highly  detailed  item  for  the  collector  of  silks.  A  few 
very  minor  wrinkles,  the  result  of  aging,  but  no  obvious  signs  of 
damage. 

1895  A  pair  from  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition,  1892-93.  The  first, 
an  aluminum  Ferris  wheel  token.  Uncirculated.  Manufactured  by 
S.D.  Childs  &  Co.,  Chicago.  Representation  of  Liberty /represen¬ 
tation  of  the  Ferris  wheel  erected  on  the  site  of  the  Exposition,  with 
smaller  inscription  around  indicating  that  the  Ferris  wheel  was  264 
feet  high,  weighed  8,600,000  pounds,  and  was  capable  of  carrying 
2,160  people.  A  very  interesting  piece;  the  second  a  souvenir  ad¬ 
mission  ticket,  made  of  aluminum,  bearing  within  the  center  of  the 
reverse  a  framed  overlaid  admission  ticket  to  the  Columbian  Ex¬ 
position  at  Chicago,  1893.  Uncirculated.  Facing  bust  of  Christopher 
Columbus/admission  ticket.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

1896  An  unusual  and  highly  attractive  souvenir  of  the  World's  Colum¬ 
bian  Exposition,  1892-93.  Eglit-4361.  About  Uncirculated.  This  piece 
consists  of  three  separate  items  joined  together  by  contemporary 
loops.  From  a  white  metal  eagle  and  flag  pin  back  is  suspended  an 
aluminum  souvenir  medal,  38mm.,  bearing  a  standing  portrait  of 
Christopher  Columbus  pointing  to  the  New  World  upon  a 
globe /reverse  showing  in  the  upper  register  a  scene  of  the  discovery 
of  America  1492  and  in  the  lower  register  a  scene  of  the  Grand  En¬ 
trance  to  the  Columbian  Exposition,  1892;  from  the  medal  is  suspend¬ 
ed  a  globe  moveable  within  a  small  circular  frame  which  bears  the 
identification  of  the  Exposition  and  date.  The  globe  is  marked  with 
latitudinal  and  longitudinal  lines,  and  bears  the  names  of  the  major 
continents  of  the  world,  along  with,  interestingly,  the  islands  of  Japan 
quite  prominently  displayed  and  on  the  continent  of  North  America 
in  type  as  large  as  that  devoted  to  the  names  of  the  continents,  the 
name  of  the  city  of  Chicago,  site  of  the  Exposition.  An  interesting 
piece  of  Columbian  memorabilia. 

1897  Bronze  medal,  1893,  for  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition  at 
Chicago.  76mm.  Choice  Extremely  Fine.  Obverse  shows  a  scene  of 
Christopher  Columbus  before  a  banner,  stepping  foot  upon  the  New 
World/reverse  bears  a  central  inscription  in  six  lines  upon  a  tablet 
superimposed  upon  a  representation  of  the  Santa  Maria,  with 
allegorical  figures  above  and  torches  of  discovery  on  either  side. 
Obverse  die  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  reverse  die  by  Charles  E.

1898  A  group  from  the  World's  Columbian  Exposition,  1892-93.  The  first 
a  silvered  white  metal  badge,  for  an  executive  member  of  the  New 
York  Committee  of  One  Hundred  for  the  1892  Columbian  celebra¬ 
tion.  Extremely  Fine;  the  second  and  third  a  pair  of  lOmm.  medalets, 
one  gilt  copper  and  the  second  silvered  white  metal.  Both  Eglit-103. 
Both  bearing  obverse  bust  of  Christopher  Columbus/reverse  the 
Lord's  Prayer  in  miniscule  type;  the  fourth  a  shell  medal.  Possibly 
bronze.  Eglit-35A.  Bust  right  of  Christopher  Columbus/miniature 
bust  of  the  Presidents  of  the  Urxited  States  surrounding  a  central 
roundel  which  bears  the  bust  left  of  George  Washington.

His 
portrait  facing  right  above  crossed  U.S.  flags,  his  signature  woven 
below.  Some  fraying  at  the  lower  edge,  and  a  couple  of  foxing  spots.

1900  A  pair  of  medallions.  The  first,  for  the  St.  Louis  Exposition,  1904. 
67mm,  Bronze.  Square.  About  Uncirculated.  Dies  by  A. A.  Wein¬ 


man.  Struck  in  bronze,  but  reverse  inscription  reading  SILVER 
MEDAL.  Accompanied  by  the  original  cardboard  box  of  issue,  lined 
in  red  plush;  the  second,  a  bronze  medallion,  1907.  Dies  by  Ripstra 
for  the  fourth  anniversary  of  the  Chicago  Numismatic  Society. 
Obverse  a  representation  of  the  reverse  of  an  Athenian  tetradrachm.

1901  Small  bronze  medallion,  for  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  1915.

This 
is  a  presentation  medal  manufactured  by  Shreve  &  Company,  given 
to  individuals  connected  with  the  Exposition  and  its  running.  Sold 
with  the  original  box  of  issue,  brown  leather  with  a  light  brown 
plush  lining.  Medal  About  Uncirculated,  box  of  issue  Extremely  Fine. 

1902  Souvenir  penny,  bronze,  for  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition,  1915. 
45.25mm.  About  Uncirculated.  Bust  left  of  an  American  Indian,  on 
his  headdress  FIRST  AMERICAN/scene  vaguely  representational 
of  the  sun  rising  over  the  Sierra  Nevada  mountains  within  an  oak 
wreath.  In  a  small  roundel  at  the  top,  allegorical  figure  of  Califor¬ 
nia  seated  left,  before  her  a  bear,  in  the  rear  ground  a  ship,  and 
above  the  word  EUREKA.

One  yellow-bronze,  one 
bronze  gilt.  One  accompanied  by  the  original  envelope  of  issue.  Both 
About  Uncirculated;  1926.

Libertas  Americana  Medal 


1905  The  rare  and  beautiful  Libertas  Americana  medal,  1781  [1782],  struck 
in  bronze.  Betts-615,  Loubat-14.  Bronze.  47.5mm.  About  Uncir¬ 
culated.  Commissioned  by  Benjamin  Franklin,  from  dies  by  Augustin 
Dupre,  Engraver-General  of  the  French  Mint  from  1791  to  1803. 
Very  rare.  One  of  only  200  originals  said  to  have  been  struck.  Bust 
left  of  American  Liberty,  with  Phrygian  cap  upon  a  pole  behind 
her  head,  her  hair  streaming  to  the  right/scene  of  the  British  Lion, 
its  tail  between  its  legs,  being  held  at  bay  from  the  infant  republic 
by  the  interposed  shield  of  the  Bourbon  Monarchy. 

The  allegorical  reverse  scene  spoke  volumes  to  contemporaries, 
but  today  needs  some  explanation.  The  Bourbon  Monarchy  is 
represented  in  the  guise  of  Athena,  goddess  of  Wisdom  and  Virtue, 
but  also  in  another  of  her  asjiects,  the  protectoress  of  the  state.  The 
British  Lion  is  shown  with  its  tail  between  its  legs,  a  clear  represen¬ 
tation  of  defeat  and  dismay.  The  infant  American  Republic  is 
^represented  as  the  infant  Hercules,  who,  in  legend,  strangled  two 
snakes  which  he  found  in  his  crib.  Here  the  two  snakes  are  sym¬ 
bolic  of  the  twin  victories  over  the  British  Generals  Burgoyne  and 
Cornwallis.  The  dates  in  the  exergue,  1777  and  1781,  are  those  of 
the  initial  American  victory  over  Burgoyne  and  the  final  defeat  of 
the  British  arms  at  Yorktown  when  Cornwallis  surrendered  the  con¬ 
tinental  armies  to  Washington  in  Virginia.  The  victory  at  Yorktown, 
of  course,  would  not  have  been  possible  without  the  French  blockade 
of  the  British  forces  on  land.  The  inscription  above  on  the  reverse, 
drawn  from  Horace,  may  be  roughly  translated  as  "the  spirited  child 
prevailed  with  the  help  of  the  gods."  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
the  obverse  type  of  Liberty's  head  with  a  pole  and  Liberty  cap  behind 
was  featured  on  our  early  half  cents  and  large  cents,  from  1793  to 
1797. 


^  1906  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  medal.  Bronze.  45mm.  Uncirculated.  Dies 
I  by  Victor  D.  Brenner.  Listed  in  Glenn  B.  Smedley's  catalogue  of 

the  works  of  Victor  D.  Brenner,  in  the  Numismatist,  July  1983  as 
number  17.  Scene  of  General  Cincinnatus  accepting  the  sword  of 
state  from  three  senators,  his  wife  and  children  in  the  background 
retiring  into  their  cabin,  which  here  is  represented  as  an  American 
frontiersman's  cabin/General  Cincinnatus  plowing  a  field,  behind 
him  the  sword  of  state  lying  upon  the  ground,  in  the  background 
a  walled  city  representing  the  state  unassailed  by  enemies.  Apparent¬ 
ly  struck  for  the  1895  meeting  of  the  Society. 

The  Society  of  the  Cincinnati  was  formed  by  members  of  George 
Washington's  officer  staff,  to  perpetuate  their  friendly  relationships 
formed  during  the  Revolutionary  War  after  the  declaration  of  peace. 
Membership  is  restricted  to  their  descendants.  The  Society  draws 
its  name  from  that  of  a  Roman  general  and  consul,  L.  Quintius  Cin¬ 
cinnatus,  who  in  458  B.C.  was  called  from  his  farm  to  assume  the 


dictatorship  of  the  Roman  Republic  during  a  time  of  military  crisis. 
Immediately  upon  the  passage  of  the  crisis  General  Cincinnatus 
resigned  his  dictatorship  and  returned  to  his  farm .  The  allegorical 
message  was  not  lost  upon  the  early  American  republicans,  who 
looked  to  George  Washington  as  a  contemporary  example  of  the 
virtues  of  liberty  and  suffrance  exhibited  by  the  ancient  Romans 
upon  whom  our  early  republic  modeled  both  its  civic  virtues  and 
much  of  its  artistic  aesthetic.  Listed  in  Major  Edgar  E.  Hume's  "The 
Medals  of  the  Society  of  the  Cincinnati"  in  the  Numismatist,  March 
and  April  1934.  Major  Hume  considered  this  to  be  a  trial  piece  made 
as  an  exhibition  of  Brenner's  skill,  and  to  perpetuate  the  work  of 
the  original  medalist  upon  which  Brenner's  work  was  based.  Major 
L'Enfant.  This  earlier  opinion  must  now  be  revised  in  the  light  of 
Mr.  Smedley's  research  on  Victor  D.  Brenner's  medalic  work.  A  very 
rare  and  historically  important  piece,  especially  in  light  of  the  fact 
that  no  originals  of  Major  L'Enfant's  1783  medal  are  known  to  survive. 


Extremely  Rare  Explorer's  Medal 


1907  United  States  Exploring  Expedition  medal,  n.d.  [1837-38].  Struck 
in  white  metal.  25mm.  Very  Fine,  holed  at  the  top  for  suspension. 
Obverse:  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA.  Surrounding  a 
displayed  eagle  perched  upon  a  hemisphere  of  the  globe.  Denticulated 
border.  Reverse:  EXPLORING  EXPEDITION  U.S.  SHIP  POR¬ 
POISE.  Denticulated  border.  Reeded  edge.  Types  and  inscriptions 
on  both  obverse  and  reverse  hubbed  into  the  die;  the  vessel's  name, 
U.S.S.  Porpoise,  added  after  striking  by  a  logotype  punch.  Extremely 
rare.  The  only  other  appearance  of  an  exploring  expedition  medal 
bearing  the  name  of  a  vessel  engaged  in  the  exploration  that  we  have 
been  able  to  trace  is  from  a  Thomas  Elder  sale,  February  2-3,  1917, 
Lot  818.  In  that  sale  was  offered  a  25mm.  medal,  holed,  bearing 
the  name  of  the  U.S.S.  Porpoise.  In  the  Elder  sale,  that  piece  was 
described  as  being  struck  in  pewter.  It  is  our  opinion  that  this  pres¬ 
ent  piece  may  be  the  same  as  that  offered  in  the  Thomas  Elder  sale 
of  1917,  being  correctly  here  described  as  white  metal  rather  than 
pewter.  Pieces  bearing  the  logotype  punch  of  this  type  were  not 
known  to  Schenkman  when  he  did  his  article  for  the  January  1977 
issue  of  the  Numismatist.  It  is  conjectured  that  these  medals  were 
struck  for  members  of  the  expedition's  crew,  and  were  meant  to  be 
inscribed  with  the  recipient's  name  and  the  name  of  the  vessel  on 
which  he  served  during  the  expedition.  Several  exploring  expedi¬ 
tion  medals  survive,  the  majority  of  them  being  unnamed  either  as 
to  recipient  or  vessel's  name.  It  is  extremely  unusual  to  find  a  piece 
bearing  the  name  of  the  vessel  engaged  in  the  expedition  such  as 
the  piece  here. 

The  U.S.S.  Porpoise,  was  commanded  by  then  Lt.  Charles  Wilkes 
(1798-1877).  The  expedition  for  which  this  medal  was  struck, 
1837-38,  took  Lt.  Wilkes  and  crew  of  the  Porpoise  on  a  hydrographic 
survey  of  the  St.  Georges  Bank  and  of  the  Savannah  River.  Earlier, 
Lt.  Wilkes  had  surveyed  Narragansett  Bay,  and  on  February  16, 
1833,  was  appointed  to  head  the  Depot  of  Charts  and  Instruments 
in  Washington,  the  forerunner  of  the  Naval  Observatory  and  later 
the  Hydrographic  Office.  A  proposal  had  been  made  in  1828,  for 
a  wide  ranging  exploring  expedition  to  map  the  western  coasts  of 
the  United  States,  the  islands  in  the  Pacific,  the  continent  of  An¬ 
tarctica,  in  common  with  similar  expeditions  which  were  being 
mounted  by  European  powers  at  the  time.  Although  the  idea  had 
originally  been  proposed  in  1828,  it  seems  that  the  government  had 
some  difficulty  in  finding  a  naval  officer  who  was  willing  to  devote 
the  necessarily  long  number  of  years  that  such  an  expedition  would 
require  for  its  completion.  Charles  Wilkes  seems  to  have  had  a 
childhood  ambition  to  engage  in  such  an  expedition  and  to  make 
geographical  discoveries,  and  his  early  training  while  a  lieutenant 
seems  to  suggest  that  his  ultimate  goal  was  to  make  such  an  explora- 
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tion  under  the  auspices  of  the  U.S.  Navy.  Before  his  marriage  in 
1826  he  studied  under  Ferdinand  R.  Hassler,  founder  of  the  United 
States  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey.  His  command  of  the  1832-33 
survey  of  the  Narragansett  Bay,  and  his  work  1837-38  in  command 
of  the  Porpoise  on  the  St.  Georges  Bank  and  along  the  course  of 
the  Savannah  River,  appear  to  have  been,  to  use  the  nautical  phrase, 
"shake-down  cruises"  for  his  grand  venture,  which  was  to  command 
the  expedition  originally  proposed  in  1828.  While  still  a  lieutenant, 
Wilkes  was  given  command  of  the  first  naval  exploring  expedition 
to  be  commissioned  by  the  United  States,  which  was  to  take  him 
ultimately  around  the  globe.  The  exp>edition  lasted  from  August  1838 
until  July  1842.  The  chief  accomplishments  of  the  expedition  were 
two:  in  command  of  the  sloop  of  war  Vicennes  (the  flagship)  and 
five  other  vessels,  Charles  Wilkes  mapped  over  800  miles  of  streams 
and  coasts  in  the  Oregon  country  (a  direct  result  of  this  phase  of 
the  expedition  was  to  make  the  Oregon  territory  more  familiar  to 
eastern  Americans,  with  the  direct  resvJt  that  the  American  popula¬ 
tion  in  Oregon  increased  to  such  an  extent  that  ultimately  the  Hud¬ 
sons  Bay  Company  was  forced  out  of  its  position  of  predominance 
there  and  Oregon  ultimately  became  a  state  of  the  Union  and  not 
part  of  the  British  Dominion  of  Canada);  the  second  major  achieve¬ 
ment  of  the  1838-1842  expedition  was  a  1,600  mile  survey  of  the 
coast  of  Antarctica,  including  that  portion  of  the  continent  which 
is  still  known  as  Wilkes  Land.  On  his  return  to  the  United  States 
in  1842  Charles  Wilkes  devoted  the  following  two  years  to  com¬ 
pleting,  in  five  volumes,  his  Narrative  of  the  United  States  Explor¬ 
ing  Expedition.  This  was  followed  by  the  scientific  volumes,  in  folio, 
containing  prints,  watercolors,  and  p>en  and  ink  drawings  of  the  flora 
and  fauna  encountered  by  the  scientific  staff  during  the  expedition. 
In  1847  Charles  Wilkes  was  awarded  the  Founder's  Medal  of  the 
Royal  Geographical  Society  in  London. 

Captain  Wilkes's  (promoted  1855)  subsequent  career  in  the  Navy 
was  as  interesting  as  his  previous  one  had  been,  although,  perhaps, 
not  as  promising.  Ordered  on  April  19,  1861  to  the  Norfolk,  Virginia 
naval  yards  to  take  command  of  the  U.S.S.  Merrimac  he  arrived 
only  to  find  the  vessel  burned  by  the  rebels.  Given  command  of 
the  San  Jacinto,  on  November  8,  1861,  he  took  in  charge  the  British 
steamer  Trent  in  the  Bahamas  and  took  from  among  her  passengers, 
by  force,  the  Confederate  Commissioners  to  Great  Britain,  James 
M.  Mason  and  John  Slidell.  The  forcible  seizure  of  these  two  com¬ 
missioners  from  a  neutral  vessel  on  the  high  seas  precipitated  the 
Trent  Crisis,  which  was  of  such  a  seriousness  that  it  almost  drove 
Queen  Victoria's  government  to  recognize  the  Confederacy  early 
in  the  war.  Received  as  a  hero  by  the  North,  Wilkes  was  appointed 
the  following  year  as  acting  Rear  Admiral  and  given  command  of 
a  squadron  to  operate  in  the  West  Indies  and  the  Bahamas  against 
Confederate  raiders.  Apparently,  his  career  in  the  Caribbean  angered 
the  representatives  of  the  colonial  powers  there  and  he  was  recalled. 
For  his  actions  in  the  Caribbean,  and  apparently  for  his  ill-tempered 
disrespect  toward  his  superiors,  Charles  Wilkes  was  court-martialed 
in  1864  and  retired  from  the  active  list  for  three  years.  In  1866  he 
was  commissioned  as  a  Rear  Admiral,  although  retired.  He  died  11 
years  later.  In  connection  with  a  proposed  biography  of  Captain 
Charles  WUkes,  the  present  writer  would  be  greatful  for  any  infor- 
mation,  documents,  or  letters  relating  to  his  career. 


1908  Unnamed  United  States  Exploring  medal.  White  metal.  25mm. 
Choice  Fine.  Holed  at  the  top  for  suspension.  Undated,  either  for 
the  1836-37  or  the  1838-42  U.S.  Geographical  and  Hydrographic 
exploration  ventures.  Very  rare.  Types  and  inscriptions  identical 
to  those  in  the  preceding  lot,  the  major  exception  being  that  this 
piece  is  not  named  to  a  particular  vessel.  A  second  opportunity  to 
own  an  important  historical  artifact  from  our  country's  early  scien¬ 
tific  curiosity  about  itself  and  its  place  in  the  world. 

1909  Bronze  medal,  1849,  Lt.  Colonel  Bliss,  Julian  MI-28.  70.5mm.  Struck 
as  a  bronzed  Proof,  but  with  surfaces  oxidized  from  having  been 
in  the  great  Baltimore  fire  of  1904.  Struck  from  dies  by  Charles 
Cushing  Wright.  From  our  Garrett  Collection  sale.  Part  FV,  Lot  1979, 
from  the  description  of  which  we  quote  at  length: 

"As  noted  on  page  96  of  The  History  of  United  States 
Coinage  as  Illustrated  by  the  Garrett  Collection,  on  Feburary 
7,  1904,  a  conflagration  leveled  much  of  the  business  sec¬ 
tion  of  downtown  Baltimore.  The  imposing  Continental 
Building,  which  housed  the  firm  of  Robert  Garrett  and  Sons 
and  which  was  16  stories  in  height,  'burned  like  a  torch'  in 


the  words  of  one  observer.  Destroyed  were  many  Garrett 
family  rj@cords,  correspondence,  and  other  items.  A  few  weeks 
earlier,  Robert  Garrett,  pleased  with  the  reception  of  his  loan 
exhibition  of  art  objects  and  artifacts  at  Princeton,  moved 
the  coin  collection  there.  Left  behind  in  Baltimore  was  a  col¬ 
lection  of  English  17th-century  tokens  as  well  as  a  number 
of  early  medals,  all  of  which  were  damaged,  some  being 
reduced  to  melted  blobs  beyond  recognition.  The  medal  itself 
was  engraved  by  Charles  Cushing  Wright  for  awarding  to 
Lt.  Colonel  Bliss.  Although  impressions  were  struck  at  the 
Mint,  the  dies  were  subsequently  returned  to  Wright.  Im¬ 
pressions  in  bronze  are  exceedingly  rare  today." 


1910  American  Numismatic  and  Archaeological  Society  Columbian  medal 
(1893).  Copper.  77mm.  Choice  About  Uncirculated. 

This  medal  caused  a  mini-controversy  at  the  time  of  issue,  1893, 
as  duly  reported  in  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics.  An  il¬ 
lustration  and  description  of  the  piece  appears  in  the  publication 
of  January  1894,  page  7,  facing  plate  and  page  8,  with  continuing 
remarks  in  the  April  1894  issue  (pages  78,  79,  and  108).  We  excerpt 
certain  of  these: 

Another  Columbian  medal  has  recently  been  issued  to  swell 
the  list  which  commemorates  the  great  voyager  and  his 
discovery  of  a  new  world.  We  infer  from  the  fact  that  the 
reverse  bears  the  seal  of  the  American  Numismatic  and  Ar¬ 
chaeological  Society  of  New  York,  that  it  was  struck  as  their 
contribution  to  the  medallic  records  which  mark  the  com¬ 
pletion  of  the  fourth  century  since  the  little  squadron  from 
Spain  arrived  on  the  shores  of  the  Western  continent.  Will 
you  believe  that  it  has  long  been  in  preparation,  although 
the  time  of  its  appearance  is  "the  day  after  the  Fair."  In  many 
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respects  it  is  very  satisfactory.  We  give  an  engraving  of  the 
medal  in  the  illustration  for  the  present  number  of  the  Journal. 

The  obverse  has  a  profile  bust  of  Columbus  to  the  left; 
he  wears  the  peculiar  cap  of  the  period,  which,  however,  is 
created  in  this  somewhat  different  manner  from  the  styles 
employed  by  the  various  artists  who  have  designed  its 
predecessors;  his  hair  escapes  from  the  band  or  edge  of  the 
cap,  and  falls  in  thick,  curling  locks  beneath  it,  upon  his  neck: 
under  the  truncation,  TIFFANY  &  CO.,  N.Y.  We  think  it 
an  error  of  taste  to  have  engraved  upon  the  obverse,  and 
in  this  place,  the  name  of  a  firm,  instead  of  that  of  the  artist 
who  made  the  design  and  cut  the  dies  for  the  medal.  If  the 
firm  name  was  to  appear  at  all,  it  seems  to  us  that  it  should 
have  been  placed  on  the  reverse,  under  the  wreath,  perhaps, 
or  in  some  less  conspicuous  place. 

There  is  much  to  praise  in  the  medal;  the  head  is  spirited, 
erect  and  poised,  the  eye  alert,  and  gazing  steadfastly 
westward;  a  nobility  of  mien,  an  inflexibility  of  purpose,  and 
a  sturdy  determir\ation  to  accomplish  his  errand  mark  every 
line  in  his  countenance;  while  there  is  a  serenity  and  con¬ 
fidence  in  the  expression  of  the  face,  which  we  do  not 
remember  to  have  noticed  in  any  other  medal  of  this  series; 
and  there  is  this  singular  air  of  vitality  about  it,  which  places 
it  in  advance  of  many  of  its  competitors.  Surely  an  artist 
capable  of  designing  and  executing  such  a  work  was  entitled 
to  be  known,  and  to  have  his  name  associated  with  an  ef¬ 
fort  so  successful;  not  merely  the  Society,  whose  insignia  it 
displays,  but  the  whole  numismatic  fraternity,  wherever 
dispersed,  should  know  it!  The  legend  is  CHRISTOPHER 
COLUMBUS  GAVE  A  NEW  WORLD  TO  HUMANITY.  By 
HUMANITY  we  suppose  mankind  is  intended,  for  certainly 
the  new  world  got  but  little  humanity  in  return,  from  those 
to  whom  it  was  given.  The  word  is  too  ambiguous  and  makes 
the  legend  almost  satirical.  A  little  cross  patee  placed  near 
the  milling  at  the  bottom,  seems  unnecessary.  The  medal 
would  have  been  better  without  it. 

The  reverse  shows  a  wreath  of  olive,  open  at  the  top  and 
crossed  and  tied  with  a  ribbon  bow  at  the  bottom;  surmount¬ 
ing  the  lower  portion  of  the  branch  of  the  wreath  is  a  little 
medallic  representation  of  the  seed  of  the  Society  which  issues 
it.  The  size  of  this,  9mm.,  we  regard  as  much  too  small  and 
in  its  position  inartistic,  unfortunate,  and  meaningless;  it 
should  have  been  at  least  15mm.  in  diameter... 

The  medal  is  struck  in  red  copper,  bronze,  gold  bronze 
(which  we  hear  was  a  failure),  and  silver,  and  its  size  is 
77mm... 

Since  the  preceding  comments  were  written,  some  further 
items  of  interest  concerrdng  this  medal  have  become  mat¬ 
ters  of  common  report;  what  foundation  they  may  have  we 
do  not  know,  and  give  them  without  prejudice,  or  in  any 
way  vouching  their  accuracy.  We  are  told  that  the  artist  who 
made  the  model  is  a  Mr.  Whitehouse,  and  that  the  dies  were 
engraved  abroad.  The  model,  if  our  memory  is  correct,  was 
shown  in  a  plaster  cast  at  the  interesting  "Columbian  Exhibi¬ 
tion  of  Medals"  held  by  the  Society  in  New  York  some  months 
ago,  which  was  noticed  in  the  Journal  at  the  time.  As  we 
know  of  but  two  machines  in  the  country,  that  in  the  United 
States  Mint  at  Philadelphia,  and  the  one  owned  by  the 
Gorham  Company  of  New  York,  adapted  to  reducing  and 
cutting  dies  from  an  original  model,  it  is  very  likely  that  the 
current  gossip  that  the  dies  were  not  by  American  workmen 
is  correct.  This  would  seem  to  be  further  confirmed  by  our 
information  from  other  sources  that  this  firm  was  unable  to 
compete  for  the  Columbian  World's  Fair  Award  Medal  now 
in  preparation,  by  reason  of  a  clause  in  the  specifications  that 
the  engraving  of  the  dies  and  the  striking  of  the  medals  must 
be  executed  in  America,  and  unless  the  clouds  clear,  this 
medal  to  which  we  have  given  so  much  space,  cannot  pose 
as  an  American  medal.  We  should  be  glad  to  know,  for  the 
sake  of  American  numismatic  art,  that  these  rumors  have 
no  foundation. 

The  April  issue  of  the  American  Journal  of  Numismatics  contained 
clarification  of  the  controversial  situation; 

...It  is  now  evident  that  some  of  these  reports  were  inac¬ 
curate.  The  attribution  of  the  designs  to  Mr.  Whitehouse  was 


correct,  and  the  statement  that  there  are  in  America  but  two 
"reducing  machines"  for  cutting  dies  from  a  large  model  has 
not  been  contradicted.  The  reputation  of  the  Journal  is  too 
well  established  to  need  any  disclaimer  from  its  conductors 
of  intentioned  injustice  in  its  criticisms,  and  we're  glad  to  learn 
from  the  highest  authority  that  the  dies  of  this  medal  were 
engraved  in  New  York  and,  incidentally  that  Tiffany  &  Co., 
who  brought  out  the  medal  for  the  Society,  have  in  their  own 
establishment  facilities  for  engraving  dies,  as  well  as  for 
designing  or  striking  any  medal  the  preparation  of  which  may 
be  intrusted  to  them. 

The  Journal  then  quoted  a  letter  from  Tiffany's  which  noted  that 
the  medal  was  designed  by  James  H.  Whitehouse,  who  had  worked 
with  the  firm  for  more  than  30  years.  The  head  was  modeled  and 
the  die  cut  in  the  United  States  by  William  Walker,  also  of  the  Tif¬ 
fany  firm,  and  the  entire  production  was  accomplished  in  a  Tiffany 
workshop  in  Union  Square,  New  York  City.

Manufactured  in  Boston  by  J.M.  Whittemore  &  Co.,  114  Washington 
Street.  Printed  in  New  York  by  Nathan  Sawyer.  Meant  as  a 
salesman's  display  sample,  these  would  have  been  carried  from  door 
to  door  and  from  establishment  to  establishment  in  the  hopes  of 
making  a  sale,  either  of  single  covers,  or,  to  the  larger  stationery 
shops,  as  a  group.  Each  cover  bears  a  patriotic  vignette,  such  as 
Liberty  holding  a  flag,  soldier  with  arms  grounded,  and  so  on.  Each 
cover  is  pristine,  and  unused,  making  a  very  satisfying  piece  of  Civil 
War  memorabilia.

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  sam¬ 
ple  is  politically  neutral,  in  that  it  bears  both  the  Republican  and 
Democratic  campaign  candidates'  portraits,  both  singly  and  in  con¬ 
junction  with  their  vice-presidential  candidates.  Highly  unusual,  and 
quite  possibly  unique.

Rare  Lincoln/Garfield  Gold  Medal 


1995  Abraham  Lincoln  James  Garfield  commemorative  gold  medal. 
25mm.  194.1  grains.  Julian  PR-40.  Struck  in  Proof.  Small  obverse 
hairline  on  the  field  at  1:00.  There  are  a  few  reverse  rim  flaws.  From 
dies  designed  by  William  Barber.

This  medal  was  first  struck  early  in  October  1881  and  the  strik¬ 
ing  was  continued  through  the  following  year.  The  obverse  bust 
of  Lincoln,  designed  by  William  Barber,  resembles  the  earlier  bust 
of  the  same  subject  designed  by  Anthony  C.  Paquet  earlier.  Lin¬ 
coln  medals  were  always  very  popular  with  the  public  following 
his  assassination,  and  the  William  Barber  dies  were  manufactured 
to  fulfill  the  public's  continuing  demand  for  pieces  with  the  likeness 
of  Abraham  Lincoln.  After  James  Garfield's  assassination  on 
September  19,  1881,  as  Julian  relates,  the  Mint  commissioned  Barber 
to  design,  in  a  larger  module,  new  dies  bearing  the  busts  of  both 
Abraham  Lincoln  and  the  newly  slain  James  Garfield,  to  fill  public 
demand  for  commemorative  pieces  bearing  the  late  President  Gar¬ 
field's  portrait.  According  to  Julian's  research,  the  Mint  produced 
297  of  these  large  sized  gold  medals  during  the  fiscal  year  1882.  They 
were  sold  for  $9  each,  a  price  which  left  little  profit  to  the  Mint 
after  deducting  the  actual  material  and  labor  costs  involved  in  pro¬ 
ducing  them.  Many  of  these  medals,  both  the  gold  and  the  silver 
strikings,  were  turned  into  pendants  or  charms  for  ladies  of  the 
period.  This  piece  may  well  have  satisfied  such  a  purpose. 


Mint  records  indicate  a  total  of  347  pieces  of  the  large  sized  gold 
commemorative  were  struck  from  October  1881  through  fiscal  year 
1882.  This  figure  accurately  reflects  the  total  number  of  pieces  struck 
and  originally  available  to  collectors.  While  there  are  a  few  stray 
references  to  gold  Lincoln/Garfield  medals  from  later  years  (for  ex¬ 
ample,  fiscal  year  1893/94,  with  one  piece  indicated  struck),  the  com¬ 
bined  total  of  the  later  strikes  in  gold  (and  records  do  not  seem  to 
indicate  whether  these  were  large  or  small  sized  module  pieces)  is 
less  than  10  pieces,  meaning  that  less  than  360  pieces  were  struck 
in  this  type  and  size.  The  number  that  survive  today  is,  of  course, 
uncertain,  but  given  the  vicissitudes  that  gold  medals  of  a  popular 
nature  underwent  during  the  Panic  of  1893,  the  gold  scare  of  1896, 
and  so  on,  many  of  these  pieces  were  melted  for  their  intrinsic  gold 
content.  The  number  that  survive  today  must  be  somewhere  around 
30  jjercent  of  the  original  total,  or  approximately  100  pieces  at  best. 
For  the  collector  of  mint-made  medals  in  gold,  and  the  collector  of 
mint-made  commemorative  pieces  in  the  presidential  series,  this 
present  piece  offers  an  exceptional  opportunity  to  acquire  one  of 
the  rarer  of  these  interesting  medalets.

Bronze  Lincoln  Plaque  Said  to  Have  Hung 
in  the  White  House 


1996  Uniface  bronze  plaque,  bearing  the  profile  of  Abraham  Lincoln. 
8-3/8  inches  (212.7mm.).  As  made.  This  bronze  plaque,  which  is 
unsigned,  is  said  to  have  been  an  original  artist's  proof  and  to  have 
hung  for  many  years  on  the  walls  of  the  Executive  Mansion  in 
Washington,  D.C.  In  the  treatment  of  the  hair  above  Lincoln's 
forehead  and  the  extensive  treatment  of  his  beard  below  his  chin, 
this  portrait  is  quite  unusual  and  probably  identifiable.  The  surface 
of  the  plaque  and  the  relief  show  numerous  fine  polishing  lines  laid 
down  in  a  circular  motion,  as  one  would  expect  from  the  finishing 
touches  given  to  an  artist's  proof.  The  portrait  is  virtually  identical 
to  the  rendition  of  Lincoln's  profile  appearing  on  the  Northwestern 
Sanitary  Fair  medal,  CM-45,  designed  by  Anthony  C.  Paquet.  The 
resemblances,  to  the  present  writer's  mind,  are  so  striking  as  to  sug¬ 
gest  that  the  portraits  are  identical.  The  differences  between  this 
plaque  and  the  finished  CM-45  medal  are  confined  primarily  to  the 
rendition  of  the  truncation  of  Lincoln's  bust,  which  on  the  finished 
medal  has  been  rendered  in  a  slightly  more  angular  style.  The  telltale 
points  to  notice,  as  similarities  between  the  two,  lie  in  the  treatment 
of  Lincoln's  hair  and  beard,  which  are  unusual  and  highly  personal 
products  of  the  artist's  imagination. 

Accompanying  the  plaque  is  a  letter  dated  February  19, 1897  from 
B.H.  Collins,  a  Washington  coin  dealer,  and  the  original  invoice 
of  sale  for  this  plaque  signed  by  B.H.  Collins.  We  reprint  the  rele¬ 
vant  portions  of  the  letter  and  the  invoice  in  its  entirety:

The  plaque  is  currently  housed  beneath  a  similarly  colored  bronze 
collar  set  in  old  purple  velvet  within  an  ornate  wooden  frame 
overlaid  by  a  coating  of  painted  mahogany  colored  plaster,  a  com¬ 
mon  means  of  decorating  in  the  late  19th  century.  Attached  to  the 
top  of  the  frame  is  a  gilt  metal  eagle  with  wings  outspread  as  if  it 
were  just  coming  to  its  perch.  For  the  collector  of  19th-century 
sculpture  and  medallic  art,  as  well  as  the  advanced  collector  of  Lin¬ 
coln  medals,  this  historic  and  apparently  unique  plaque,  with  its 
White  House  connections,  offers  a  rare  opportunity  to  expand  your 
collection  to  include  a  piece  of  the  highest  importance.

A  unique  and  historically  important  testimonial  to  the  opening  of 
the  Arctic  regions,  one  that  is  intimately  bound  up  with  the  history 
and  legends  of  explorations  to  the  North  Pole.  Isaac  Israel  Hayes 
(1832-1881)  was  a  surgeon  attached  to  the  Second  Grinnell  Arctic 
Expedition  (1853-55),  led  by  Dr.  Elisha  K.  Kane.  Kane  (1820-57) 
had  been  senior  surgeon  with  the  First  Grinnell  Expedition  (1850-51), 
which  was  formed  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  the  fate  of  the 
British  explorer  Sir  John  Franklin  who  had  been  lost  in  the  Arctic 
in  1847  while  on  his  fourth  exploring  expedition  to  the  North  Pole. 
Failing  to  find  traces  of  Sir  John  Franklin  a  second  expedition  was 
fitted  out  in  1853  for  the  same  purpose.  It  was  on  this  expedition 
that  Isaac  Hayes  was  employed  as  Chief  Surgeon. 

The  loss  of  Sir  John  Franklin  stirred  the  British  public  imagina¬ 
tion,  especially  as  Sir  John's  wife  pjersonally  fitted  out  five  separate 
expeditions  in  search  of  her  husband  during  the  years  1850-57.  Sir 


John's  original  intention  had  been  to  search  for  the  legendary  North¬ 
west  Passage.  Although  he  seemed  to  have  found  a  way  through 
the  icebergs  and  floes  at  the  top  of  the  world  his  entire  expedition 
perished  in  1847,  leaving  but  a  few  scattered  traces  to  be  found  later. 
While  his  expedition  aroused  the  popular  imagination,  and  inspired 
American  as  well  as  British  relief  expeditions  to  search  for  it,  in  com¬ 
mon  with  so  many  other  historical  personages  his  death  was  more 
important  to  subsequent  events  than,  perhaps,  his  life  may  be  con¬ 
sidered  to  have  been.  The  various  American  and  British  expeditions 
which  went  in  search  of  Sir  John  Franklin  and  his  crew  in  the  years 
1848  to  1859,  while  they  did  not  find  him  alive,  led  to  the  mapping 
of  over  7,(X)0  miles  of  Arctic  islands  and  coastline,  and  set  the  ma¬ 
jor  American  route  to  the  North  Pole. 

Medals  were  commissioned  to  be  struck  at  the  Royal  Mint  in  silver, 
for  award  to  seamen,  and  in  gold  for  award  to  the  officers  command¬ 
ing  them  for  this  Second  Grinnell  Expedition.  Those  awarded  to  the 
American  officers  were  engraved  around  their  rims  with  the  reci¬ 
pient's  name.  Each,  consequently,  is  unique. 

Isaac  Hayes'  subsequent  career  lead  him  to  the  post  of  surgeon 
during  the  Civil  War  at  the  Satterlee  Hospital  in  Philadelphia.  Earlier, 
he  led  the  Third  Grinnell  Arctic  Expedition,  1860-61,  which  although 
it  was  not  set  up  to  locate  the  whereabouts  of  Sir  John  Franklin, 
nonetheless  contributed  to  the  legend  surrounding  the  loss  of  this 
British  explorer  and  further  contributed  to  the  opening  of  the  nor¬ 
thern  regions. 

Accompanying  this  medal  is  a  yellow  bronze  portrait  shell  plaque, 
7-5/8  X  5-11/16  inches.  The  portrait  is  that  of  Dr.  Hayes,  facing 
left,  wearing  the  uniform  of  a  military  surgeon,  his  shoulders 
wrapped  in  fur.  Designer's  name  not  indicated.  Below  the  bust.  Dr.

The  surfaces  are  clean 
and  attractive.  Seldom  do  early  half  eagles  appear  in  such  marvelous 
condition. 

The  Capped  Bust  to  right  obverse,  coupled  with  the  Heraldic  Eagle 
reverse,  is  among  the  most  famous  of  all  U.S.  coinage  designs.  This 
basic  type  appeared  on  the  quarter  eagle,  half  eagle,  and  eagle  from 
the  late  1790s  until  1807.  Gold  coin  mintages  of  this  time  period 
were  very  low.  In  the  half  eagle  series,  only  two  dates  (of  11  dif¬ 
ferent  produced)  had  a  production  of  more  than  50,000  coins.  This 
particular  date  has  a  mintage  of  just  37,628.  Very  few  existing 
specimens  could  equal  this  one  for  overall  beauty  and  eye  appeal. 

All  coins  struck  in  1809  were  over¬ 
dates  using  repunched  dies  left  over  from  the  previous  year.  This 
specimen  is  well  struck  throughout.  The  entire  coin  is  toned  in  vivid 
shades  of  bright  orange  and  violet  iridescence,  over  notably  clean 
surfaces.  It  is  another  superlative  early  half  eagle,  and  is  suitable 
for  inclusion  into  a  carefully  assembled  high  grade  gold  typ)e  set. 

Capped  Draped  Bust  to  left.  Half  eagles  were  struck  only  from 
1807  until  1812.

ble  eagle  was  praised  by  nearly  everyone  for  its  beauty,  it  was  Barber 
who  first  stressed  the  impracticality  of  the  design.  Saint-Gaudens 
was  a  renowned  sculptor  whose  fame  came  from  huge  sculptures, 
not  coin  designs  (although  he  did  design  a  Columbian  Exposition 
medal,  a  special  inaugural  medal  [in  1905],  several  bronze  plaques, 
and  assorted  other  items  which  are  of  interest  to  numismatists  to¬ 
day).  He  knew  little  or  nothing  about  the  operative  limitations  of 
steel  dies  and  high  speed  coinage  presses. 

When  the  first  High  Relief  double  eagle  business  strikes  were 
minted  on  November  22,  1907,  Charles  Barber  proved  to  be  cor¬ 
rect  in  his  outspoken  excoriation  of  the  design.  Three  to  five  blows 
of  the  press  were  required  in  order  to  bring  up  the  coin's  full  relief. 
Additionally,  the  engraved  figure  of  Miss  Liberty  and  the  eagle  were 
higher  than  the  rim,  making  stacking  of  this  coin  for  counting  (a 
common  practice  by  barrks)  difficult.  Regardless  of  this,  Roosevelt 
demanded  that  the  coins  be  struck,  even  if  it  took  all  day  and  all 
night  to  produce  a  single  coin.  Saint-Gaudens  died  of  cancer  short¬ 
ly  before  his  gold  double  eagle  design  reached  production.  Henry 
Hering,  an  assistant  to  Saint-Gaudens  was  largely  responsible  for 
the  lowering  of  the  extremely  rare  pattern  so<alled  Ultra  High  Relief 
design  to  the  high  relief,  suitable  of  limited  production.  Though  only 
through  Barber's  personal  intervention  was  the  design  modified  to 
the  point  where  it  was  useful.  His  family  was  incensed  by  the 
modification  after  just  11,250  High  Relief  examples  were  struck. 
Barber,  of  course  was  blamed.  The  plain  truth  is  that  without  Charles 
Barber's  help  in  salvaging  the  basic  design,  the  Saint-Gaudens  dou¬ 
ble  eagle  probably  would  never  have  been  possible  to  strike  in  large 
quantities  necessary  for  commercial  use. 

The  offered  Higjn  Relief  1907  double  eagle  was  presented  to  Charles 
Barber  and  remained  in  his  family  for  two  generatioris  (this  is  peculiar 
since  he  disliked  the  design  so  much).  In  1980  his  granddaughters 
sold  the  coin  via  Stack's.  Quoting  a  brief  part  from  our  illustrious 
competitor's  description  "As  the  great  Barber's  own  personal 
specimen  it  can  also  be  classified  as  a  coin  with  a  history  hard  to 
equal." 

Note:  In  spite  of  the  difficulty  in  the  production  of  this  coin,  a 
precedence  was  set  regarding  new  designs  by  recognized  artists.  The 
following  persons:  James  E.  Fraser  (Buffalo  nickel),  Bela  L.  Pratt 
(Indian  quarter  and  half  eagle),  Adolph  Weinman  (Mercury  dime 
and  Liberty  Walking  half  dollar),  and  John  Flannagan  (Washington 
quarter)  all  were  students  or  assistants  of  Saint-Gaudens. 


2072  MCMVn  (1907)  High  Relief  double  eagle,  wire  edge.  Choice  Brilliant 
Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Designed  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens. 
Superbly  struck.  The  surfaces  are  satiny  smooth  and  nearly  devoid 
of  contact  marks.  This  coin  has  incredible  lustre  which  closely 
resembles  that  on  Roman  Finish  Matte  Proofs  of  the  era.  It  is  truly 
a  breathtaking  specimen  of  a  coin  considered  by  many  to  be  one 
of  the  most  beautiful  ever  struck.  Only  a  single  past  auction  record 
(Stack's  December  1980  sale,  where  it  was  described  "Gem  Brilliant 
Uncirculated"  and  called  "One  of  the  finest  business  strikes  we  have 
ever  handled"). 

In  1904,  when  new  coinage  ideas  were  being  considered  by 
Theodore  Roosevelt,  10  prominent  artists  from  outside  the  mint  were 
commissioned  to  create  the  designs  to  be  judged  by  a  panel  com¬ 
prised  of  Charles  Barber,  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  and  Henry  Mit¬ 
chell  (a  prominent  Boston  gem-engraver).  This  competition  proved 
fruitless,  with  all  of  the  designs  being  rejected  (much  to  the  chagrin 
of  the  competitors). 

Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  and  Roosevelt  first  met  while  the  famed 
artist  was  acting  as  an  advisor  to  the  Senate  Park  Commission  in 
1901.  In  January  of  1905  the  president  asked  him  to  submit  models 
for  two  gold  coins,  an  eagle  and  a  double  eagle.  Saint-Gaudens  was 
apprehensive  over  his  new  assignment,  but  he  immediately  began 
preparing  sketches  for  the  coins.  The  double  eagle  design  was  com¬ 
plex  and  not  easily  created.  On  November  11, 1905  Saint-Gaudens 
wrote  to  Roosevelt,  relating  his  planned  rendition  of  a  winged,  full¬ 
standing  figure  of  Liberty  "striding  forward  as  if  on  a  mountain  top, 
holding  aloft  on  one  arm  a  shield  bearing  the  stars  and  stripes  with 
the  word  LIBERTY  marked  across  the  field;  in  the  other  hand...  a 
flaming  torch,  the  drapery...  flowing  in  the  breeze.  My  idea  is  to 
make  it  a  living  thing  and  typical  of  progress."  The  design  was  in¬ 
spired  by  his  "Victory"  in  the  Sherman  Monument  (New  York  1903) 
and  there  is  a  similitude  to  the  classical  figure  of  Nike,  holding  a 
palm  leaf  and  striding  forward.  From  the  outset,  it  was  to  be  an 
artistic  creation  of  uncomparable  beauty  within  the  realm  of 
numismatics.  However,  actual  preparation  of  the  dies  necessitated 
some  variation  from  Saint-Gaudens  intended  motif,  resulting  in 
Liberty  holding  a  branch  of  olive  leaves  in  her  left  hand  rather  than 
a  shield  as  originally  planned. 

Chief  Mint  Engraver  Charles  Barber  had  more  first-hand  ex¬ 
perience  in  the  art  of  coinage  manufacture  than  nearly  anyone  in 
his  profession.  While  the  appearance  of  the  new  Saint-Gaudens  dou-

it  is  one  of  the  prettiest  High  Relief  double  eagles  we  have  had  the 
privilege  of  offering  in  recent  times.

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Colonial  and  Early  American  Coins 


Of  all  issues  associated  with  early  America,  no  area  is  more  fascinating  to  the  numismatist  than  the  pieces  struck 
by  the  states,  private  individuals,  and  others  in  the  years  prior  to  1800.  Produced  from  hand-crafted  dies,  each  coin 
has  its  own  particular  story  to  tell.  Today,  the  market  is  such  that  the  buyer  of  colonial  and  early  American  pieces 
has  many  opportunities.  Nearly  all  such  coins  are  scarce,  many  are  rare,  and  some  are  extremely  rare,  but  all  are 
reasonably  priced.  We  recommend  the  field  for  your  serious  consideration. 


1652  Oak  Tree  Sixpence 


2086  1652  Massachusetts  Oak  Tree  sixpence.  Noe-21.  32.5  grains.  Very 

Fine  to  Extremely  Fine.  Slightly  wavy  planchet.  Some  slight  weakness 
at  the  left  side  of  the  obverse  border,  not  unusual  for  the  variety. 
The  reverse  is  exceedingly  bold. 

Noe-21,  a  recutting  of  N-20,  is  distinguished  by  the  first  S  in 
MASATHVSETS,  which  is  backward.  The  tree  has  a  double  trunk, 
flanked  by  small  "shrubs"  to  either  side. 

Scarce  as  a  type,  and  highly  desirable. 


2087  1652  Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  shilling,  large  planchet.  N-8.  71.1 
grains.  Extremely  Rne  to  AU  from  the  standpoint  of  actual  wear. 
With  irregular  indentation  at  the  bottom  of  the  obverse  and  cor¬ 
responding  part  of  the  reverse,  due  to  metal  flow  in  the  planchet 
(not  due  to  clipping).  Glossy  surfaces  highlighted  with  light  lilac 
toning.  Original  mint  lustre  can  be  seen  in  protected  areas. 

N-8  features  the  pine  tree  in  especially  bushy  form,  with  the  trunk 
consisting  of  two  vertical  elements,  noted  by  Noe  as  an  outline. 
Beneath  the  trunk  is  a  distinguishing  die  flaw.  The  N  in  IN  is  reversed. 

Struck  on  an  unusually  wide  planchet  which  displays  abundant 
area  outside  of  certain  portions  of  the  beaded  border,  this  is  a  very 
impressive  coin. 

Note;  Perhaps  more  so  than  any  other  colonial  issue,  the  Pine 
Tree  shilling  has  a  place  in  American  folklore  and  romance.  It  was 
said  that  a  specimen,  if  bent  twice,  was  suitable  for  warding  off 
witches,  which,  supposedly,  were  a  hazard  in  Salem  and  other 
Massachusetts  towns  during  the  period  when  these  circulated. 
Another  tale  has  it  that  a  bride's  dowry  was  once  paid  by  giving 
her  equivalent  weight  in  Pine  Tree  shillings. 


2088  1652  Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  shilling,  large  planchet.  N-11.  71.6 
grains.  Very  Hne  to  Extremely  Rne.  Some  areas  of  light  striking, 
as  illustrated.  Pleasing  medium  gray  surfaces. 

With  a  "personality"  entirely  unlike  the  preceding,  this  issue 
features  the  letters  of  the  legend  small  and  very  widely  spaced.  The 
pine  tree  is  of  a  different  form  and  has  a  thick  bottom  and  thin  top 
to  the  trunk.  There  is  no  H  in  MASATVSETS  in  the  present  varie¬ 
ty.  On  the  obverse  and  reverse  the  letter  N  is  reversed. 

A  beautiful  example  of  this  classic  early  issue.  Should  attract  in¬ 
tense  bidding  interest. 


2089  1652  Massachusetts  Pine  Tree  shilling,  small  planchet.  N-29  .  68.6 
grains.  Extremely  Rne.  Boldly  struck  with  all  features  well  delineated, 
as  illustrated.  Medium  silver-gray  surfaces.  On  this  variety  the  lowest 
branches  of  the  pine  tree  are  curved  sharply  upward  at  the  ex¬ 
tremities,  a  distinguishing  characteristic. 

Another  pleasing  example  of  Pine  Tree  coinage,  and  a  piece  which 
should  arouse  widespread  interest. 

2090  An  interesting  group  of  20th-century  tokens  and  medals  using  co¬ 
lonial  coin  motifs.  All  are  in  AU  to  Uncirculated  grade,  virtually 
as  issued: 

William  Idler's  copy  of  the  Maryland  denarium,  in  white  metal, 
with  an  advertisement  for  his  business  in  a  circle  within  the  obverse 
legend.  A  scarce  and  important  item  in  its  own  rite;  copper  souvenir 
or  token  of  Newgate,  Granby,  Connecticut,  probably  circa  1920s 
or  1930s,  depicting  the  Higley  motif  on  the  obverse  with  standing 
deer,  and  with  a  pick,  handcuffs,  and  arrowhead  on  the  reverse. 
Scarce  and  interesting;  eight  various  medals  depicting  the  obverse 
of  the  1652  Pine  Tree  shilling,  but  with  reverses  observing  various 
celebrations,  etcetera,  primarily  from  the  1930s,  but  one  dated  1952 
and  another  from  the  A.N.A.  convention  in  1960.  (Total:  10  pieces) 

2091  Pair  of  early  issues:  St.  Patrick  or  Mark  Newby  farthing,  an  issue 
sometimes  associated  with  colonial  New  Jersey,  Very  Good,  porous 
surfaces;  Kentucky  token,  circa  1892,  scarcer  variety  with  edge  let¬ 
tered  PAYABLE  IN  LANCASTER  LONDON  OR  BRISTOL,  Ex¬ 
tremely  Fine  but  "painted"  an  orange  surface  and  then  laquered, 
a  candidate  for  retoning  the  surface  (perhaps  using  the  instructions 
given  by  Dr.  William  H.  Sheldon  in  his  Penny  Whimsy  book).

2094  1767  French  colonies  copper  sou,  counterstamped  RF  in  ornamented 
oval.  Very  Fine.  Light  brown  surfaces.  An  attractive  example  of  this 
popular  and  widely-circulated  issue. 


2095  1722  Rosa  Americana  halfpenny.  DEI  GRATIA  REX,  UTILE  DULCI. 
Very  Fine-30.  Medium  brown  surfaces  with  traces  of  yellow,  the 
regular  appearance  of  Bath  metal. 


2096  1722  Rosa  Americana  penny.  UTILE  DULCI.  Very  Fine  or  better. 


2097  1723  Rosa  Americana  penny.  Extremely  Fine.  Yellow-gray  surfaces 
typical  of  bath  metal.

The  obverse  legend  is  sharp  on  the  left  and  par¬ 
tially  visible  on  the  right,  while  the  reverse  legend  distribution  is 
similar.  The  date  1786  is  sharp.  Some  planchet  flaws  are  noted, 
especially  on  the  right  side  of  the  reverse. 

Ryder-10  and  R-11  are  notorious  for  being  poorly  struck  and  for 
being  on  imperfect  planchets.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  a  sharply 
struck,  well-defined  example.  The  dies,  fashioned  with  the  portrait 
of  King  George  II  of  England,  were  deliberately  created  in  shallow 
relief  so  that  coins  issued  from  them  would  appear  to  be  "worn," 
thus  aidirig  in  the  ease  of  circulation.

Probably  unduplicated  in  any 
other  collection.

Miller  4-L.  Very  Fine  to  Extremely 
Fine,  but  with  ancient  planchet  porosity  and  with  some  red  verdigris 
adhering;  1787  ETLR  misspelling.  Miller  31.1-g.l.  Very  Good  or 
so,  some  edge  roughness;  1787  ETIIB  misspelling,  as  a  type  scarcer 
than  the  preceding.  Miller  37.8-LL.  Good  to  Very  Good,  smooth 
and  pleasing  planchet.  (Total:  4  pieces)

2119  1787  Connecticut.  Draped  Bust  Left.  Miller  33.37-Z.ll.  Actually, 
the  variety  is  not  listed  in  Miller  as  such  but,  rather,  represents  a 
combination  of  dies  listed  elsewhere. 

Obverse  33.37  is  distinguished  by  several  features,  most  particular¬ 
ly  a  heavy  dot  at  the  milling  between  the  last  colon  and  cinquefoil. 
Reverse  Z.ll  likewise  has  numerous  distinctive  features,  including 
a  break  from  the  milling  through  the  upright  of  T  and  another  from 
the  globe  through  the  final  7  of  the  date.  Very  Fine.  A  magnifying 
glass  reveals  some  ancient  scratches,  scarcely  visible  now,  on  the 
head. 

This  issue,  published  in  the  Colonial  Newsletter,  March  1964,  is 
exceedingly  rare.  One  example  is  preserved  in  the  permanent  col¬ 
lection  of  the  American  Numismatic  Society,  and  another  is  in  a 
private  collection.  The  third  piece  known  to  us  is  offered  here.  A 
major  opportunity  for  the  die  variety  specialist.

faces.  Some  specialist  may  even  attribute  this  to  the  Uncirculated 
classification  (as,  indeed,  it  was  earlier  designated).

The  issue  is  struck  from  clashed  dies,  with  incuse  evidences  of 
the  reverse  legend  appearing  on  the  obverse,  particularly  at  the  lower 
left.  A  "ghost"  of  the  reverse  shield  is  invisible  in  an  inverted  posi¬ 
tion  on  the  obverse.  A  diebreak  extends  from  the  border  diagonal¬ 
ly  downward  to  the  left,  touching  the  A  in  NOVA. 

The  die  is  attributed  to  James  Atlee  at  Rahway.  While  this  varie¬ 
ty  is  among  the  most  plentiful,  top-grade  pieces  are  elusive.  As  such, 
the  coin  is  a  candidate  for  a  type  of  the  New  Jersey  series.

The  obverse  depicts  a  hand  holding  a  scroll  inscribed  OUR  CAUSE 
IS  JUST,  with  inscription  UNANIMITY  IS  THE  STRENGTH  OF 
SOCIETY  surrounding.  The  reverse  shows  a  "pyramid"  of  state  ab¬ 
breviations,  with  the  letter  K,  for  Kentucky,  at  the  top,  thus  giving 
rise  to  the  name  accorded  this  issue.  E  PLURIBUS  UNUM  surrounds. 

This  is  a  lettered  edge  variety,  much  scarcer  than  the  plain  edge, 
and  is  inscribed  PAYABLE  IN  LANCASTER  LONDON  OR 
BRISTOL.

For  a  brief  period  in  the  1790s,  the  firm,  located  in  New  York 
City,  was  engaged  in  the  China  trade  and  imported  goods  of  varied 
character.  The  edge  of  the  token  here  offered  is  lettered  PAYABLE 
IN  THE  STORE  OF,  while  the  denomination  of  ONE  CENT  is  boldly 
stated.  Presumably,  these  circulated  at  par  in  New  York  City  around 
the  time  indicated.  So  numerous  were  they  that  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  acquired  large  quantities  and  punched  half  cent  planchets  from 
the  centers  (from  which  certain  varieties  of  half  cents  bearing  the 
dates  1795  and  1797  were  coined). 


2144  1794  Talbot,  Allum  &  Lee  cent.  Obverse  muled  with  irrelevant  1793 

BIRMINGHAM  HALFPENNY  reverse.  Choice  prooflike  Uncir¬ 
culated.  Medium  brown  surfaces.  Interesting. 

This  piece  is  one  of  several  mulings  involving  the  Talbot,  Allum 
&  Lee  series.  Such  items  were  struck  as  delicacies  for  armchair  col¬ 
lectors  of  the  period,  who  chased  after  halfpenny-sized  varieties  with 
great  enthusiasm,  one  of  the  first  recorded  numismatic  fads,  and 
the  precursor  of  many  more  to  follow.

gunmetal  blue  and  golden  toning.  One  of  the  great  classics  among 
early  American-related  coinage. 

This  issue  was  produced  by  the  Soho  Mint,  Birmingham,  England, 
which  created  a  number  of  items  now  associated  with  the  American 
series,  including  the  1796  Washington  Seasons  medals  described  in 
our  Virgil  M.  Brand  Collection,  Part  II  catalogue  issued  in  1984  (and 
which  also  contains  a  detailed  history  of  the  Soho  Mint). 

The  products  of  the  Soho  Mint  of  the  late  18th  century  stand  to¬ 
day  as  magnificent  examples  of  die  workmanship  and  coinage  pro¬ 
duction.  Particularly  outstanding  in  this  regard  is  the  Myddelton 
token,  dated  1796,  struck  in  Proof  in  copper  and  in  silver,  and  in¬ 
tended  for  distribution  by  Philip  Parry  Price  Myddelton,  an  en¬ 
trepreneur  who  owned  a  large  amount  of  land  in  Kentucky  arid  who 
advertised  extensively  in  Englarxl  for  settlers  to  emigrate  to  that  loca¬ 
tion.  Problems  arose  with  the  authorities,  and  the  venture  was  never 
completed.  The  tokens  depict  on  the  obverse  a  family  being 
welcomed  by  the  goddess  Liberty,  with  the  legend  BRITISH  SET¬ 
TLEMENT  KENTUCKY  around.  The  reverse  shows  the  seated  figure 
of  Britannia,  head  downcast  in  sorrow  from  having  lost  some  of 
her  citizens  to  Kentucky,  surrounded  by  the  inscription  PAYABLE 
BY  P.P.P.  MYDDELTON.  In  his  work  The  Early  Coins  of  America, 
Sylvester  S.  Crosby  paid  this  piece  the  ultimate  compliment;  "In 
beauty  of  design  and  execution,  the  tokens  are  unsurpassed  by  any 
piece  issued  for  American  circulation." 
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214d  Diverse  group  of  early  American-related  restrikes  and  copies:  the 
first  is  a  1787  "New  Haven  restrike"  of  the  Fugio  cent,  produced 
circa  18o0s  from  dies  alleged  to  have  been  found  on  the  site  of  the 
Broome  &  Platt  store  in  Connecticut.  Uncirculated,  MS-60,  primarily 
brown  but  with  some  tinges  of  brassy  color — the  restrike  in  bronze 
or  brass;  early  20th-century  Idler  copy  of  the  Maryland  denarium, 
AU,  red  and  brown,  struck  in  copper;  Sommer  Islands  fantasy 
12-shilling  piece,  19th  century,  obverse  die  by  Lovett  with 
Washington  portrait  GEORGE  WASHINGTON/SECURITY  inscrip¬ 
tion.  Reverse  with  SOMMER  ISLANDS  and  the  famous  hog.  Struck 
in  silver.  Rare  and  desirable,  prooflike  Uncirculated;  1788 
Massachusetts  cent  copy,  produced  circa  1960  by  Tatham  Stamp 
and  Coin  Company,  Brilliant  Uncirculated.  (Total:  4  pieces) 


2149  1787  Fugio  restrike.  New  Haven  restrike  in  brass  or  bronze-like  com¬ 
position.  Uncirculated,  primarily  a  bright  brassy  color,  one  of  the 
"brightest"  we  have  seen. 


2150  1820  Northwest  Company  token.  Fine.  Holed  at  top  for  suspension 

(as  have  been  all  we  have  ever  seen).  Struck  in  brass.  Mottled  light 
surfaces.  One  of  the  most  attractive  such  pieces  we  have  handled 
in  some  time. 

These  tokens,  holed  for  suspension  to  permit  ease  of  carrying  by 
Indians,  were  used  in  the  Pacific  Northwest  by  tribes  whose  members 
redeemed  them  at  trading  posts.  They  are  further  described  on  page 
51  of  A  Guide  Book  of  United  States  Coins. 


2151  1820  Northwest  Company  tokens.  Duplicate  of  preceding.  Very 
Good  obverse,  reverse  worn  nearly  smooth.  Holed  at  top  as  usual. 
Brass  surfaces  with  some  toning.  Another  specimen  of  this  very 
elusive  issue. 

2152  1783  Washington  UNITY  STATES  copper.  Very  Fine.  Struck  on 
a  striated  planchet  as  always,  for  reasons  unknown  to  the  present 
writer  (can  someone  furnish  an  explanation?).  A  pleasing  example 
of  this  early  19th  century  issue.

2154  1783  Washington  Draped  Bust  cent.  Restrike  in  copper.  Engrailed  I 
or  corded  edge.  Select  Proof.  A  beauty! 


2155  1791  Washington  Small  Eagle  cent.  Uncirculated,  prooflike.  Rich, 
glossy  brown  surfaces. 

The  obverse  portrays  President  Washington  with  the  surrounding 
inscription  WASHINGTON  PRESIDENT.  The  reverse  is  the  so- 
called  "small  eagle,"  an  adaptation  of  the  Presidential  Seal,  with 
ONE  CENT  above  and  the  date  1791  below.  The  edge  is  lettered 
UNITED  STATES  OF  AMERICA.  This  and  the  related  Large  Eagle 
variety  (see  Lot  2157)  are  among  the  most  finely  executed 
Washington  pieces  of  the  era. 

2156  1791  Washington.  Small  Eagle  cent  as  preceding.  Extremely  Fine. 
Attractive  light  brown  surfaces. 


2157  1791  Washington.  Large  Eagle  cent.  Choice  AU-55.  Very  close  to 

Uncirculated.  Some  traces  of  original  mint  color  are  visible  in  pro¬ 
tected  areas,  particularly  on  the  reverse. 

The  issue  is  related  to  the  preceding  except  that  the  obverse  bears 
the  date  1791  below  the  bust,  and  the  reverse  has  a  differently-styled 
eagle.  Curiously,  the  ribbon  in  the  eagle's  beak  is  inscribed  UNUM 
E  PLURIBISl  Like  the  preceding,  the  edge  is  lettered  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

Produced  in  England,  ^ssibly  as  a  proposal  for  American  con¬ 
tract  coinage.  Refer  to  the  1976  edition  of  Scott’s  Encyclopedia  of 
United  States  Coinage  for  more  information  on  the  issue. 


2158  1793  Washington  Ship  halfpenny.  AU-50.  Here  is  an  issue  which 
is  scarce,  although  not  particularly  rare,  in  lower  grades.  However, 
in  AU  grades  such  as  offered  here,  the  piece  emerges  as  a  rarity. 
For  some  reason,  nearly  all  known  specimens  show  extensive  wear. 
Thus,  the  connoisseur  will  appreciate  the  significance  of  the  pres¬ 
ent  offering. 
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The  obverse  depicts  the  bust  of  Washington  with  the  surround¬ 
ing  inscription  WASHINGTON  PRESIDENT,  from  the  identical  die 
used  to  strike  the  1791  Small  Eagle  cent  (refer  to  Lots  2155  and  2156). 
The  reverse  shows  a  fully-rigged  sailing  ship  with  the  inscription 
HALF  PENNY  above  and  the  date  1793  in  a  special  cartouche  below. 
Examples  seen  by  the  author  always  show  an  injured  reverse  die 
with  extreme  bulging  and  with  a  flaring  up  of  the  rim  at  the  lower 
right.  It  is  not  known  whether  perfect-die  specimens  exist.  Part  of 
the  injury  of  the  die  can  be  attributed  to  clashing,  for  the  incuse 
letters  ENT ,  from  PRESIDENT  on  the  obverse,  can  be  seen  on  the 
reverse  beginning  at  the  Y  in  HALFPENNY.  Other  clash  marks  are 
evident  in  other  areas.

Large  for¬ 
mat.  Very  Fine.  A  few  ancient  scratches.  Medium  brown  colora¬ 
tion.  Edge  lettered  AN  ASYLUM  FOR  THE  OPPRESS'D  OF  ALL 
NATIONS.

Very  Fine.  Some  edge  marks.

Cents  of  the  1839 
year  are  particularly  popular,  and  only  infrequently  do  MS-65  ex¬ 
amples  cross  the  auction  block.  Another  prime  bidding  opportunity. 


2168  1850  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Original  mint  brilliance 
just  beginning  to  fade  to  even  brown.  Primarily  brilliant  as  issued.

Superb  1857  Flying  Eagle  Cent 


2170  1857  Flying  Eagle.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65  to  MS-67. 

Full  strike.  Tinges  of  sparkling  orange  iridescent  toning  cover  im¬ 
maculate  surfaces.  A  tiny  rim  bump  is  at  8:00  on  the  obverse,  other¬ 
wise  this  outstanding  classic  Flying  Eagle  cent  would  easily  grade 
a  full  MS-67.  It  is  truly  one  of  the  most  magnificent  examples  of 
this  type  and  date  in  existence. 

Struck  in  copper-nickel,  1857  was  the  first  year  of  regular  issue 
for  the  Flying  Eagle  cent.  It  was  much  easier  to  handle  and  carry 
than  its  large  cent  counterpart,  and  met  with  immediate  acceptance 
following  its  release  in  the  spring  of  the  year.  Chief  Mint  Engraver 
James  B.  Longacre  is  credited  with  the  design,  but  the  observer  was 
copied  from  past  work  performed  by  famed  former  Chief  Engraver 
Christian  Gobrecht  (the  eagle  is  nearly  identical  to  that  used  on  the 
experimental  silver  dollars  of  1836  to  1839).  Today,  this  short-lived 
type  is  in  great  demand  for  date  and  type  sets,  and  is  extremely  scarce 
in  this  outstanding  condition.

The  fields  are  virtually  flawless, 
as  is  the  reverse.  It  is  truly  a  borderline  MS-63. 


2173  1862  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Radiant  original  mint  brilliance 

highlights  this  extraordinary  copper-nickel  Indian  cent.  The  fields 
are  deeply  reflective  and  contrast  vividly  with  lightly  frosted  devices. 
A  rare  Proof,  just  550  were  struck.  Probably  half  that  number  sur¬ 
vive  today,  with  very  few  being  equal  to  this  jewel.

2184  1865  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Fully  lustrous  and  sharply 

struck  overall.  A  very  unusual  cud  is  present  at  2:00  on  the  obverse, 
effecting  the  reverse  strike  at  the  corresponding  position.  Die  clashing 
is  evident,  mostly  on  the  reverse.  An  interesting  coin  with  a  "story." 
The  most  spectacular  instance  of  a  broken  die  we've  every  seen  on 
a  coin  of  this  denomination. 

Nickel  three-cent  coinage  was  first  introduced  in  1865.  All  were 
struck  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint. 


2185  1875  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63  to  Proof-65.  Full  mint  lustre.  Only 

a  few  tiny  flecks  are  present  on  both  sides  and  do  not  detract  from 
the  beauty  or  grade  of  this  popular  Proof  type  coin.  A  lower  mint¬ 
age  date  of  which  only  228,000  were  struck  (including  just  over  700 
Proofs).  It  is  unquestionably  a  borderline  Proof-65. 


2186  1878  Select  Brillicmt  Proof-63  to  Proof-65.  Another  lustrous 

borderline  Proof-65  nickel  three-cent  piece.  This  one  is  special 
because  of  its  Proof-only  status.  Just  2,350  specimens  were  struck.

A  superb  example  of  this  low  mint¬ 
age  date.  Frosted  devices  complement  immaculate  deeply  reflective 
and  brilliant  fields. 


A  mere  5,642  nickel  three-cent  coins  were  struck  in  1884.  Of  those, 
3,942  were  Proofs.  Very  few  surviving  specimens  could  compare 
with  this  jewel. 


2189  1886  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Another  important  Proof-only  date. 

Just  4,290  coins  were  struck.  This  one,  with  somewhat  subdued  mint 
brilliance,  is  attractive  and  worthy  of  a  home  in  a  beautiful  special¬ 
ized  set  of  nickel  three-cent  pieces.

2190  1858  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60  to  MS-63.  The  Type  II  obverse 
design,  struck  only  from  1854  to  1858.  Three  lines  surround  the  star. 
Lustrous  and  well  struck  (silver  three-cent  pieces  of  nearly  all  dates 
are  lightly  defined  at  the  centers).  There  is  a  small  scratch  in  the 
right  obverse  field,  otherwise  this  coin  would  certainly  achieve  full 
MS-63  grade.

As  an  added  bonus,  this  sup)erlative  quality  coin  is  the  lowest  mint¬ 
age  business  strike  of  the  series,  with  fewer  than  20,000  coins  struck.

Sharply  struck 
throughout.  Glowing  golden  mint  brilliance.  This  is  a  popular  one- 
year  type  coin  with  the  buffalo  standing  on  a  mound.

2197  1915  Choice  Matte  Proof-65.  Vivid  golden  iridescence  glimmers  over 
naturally  brilliant  and  virtually  flawless  Matte  Proof  surfaces.  The 
strike  is  exceedingly  sharp,  as  is  characteristic  of  Proofs.  A  few 
microscopic  flecks  are  visible  under  magnification,  though  they  are 
widely  scattered  and  do  not  detract  from  the  beauty  or  value  of  this 
treasure.

2202  1937-D  3-Legged  Buffalo.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Full 
mint  brilliance  and  a  touch  of  even,  light  golden  toning  highlight 
this  rare  Mint  State  3-legged  Buffalo  nickel.  It  is  sharply  struck,  fleck- 
free,  and  has  remarkably  clean  surfaces.  Remarkably  rare  in  this 
condition.

well  struck  throughout.  The  fields  are  clean  and  attractive. 

Capped  Bust  half  dime  production  commenced  in  1829  and  lasted 
only  until  1837,  upon  the  retirement  of  Chief  Mint  Engraver  William 
Kneass. 


2208  1807  Draped  bust.  EF-40.  Multicolored  and  smoky  gray  toning  sur¬ 
rounds  the  rather  lightly-defined  rims.  It  is  sharply  struck  at  the 
centers,  however.  1807  is  the  final  year  of  the  Draped  Bust  type  dime. 
This  one  would  make  a  fine  addition  to  any  high  grade  type  set. 


2204  1835  Small  date,  large  5c.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Lustrous 
and  semi-prooflike.

2205  1837  Liberty  Seated,  no  stars.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63. 

Sharply  struck  (except  a  bit  of  the  obverse  rim  at  the  left),  with  full 
natural  mint  frost.  Very  clean  surfaces  overall,  with  only  a  few  trivial 
obverse  hairlines. 

Christian  Gobrecht  produced  this  design  as  one  of  his  early  pro¬ 
jects  after  assuming  the  position  of  chief  Mint  engraver.

This 
popular  date  half  dime  has  a  Proof  mintage  of  a  mere  460,  with 
a  total  production  of  just  18,460. 

2207  1871  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60  to  MS-63.  Frosty  and  mostly  well 
struck.

2209  1824/2  Overdate.  Choice  AU-55.  A  bold  and  popular  overdate. 
Delightful  golden  iridescence  covers  naturally  lustrous  and  notably 
clean  surfaces.  The  strike  is  a  bit  soft  at  portions  of  the  high  points, 
but  this  specimen  still  presents  an  outstanding  appearance.  A 
wonderful  coin  for  the  specialist. 

The  mintage  figure  of  the  1824/2  overdate  is  combined  with  coins 
struck  in  1825  and  totals  510,000  pieces.  However,  probably  only 
a  small  percentage  of  those  were  overdates.  Auction  records  reveal 
this  earlier  date  to  be  much  scarcer  than  the  latter  coin  dated  1825.

2212  1853  Arrows  at  date.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Lustrous,  though 
probably  dipped  at  one  time. 

2213  1860  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Toned  in  hues  of  electric  blue 
and  violet  on  the  obverse  and  bright  yellow  on  the  reverse.  Well 
struck  overall,  though  some  weakness  at  Liberty's  top  hair  strands 
should  be  noted.

Mintage  of  small  denomination  silver  coins  was  sparse  in  1863. 
Just  460  Proof  dimes  and  another  14,000  business  strikes  were  struck. 
Today,  exceptional  surviving  specimens  such  as  this  one  are  elusive 
and  in  great  demand. 

2215  1866  Proof-55.  Surfaces  are  somewhat  dull,  the  obverse  especially 
so.  Another  popular  very  low  mintage  date.  Only  8,725  pieces  were 
struck  including  725  Proofs. 

2216  1867  Brilliant  Proof-55  to  Proof-60.  Cleaned  at  one  time  and  now 
displaying  hairlines  throughout.  Heavy  die  clashing  is  evident  on 
the  obverse.  1867  is  the  lowest  mintage  regular  issue  date  of  the  en¬ 
tire  Liberty  Seated  dime  series.  Just  6,625  were  struck,  including  625 
Proofs. 

2217  1868  Brilliant  Proof-60.  Toned  in  pastel  multicolored  hues.  The 
obverse  shows  light  contact  marks  in  the  right  obverse  field,  prompt¬ 
ing  this  grade.  Reverse  surface  marks  are  minimal.  Only  600  Proof 
dimes  were  struck. 

2218  A  pair  of  Mint  State  Carson  City  Mint  Liberty  Seated  dimes; 
1875-CC  Mintmark  above  bow.  BU,  MS-60;  1877-CC  BU,  MS-60. 
Both  coins  have  attractive  lustrous  surfaces.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


2219  1881  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  Full  mint  brilliance.  Frosted  devices 
stand  out  over  lovely  deeply  mirrored  fields.

The  fasces  is  superbly  struck  (as  is  the  entire  coin), 
with  the  center  bands  full  and  rounded.  A  bit  of  a  scuff  on  Liber¬ 
ty's  cheek  is  all  that  keeps  this  rare  date  Mercury  dime  from  a  higher 
grade. 

This  date  is  one  of  the  keys  to  the  Mercury  dime  series.  Slightly 
fewer  than  IVi  million  were  struck.  High  level  Mint  State  coins  ap¬ 
pear  at  public  auction  with  surprising  infrequency  and  are  nearly 
as  elusive  (in  Mint  State)  as  the  highly  regarded  1916-D. 

2224  1942  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65  or  better.  Full  original  mint  brilliance. 
1942  is  the  final  year  of  Proof  Mercury  dimes. 


Twenty-Cent  Pieces 


2225  1875-S  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Lustrous  and  well  struck. 
This  is  the  first  year  of  issue  for  this  short-lived  denomination.  Pro¬ 
duction  ceased  in  1878,  with  only  Proofs  being  struck  for  the  final 
two  years. 

2226  1875-S  EF-40.  Lightly  toned. 
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Rare  Mint  State  1831  Quarter 


Superb  1796  Quarter 


2227  1796  Choice  EF-45/40.  Browning-2.  Sharply  struck  throughout,  with 
the  sole  exception  of  the  head  of  the  eagle  on  the  reverse  (as 
characteristic  of  this  die  variety).  Wonderfully  toned  in  shades  of 
natural  smoky  gray  complemented  by  pale  golden  and  violet  over¬ 
tones.  The  surfaces  are  clean  and  problem-free,  though  a  small 
obverse  rim  bump  at  8:00  is  mentioned  for  the  sake  of  accuracy. 
A  few  light  adjustment  marks  are  visible  extending  downward  from 
Liberty's  temple  to  her  drajjery.  It  is  a  superlative  example. 

Quarters  were  first  minted  in  1796.  Only  6,146  were  struck.  After 
the  initial  output,  production  ceased  until  1804.  This  first  year  of 
issue,  featuring  the  Draped  Bust  type  and  Small  Eagle  reverse,  was 
struck  only  for  one  year.  The  1796  quarter  is  one  of  the  most  famous 
of  all  U.S.  type  coins.  A  marvelous  opportunity. 


2228  1805  Choice  EF-45.  B-3.  Toned  in  mottled  multicolored  pastel  irides¬ 
cent  hues  over  lustrous  surfaces.  Possibly  cleaned  years  ago  and  now 
retoning.  Pleasing  surfaces. 

2229  1828  Choice  EF-45.  Deep  natural  toning,  with  shades  of  electic  blue 
and  violet  dominating.  This  is  the  final  year  of  the  larger  diameter 
planchet  Capped  Bust  quarter. 


2230  1831  Small  letters.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Full  mint 
frost.  Sharply  struck.  Satiny  surfaces  are  extremely  clean,  especial¬ 
ly  the  reverse  which  is  nearly  of  MS-65  grade.  It  is  truly  an  outstand¬ 
ing  specimen. 

William  Kneass  created  this  coin  during  his  term  as  Chief  Mint 
Engraver,  thereby  modifying  the  design  produced  by  John  Reich 
as  assistant  engraver  of  the  U.S.  Mint  in  1815.  The  newer  design 
was  based  on  a  smaller  and  lighter  planchet,  prompting  the  need 
for  a  more  delicate  Miss  Liberty  and  eagle. 


2231  1844-0  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Dipped  to  restore  mint 

brilliance. 


2232  1849  AU-50. 

2233  A  trio  of  quarter  type  coins:  1853  Arrows  and  rays.  VF-20;  1917 
Type  I.  AU-50;  1932  Select  BU,  MS-63.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


2234  1854  Arrows  at  date.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Lustrous 
and  well  struck.  Somewhat  dull  surfaces  are  indicative  of  a  careful 
cleaning  at  one  time.  Several  interesting  die  cracks  surround  the 
peripheries  of  both  sides.  An  important  type  coin,  the  arrows  at 
date  variety  was  struck  for  only  two  years. 
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2235  1859  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63.  A  lovely  example  of  this  rare  early 

date  Proof  coin.  Nearly  full  mint  brilliance  is  evident,  with  just  a 
hint  of  golden  iridescence  around  the  rims.  The  fields  are  deeply 
reflective  and  frosted  devices  stand  out  in  contrast. 

1859  is  the  second  year  in  which  Proof  coins  struck  at  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  were  sold  to  the  public.  Just  8CX)  quarters  are 
believed  to  have  been  produced.  The  offered  example  has  an  outstan- 
dmg  appearance  and  would  fit  handsomely  into  any  collection. 


Superb  1861  Quarter 


2236  1861  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-67.  Prooflike.  Well  struck,  ex¬ 
cept  for  the  stars  at  the  right  obverse  which  are  a  bit  flat  at  the 
centers.  The  surfaces  are  lustrous  and  satin  smooth.  Frosted  devices 
contrast  with  mildly  reflective  fields.  A  hint  of  golden  toning  sur¬ 
rounds  the  peripheries.  An  extremely  thin  line  is  present  on  the 
reverse  extending  from  below  the  final  S  of  STATES  to  the  eagle's 
left  wing.  Civil  War  era  coinage  is  extremely  scarce  in  this  superlative 
state  of  preservation. 

2237  1863  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63  to  Proof-65.  Golden  iridescence  (with 
blushes  of  pale  violet  overtones)  highlights  this  beautiful  Liberty 
Seated  quarter.  Frosted  devices  stand  out  in  bold  contrast  over  deeply 
reflective  fields.  Hairlines  are  minimal,  though  there  is  a  small  con¬ 
tact  mark  on  the  reverse  above  the  eagle's  right  wing.  Nevertheless, 
the  eye  appeal  of  this  desirable  "no  motto"  quarter  is  second  to  none. 
It  certainly  ranks  among  the  better  surviving  examples  of  a  mere 
460  Proofs  struck. 

2238  A  small  group  of  19th-century  quarters:  1864  Choice  EF-45,  cleaned; 
1867  AU-50,  whizzed  (a  low  mintage  date);  1877-CC  Choice  EF-45; 
1878-CC  Choice  AU-55;  1897  Choice  AU-55.  All  dates  except  the 
1897  appear  to  have  been  cleaned.  (Total:  5  pieces) 


Lovely  1874  With-Arrows  Quarter 


2239  1874-S  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63  to  MS-65.  Full  mint 
brilliance  and  sharply  struck.  The  surfaces  are  exceptionally  clean, 
especially  the  reverse.  A  few  scattered  obverse  contact  marks  keep 
this  delightful  coin  from  a  full  MS-65  grade. 

A  change  in  the  weight  of  the  planchet  in  1873  resulted  in  die 
modifications  (arrows  being  placed  on  each  side  of  the  date).  This 
important  type  lasted  only  two  years,  after  which  time  the  obverse 
die  without  arrows  was  resumed.  The  San  Francisco  Mint  emission 


is  seen  in  Mint  State  condition  much  less  often  than  its  Philadelphia 
Mint  counterpart. 

2240  1877-S  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Semi-prooflike.  Well  struck 
and  lustrous. 


2241  1877-S  over  horizontal  S.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Well  struck. 

Attractive  mint  lustre.  A  very  scarce  coin  in  this  remarkable 
condition. 

The  underlying  S  can  be  easily  detected  laying  on  its  back  under 
the  properly  punched  mintmark.  This  error  occurred  as  a  result  of 
an  improperly  placed  punch  used  during  the  preparation  of  the 
reverse  die.  Upon  seeing  the  mistake,  the  diesinker  positioned  the 
punch  correctly  and  repunched,  thereby  creating  this  important 
variety. 


2242  1886  Proof-55.  Lustrous,  with  golden  toning  around  the  rims. 

Notably  hairlined  as  a  result  of  a  short  period  in  circulation.  A  very 
rare  date,  only  5,886  examples  were  struck  (including  886  Proofs). 


2243  1888  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63  to  Proof-65.  Blazing  original  mint 

brilliance.  Ultra-deep  reflective  fields.  Heavily  frosted  devices  stand 
out  in  bold  contrast.  Curiously,  the  tops  of  all  stars  surrounding 
Liberty  on  the  obverse  are  flat,  but  every  other  engraved  detail  is 
needle-sharp.  Hairlines  are  at  an  absolute  minimum.  As  such,  this 
incredibly  beautiful  coin  is  nearly  of  full  Proof-65  grade. 


2244  1893  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60  obverse,  MS-65  reverse.  Full 

original  mint  frost  complements  a  sharp  strike  and  pleasing  surfaces. 
The  reverse  is  especially  clean  (nearly  of  MS-67  grade),  while  the 
obverse  shows  a  few  widely  scattered  contact  marks  and  some 
hairlines. 
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Superb  Proof  1895  Quarter 


2245  1895  Gem  Brilliant  Proof-67.  Here  is  an  immaculate  and  truly  superb 

representative  of  the  Barber  quarter  type,  suitable  for  inclusion  in 
the  very  finest  type  set.  Light  shades  of  pale  violet  and  smoky  gray 
iridescence  (with  mulitcolored  hues  at  the  center  of  the  reverse)  cover 
sparkling  reflective  fields  and  frosted  devices.  Just  880  Proofs  were 
struck.  None  could  survive  in  condition  superior  to  this  one.  It  ranks 
close  to  Proof-70. 


2246  1901-S  Good-4.  Full  rims  are  on  the  obverse,  with  nearly  full  rims 
on  the  reverse.  It  has  attractive  surfaces  and  a  pleasing  appearance. 
The  reeding  at  the  edge  is  worn  nearly  smooth  all  around. 

The  1901-S  is  the  key  to  the  Barber  quarter  series.  Just  72,664 
examples  were  struck.  They  are  rare  in  any  condition. 

2247  1906  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63 /65.  Lustrous  and  well 
struck.  The  reverse  surface  is  very  clean,  while  a  few  scattered  marks 
and  hairlines  show  on  the  obverse. 

2248  1906  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60/63.  Nearly  full  mint  frost  and 
more  sharply  struck  than  many.  As  with  the  previously  offered  lot, 
the  obverse  displays  a  few  marks  while  the  reverse  is  notably  clean. 


Choice  Proof  1910  Quarter 


2249  1910  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  The  devices  are  heavily  frosted,  an 
unusual  circumstance  on  later  date  Proof  Barber  quarters.  Fields 
are  deeply  reflective  and  very  clean.  Mottled  shades  of  pale  gold 
and  violet  cover  the  surfaces  on  both  sides.  Proof  strikes  numbered 
just  551  in  1910.  Only  a  handful  of  remaining  specimens  could  equal 
this  one. 


2250  1915  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63  to  Proof-65.  Radiant  full  mint  brilliance 

highlights  very  deeply  reflective  surfaces.  As  characteristic  of  Pro¬ 
of  Barber  coinage,  the  reverse  is  virtual  perfection,  while  the  obverse 


displays  a  few  hairlines.  This  is  the  final  year  that  Proof  Barber 
quarters  were  produced  .  Just  450  were  struck. 

2251  1916-D  Barber.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63 /65.  Full  mint 

frost,  with  just  a  hint  of  a  golden  glow.  Well  struck  throughout. 
The  final  year  of  issue  for  Barber  coinage. 


2252  1917  Type  I.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Full  head.  A  truly 
marvelous  example  of  this  popular  and  short-lived  20th-century  type 
coin.  It  has  full  natural  mint  brilliance  and  notably  clean  surfaces. 
The  strike  is  superb. 

Public  scorn  over  this  design  resulted  in  modification  in  mid-1917. 
It  seems  that  Liberty's  exposed  breast  met  with  considerable  com¬ 
plaint.  The  design  was  changed  by  placing  a  coat  of  mail  over  her 
chest.  Also,  the  reverse  was  modified  by  adding  three  stars  directly 
under  the  eagle.  The  version  of  the  Standing  Liberty  design  was  well 
received  and  lasted  for  the  duration  of  the  series. 

2253  1917  Type  1.  Choice  AU-55.  Traces  of  golden  toning  cover  im¬ 
maculate  surfaces. 

2254  1917-D  Type  II.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Full  head.  Lustrous, 
though  probably  dipped  at  one  time  to  restore  mint  brilliance. 

2255  1929-S  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Liberty's  head  is  flat 
at  her  cheek  and  ear,  although  her  forehead  and  the  three  leaves 
in  her  hair  are  bold.  This  coin  has  attractive  golden  toning  over  full 
original  mint  lustre.  The  surfaces  are  immaculate  on  both  sides. 

2256  1932-S  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Frosty  and  very  pleasing  in 
appearance.  Lightly  hairlined  on  the  obverse.  This  is  the  lowest 
mintage  date  of  the  series,  just  408,000  were  struck. 

2257  1936-D  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60/63.  Another  key  date  to  the 
Washington  quarter  series  in  Mint  State.  It  too  is  lustrous  and  at¬ 
tractive.  While  mintage  of  this  date  was  over  5  million,  surprising¬ 
ly  few  escaped  circulation. 

2258  A  pair  of  superb  Mint  State  Washington  quarters:  1938-S  and  1942-S. 
Both  coins  grade  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Each  has 
full  mint  brilliance.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

2259  A  small  offering  of  Mint  State  and  Proof  Washington  quarters  of 
the  early  1940s:  1941  Choice  Proof-65;  1941-D  Choice  BU,  MS-65; 
1941-S  Choice  BU,  MS-65;  1943-S  Select  BU,  MS-63.  (Total:  4  pieces)

2260  1794  VG-8.  Overton-101.  Deeply  toned  in  shades  of  smoky  gray, 
with  pinkish  overtones.  It  has  strong  rims  all  around,  notably  clean 
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surfaces,  and  excellent  detail  for  a  coin  of  this  grade.  There  are  a 
fevv  trivial  adjustment  marks  on  the  reverse. 

1794  was  the  first  year  of  issue  for  silver  coinage  from  the  U.S. 
Mint  in  Philadelphia.  Half  dimes,  half  dollars,  and  dollars  were 
struck  (all  with  very  low  mintages).  The  half  dollar  in  particular 
is  an  excellent  value  at  today's  price  level. 


2261  1795  over  1795.  VG-8.  0-111.  Recut  date.  Pleasing  surfaces  and  light¬ 
ly  toned.  A  bold  1795  can  be  seen  under  magnification  well  below 
the  recut  date,  with  the  underlying  17  extending  into  the  denticles. 
Also,  an  interesting  diebreak  goes  from  the  reverse  rim  at  10:00  to 
the  eagle's  breast. 

This  die  combination  (Overton-111)  is  regarded  as  a  Rarity-6,  with 
no  more  than  30  examples  known  in  all  grades.  The  presently  of¬ 
fered  coin,  while  not  a  high  grade,  is  exceptionally  attractive  and 
certainly  a  premium  example  for  the  specialist  in  early  half  dollar 
die  varieties. 

2262  1795  Fair-2.  0-122.  The  date  and  central  devices  are  visible  on  the 
obverse.  Some  of  the  lettering  around  the  reverse  periphery  is  strong, 
though  the  eagle  is  nearly  worn  smooth. 


2263  1795  VF-30  to  EF-40.  0-109.  Deeply  toned  in  shades  of  smoky  gray 
and  steel  blue  iridescence.  The  surfaces  are  clean,  though  a  few  ad¬ 
justment  marks  extend  downward  from  Liberty's  hair  curls  and 
cheek. 

2264  1801  VG-8.  0-101.  A  few  trivial  scratches  are  evident,  as  can  be 
expected  on  a  coin  of  this  grade.  Pleasing  smoky  gray  toned  sur¬ 
faces  highlight  this  desirable  first  year  of  issue  Draped  Bust  half  dollar 
with  the  Heraldic  Eagle  reverse. 


2265  1805/4  Overdate.  EF-40.  0-102.  A  truly  superb  example  of  this 
classic  type.  It  is  toned  in  deep  shades  of  smoky  gray  over  im¬ 
maculate  surfaces  and  an  excellent  strike.  Vestiges  of  the  underly¬ 
ing  numeral  4  can  be  seen  easily  without  the  aid  of  magnification. 
Here  is  one  of  the  prettiest  examples  of  a  Draped  Bust  half  dollar 
in  this  grade  to  appear  in  our  auctions  in  some  time. 

2266  1806  Pointed  6,  no  stem  through  the  eagle's  claw.  EF-40.  0-109. 
Lustrous  and  well  struck.  The  surfaces  are  very  clean  and  attrac¬ 
tive.  What  a  lovely  addition  this  coin  would  make  to  your  type  set. 

2267  1807  Draped  Bust.  EF-40  obverse,  VF-30  reverse.  0-110.  Vivid 
golden  iridescence  glows  over  clean  smoky  gray  surfaces.  It  is  well 
struck  overall,  though  a  bit  of  weakness  can  be  detected  at  Liber¬ 
ty's  forehead,  characteristic  of  this  die  variety. 


2268  1807  Draped  Bust.  VF-20.  Deep  gray  toned.  1807  is  the  final  year 

of  issue  for  the  Draped  Bust  type  designed  by  Robert  Scot.  Mr.  Scot 
was  the  U.S.  Mint's  second  chief  engraver,  following  a  very  short 
term  of  office  by  Joseph  Wright  in  1793.

Liberty's  hair  detail  is  particularly  well  struck,  with 
the  most  minute  engraved  features  from  her  forehead  to  her  ear  be¬ 
ing  extremely  sharp.

Liberty's  elbow.  Wonderfully  toned  in  shades  of  smoky  gray  and 
pale  multicolored  iridescence.  Sharply  struck.  Very  few  remaining 
examples  of  this  rare  variety  could  equal  this  one. 

A  small  number  of  coins  without  a  drapery  were  produced  at  the 


2310  1886  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Toned  in  vivid  shades 

of  sunset,  champagne  gold,  violet,  and  blue  over  delightful  prooflike 
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surfaces.  Hairlines  and  contact  marks  are  minimal  and  are  well  con¬ 
cealed  beneath  the  lovely  iridescent  hues. 

Just  5,000  business  strikes  were  produced  in  1886,  making  it  the 
smallest  mintage  date  of  the  series  and  one  of  the  lowest  mintage 
halves  since  production  began  in  1794.  A  review  of  past  auction 
records  reveals  that  business  strikes  are  outnumbered  by  Proofs  (of 
which  886  were  struck)  at  a  margin  of  about  two  to  one,  with  higher 
quality  Mint  State  coins  such  as  this  being  much  scarcer.

Scattered  light  hairlines  and  a  few  contact  marks  are  on  the  obverse, 
and  there  is  a  thin  scratch  extending  from  the  front  of  Liberty's  ear 
to  her  neck.  The  reverse  is  virtual  perfection,  thereby  grading  a  full 
MS-65  or  better.  It  is  a  lovely  example  of  this  first  year  of  the  Barber 
half  dollar.

EF-40.  Both  coins  are  lightly  toned.  (Total:  2  pieces)

full  mint  brilliance  remains  on  the  obverse.  A  haze  of  smoky  gray 
toning  (over  an  immaculate  surface)  covers  the  entire  reverse.

Rare  1795  $1  Die  Variety 


2450  1795  Flowing  Hair.  Fine-15.  Three  leaves  under  each  wing. 
Bolender-12a,  a  Rarity-7  die  variety.  Lightly  toned.  Surfaces  are  at¬ 
tractive  in  spite  of  some  trivial  obverse  adjustment  marks.  A  few 
tiny  bumps  are  visible  at  the  left  rim. 

Six  curls  at  the  back  of  Liberty's  head  and  a  rather  wide  date 
distinguish  this  major  Flowing  Hair  silver  dollar  die  variety.  The 
offered  example  is  from  a  later  die  state.  A  crack  extends  from  the 
rim,  through  the  7  of  the  date  and  up  to  Liberty's  neck.  Its  rarity 
carmot  be  overstated.  The  United  States  Early  Silver  Dollars  by  M.H. 
Bolender  has  this  to  say  about  die  variety  B-12a:  "The  author's 
specimen  was  formerly  in  the  great  Stickney  collection  lot  No.  807 
in  the  Stickney  sale  held  by  Henry  Chapman  in  1907.  Mr.  Chap¬ 
man  there  described  the  die  break.  No  other  specimen  has  been  found 
by  the  author." 

It  is  unquestionably  a  landrriark  offering  for  the  specialist  in  ear¬ 
ly  silver  dollars. 


Attractive  1795  Draped  Bust  $1 


2451  1795  Draped  Bust.  Choice  EF-45.  B-14.  Sharply  struck.  Lightly  toned. 

The  surfaces  are  very  attractive,  though  there  are  a  few  light  hairlines 
on  the  obverse.  A  tiny  reverse  rim  bump  shows  at  11:00. 

This  important  die  variety  is  characterized  by  the  improper  center¬ 
ing  of  Liberty  and  by  an  eagle  which  is  notably  more  delicate  than 
those  on  any  reverse.  The  Draped  Bust  type  (with  the  small  eagle 
reverse)  commenced  production  in  the  fall  of  1795  (Walter  Breen 
speculates  that  the  entire  production  of  42,738  sp>ecimens  was  coined 
from  October  17th  to  the  24th).  It  is  a  classic  design  and  very  short¬ 
lived.  In  1798  the  reverse  design  was  changed  to  a  larger  and  more 
impressive  eagle  (the  Heraldic  Eagle  type).

C.  GOBRECHT  F.  on  the  base,  stars 
in  the  reverse  field.  One  of  600  restrikes  recorded  as  of  March  31, 
1837  and  struck  from  the  original  dies.  Aligned  in  "medal  fashion," 
requiring  that  the  coin  be  turned  (rather  than  flipped)  to  view  both 
sides  upright. 

This  attractive  coin  is  deeply  toned  in  mottled  shades  of  blue, 
violet,  and  smoky  gray.  Hairlines  are  well  concealed  beneath  the 
toning.  There  is  a  bit  of  weakness  on  the  shield  at  RT  of  LIBERTY 
and  some  softness  of  strike  can  be  detected  on  the  reverse  at  the 
left  wingtip  and  tailfeathers  of  the  eagle.  A  few  trivial  bumps  show 
on  the  rims. 

Created  by  Christian  Gobrecht  as  one  of  his  first  assignments 
following  his  appointment  as  co-engraver  of  the  U.S.  Mint  in  1836, 
this  classic  American  rarity  served  as  the  basis  for  the  Liberty  Seated 
coinage  design  which  regularly  commenced  in  1840  and  continued 
in  the  dollar  series  until  1873.  The  flying  eagle  reverse  also  was  used 
later  on  the  first  small  cent  by  James  B.  Longacre,  who  followed 
Gobrecht  as  Chief  Mint  Engraver  in  1844. 

Note;  Restrikes  of  this  popular  coin  were  produced  from  broken 
dies  in  the  1858-1860  era,  to  satisfy  collector  demands.  The  later 
restrikes  have  diagnostic  cracks  on  the  reverse  through  the  base  of 
DOLLAR  and  at  the  tops  of  NITED  STATES  O,  and  should  not 
be  confused  with  the  more  desirable  specimens  struck  in  1836-1837, 
one  of  which  is  offered  here. 
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!  2454  1866  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63  or  perhaps  a  bit  better.  Attractively 

toned  in  light  shades  of  smoky  gray  and  pale  gold,  with  vibrant 
hues  of  blue  and  violet  surrounding  much  of  the  peripheral  area 
and  devices.  It  has  obviously  been  carefully  preserved,  though  a 
few  widely  scattered  hairlines  can  be  seen  under  magnification  well 
concealed  beneath  the  lovely  iridescence. 

This  is  the  first  year  of  issue  of  the  modified  design  with  our  na¬ 
tion's  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  on  the  reverse.  As  such,  it  is  a 
very  important  and  short-lived  type  (struck  only  until  1873).  Mint¬ 
ages  for  several  of  those  years  were  very  low,  especially  the  branch 
^  mints.  Fewer  than  50,000  were  struck  in  1866  (including  725  Proofs).

Fully  struck  and  a 
premium  example  as  such  (many  Proofs  of  this  date  and  others  of 
this  time  period  show  a  flat  strike  above  Liberty's  ear).  It  has 
delightful  golden  toning  over  deep  reflective  fields  and  contrasting 
frosted  devices.  Hairlines  are  trivial  and  widely  scattered,  though 
we  hesitate  to  call  this  coin  a  full  Proof-65.  Nevertheless,  it  is  a  simply 
marvelous  specimen  and  very  desirable.  Certainly,  it  ranks  among 
the  better  survivors  of  a  mere  1,245  Proofs  struck. 

Note:  Higher  level  Mint  State  1892  silver  dollars  are  very  scarce. 
Much  interest  in  this  coin  will  come  from  Morgan  dollar  specialists 
who  desire  to  have  a  Proof  as  a  representative  of  this  date. 


2519  1892-6  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Semi-prooflike  (with 
lightly  frosted  devices)  and  extremely  rare  as  such.  Pale  golden  tone. 
The  strike  is  better  than  many,  displaying  only  a  bit  of  weakness 
at  the  hair  above  Liberty's  ear  and  at  the  eagle's  breast  feathers.  Con¬ 
tact  marks  are  minimal,  with  the  reverse  nearly  worthy  of  full  MS-65 
grade.  This  superlative  coin  is  unquestionably  one  of  the  highlights 
of  this  extensive  silver  dollar  offering. 

Note:  Seldom  do  specialists  in  Morgan  dollars  ever  see — much 
less  have  the  opportunity  to  bid  on  a— reflective  field  example  of 
the  renowned  1892-0. 
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2520  1892-CC  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63/65.  Beautiful  satin¬ 
like  original  mint  frost  enhances  the  remarkably  clean  surfaces  of 
this  rare  and  desirable  Carson  City  Mint  issue.  The  reverse  grades 
a  full  MS-65,  while  a  few  negligible  obverse  contact  marks  keep  this 
side  of  the  coin  shy  of  that  grade.  Some  softness  of  strike  is  visible 
over  Miss  Liberty's  ear,  otherwise  the  strike  is  sharp  (the  eagle's  breast 
feathers  are  bold). 

The  Treasury  hoard  dispersed  in  the  mid-1970s  contained  not  a 
single  example  of  this  issue.  Today  it  is  a  highly  appreciated  issue, 
though  still  one  of  the  better  values  within  the  Morgan  silver  dollar 
series  in  high  Mint  State  conditions. 


2521  1893  Choice  Brilliant  Proof-65.  Glorious  deeply  reflective  fields  com¬ 

plement  sharply  contrasting  and  breathtakingly  beautiful  frosted 
devices.  Hairlines  are  almost  non-existent,  though  traces  of  slide 
marks  are  on  Liberty's  cheek.  The  strike  is  bold  throughout,  however 
some  characteristic  flatness  shows  above  the  ear  of  Liberty  (not  a 
detriment  to  its  value,  but  it  is  mentioned  for  the  sake  of  accuracy). 

1893  is  another  date  of  which  Proofs  are  in  strong  demand  due 
(in  part)  to  the  very  limited  number  of  higher  level  Mint  State  sur¬ 
vivors.  The  offered  example  without  question  is  one  of  the  finest 
known  and  worthy  of  consideration  by  the  most  particular  of  col¬ 
lectors.  Just  792  Proofs  were  struck.

Lustrous  and  sharply 
struck.

It  is  an  underrated 
date  in  this  outstanding  condition. 

2524  1898-0  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Prooflike.  A  popular 
date,  resulting  partially  from  the  fact  that  they  can  routinely  be  found 
in  extremely  high  grade.  This  one  is  a  beauty.

Proof¬ 
like;  1902-0  Select  BU,  MS-63.  Semi-prooflike;  1921-D  Select  BU, 
MS-63/ 65.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


2528  Pair  of  20th-century  New  Orleans  Mint  Morgan  dollars:  1901-0 
Choice  BU,  MS-65;  1904-0  Select  BU,  MS-63  to  MS-65.  (Total:  2 
pieces) 


2529  1901-S  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63  to  MS-65.  Well  struck 
overall,  in  spite  of  some  flatness  of  strike  over  Liberty's  ear.  Still, 
this  issue  is  very  elusive  in  such  lovely  condition.  Notable  lateral 
striations  (parallel  straight  lines  [vertical  on  this  specimen])  extend 
from  rim  to  rim. 

2530  Pair  of  important  later  date  Morgan  silver  dollars:  1903  Select  BU, 
MS-63  to  MS-65;  1904  BU,  MS-60/63.  (Total:  2  pieces) 


2531  1903-0  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Sharply  struck.  Pleas¬ 
ing  surfaces.  Tinges  of  golden  iridescence  cover  lovely  naturally  fros¬ 
ty  and  lustrous  surfaces.  Here  is  one  of  the  nicest  examples  of  this 
popular  issue  that  we  have  had  the  pleasure  to  offer  at  public  auc¬ 
tion  in  a  long  while. 

This  legendary  New  Orleans  Mint  coin  was  considered  to  be  one 
of  the  rarest  dates  of  the  series  until  the  early  1960s  when  large  quan¬ 
tities  were  discovered  laying  unattended  in  Treasury  vaults  for  nearly 
60  years.  Rather  than  sell  the  coins  (and  other  dates  held  in  quanti¬ 
ty.  Mostly  New  Orleans  Mints)  in  small  sections  to  preserve  their 
value,  nearly  the  entire  hoard  was  released  at  face  value  at  one  time. 
Prices  for  this  previously  rare  date  plummeted.  Now,  over  two 
decades  later,  widespread  demand  for  high  quality  Morgan  dollars 
has  again  prompted  this  date  to  become  valuable. 

2532  1903-0  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Another  pretty 
specimen.  This  one  has  a  few  trivial  hairlines  on  Liberty's  cheek, 
though  it  is  worthy  of  MS-65  grade  nonetheless,  due  to  its  other 
outstanding  characteristics — strong  strike,  pleasing  lustre,  clean  sur¬ 
faces,  etc. 

2533  1903-0  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Golden  toning  sur¬ 
rounds  the  obverse  rim  over  lustrous  centers.  The  reverse  has  at¬ 
tractive  golden  iridescence  at  the  center  and  bright  blue  highlights. 

2534  1903-0  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Lustrous  with  flashes  of 
russet  toning. 

2535  Pair  of  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65  1904-0  Morgan  silver 
dollars.  Both  have  full  mint  brilliance.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

2536  A  small  offering  of  Mint  State  Peace  dollars:  1922,  1923,  1924,  and 
1925  all  grade  BU,  MS-60;  1935  (the  final  year  of  issue)  Select  BU, 
MS-63.  (Total:  5  pieces) 
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2537  1925  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  A  few  tiny  stray  con¬ 
tact  marks  are  on  the  reverse,  otherwise  this  delightful  coin  would 
be  nearly  MS-67.  This  particular  date  is  very  popular  for  inclusion 
in  type  sets,  due  to  the  generally  sujjerior  quality  in  which  they  can 
be  found. 

2538  1928  Choice  AU-55.  One  of  the  key  dates  to  the  Peace  dollar  series. 
Lustrous,  with  light  obverse  friction.

2539  1875-S/CC.  EF-40.  Vestiges  of  the  CC  mintmark  can  be  seen  to  the 
right  of  the  S.  The  coin  has  pleasing  natural  toning  and  very  clean 
surfaces. 

2540  1877-S  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-63.  Vibrant  natural  mint 
brilliance  augments  the  visual  beauty  of  the  Liberty  Seated  design 
unique  to  the  trade  dollar.  It  is  sharply  struck  throughout,  including 
the  breast  of  the  eagle  and  nearly  all  of  Miss  Liberty's  hair  detail. 
The  fields  are  remarkably  clean,  with  the  reverse  being  nearly  of 
MS-65  calibre. 

Trade  dollars  were  struck  from  1873  to  1878  for  commercial  use, 
and  until  1885  as  Proofs.  Weighmg  slightly  more  than  a  silver  dollar, 
they  were  struck  for  export  to  the  Orient. 

2541  1877-S  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Lustre  and  strike  are  com¬ 
parable  to  the  previously  offered  lot.  However,  this  one  has  a  few 
more  contact  marks,  primarily  on  the  obverse.

2542  1879  Select  Brilliant  Proof-63  to  Proof-65.  Magnificent  ultra  deep 
reflective  fields  provide  vivid  contrast  to  fully  struck  and  frosty 
devices.  It  is  truly  a  wondrous  Proof  specimen  of  this  short-lived 
and  important  type.  Tinges  of  a  golden  glow  cover  the  surfaces  and 
are  only  faintly  discernible.  Hairlines  are  minimal,  without 
magnification  and  the  proper  light  they  are  easily  overlooked. 

A  Proof-only  emission,  the  entire  mintage  of  this  date  was  a  scant 
1,541  coins.  Because  of  their  large  size  and  odd  purpose,  they  were 
generally  unpopular  with  collectors  at  the  time  of  issue.  Vast  numbers 
saw  mishandling  or  were  spent  (trade  dollars  struck  from  1879  to 
1883  are  among  the  most  frequently  encountered  circulated  Proof- 
only  coins  of  the  late  18th  century).  Today,  they  are  highly  regard¬ 
ed  for  their  beauty,  with  superior  examples  like  this  one  experienc¬ 
ing  strong  demand  for  inclusion  into  type  set.

Superb  1893  Isabella  Quarter 


2543  1893  Isabella  quarter.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Im¬ 
maculate  surfaces  are  highlighted  by  golden  toning  over  the  entire 
coin  and  violet  iridescence  around  the  peripheries.  It  is  fully  struck 
(as  most  are)  and  is  truly  a  marvelous  representative  of  this  classic 
issue  for  your  type  set. 

Queen  Isabella  of  Spain  is  depicted  on  the  obverse  (the  first  por¬ 
trayal  of  a  previously  living  woman  ever  on  a  U.S.  coin).  She,  along 
with  her  husband  King  Ferdinand,  financed  Columbus'  voyage  across 
the  Atlantic  Ocean.  This  coin  was  struck  and  sold  to  financially 
assist  the  Board  of  Lady  Managers'  projects  at  the  World's  Colum¬ 
bian  Exposition  held  in  Chicago  in  1893. 


2544  A  trio  of  popular  circulated  early  commemorative  half  dollars:  1921 
Alabama.  EF-40;  1924  Huguenot-Walloon.  Choice  AU-55;  1926  Ses- 
quicentennial  of  American  Independence.  Choice  AU-55.  (Total:  3 
pieces) 


2545  1936  Albany,  New  York  Charter.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  Pleasing  surfaces  show  a  light  golden  glimmer  around  the 
rims.  Just  17,671  were  sold  in  celebration  of  the  250th  anniversary 
of  Albany's  city  charter.  (The  original  charter  is  in  the  Manuscript 
Room  of  the  New  York  State  Library  in  Albany). 


2546  1936  Albany,  New  York  Charter.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  Equal  in  quality  to  the  previously  offered  coin.  Traces  of 
attractive  russet  iridescence  surround  portions  of  the  rims.

1936-S  Bay  Bridge  San  Francisco-Oakland.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncir¬ 
culated,  MS-65.  Satiny  mint  lustre.  A  hint  of  golden  toning  can  be 
detected  when  this  coin  is  held  properly  in  the  light. 

One  of  the  more  popular  California  commemorative  half  dollar 
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issues,  this  coin  was  struck,  in  celebration  of  the  opening  of  the  bridge 
from  San  Francisco  to  Oakland  on  November  12-14,  1936.  Sales 
booths  were  established  near  the  bridge  entrances  where  motorists 
could  buy  souvenir  coins  (for  $1.50  each)  without  leaving  their  cars. 

2549  A  pair  of  desirable  Mint  State  commemorative  half  dollars:  1936-S 
Bay  Bridge.  Choice  BU,  MS-65;  1918  Lincoln-Illinois.  BU,  MS-60. 
(Total:  2  pieces) 

2550  1935  Daniel  Boone  Bicentennial  PDS  set,  without  1934  added  to  the 
reverse  field.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Each  coin  has 
somewhat  subdued  mint  lustre  on  the  obverse  and  traces  of 
multicolored  iridescence  on  the  reverse.  All  coins  have  pleasing  sur¬ 
faces,  though  the  Denver  Mint  coin  has  a  few  obverse  contact  marks. 
Just  over  5,000  complete  sets  were  struck,  a  rather  small  number 
when  the  vast  contingent  of  commemorative  coin  specialists  is  con¬ 
sidered.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

2551  1936  Daniel  Boone  Bicentennial.  PDS  set.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncir¬ 
culated,  MS-65.  A  lovely  lustrous  set  which  has  probably  remained 
intact  since  the  time  of  issue.  Each  coin  has  wonderful  natural  mint 
frost  and  a  blush  of  p)ale  golden  iridescence.  Again  in  1936  only  5,000 
branch  mint  issues  were  struck  (plus  a  few  assay  pieces),  while  the 
mintage  of  the  Philadelphia  Mint  specimen  was  12,012.  (Total:  3 
pieces) 

2552  1936  Daniel  Boone  Bicentennial.  PDS  set.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncir¬ 
culated,  MS-65.  Another  delightful  set.  Each  coin  in  this  trio  is  ex¬ 
ceptional,  with  each  coin  being  frosty.  This  commemorative  issue 
was  developed  to  financially  aid  in  the  restoration  of  four  Boone 
historical  sites.  (Total:  3  pieces) 

2553  1937  Daniel  Boone  Bicentennial.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  Here  is  a  wonderful  example  for  inclusion  in  a  type  set.  It 
has  natural  mint  brilliance  and  a  pale  golden  glow.  The  surfaces 
are  attractive.  Only  9,810  examples  were  struck. 

2554  1936  Bridgeport,  Connecticut  Centennial.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncir¬ 
culated,  MS-65.  The  surfaces  are  attractive,  though  P.T.  Barnum's 
head  shows  a  few  trivial  contact  marks.  Light  golden  toning  sur¬ 
rounds  the  p)eripheries  over  pleasing  mint  lustre. 

2555  A  trio  of  Mint  State  commemorative  half  dollars:  1936  Cleveland- 
Great  Lakes.  Select  BU,  MS-63;  1923-S  Monroe  Doctrine.  BU, 
MS-60;  1936  Robinson-Arkansas.  Select  BU,  MS-63.  (Total:  3  pieces) 


2558  1936  Battle  of  Gettysburg.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65. 
Lightly  toned  in  multicolored  hues.  It  is  a  beautiful  example  of  this 
issue,  and  one  of  the  most  popular  of  all  commemorative  halves. 

While  this  coin  was  issued  in  1936,  the  actual  dates  of  the  an¬ 
niversary  celebration  were  from  July  1-3,  1938.  Surviving  members 
of  both  armies  gathered  for  the  reunion  and  President  Franklin  D. 
Roosevelt  dedicated  the  Eternal  Light  Peace  Memorial  at  the  site. 

2559  1936  Battle  of  Gettysburg.  Select  BU,  MS-63  to  MS-65.  Lustrous. 
The  surfaces  are  clean  and  nearly  of  MS-65  grade,  with  the  shields 
on  the  reverse  especially  attractive. 

2560  1924  Huguenot- Walloon  Tercentenary.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-63.  Light  toning.  This  coin  was  issued  to  commemorate  the  set¬ 
tling  of  New  Netherland  (now  New  York)  by  the  Huguenots  and 
Walloons  in  1624. 

2561  1934  Maryland  Tercentenary.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65. 
Full  mint  lustre,  with  a  hint  of  golden  toning  around  portions  of 
the  peripheries.  The  surfaces  are  immaculate.  As  such,  this  coin  is 
very  elusive. 

Depicted  on  the  obverse  is  the  bust  of  Cecil  Calvert,  the  second 
Lord  Baltimore.  King  Charles  I  provided  a  land  grant  of  some 
10,000,000  acres  of  what  is  now  Maryland  to  Calvert.  At  a  time 
when  religious  freedom  was  denied  to  nearly  all  of  the  English- 
speaking  world  (including  most  of  America),  Calvert  graciously 
allowed  his  subjects  to  worship  as  they  chose,  free  of  persecution. 

2562  1938  New  Rochelle,  New  York.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  Attractively  toned  (mostly  on  the  reverse)  in  multicolored 
iridescent  hues.  Here  is  a  superlative  representative  of  this  impor¬ 
tant  issue.  This  coin  was  struck  in  commemoration  of  the  250th  an¬ 
niversary  of  the  founding  of  New  Rochelle  by  French  Huguenots 
in  1688. 

2563  1936  Norfolk,  Virginia  Bicentennial.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  Frosty  mint  brilliance.  Immaculate  surfaces.  Only  16,936 
examples  were  sold  at  $1.50  each,  with  8,077  being  returned  to  the 
Philadelphia  Mint  and  melted. 

2564  1926  Oregon  Trail  Memorial.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65. 
Lightly  toned.  The  surfaces  are  lustrous  and  very  clean.  1926  is  the 
first  year  of  issue  for  this  classic  commemorative  half  dollar. 


2556  1936  Delaware  Tercentenary.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65. 
Lustrous.  A  touch  of  light  toning  surrounds  the  obverse  periphery. 
This  coin  was  struck  to  celebrate  the  300th  anniversary  of  the  landing 
of  the  Swedes  in  Delaware.  The  anniversary  was  also  observed  in 
Sweden  with  the  issue  of  a  two  kronor  coin  commemorating  the 
same  event. 

2557  1936  Delaware  Tercentenary.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65. 
Another  lovely  example  of  this  issue.

2565  A  pair  of  Oregon  Trail  Memorial  commemorative  half  dollars:  1936 
Choice  BU,  MS-65;  1936-S  Choice  BU,  MS-65.  Each  coin  has  full 
mint  brilliance  (one  has  traces  of  champagne  golden  toning)  and 
immaculate  surfaces.  They  are  both  worthy  of  inclusion  into  the 
finest  of  commemorative  half  dollar  collections.  (Total:  2  pieces) 

2566  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition.  Select  Brilliant  Un¬ 
circulated,  MS-63  to  MS-65.  Somewhat  subdued  mint  lustre  (as  near¬ 
ly  all  uncleaned  specimens  have).  Pleasing  surfaces.  Many  surviv¬ 
ing  coins  have  been  mishandled  and  cleaned,  resulting  in  superior 
examples  such  as  the  offered  example  being  very  rare. 

This  famous  early  commemorative  half  dollar  saw  an  original 
mintage  of  60,0(X)  coins  (plus  30  assay  pieces),  all  struck  in  June 
of  1915.  Sales  throughout  the  event  numbered  just  27,134,  resulting 
in  the  remainder  being  returned  to  the  mint  and  melted. 

2567  1915-S  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition.  Choice  AU-55  to 
MS-60.  Lustrous.  Only  a  trace  of  light  friction  shows  on  Liberty's 
extended  left  arm. 

2568  1920  Pilgrim  Tercentenary.  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-60.  Attrac¬ 
tively  toned  over  the  entire  surface  in  shades  of  smoky  gray,  pale 
gold,  and  iridescent  sky  blue. 

2569  1936  Rhode  Island,  Tercentenary  Providence.  PDS  set.  Choice 
Brilliant  Uncirculated,  MS-65.  Frosty  mint  bnlliance.  The  Denver 
Mint  issue  has  a  bit  of  russet  toning  on  the  obverse.  Struck  to  com¬ 
memorate  the  founding  of  Providence  by  Roger  Williams.  Stands 
in  a  canoe  with  a  Bible  in  hand,  next  to  an  Indian  with  his  right 
hand  extended  palm  down. . .  in  a  symbolic  gesture  believed  to  mean 
approval.  The  reverse  show  the  arms  of  the  city  (without  the  mot¬ 
to  WHAT  CHEER).  (Total:  3  pieces) 
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2570  1937  Roanoke  Island,  North  Carolina.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  A  superb  frosty  example  of  this  beautifully  executed  design 
by  William  Marks  Simpson  of  Baltimore. 

2571  1937  Roanoke  Island,  North  Carolina.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-63  to  MS-65.  Vivid  natural  mint  brilliance  highlights  this  coin. 
Surface  marks  are  minimal.  Another  extremely  popular  issue,  it  was 
struck  to  celebrate  the  350th  anniversary  of  the  founding  of  the  “Lost 
Colony"  by  Sir  Walter  Raleigh. 

2572  1936  Robinson-Arkansas  Centennial.  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-60/63.  Pale  golden  toning.  Light  hairlines  are  on  the  obverse. 

2573  1935-S  San  Diego-Califomia-Pacific  Exposition.  Select  Brilliant  Un¬ 
circulated,  MS-63,  a  borderline  MS-65.  Full  mint  brilliance.  The 
seated  figure  on  the  obverse  represents  the  Roman  goddess  of 
wisdom,  Minerva.  A  dome  of  the  Chapel  of  St.  Francis  and  the 
California  Tower  are  depicted  on  the  reverse. 

2574  1937  Texas  Centennial.  PDS  set.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.  The  set  appears  to  be  an  intact  original  trio,  with  each  coin 
having  matching  subdued  mint  lustre  and  traces  of  light  toning.  A 
low  mintage  issue  of  which  slightly  over  6,500  complete  sets  were 
sold  from  an  original  mintage  of  8,000  coins  from  each  mint.  The 
unsold  coins  were  returned  to  Philadelphia  and  melted.  (Total:  3 
pieces) 

Note:  While  called  a  "centennial"  issue,  the  coins  were  struck  to 
commemorate  the  independence  of  the  Republic  of  Texas,  not  the 
admission  of  Texas  into  the  Union  (the  latter  occurred  on  December 
29,  1845). 

2575  1927  Vermont  Sesquicentennial.  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 
MS-65.

In  this  condition  Grant  Memorial  gold  dollars  are  very  rare. 

Just  5,000  gold  dollars  with  the  star  on  the  obverse  (plus  6  for 
assay)  were  struck.  Priced  at  $3.50  each  (and  $3.00  for  the  variety 
without  a  star),  they  sold  rapidly  in  spite  of  criticism  involving  the 
special  mark  and  the  need  to  purchase  two  gold  coins,  as  well  as 
two  half  dollars,  to  form  a  complete  set  of  Grant  issues. 


Beautiful  1903  McKinley  Gold  Dollar 


2581  1903  Louisiana  Purchase-McKinley  gold  dollar.  Choice  Brilliant  Un¬ 

circulated,  MS-65.  Pristine  and  satiny  full  mint  brilliance  characterize 
this  outstanding  coin.  It  is  sharply  struck  overall,  with  President 
McKinley's  hair  detail  extremely  bold.  A  single  tiny  slide  mark  is 
on  McKinley's  cheek,  otherwise  this  delightful  coin  would  easily 
grade  MS-67. 

The  portrait  of  President  William  McKinley  was  engraved  by 
Charles  Barber  and  used  originally  on  Barber's  presidential  medal 
struck  in  1901.  Initial  plans  were  to  have  only  one  gold  dollar  struck 
for  the  Exposition,  with  Jefferson's  portrait.  Following  the  assassina¬ 
tion  of  McKinley  in  September  1901  (interestingly,  he  was  shot  at 
another  Exposition,  in  Buffalo,  New  York),  the  obverse  die  from 
the  Inaugural  Medal  was  downsized  and  modified  for  use  on  a  gold 
dollar.  Both  types  of  gold  dollars  were  distributed  simultaneously 
during  the  event.  Just  17,500  examples  of  each  were  sold. 


2582  1916  McKinley  Memorial  gold  dollar.  Select  Brilliant  Uncirculated, 

MS-63  to  MS-65.  Lustrous  and  sharply  struck.  This  coin  is  nearly 
of  MS-65  grade,  however  a  few  obverse  hairlines  prompt  us  to  pres¬ 
ent  this  coin  at  a  slightly  lesser  grade. 

Fewer  than  10,000  gold  dollars  were  sold  in  1916,  though  original 
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mintage  was  20,000  (the  remaining  unsold  coins  were  returned  to 
the  mint  and  melted).  The  purpose  of  this  issue  was  to  help  finance 
the  McKinley  Birthplace  Memorial  in  Niles,  Ohio.  The  reverse 
depicts  the  memorial  building. 

2583  1916  McKinley  Memorial  gold  dollar.  Choice  AU-55.  All  com¬ 
memorative  gold  dollars  are  in  great  demand  in  this  grade,  due  to 
the  reasonable  price  for  which  thay  can  be  obtained. 

2584  1917  McKinley  Memorial  gold  dollar.  Choice  AU-55.  Pleasing  lustre 
complements  lovely  surfaces.  It  is  nearly  identical  in  appearance 
to  the  previously  offered  1916  dated  coin.

A  scarce  and  populcir  issue.

Bechtler  Gold  Coins 


The  following  consignment  of  Bechtler  Carolina  Gold 
Coins  has  an  interesting  history.  Consigned  by  a  Maine 
numismatist,  the  pieces  are  accompanied  by  a  set  of  weights 
and  scales  said  to  have  been  used  by  Christopher  Bechtler, 
together  with  an  affidavit  to  that  effect,  dated  September 
3,  1961,  by  Florence  A.  Hoster,  one  of  Bechtler's  descen¬ 
dants.  Miss  Hoster  also  furnished  a  set  of  cabinet 
photographs  of  the  Bechtler  family,  reproduced  in  the  pre¬ 
sent  catalogue,  showing  Christopher  Bechtler  (the  nephew) 
at  the  upper  left  and  Augustus  Bechtler  at  the  upper  right. 

A  brief  history  of  the  Bechtler  coinage  is  given  The  History 
of  United  States  Coinage,  by  Q.  David  Bowers,  excerpts  of 
which  are  printed  herewith: 

During  the  1830s  the  Bechtler  family  coined  $2,241,850.50 
worth  of  gold  coins.  Bearing  the  imprint  CAROLINA  GOLD 
or  GEORGIA  GOLD,  depending  upon  the  state  in  which 
the  coinage  metal  originated,  the  pieces  were  produced  in 
the  denominations  of  $1,  $2.50,  and  $5  from  minting 
facilities  in  the  Rutherfordton,  North  Carolina  vicinity.  To¬ 
day,  while  Bechtler  gold  coins  are  scarce,  as  a  group  they 
are  among  the  most  frequently  encountered  of  all  privately 
minted  issues  of  the  19th  century. 

At  one  time  during  the  early  19th  century  North  Carolina 


was  the  primary  gold-producing  district  in  the  states.  From 
1814,  when  $11,000  worth  of  gold  was  received,  until  1824, 
the  Philadelphia  Mint  received  modest  but  continuous 
deposits  of  gold  from  the  North  Carolina  region.  During 
this  time  sums  averaged  not  more  than  $2,500  per  year.  In 
1825  the  deposits  jumped  to  $18,000,  then  to  $20,000  in  the 
year  following,  and  then  to  $21,000  in  1827.  In  1828  deposits 
of  North  Carolina  gold  jumped  to  $46,000,  then  to  $128,(XX) 
in  1829.  By  1831  the  total  had  increased  to  $294,000. 

Christopher  Bechtler,  the  elder,  and  several  members  of 
his  family  came  from  Baden,  the  Black  Forest  area  of  Ger¬ 
many,  to  Rutherfordton,  North  Carolina  in  1830.  Accom¬ 
panying  him  were  his  two  sons,  Charles  and  Augustus,  and 
his  nephew  who  is  known  as  Christopher  Bechtler,  the 
younger. 

The  elder  Bechtler  was  bom  in  Baden  in  1782.  Leaving 
from  the  port  of  Le  Havre,  France,  he  arrived  in  America 
on  October  12,  1829.  In  Philadelphia  on  October  25th  of 
the  same  year  he  filed  his  application  for  naturalization 
papers.  In  the  court  of  Rutherford  County  on  July  14,  1832, 
the  elder  Bechtler  and  his  son  Augustus,  who  was  then  19, 
became  American  citizens. 

The  elder  Bechtler,  trained  in  the  art  of  the  gunsmith  and 
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goldsmith,  established  a  jewelry  store  shortly  after  his  ar¬ 
rival.  Trade  was  conducted  in  a  house  situated  about  four 
miles  north  of  Rutherfordton,  There  was  gold-bearing  earth 
on  his  property,  and  several  shafts  were  sunk  to  exploit  it. 
His  son  Augustus  shared  his  interests  and  abilities  and  was 
a  capable  assistant.  It  was  said  that  Augustus  was  a  large 
and  handsome  man  who  enjoyed  company  and  conviviali¬ 
ty  and  who  numbered  hunting  among  his  sports. 

Christopher  Bechtler,  the  younger,  was  a  stocky  man  with 
heavy  eyebrows  and  a  dark  complexion.  His  ability  as  a  gold 
and  silversmith  was  well  known. 

Bechtler's  entry  into  coinage  occurred  in  the  summer  of 
[  1831  when  on  July  2nd  an  advertisement  appeared  in  the 
I  North  Carolina  Spectator  and  Western  Advertiser  and  con- 
^  tinned  for  several  weeks  thereafter.  It  was  announced  that 
!  Bechtler  was  ready  to  receive  gold  and  coin  it  into  $2.50 
I  and  $5  pieces  at  his  store-residence  located  3V2  miles  north 
of  Rutherfordton  on  the  road  leading  to  Jeanstown. 

It  is  believed  that  pieces  of  the  $1  denomination  were  first 
^  produced  in  1832.  From  that  time  onward  specimens  were 
\  produced  of  three  denominations,  $1,  $2.50,  and  $5.  The 
|i  weight  and  fineness  was  prominently  lettered  as  part  of  each 
I'  coin's  inscription.  In  addition  the  origin  was  stated  as 
CAROLINA  GOLD,  GEORGIA  GOLD,  or  NORTH 
I'  CAROLINA  GOLD. 

i  In  1837,  G.W.  Featherstonhaugh  traveled  through  North 
i  Carolina  and  wrote  of  his  recollections,  which  were  subse- 
I  quently  published  in  an  article,  "A  Private  Mint  in  North 
t  Carolina,"  by  Dr.  Thomas  Featherstonhaugh,  a  grandson 
of  the  traveler,  in  The  Publications  of  the  Southern  History 
J  Association,  March  1906: 

After  breakfast  I  walked  a  few  miles  to  visit  a  German  of  the  name 
l 


of  Bechtler.  I  passed  a  great  part  of  the  day  with  him  at  his  cottage 
in  the  woods.  He  had  resided  seven  years  in  this  country  and  had 
established  for  himself  a  character  for  integrity  as  well  as  skill  in 
his  profession.  I  found  him  rather  mystical  and  imaginative,  as  many 
Germans  are.  It  was  probably  this  bias  that  induced  him  to  settle 
in  the  gold  region  of  North  Carolina.  The  greater  part  of  the  small 
streams  in  this  part  of  the  gold  region  have  more  or  less  gold  in 
them.  Bechtler  had  obtained  some  in  the  usual  manner,  and  having 
made  a  die,  coined  his  gold  into  five  dollar  pieces.  At  the  period 
of  my  visit  his  gold  coins  circulated  more  freely  than  that  of  the 
United  States,  which  were  very  scarce. 

It  would  be  in  his  power  to  take  improper  advantage  of  the  con¬ 
fidence  placed  in  him,  but  I  heard  of  no  instances  of  his  having  at¬ 
tempted  this.  When  I  mentioned  the  possibility  of  this,  he  answered 
that  it  was  what  an  honest  man  would  not  do,  and  that  if  any  man 
were  to  do  it,  he  would  soon  be  found  out,  for  the  gold  did  not 
remain  long  in  circulation,  since  it  found  its  way  very  soon  to  the 
United  States  Mint,  where  it  was  necessary  for  him  to  keep  a  good 
character... 

Bechtler's  maxim  was  that  honesty  is  the  best  policy;  and  that 
maxim  appeared  to  govern  his  conduct.  I  never  was  so  pleased  with 
observing  transactions  of  business  as  those  I  saw  at  his  house  dur¬ 
ing  the  time  I  was  there.  Several  country  p)eople  came  in  with  rought 
gold  to  be  left  for  coinage.  He  waited  before  them  and  entered  it 
in  his  book,  where  there  was  marginal  room  for  noting  the  subse¬ 
quent  assay.  To  others  he  delivered  the  coin  he  had  struck.  The  most 
perfect  confidence  prevailed  betwixt  them,  and  the  transactions  were 
conducted  with  quite  as  much  simplicity  as  those  at  a  country  grist 
mill,  where  the  miller  deducts  [his  fee]  for  the  grist  he  has  manufac¬ 
tured.  As  gunsmiths,  he  and  his  son  are  preeminent  for  their  ingenui¬ 
ty;  they  had  invented  various  modes  of  firing  rifles  eight  times  in 
a  minute.  One  with  a  chain  of  sixty  caps,  revolving  by  a  catch  of 
the  trigger,  was  very  neatly  constructed  and  very  curious. 

Following  the  death  of  the  elder  Christopher  Bechtler  in 
1842,  the  business  was  conducted  by  his  son  Augustus,  By 
this  time  the  success  of  United  States  branch  mints  in 
Charlotte,  North  Carolina,  and  Dahlonega,  Georgia  had 
lessened  the  demand  for  Bechtler's  coinage  services, 
Augustus  apparently  continued  production  of  coins  for  a 
year  or  so  and  then  was  succeeded  by  the  younger 
Christopher  Bechtler,  the  nephew  of  the  original  coiner.

Christopher  Bechtler.  Accompanied  by  an  affidavit  from  Florence 
A.  Hoster,  a  relative,  stating:  "I,  Florence  A.  Hosier,  do  attest  that 
I  sold  to  [our  present  consignor]  a  set  of  weights  and  scales  on  August 
27,  1961.  The  said  weights  and  scales  having  been  in  my  family's 
possession  and  believed  to  have  been  used  by  Christopher  Bechtler. 

The  group  consists  of  a  set  of  21  brass  weights  (plus  openings  for 
two  others  which  are  missing)  fitted  into  a  wooden  case  measuring 
about  seven  inches  wide  by  four  inches  deep,  with  a  hinged  lid.  An 
opening  is  provided  for  the  included  balance  pans  and  arms.  A  label 
on  the  underside  of  the  lid  reveals  the  maker  as  Abraham  Kruse 
of  Schwelm,  dated  180-,  the  last  digit  of  the  date  left  blank. 

Lettered  above  the  spaces  for  each  weight  are  the  gold  coin 
equivalents  such  as  "guinee,"  "ducet,"  "pistol,  etc. 

A  beautiful  exhibit  item  believed  to  be  of  incredible  historical 
importance.

2658  1863  Pattern  cent.  J-304.  Aluminum.  15.0  grains.  Plain  edge.  "L" 
on  ribbon.  Select  Proof-63/Choice  Proof-65.  Extremely  rare,  only 
two  specimens  known  to  have  been  struck. 

The  obverse  type  is  that  as  adopted  in  1864  for  the  regular  issue 
small  cent,  with  the  engraver's  initial  "L"  on  the  ribbon.  The  reverse 
type  is  that  adopted  in  1860.  The  small  cent  was  first  struck  in  1856 
in  a  composition  of  88  percent  copper  and  12  percent  nickel.  When 
the  types  were  changed  in  1859  to  include  the  representation  of  an 
Indian  princess,  the  composition  of  these  copper-nickel  alloy  cents 
was  not  changed.  However,  as  Judd  describes  under  his  section  for 
the  1863  patterns,  the  Mint  found  that  the  copper-nickel  alloy 
authorized  for  the  small  cent  was  difficult  to  work  with.  Consequent¬ 
ly,  the  director  of  the  Mint,  James  Pollock,  recommended  in  1862 
that  the  nickel  alloy  no  longer  be  included  in  the  small  cent  and 
in  place  of  the  copper-nickel  alloy  then  being  used  a  composition 
of  copper,  tin,  and  zinc,  which  when  alloyed  together  produced  metal 
that  was  easily  drawn  and  manufactured  into  planchets  that  would 
strike  up  clean  and  sharp.  In  addition  to  technical  concerns.  Direc¬ 
tor  Pollock  was  worried  that  the  inclusion  of  the  nickel  metal  in 
our  small  cent  coinage  placed  us,  somewhat,  at  the  mercy  of  foreign 
suppliers  of  this  metal,  which  was,  at  the  time,  unavailable  from 
U.S.  mines  in  sufficient  quantities.  At  the  same  time  the  Mint  was 
experimenting  with  the  use  not  only  of  brorrze,  but  also  of  aluminum 
for  the  subsidiary  coinage.  This  piece,  one  of  only  two  believed  to 
be  known  in  aluminum  was  struck  to  test  the  ductility  of  this  metal. 
It  should  be  remembered,  that  at  this  time  aluminum  was  not  as 
cheap  and  plentiful  as  it  is  today,  and  it  was  considered  to  be  an 
important  metal  in  its  own  right.  In  addition,  the  softness  and  easy 
workability  of  aluminum  allowed  for  striking  pattern  coinage 
without  damage  to  the  master  dies.  The  major  design  change  in¬ 
troduced  on  this  piece  involves  the  addition  of  Longacre's  initial  "L" 
on  the  Indian  princess's  bonnet,  a  change  officially  introduced  on 
the  coinage  in  1864  and  standard  for  small  cents  appearing  in  the 
following  year.

Deeply  reflective  fields  contrast  with  lovely  frosted  devices.  The  den¬ 
ticles  surrounding  the  peripheries  on  both  sides  are  poorly  struck, 
although  all  other  areas  of  the  strike  are  strong.  Just  3,790  Proofs 
were  struck  out  of  a  total  emission  of  4,790  coins. 


2660  1879  Shield  nickel.  AU-50.  The  entire  date  is  boldly  recut.  This 
popular  low  mintage  date  is  seldom  seen  in  tTis  condition. 


2661  1863  Half  dime.  Brilliant  Proof-55  to  Proof-60.  Light  smoky  gray 

toning  covers  mildly  hairlined  but  attractive  reflective  fields.  This 
date  is  very  popular  due  to  its  Proof  mintage  of  just  460  specimens 
and  total  production  of  a  mere  18,460  coins. 


2662  1867  Half  dime.  Choice  AU-55.  Lustrous  and  well  struck.  Clashed 

dies  are  evident  in  the  fields.  Half  dimes  struck  in  1867  have  the 
distinction  of  being  the  second  lowest  mintage  coin  of  the  entire 
denomination  with  a  production  of  8,625  examples,  second  only 
to  the  extremely  rare  1802  (of  which  just  3,060  were  struck). 


2663  1864  Dime.  Brilliant  Proof-55.  Another  low  mintage  Civil  War  era 

date.  Just  11,470  examples  were  struck  of  which  a  scant  470  were 
Proofs.  The  offered  coin  appears  to  be  a  Proof,  though  its  surfaces 
are  pitted  and  it  has  been  cleaned  to  restore  lustre.
